and concurrence is deſired, and will be expected. Beſides which it is recommended to 
you, that loving and friendly correſpondence may be maintained betwixt you and them 
in all things, that may contribute to the common advantage and benefit of the whole; 
which will be well becoming, as you are countrymen, members of the ſaid common- 
wealth, and profeſſors of the ſame hope. |

ing to his wiſe and holy will, (after ſome other alterations) to put the legiſlative autho- 
rity of this commonwealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and rhe dominions thereto 


belonging, into the hands of a lord protector and the people aſſembled in parliament ; and 


the exerciſe of the chief magiſtracy and adminiſtration. of government into the hand 
of the ſaid lord protector, aſſiſted with a council. It hath pleaſed the ſame wiſdom, to 
intruſt the ſaid office of lord protector with Oliver. Cromwell, captain general of the 
forces of this commonwealth, who hath been ſo eminently uſed by God .as an inſtrument 
in his hand, for redeeming the publick intereſts: thereof; and whom God-doth, and, we 
doubt not, will further uſe for the ſettling and advancing of the great concernments of 
religion and civil liberty: in the fruit and benefit whereof your intereſt being involved, 
( the colonies wherewith you are intruſted being part of the dominions of this common- 
wealth ) the council have thought fit to give you this notice, and to ſend you printed copies 
both of the government eſtabliſh*d, as alſo of the council's proclamation for publiſhing 
his ſaid highneſs, the preſent lord protector; which as it hath been publiſh'd in the ſeveral 
parts of this nation, and elſewhere within this commonwealth, ſo the council do order 
and require, that. forthwith after receipt hereof you cauſe the ſame to be proclaimed in 


the molt eminent places within your reſpective governments; as alfo that in all your legal 


. writs and proceedings, whereir was uſed the name of the keepers of the liberty of England 


by authority of parliament, the name of the lord protector be uſed, as is more fully ex- 
preſſed in the inftrument intituled, The government of the commonwealth of England, Scotland 
and Ireland; wherein you will find a happy foundation (by the bleſſing of God upon it) of 


an increaſe of peace and honour to the whole commonwealth, in which you may expect

— are depending betwixt ſome of the New England governments and yourſelves, about 
Vol. xi. p. 82. bounds and other matters, the ſame are put under conſideration, and will in due time be 
| determined. In the mean while, his highneſs and the council have thought fit to let you 
know, that they ire and will be very tender of your juſt liberties, and be ready to give 
you protection and encouragement in the ways of order, peace, and righteouſneſs ; the 
punctual purſuance of which ends is ſpecially recommended to you, as that whereby you 
will beſt provide for your own comfort and quiet, and give the cleareſt reſpect, both to 
the honour-of your country and to religion. And that you may not want thoſe fit advan- 
tages, which may conduce to the more chearful ſubſiſtence and ingenuous maintenance of 
yourſelves and families, his highneſs and the council are content, that all ſuch of you as are 
not under the cenſure of baniſhment, by the ſentence of any of the former governments of 
New England, may enjoy the freedom of ingreſs, egreſs, and regreſs, in, to, and from their 
ſeveral plantations, for trade with thoſe other colonies, and upon other neceſſary occaſions ; 
you demeaning yourſelves peaceably and inoffenſively, and with due reſpect to the common 
Intereſt of all other plantations ; to the governments whereof a letter will be diſpatched to 
that purpoſe, as alſo to ſignify his highneſs's pleaſure, that in caſe they ſhall determine of 
a war with your neighbour natives, ſeaſonable notice ſhall be given you of ſuch their reſo- 
lution, that you may the better prepare for preventing of danger and ſurpriſal to yourſelves. 
And further, his highneſs and the council do hereby declare, that if you ſhall by your own 
induſtry diſcover any new banks within ten leagues of Rhode iſland, you ſhall enjoy the 
benefit of the fiſhing there, without the intermeddling or interruption of the Dutch or French. 
At preſent his highneſs and the council will add no more, but to deſire you ſo to manage 
the government and other affairs among yourſelves, as may beſt manifeſt your eſteem of 
equal juſtice, your deſires and endeavours to preſerve a friendly and faithful correſpondence 
with the neighbour plantations, and your affection to the honour of this commonwealth, 
whereof you are members; and particularly not to harbour, entertain, or countenance 
any malefactors, who after miſdemeanours committed ſhall for declining the juſtice of any 
of the ſaid four governments, make eſcape, and fly to you-for ſhelter and protection; 
but to render them up to the law.

1 Hownovr ABLE SIR, — 
* 1 HAVE juſt now beene with that party I formerly acquainted you with, who tells me, vol. x. p. 53. 
= that he hath ſeene a letter dated January 2. ſtilo novo, out of Holland, from Mr. Gervis 
= Hollis, which came incloſed in the Dutch ambaſſador's packet, that hints, that if they had 
had theire deputyes home againe, they needed not to fear a peace; for that the Dutch hath 
taken a large ſurvey where theire principal intereſt lyeth, which (ſayth the letter) they have 
not wanted directions for that purpoſe ; but theire cheife ground is from the preſent diſtemper 
in England. He likewiſe ſayth, chat he the ſaid Gervis Hollis hath . beene a long time 
ſtudious; but before the ſunne get to his height, he hopes to ſee him on his knees before 


his lawfull ſoveraigne. Here's more letters from France, which I ſhal afterwards acquaint 
[you] with, ſince in this juncture of time I thought this more neceſſary,

| I HAVE given you an account of the enemic's firſt advance to this countrey; but through Vol. x. p. 35. 
the baſenes of the people my bearer was diſcovered by the enemy, and taken by them, 
but not my letters; and Kenmore cauſed him to be burnt both hands and feete in a moſt 
barbarous and cruel] manner, to cauſe him to confeſſe what he has done with my letters, 
Which notwithſtanding hee refuſed to doe; and yeſterday beeing a pointed for his execution 
Mm within fight of this garriſon, a deepe ſleepe fell upon his guard, * that hee eſcaped their c 
8 hands, and came backe to mee. Kenmore and Glencairne marched in by the way of Streth- | 
_—_— ſpey, and Glencairne, Lorne, Mac Keldney, and ſome of Mac Gregor's men with the reſt 
of the gange, Atholl being left behinde, marched in by the head of this country, and 
zoyned their forces within three miles of this garriſon, where Glencairne now quarters. At 
their approach to this place, Glencairne ſent me a letter, ſtuffed with Scotch compliments, 
the coppie whereof, together with my anſwer, as alſo his letters to the countrey gentlemen,

men of this countrey, Lorne ſaying, that hee, by reaſon they were his men, ought as well 
to have the orderinge and diſpoſall of them as the earl of Atholl had of his; but Glencairne 
told him, that although his «father tooke up the rents of the country, the men were the 
marquis of Huntley's, and that Lorne had nothinge to doe with them, but he would uſe 
them as he pleaſed : whereupon high wordes aroſe between them, and Glencairne offered 
to drawe his ſword, and Lorne went away in great rage, ſwearing, - that rather then he 
would ſee his owne people abuſed by Glencairne, hee would loſe his life; and thereupon drew 
to the other ſide of the water from Glencairne, and Mac Keldney, with ſome of Mac Gregor's 
men, and about 60 horſe with them, and ſent the incloſed in all haſte to the gentlemen 


of the countrie; but ſome of them, fearinge it might be ſome plott, did not anſwer his deſires. 


I ſent a letter, the copy whereof is alſo incloſed, to ſome, that went to him, knowing that 


they ſhew whatever letters I direct to them. Yeſterday Glencai ne had a rendezvous about 


four miles off on the north ſide of the river, and Lorne with Mac Keldney, and what others 
he had with him, were drawn upon the ſouth ſide of the river well nighe in oppoſition, and 
the whole number was not above 1500 horſe and foote. The laſt night Lorne and colonel 
Meynes with ſix horſe left all and fled. Glencairne preſentlie ſent a partie of horſe after him, 


to apprehend him. Had Lorne ſtayed, and concurred with them, this countrie for the 


moſte parte would have gone this way ; but this difference had put moſt of them to a ſtand, 
and ſome of them, are fled to Invernes and other parts, to ſecure themſelves, Parties of 
horſe and poſts are directed every way, for the apprehending of Lorne. The enemie take 


up all the horſes they can, and expect ſome troopes. They are worke-horſes and poore . 


countrey beaſts without ſhoes; and their foote poore ſtarven fellowes, manie of them havinge 


noe other armes but cudgills, and thoſe that have armes have no ammunition 3 and they are 


full of feare, ſoe that had we but 600 horſe and foote here at this time, we might in all 


probability put them to their beſt ſhifts to eſcape our hands. They uſe the countrey ſome- 


what hardly, eſpecially ſince Lorne's departure; and that ſame night the difference was 


betweene them, Glencairne in a deſpightfull manner removed his quarters to Ballachrone, 
where the bailiff*s intereſt lyes, and I heare hath left little there, which could either be eaten 


or carried away. I am informed, that the laird of Grant (although he hath not perſonally 


appeared with them) hath ſent divers letters to them; and further my intelligence ſends, 
that the enemy intend, when they have eaten up this country, (which will not be long at 
the rate they devour) to ſeparate ; to witt, Glencairne to march northwards towards Inver- 
neſs, Roſs, and Cathneſs, and Kenmore towards Aberdeen. What is become of Lorne's 
men, I cannot yet certainly hear; but the flying report is, that they are diſperſed. The 
enemy keep guards on the other ſide of the water at the Kirke-towne within leſſe then twice 
muſquet-ſhott of the caſtle. We cannot get over to them, by reaſon of the ice. Since I 
began to write, my intelligence affures me, that the occaſion of Lorne's ſo ſudden flight 
was, that after he fell out with Glencairne, the ſame night he ſent. a letter to me to adviſe 


me, where I might fall upon Glencairne's men with beſt advantage; but his bearer, proving 


falſe, carried his letter to Kenmore z whereupon they drew up part of their army that way, 
thinking to take him that night; and foe he fled as aforeſaid. They have impriſoned ſeven 
or eight of the chief gentlemen that were with him. It is alſo ſaid, that Lorne poſted 
away a letter to his father, acquainting him with his condition, and that he was coming, 


unto him. The braymen of this countrey doe cloſe with the enemy. This is all at preſent

The duc of 
Longueville had, as they ſaid, no mynde to com to court, though he be ſent for, becauſe 


he had notice, that ſome of the prince de Conti his ſervants had ſent a copie of the duc his 


letter he wrote to the ſaid prince to diſſuade him from marriing one of the cardinals 
neeces, How true this is, I cannot anſweere ; but I am aſſured, that the mareſchal de Ia 
Fertẽ hath beſieged Befort, and hath power to treat with the counte de Harcourt, being 
intire friends: yet the buſſineſs of Phillipſburg wil mak the winter conditions worſe.

You may lee by it, how little account they give of their negotiation in England. I would 
not ſend it, but to the end you may believe they give no account here, as expected, to the 


great admiration of the ſtates general, not writing at this time one word of the negotiation. 


This their affected ſilence is very much reſented by the ſtates general, and a ſharp repre- 


benſion by this poſt will be ſent to them. 


The party of the prince of Orange, and the other provinces but Holland, have taken a 
great jealouſy of theſe proceedings, the rather that the deputy Jongeſtall has by his parti- 
cular letters complained to his Sonny of Bevernihg and Nieuport going alone ſeveral 
times to Cromwell and the Engliſh commiſſioners, without him, which is not uſual ; and 
that he aſking them, Wherefore they did fo? they told him, It was in order to ſome parti- 
cular buſineſs concerning their own province of Holland, without prejudice to any of the 
reſt of the provinces ; they acted alone. There is ſome myſtery in the matter, that theſe 
two deputies of Holland proceeded fo ; for it is certain and without queſtion, they exceeded 


at leaſt their inſtructions, and were not ſo qualified as to conclude any treaty with that com- 


monwealth ; and it they have done any, it was againſt their inſtrutions. And it is 
admired you would treat with them, till you had been ſatisfied of their power to treat and 


_ conclude. But now they ſay here, it is the being and ſafety of your lord protector to make 


a peace with theſe States upon any terms; and therefore they doubt not here, they may 


have a peace at their own rates; and fo you ſhall find they will keep up the market with | 


you. | | 
In the mean while the French ambaſſador cannot proceed further, the States here expecting 
the concluſion of the peace or treaty with England 3 and many here would have the league 
with France to go on, without looking upon the peace with England. 

A great ſtorm lately happened in the port of Texel, wherein about 16 ſhips periſhed ; 


one of which of the Eäſt Indies, with above 200 men in her; three other ſhips of war, and 


all the reſt merchant-men. : 5 

Before the ſaid port of Texel there was ſeen lately a ſquadron of 16 Engliſh ſhips of 
war; but in this ſeaſon it is not poſſible for them to ſubſiſt upon that coaſt. -

SIR, 


T H E day before the laſt parliament diſſolved themſelves, I wrote to you, and bed | 


the doctor to incloſe it in his, and he ſent it in the ſignior's packett; but it ſeemes it 
was not received at the writing of yours of the 24h December. Since that time wee have 
beene doing things, in order to the ſettlement of our lord protector. For the government, 


where firſt it ran in the king's name, and after in the name of the keepers of the libertyes, 


now it goes in the name of the lord protector; ſo that the lawes and the courts are now like 


to ſtand. There is an ordinance of about twelve ſheetes of paper, touching the articles or 


reſolves made by the councell of officers upon the chooſing the lord protector, and his 
highnes oath to governe according to the lawes and his highnes diſcretion, with the adviſe of 
his councell, till Sept. the 30 next, when the next parliament is to begin. This is ſo long, 
that J durſt not ſend it for the charge. His highnes is not yet come to Whitehall; 
200, ooo l. is ſettled upon him yerely : he is chooſing officers of ſtate. It is thought, that the 
lords wil be ſent for to attend him at court, to acknowledge and ſubmitt to the govern- 


ment; and wee heare that playes are goeinge up againe, and that things had beene coming to 


the old rode; but that the Dutch ambaſſadors are gone without any concluſion (as wee heare) 
on Tueſday laſt, which rather putts things backe; for if wee had agreed, wee ſhould 


have ſuppreſſed the anabaptiſts, but now muſt ſomething cajole them, leaſt danger may 
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to the ſtate by their meanes, and the papiſts and prelaticall partie; yet it is ſup- A. D. 1653 ·

B* reaſon that I was informed by the laſt letters from Elſenore, that the Engliſh men of 3 
war, which tranſported the ambaſſador, were ſtill remaining at Gottenburg, and hindred . 
the putting out to ſea ſore Holland merchant-men, who had deſired in vain of the magi- a 
ſtrate, that the Engliſh ſhould be kept in, till they had been a day at ſea; I have therefore 
made a new inſtance to the queen, to the end ſome courſe and order might be taken againſt. 
this, that ſo the Engliſh may not prejudice the navigation of your H. and M. L. and the whole 
commerce of the eaſt ſea, That which her majeſty anſwered to this, was, that we ſhould 
believe, that they were not inclined here yet to any refolution, which might be taken for 
offence by the Engliſh, but to obſerve a ſtrict neutrality 3; which ſhall be left as free to 
the one as the other. I hereupon demonſtrated the proper intereſt of this crown, as well in 
regard of the trade at Gottenburg, as that which is driven upon the eaſt ſea ; as alſo the incon- 
veniencies, which may. ariſe from thence, in caſe your H. and M. L. ſhould likewiſe ſend 
men of war thither ; alſo declaring unto her majeſty, how that -the Engliſh do uſe this 
practice, not only to make their advantage, but alſo to put and breed jealouſies and diſtruſt 
between this crown and their old friends: ſo then her majeſty promiſed me to ſpeak 
with the Engliſh ambaſſador, and to take ſuch care, that all-inconveniences may be 
thereby prevented; and ſhe likewiſe promiſed me to give me in writing, what her 
majeſty ſhould reſolve herein. I ſhall endeavour to effect this buſineſs to the beſt advan- 
tage of your H. and M. L. The Engliſh ambaſſador hath ſince his firſt audience, in one 
week, had four more; but the queen, whom I have ſpoken withal fince his laſt, hath 
aſſured me, That (which were her own words) hall do ber no harm; as alſo, That ſbe 
could yet perceive nothing further by him, than that the Engliſh did only intend to obtain, thas 
this crown ſhould not refolve to their prejudice. The uncertainty, wherein the laſt letters 
out of England do put the iſſue of your H. and M. L. negotiation there, hath not afforded 
me any further occaſion to ſpeak with her majeſty ſince about it; but I can aſſure you, 
H. and M. L. that they do here very much regard and look out what will be done between 
you and France. If the war continue, the merchants of Stockholm do intend to complain — 
of the damages and wrongs done them by the Engliſh: and, as I am told, the fame will = 
amount to above three hundred thouſand rixdollers. In the mean time it is the chiefeſt 1 
artifice of the Engliſh ambaſſador, to perſuade people here into a belief, that their power E 
is not to be overcome; and to that end he doth ſet forth in all his diſcourſes the great 
advantages mentioned in my laſt. And it were to be wiſhed, that ſince they take that 
courſe, that I were inſtructed with more particular advice than what I had ſent me, to - 
confute the ſame 3 for by his ſaying the queen was perſuaded to believe, that the enemy hat 
taken from your H. and M. L. and their ſubjects, ſince the war begun, 1400 ſhips.

of Sweden. And it is believed, with the greateſt appearance of truth, that the next 
fammer will not expire, before the will of her majeſty be intirely brought to bear. I am 
informed by a good hand, that the councils of the chamber are charged to examine the 
ſtate of the kingdom, in order to find out the neceſſary fund, for the ſupport of the queen, 
after the abdication of the crown; nay even that the queen for that purpoſe has propoſed 
the revenues of Gothland, Oeland, Smalland, and Gottenburg; as likewiſe the tolls of 
Pomerania and Wiſmar. I leave it to your lordſhip's conſideration, if this deſign of the 
ueen will not give to her majeſty great cauſe to chuſe no fide in the Engliſh war, neither 


or the one nor the other party; nor to engage herſelf in an enterprize of great charges and 


conſequence : for beſides that her majeſty has declared to others, as alſo to me, that ſhe 
would fain leave her kingdom in peace and tranquillity, there are a great many debts ſtill 
to pay by the court; and her majeſty intends, as ſoon as ſhe has layd down the crown, to 
enter upon a great voyage out of the kingdom: for the one and the other, money is required; 
and in the bad ſtate of the finances of the kingdom, the ſame is very hard to be found: fo that 


it is very likely, that it will coſt much trouble, as well in collecting the money, as in laying out 


the ſame. The princeſs, wife to my lord the count de la Gardie, has again attempted in 
vain the reconciliation of her huſband with the queen; and has got this final anſwer, 
That it was impoſſible to undo what was done before in this affair.

Vol. x. p.197. GIN CE my former, I received both yours of the 12 and the 15" inſtant, new ſtyle. 
By the laſt expreſs hither from thence, as I mentioned in my former, *twas received 
here, the peace of Holland with England was concluded, printed, and publiſhed ; and by 
this ſame poſt *tis confirmed, concluded, though not yet publiſhed ; and the deputies gone 
away. Not to be concluded, we are very glad; but of the contrary we ſhould be more 
ſorry : yet ſure, God will do all for his own end, as he has done hitherto. Diviſion 
in England would ſpoil the whole, which is much expected by adverſaries, &c. 
Honeſt men and well-wiſhers of the lord protector ſay, if the three kingdoms were united, 
that they would not much care what Holland or any other nation would do. This is the

Time will let us ſee the end of 

the whole, God willing. I would wiſh ours in peace, before the iſſue of ſuch, Cc. 
Le fieur Honore, cabaretier and merchant, and a man that furniſhed the king's houſe in 


wine, died the 15* inſtant of the wounds he received by the Engliſh gentleman, that drank 


in his houſe, as you had before in my letters; which when Mr Servient ſur- intendant heard 


of, he ſent for his wife; who being preſent he ſignified to her, that he had received orders from 


the king and queen, to accommodate her buſineſs with the aforeſaid Engliſh gentleman, that 
killed her huſband : to which ſhe anſwered, ſhe was not a woman to. ſell her huſband's 
death; and that ſhe deſired nothing but juſtice. He ſaid, it were better do otherwiſe ; 
that ſhe would ſpend much money for to have juſtice, and in the end ſhe would gain nothing, 
they being ſtrangers, as they were; and that money would ſerve better herſelf and her chil- 
dren, ſooner than juſtice: upon which the poor woman retired. Laſt week an Engliſhman, 
aged 67 years, was broken alive, near St. Nicolas des Champs in Paris, for having killed 
a German, that lodged in his houſe. Having taken notice he had money, he took him with 
him within three quarters of a league of Paris, promiſing him to ſhew him the ſituation of 
the city, and ſhot him in the head with a piſtolet. The peaſants of the place followed him, 
ſeeing the man killed, took him to the priſon of Noſtredame, where he was condemned by 
that juſtice to cut off his head : afterwards he appealed to the parliament, where he was 
worſe entertained, as to be broken alive, and hanged afterwards. | | 


It is reported, the duke of Orleans ſent an expreſs to his majeſty, by which he ſignifies, 
be heard that his majeſty was to make the proceſs of prince Conde : upon which he deſired, 


if that be true, that his majeſty might be pleaſed to confer all the ſaid prince's eſtate upon 
the duke of Enguien, the prince his ſon having promiſed to marry one of his own daugh-

FE MBAR KING ourſelves on Friday morning in the Amity frigat, the name of which 
the deputies took as a good omen, on Tueſday night we arrived at Goeree. The want 
of a pilot, and the ſtorm we met with on Monday, put us to many exigencies; and indeed 
we were in a fair way of loſing our lives, and the ſtates a frigat, if my lord Nieuport's 
knowledge had not prevented it :. and had we not met with a poor fiſherman, who having 


more confidence than his fellows, ventured to ſpeak with us, we had either periſhed on 


Tueſday night in the ſtorm, which was here very great, or ſhould have been neceſſitated to 
have returned for England. But it pleaſed God to diſpoſe of us better, and by the arrival 
of that poor man made us plainly ſee, of how great a value is an experienced man, and 
how neceſſary and happy it was for us to obey him. For what I can learn yet, they were 
all here in deſpair of agreeing with you; and ſeeing they could have no peace, are very 


active to provide for the war; and they are ſo poſſeſſed with this opinion, that I can 


hardly perſuade them to believe the contrary. I hope to be within two hours at Bonnel, 
where I ſhall expect the iſſue of this good buſineſs.

I AM very glad to heare there is ſoe great a probabilitie of the Dutch and our agree- 

ment, which doubtleſſe will much conduce to the ſettlement of affaires heere, and

bee ſlightly conſidered ; for if that intelligence I have from very good handes bee true, they

On Friday 
laſt the 16" arrived here the poſt from England, but without any letters to the ſtates 

general, which did very much anger them ; and the more, becauſe they did perceive and 
underſtand, that the commiſſioners of this ſtate did communicate with the miniſter of his moſt 

chriſtian majeſty at London, who had writ about ir to the ambaſſador Chaunt here; ſo that they 

ſent to the ambaſſador a gentleman, whoſe name is Agent, tolearn ſome news of him. The ſaid 

Agent brought word back to the ſtates general, that the ambaſſador had advice, that all was 
accommodated ;z and when they thought to have concluded that, then the Engliſh came 

and produced two points; firft concerning the ſovereignty of the ſea, which the Engliſh will 

have to be acknowletiged to belong to them; ſecondly, concerning the prince of Orange, 

whom the Engliſh deſire to have excluded here from all employment and government; and 

that thereupon the buſineſs was either in ſuſpenſe, or broken off.

He 
deſired me to excuſe him, and fayd, that he meant no otherwiſe ; and that hee did not only 
deſire the friendſhip betweene the two nations, butt that hee might have an intimacy of 
friendſhip betweene us. Att my parting I intreated to know, whither he were ſatisfyed 
concerning the ſettlement of our commonwealth ; or elſe it would be in vayne to treate 4 
uppon perticulars before a ſatisfaction firſt had in the generall ; which he apprehended had BE 
not bin wanting, bicauſe her majeſty had ſent her publique miniſters to our common- 
wealth, and had one there now reſiding.

port, commiſſioners, together with the deceaſed M. vande Perre, as alſo M. Jongeſtall, : 
for and on the behalf of the ſtates general, concerning their tranſactions in England, with 
all the circumſtances and communications of divers propoſitions, anſwers, and other pieces 
relating thereunto, happened in their negotiation ſince the late return of M. Nieuport and 
J ongeltall, in the month of Auguſt laſt; and of all they have negotiated and treated of in

Beſides, the officers 
and ſouldiers of the army and navy, in whoſe hands the ſtrength of the nation is, freely 
conſented hereunto. ee then fell into diſcourſe about the buſineſſe of my negociation, 
wherein I defired to know, whether hee had received ſatisfaction by what I had diſcourſed 
to him before, and by what I had now ſhewed him concerning the ſettlement of govern- 


ment-of the commonwealth : to which he gave noe anſwer ; but ſaid, that in my creden- 


tiall letters, which I laſt preſented unto the queene, hee conceived there was an omiſſion, 
in that the letters deſired her majeſtie to give me credit, but doe not at all expreſſe, that 
my lord protector will ratifie what I ſhall agree to; and read the copy of my credentials 


from my lord protector, upon which he made this obſervation, and ſaid, that it was the 
| courſe in credentialls to have that clauſe inſerted. I anſwered, that I had not obſerved that 


clauſe in the credentiall letters, but in the commiſſion and authority whereunto the credentials 
refer; that in my firſt letters, which I delivered to the queene, that clauſe was not inſerted, 
yett not excepted againſt ; that in my commiſſion this clauſe was inſerted of ratifying what 


I ſhould doe; and that I had received from my lord protector authority to proceed in my 


diſreſpect of the commonwealth of England, or doubt of its continuance or proſperity. 


negociation; and that my comiſſion under the great ſeal of England was yett remayning 
in force; which comiſſion, and my firſt credentialls, I ſhewed unto him; and then deſired 
to know, whether he were ſatisfied in theſe points; without which ſatisfaction, it would 
be in vain to meete upon the particular articles, which I had given in three weekes ſince, 
and as yett had noe anſwere or conference upon them. I told him, that my occaſions in 
England, eſpecially att this tyme, and in relation to my office, were very greate; neither 
could I forgett my private family: that I did beleeve, I ſhould hardly be permitted any 
long tyme of continuance here ; -and therefore I defired ſuch proceeding and diſpatch in my 
buſines, as might conſiſt with the other great affaires of this nation, and with the conve- 


niency of her majeſtic, and with his excellencies lieſure; but in the firſt place I deſired to 


know, if he was ſatisfied upon the aforementioned points concerninge the ſettlement of our 
commonwealth, and concerning my powers: to which he anſwered, I had fully ſatisfied 
him in both thoſe points; that what he had diſcourſed, was onlie to this end, that he might 
the better underſtand the affaires of England, about which he was to treat with me by 
command of the queene ; and therefore it was requiſite for him to endeavour to be fully 
informed of all thoſe thinges, which might be material therein, not that he had the leaſt 


which he heartily wiſht, and did beleeve, that, by their laſt ſettlement, it was in a much 
better condition then before. Then he did deſire to congratulate the ſame unto me, and 
the deſerving honour of my lord protector, whereof he was very glad. And as to what I 
ſaid concerning my haveinge binn here ſoe long without any anſwere, hee ſaid, the reaſon 
thereof was, that neither her own affaires, nor her publicke miniſters, were ſo ready and 


neare about her, as when ſhe was at Stockholme; that for his part, he was readie to give 


all the diſpatch that might be unto the buſineſſe, and for that purpoſe would give me 4 
meetinge, if I pleaſed, the morrow morning; and hee deſired the rather to meete in the 
mornings then in the afternoones, finding that tyme fitter for buſineſſes then after dinner. 
I told him, I would waite on him the morrow morninge att his owne houſe, between 8 and 
9 of the clock; and ſoe betweene 11 and 12 of the clock at noone we parted. The 18th 


of January, betweene 8 and 9 of the clocke in the morninge, I went to the rixchancellor 
att his houſe, according as I promiſed him the day before, where we read the propoſitions _

and after a ſecond peruſal of them, he objected nothinge againſt the firſt article of the pro- 
poſitions, but graunted it. Upon our reading againe of the ſecond article, hee made a 
long ſpeech to this purpoſe, that in theſe propoſitions were contained, as hee apprehended, 
two thinges 3 the firſt whereof related to a mutuall friendſhip, correſpondency, and com- 
merce betweene the two nations, and was of leſſer weight. then the ſecond, which tended 
to a league both offenſive and defenſive, and to the Ks 1X of the intereſt of both 
nations; that the preſent condition of both ſtates were to be conſidered ; that the common- 
wealth of England was already involved in warrs, of which the Swedes ſhould make them- 
ſelves parties, if they conſented unto the ſecond article; that the kingdom of Swedland 
had peace with all nations att preſent, although formerly they had warrs with their neigh- 
bours, the Danes, Polonians, Muſcovites, and alſoe in Germanie; al things were now ſetled 
with them, and quieted there. And in ſpeaking of Germanie, manie things were remem- 
bred concerning the generalls Leven and Ruthen, and of their ſervice there for the crowne

= without any provocation on our parte, injuriouſly brought upon us by them; which unjuſt 
© proceeding of theirs God hath binn pleaſed to declare, by giving the Engliſh' ſeveral | 
# victories over them: That the commonwealth was not by any ſtraights reduced to crave a N 
friendſhip; but they having binn victorious both at home and abroad, were willing by me | 
to offer their friendſhip to the queene and kingdom of Sweden. And that in that ſecond 
article there was an equall advantage and honour offered them, if not more, then would 
& accrue to the Engliſh thereby; becauſe that by that very article is intended a free trade 5

THE chief thing, which every body gives now his attention to, is the peace between 
the two republicks, which the ill- affected, and thoſe that are gainers by theſe troubles, 
pretend to be intirely broke off: but thoſe that wiſh the welfare of both republicks, and 
have the deepeſt inſight in the affairs of ſecrecy, (as this is kept as yet a ſecret) ſay 
and aſſure, that every thing is already done and concluded, and that nothing is wanting 
herein, but the ratification on your fide, which we expect with the greateſt impatience z the 
more, ſince it is dangerous, in affairs of that nature, to be tedious and flow. The reſt of 
our affairs, God be thanked ! have ſucceeded well, Every body, as well here as from 
abroad, comes to congratulate our protector: France, the cardinal Mazarin, Spain, the 


prince of Conde, Hamburgh and the Hans towns, Florence, and other ſtates, have done 


the ſame, either by their ambaſſadors or agents here; and all the corporations have pro- 
claimed him their protector; and all the parties of the army every-where have ſent in 
their conſent in writing ; nay, the nobility themſelves ſeem to be wonderfully pleaſed.

The equalitie of voices in the councell of electors to both religions is not granted, nor to 
make nine electors. Matters are ſuſpended in many points, but great hopes all ſhall goe 
well. The French ambaſſador complained of the levies made for the king of Spain in 
the empire, to be againſt the peace of Munſter ; but the diet adjudged it not to be; and 
nowe at preſent the Spaniſh ambaſſador here is levying 10,000 horſe and foote. 

The Muſcovite declared war againſt Poland, thinking no peace to be between the 


Polanders, Coſſacks, and Tartars ; but that peace is made, as you may ſee by the copy of

Further the ſaid 
letter contains, that deputies for Utrecht are alſo arrived there, ſent 'only by the towns, 
ſince thoſe of the nobility had not been 2 in a ſufficient number, nor thoſe of the 
prelacy, who had promiſed againſt tueſday following, which is to-day, to ſend theirs 
likewiſe, The advice of the towns is ſaid to go ſo far, that the lords commiſſaries ſhould 
be ſent thither forthwith in their quality, not only to put a finiſhing ſtroke to the buſineſs, 
but alſo to felicitate and to congratulate Cromwell on his protectorſnip.

dear couſin, &c. The cardinal Mazarin hath thereupon had divers ſpeeches with the vice- 
chancellor of Poland, whom his eminency fent for again on ſunday laſt to diſcourſe (as I 
am well informed) his opinions and judgment upon the inclinations he hath found in 
England, under pretence of civilities and offers to employ him in the French army ; which - 
he hath not yet accepted, having demonſtrated by anſwers no leſs generous than reaſonable, 
that he eſteemed the Engliſh nation to be both courteous and martial, &c. I am informed, 
that the chief reaſon of the duke of Longueville's journey to this court is the marriage of his 
daughter to the duke d'Aumale, as alſo that of the prince of Conti: and we ſee, that ſince 
his arrival, the articles of the laſt have been concluded and ſigned ; the conditions whereof 
are ſuch, as I had the honour to inform you of a while ſince, namely, that the ſaid prince, 
marrying one of the ſaid cardinals neices, ſhall take poſſeſſion of his brother's means, and 
forſake his eccleſiaſtical revenues, whereof it is thought his eminency will make uſe ; for 
the accompliſhing of which the pritice of Conti is expected here in the latter end of this week.

Reſolution of the ſtates of Frieſland. 


HE ſtates of Frieſland, having received and read the letter of the lords Aylva and Vol xi. p.75. 
Andree, the deputies of this province, in the aſſembly of their high mightineſles, 
dated the 42 February, from the Hague, and this day delivered unto us, with ſeveral 
reſolutions, pieces and minutes added thereunto, have thought it neceſſary, adviſeable, and 
of ſervice, to declare, what we now do declare hereby; viz. That as yet we do not 
ſee, but the reaſons and arguments, alledged by us in our provincial advice and reſolution, 
in relation to the negotiation between the republick of England and this ſtate, dated Feb. 4. 
I 654. are of that moment and conſequence, that the ſame ought to move not only us, 
but alſo the whole ſtate, not to come to any ratification of the projected articles, unleſs 
the crown of France be expreſly included; whereby not only this eſtate, but even the 
jag of England itſelf, will be ſecured againſt all their enemies, and the negotiations 
of the one and the other republick be put upon an entirely ſecure, flouriſhing, and advan- 
tageous footing : deſiring as yet, that their high mightineſſes, for the ſaid purpoſe, would 
employ all poſſible care and wiſdom. However, to ſhew our compliance, and great 
inclination for the peace, which can be to no province more dear and welcome than to us, 
we authorize the lord Allert Peter Jongeſtall, counſellor in ordinary of this provincial 
court, to ſet out with the greateſt expedition, even this very night, for the Hague, 
to receive there the orders of their high mightineſſes, and to obey the ſame ; as likewiſe 
with the other Jords ambaſſadors of this ſtate, to congratulate his highneſs the lord pro- 
tector of England, Scotland, and Ireland, upon this illuſtrious dignity, with ſuch compli- 
ments, terms and words, as the ſaid lords ambaſſadors, by common conſent, ſhall think 
fitteſt, beſt, and moſt reputable for this ſtate.

danger the country is in; but that party is opoſed by all intereſts, and could they but 
put you into troble at home, you ſhould quickly ſee what game they would play. Indeed 
nothing but neceſſity will force theſe to comply, and if you ſhould be drawne by them 
into a ceſſation, that would but arme your enemies againſt yourſelves, We ſpare not 
ſunday, but work one our fleet. There is a fleet of merchant men going out, which if 
you could meet withall, would bring downe thes lower. Sir, generally, God hath left theſe

HE lord Boldewin Jacob Mulart has reported to the aſſembly, that the lords Bever. vol xi. p. 117. 


ning, Nieuport and Jongeſtall, their high mightineſſes late deputies in England, did 
make, the day after their arrival in the aſſembly of their high mightineſſes, a circumſtantial 
overture, with communication of ſundry propoſitions, anſwers, and other pieces belonging 
to and concerning the ſubject and matters, that have been tranſacted concerning this ſtate, 
ſince the coming over of the ſaid lords Nieuport and Jongeſtall, in Auguſt of the laſt year 
1653, with the council of ſtate in England; and which conſequently, after the ſettling of the 
preſent government of the republick of England, Scotland, and Ireland, with the commiſ- 


faries of the lord protector of the ſaid republick, have happened and been negotiated ; and 
that after ſeveral conſequences, debates and contra-debates, they had proceeded ſo far, that 


a ſcheme of a treaty, conſiſting in 29 articles of union, peace and confederacy between the 
republick of England, and the ſtates general of the United Netherlandiſh provinces, was 
brought in writing ; which their high mightineſſes thought neceſſary and fit to be commu- 
nicated to the reſpective provinces : which ſcheme, with the ſundry reſolutions, acts, and

Mr. Beverning, now with you in England, writ a letter from London by an expreſs ts 
the ſtates, of the 8 of February; and for want of time I cannot now give you the whole 
tranſcript of it. The ſaid letter imports among other things his conference with ſecretary 
Thurloe, and the ſiniſter interpretation of the lord protector and his council of his return 
into England, without being ſufficiently qualified with power for the negotiation on 
foot; as alſo to congratulate his highneſs the lord protector. The ſaid M. Beverning in 
the ſame letter inſerteth his own anſwers at large to all theſe interpretations and diſcourſes ; 
and withal in concluſion he uſeth all means, and preſſeth earneſtly, to the end the ſtates 
would be pleaſed to qualify him with new credentials and powers, &c. 

The ſaid Beverning did alſo write by an expreſs a letter, dated the 8. of the ſama 
month, directed unto the greffier of the ſtates general, which arrived at the Hague upon 
ſunday laſt; and the letter cauſed ſuch changes and differences among the ſtates general, 
that they reſolved to meet the ſame day, not having regard that it was the Lord's day; and 
in the aſſembly thoſe of Holland's province endeavoured by all means, and inſiſted upon 
inaſmuch as they could, that out of hand all neceſſary powers and credentials ſhould be 
= Afent to the ſaid Beverning : but that day, by the plurality of voices, after much debate, 

== that could not be obtained; and the monday following they aſſembled again, and renewed the 
matter; but in a long time could not obtain what was deſired by the ſaid Beverning, becauſe 
that the preſident of the aſſembly (who was of the province of Frieſland) would not conclude 

any thing in what was demanded : whoſe obſtinacy being obſerved by the reſt of the lords

Extracts out of the ſecret regiſter of the reſolutions of the high and mighty 
nr 0 1 L general of the United Nebels 6 


Jovis the 19˙*æ Febr. 1654. LN. S.] 
THE letter of the lord Beverning being taken into further deliberation, mentioned more Vol xi. p.162. 
at large in the notes of the 19 of this month, after ſerious deliberation had of the 
contents thereof, and of the buſineſs chiefly mentioned therein, it is thought fit and 
anderſtood, that the ſaid lord Beverning ſhall be authorized and ordered, as the ſame is 


hereby authorized and ordered, to adjuſt, ſign, and conclude the articles of peace, union, 


and confederacy, as the ſame were formerly agreed on between the commiſſioners of his 
highneſs the lord protector of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and the lords commiſ- 
ſioners of this ſtate; provided that before the concluding of the treaty, he do uſe all poſſible 
endeavours and inſtances, to the end that the crown of France may therein be compre- 
hended; and in caſe he cannot prevail, to uſe all poſſible means, that a good underſtanding 
may be made between the ſaid crown of France and the commonwealth of England; and 
that all hoſtility between the ſame may be prevented and ceaſe for the future. 

Furthermore, that he do endeavour once more the inſerting of the deficient articles of the 
36 articles formerly propoſed to the lords extraordinary ambaſſadors of the commonwealth 
of England, and eſpecially the third and laſt of the ſame in the ſaid treaty. | 

Thirdly, that in the third article, after the word, Britannic ſea, there be inſerted, the Eaſt 
and North ſea. | 

Fourthly, that in the fifth of the ſaid agreed articles, inſtead of, or declared enemies, be 
put, and declared enemies. | 

Fifthly, that there may be omitted out of the tenth, eleventh, and twelfth articles, the 
words declared enemies, or that the ſame articles be put in the ſame tenor of the articles of 
the treaty of the intercourſe in the year 1495, between both the nations, relating thereunto ; 
and in caſe the ſame cannot be obtained, nor accepted of, that then, for the further clearing

this treaty : however, that no ſubjects of the one or the other commonwealth, where the

' monwealth, unleſs after ſufficient information it do appear, that they did tranſgreſs, or 
attempt any thing againſt the text, meaning, and intent of the articles of the ſaid treaty :

A letter of intelligence from Holland. 
[ 20 Febr. 1654. N. S.] 


SIR, 
HE laſt week I wrote unto you, and ſent you the liſt of the ſhips, whereof here incloſed 
goes a copy, left the other miſcarry. I have been as diligent in the buſineſs as poſ- 
| fible I could; which I hope will be acceptable and uſeful. All their ſhips can be ready the 
next month ; but I believe, before they are all manned, it will be eight weeks. Indeed 
here are many men, yet I do not think enough for their uſe, leſt the men ſhould go hence 
upon the rumor of peace. They give it abroad, that the wars will continue; and ſend to 
the failors lodgings to tell them, they ſhall have preſent employment for them. Some are 
entertained for the Weſt Indies, whither ſix ſhips go from Amſterdam, and ſix from other 
towns; and if they ſend twelve or more for the Streights, as is intended, it will much 
weaken their ſtrength in the narrow feas. You may reckon four men for a gunn ; that is 
the neareſt calculation I can make of the men; their greateſt ſhips will have ſome more. 
They ſtill work hard on their ſhips; yet the general opinion is peace. You need not doubt 
but theſe intend to ratify the treaty 3 yet notwithſtanding their prohibition of ſhipping to 
go to ſea, Middleton is admitted to go away, and carry with him what Scotch or Engliſh 
he could get, which were not above forty or fifty, and ſome arms, not conſiderable. I 
hope ſome of your ſhips will meet them: they are in a ſmall ſhip. I preſume he is gone to

A.D.1653. AF TER what manner thoſe of Utrecht have alſo ratified, is to be ſeen by the incloſed 
VII copy. I muſt confeſs, that the ſaid province doth therein follow the intereſt of Holland; 
ofen P. 79 for they themſelves have no navigation or commerce, to which the Engliſh may do good 
or harm; beſides that they are weary with paying ſo much contribution, and of the little 
trade and commerce occaſioned by this war. In Frieſland alſo, where the humour of him 
that governeth, is very well known, the people would not look to this or that thing, but 
would have in conſideration the diſcharge of all the inconveniencies, which this war hath 
occaſioned. = As for the queen of Sweden, who doth defire, that the ſtates general would be 
pleaſed to hinder the arreſt that may be made upon her and her goods, in caſe ſhe remove, 
they have referred it to thoſe of Holland. The reſident of Sweden hath made complaint 
about a Swediſh ſhip taken by a caper, which they are willing here to releaſe ; but in the 
mean time they never make ſatisfaction for any loſſes. Holland doth now deſire, that the 
tranſportation of counterband goods be alſo permitted ; for towards other countries and 
neuter territories, this ' tranſportation (provided they be not ſent into England) was per- 
mitted a long time ſince, | . 
The ſpoil and depopulation of the country of Liege by the Lorrainers is ſtill looked 
upon here with a good eye, and the more, becauſe they ſee that France doth little or

Here they have taken advice of the council of ſtate, concerning the aſſiſtance to be

ONDAY the 6" of Feb. I wated upon the queene, whoe a little tyme told me MX 
BY: e193 M ſhe was troubled, that her ht had er me with foe much incivilitie, ass 
ſhe heard he did by a perſon, to whome by way of diſcourſe I formerly had acquainted 
to this effect; that havinge ſent to the rixchauncellor to know at what hower he would 
pleaſe I ſhould come unto him, he returned me aunſwere, that he was not at leaſure, 
beinge bueſſied about the affaires of her majeſtie, and deſired I would excuſe him; hut 
aſſoone as he was ready, I ſhould have notice of it; ſince which tyme he hath not ſent = 
to me. The queene offered me to ſende to the chauncellor to lett him knowe of his 
incivilitie; but I defired her ſhe would not. Then ſhe aſſured me, that I ſhould be 
diſpatched in a ſhort tyme. | eq 
Mr. Claveringe, an Engliſh merchant, cominge to viſitt me, brings information, that 
the merchants of Stockholme, and other places within the queene's dominions, have made 
a liſt of the loſſes they have ſufferred by the Engliſh, which amounts to two hundred 
thouſand rixdollers, and that they have bin adviſed to have the ſame certified by the 
colledge of traffique, of which count Erick Oxenſterne, the chauncellor's ſecond fon, is 
reſident. . 1 5 | 
: Tueſday in the afternoone, havinge not heard from the chauncellor, I went to viſit the 
archbiſhop of Upſale. Wee diſcourſed of obſerveinge the Lord's day, wherein I made 
mention of ſuch things, as I had obſerved here, as the keepinge of faires on that day, 
and exerciſinge of all other merchandizinge, and that they did not abſteyne at all from 
ſervile works. To which the biſhop aunſwered, that thoſe things were not untill the 
holy exerciſes were ended, and that Chriſt permitted on that day to draw out an oxe fallen 
into the pitt, and to dreſſe victuals; to which I aunſwered, that works of charity and 
neceſlity are permitted: that I had learned from holy ſcripture, that that day was ſanctified, 
and ſett apart, that thereon men ſhould not only abſteyne from ſyn, but alſo from all 
ſuch things that might be an impediment to divine worſhipp ; and that not a part, but 
the whole day to be kept holy. The biſhopp anſwered, that many holy dayes were 
obſerved in this land after the fame manner as the ſabboth day. I then made a difference 
betweene the inſtitution of the one and of the other ; that the Lord's day was of divine 
inſtitution, and their holy dayes of humaine inftitution, the one for the ſinguler honor 
and ſervice of God, and the other meerely for the memory of ſaints. The biſhopp replied, 
that in their eccleſiaſtical convention they had a debate upon this bueſſines; and that many, 
of which he was one, were of opinion, that the chiefe honor was due to the ſabboth; but 
as yet they durſt not change their old cuſtomes, for feare of occaſioninge tumults amongſt 
the people. 
Wenſday I ſent to deſire audience of the queene; after which ſhe ſent count Tott to 
invite me to come, and ſee the Muſcovite envoye receave audience. After dynner J went 
Wo. to viſitt the Spaniſh reſident, whether count Tott came, and informed me, that the 
bY envoye had ſent word to the qucene, that he could not come, and prayed to be 
iT! | TE excuſed until the morrow 3 and the reaſon, as count Tott ſaid, was, that the envoye had 
g j | druncke ſo much brandy wine, that had made him druncke.

beinge buſied in the great affaires of her majeſtic, deſired that I would excuſe him, and 
that he would be with me on friday next; and towards night my lord Lagerfeldt, coming 
to me in the name of the chauncellor, made the ſame excuſe, that was brought me from 
him by my meſſenger. In the eveninge I againe went to the court, and in the queene's 
bed-chamber heard excellent muſique and voyces, both from the French and Italian eunuchs. 
Thurſday morninge the queene ſent one of her ſervants to informe me, that the Muſcovia 
envoyes were to have audience abouteleaven of the clocke, when I went to the court, and 
ſawe the reception of two of the envoyes, which was after this manner: The firſt that 
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A. D. 1633. 


did preſent himſelſe was a tall man, with a large beard: he had a long purple cloath 


coate to the grounde, laced with a very ſmale gold Jace. At his right hand came a man 
with the emperor's letter and ſeale, whoe was clothed like the envoye, and an interpreter 
at his left hand; he ſpake in his own language, and was out in the middle of his diſcourſe, 
which conſtrayned him to reſort to his paper. His ſpeech beinge ended, the queene's 


interpreter ſpake in Sweades what the Muſcovite had delivered; which beinge done, one 


of the queene's ſecretaries gave an aunſwer in the Swediſh tongue, which was interpreted 
to the Muſcovite. After which the envoye threwe himſelfe upon his hands on the ground, 
and made as if he had kiſt itz and then riſing up, he went forwards, and kiſt the queene's 
hand. He that carried the letter did imitate the envoye in the ceremony. The queene 


was pleaſed to ſhew me the letter, the ſeal beinge a Roman eagle, havinge characters 


about it almoſt like the Greeke, Thisday in the afternoone the rixchauncellor came to me, 
and ſtayed about four howers with me; in which tyme wee diſcourſed upon all the articles, 
and had longe debates upon them, eſpecially upon the ſecond and fifth articles, which doe 
moſt relate to a confederation, and, as he called it, to a league offenſive and deffenſive; 
and made a very large excuſe for not haveinge ben with me ſoe longe tyme; and he ſaid 
one reaſon of his abſence was the many other very greate affaires of the queene*s, wherein 
ſhe had commanded his ſervice, and which tooke up much of his tyme. Another reaſon, 
as he did ingeniouſly confeſſe, was, becauſe he defired to know what would become of 
the treaty between England and the Low Countries, the iſſue whereof would neceſſarily 
occaſion ſome alteration in matters of the treaty with me. That it was doubtfull, 
whether the treaty was concluded betweene the two commonwealths or not. That in 


E- caſe Sweden ſhould joyne with us in the articles, as they were now propounded, they 


ſhould thereby make the Dutch wholey their enemies; and then in caſe the Dutch had 
peace with England, it would prove inconvenient, that they had ſo expreſſed themſelves, 
and the Dutch would ſeek to do them a miſehief; but in caſe the peace were not con- 
cluded, the ſame were leſſe to be regarded. That divers letters concerninge that buſineſſe 
did ſignifie, that the kinge of Denmark was included in the peace with the Low Countries, 


and ſatisfaction by them undertaken to be given for the damages, which the Engliſh 


have ſuſteyned by the King of Denmark. That in caſe this be true, then probably the 
Engliſh will have free navigation through the Sounde by the articles; and then the ſecond 
and fifth articles of my propoſitions would not be ſoe neceſſarie to be conſented to. And 
if there ſhould be a conſent to thoſe articles before-hand, it would declare an enmity to 
the king of Denmarke from this crowne ; which might be prejudicial to Sweden, in caſe 
the king of Denmarke ſhould be included in the articles of peace betweene England and 
Holland. He faid further, that there were many perticulers in the articles concerninge 
traffique, and tranſportation of goods from one place to another, whereof there would be 
noe ule, in caſe the peace were concluded betweene the two comm̃onwealths; but if the 
warr ſhould contynue, there muſt be care taken about the perticulers of them. Upon 
all which he concluded, that it was reaſonable to deſire to knowe the event of that 
treaty, before a full concluſion could be given to my buſines; and that the deſire of 
knowinge the certainety thereof had occaſioned his ſtayinge from me longer then other- 
wiſe he would have done; and that upon the beſt conſideration of the articles, which 
he had throughly weighed, this in his owne judgement he held the fitteſt courſe, and 
freely to acquaint me with it. I thankt him for his cleere dealinge with me, and 
acknowledged, that it was not yet certainly knowen what would be the iſſue of the 


treaty between us and Holland; neither could I tell how longe it might bee before the 


lame would be knowen, nor how ſoone it would pleaſe my lord to commande my 
returne into England; which occaſioned me to deſire an anſwere aſſoone as affaires would 
permitt. That as to the Low Countries, there was noe mention at all of them in the 
propoſitions, which I gave in; and for what related to the kinge of Denmarke, in caſe 


he ſhould be included in the treatie with Hollande, I then preſumed the navigation 


through the Sounde would be free, and ſo that parte of the buſines at an ende, without 
farther trouble. And as to the enmitie betweene Sweden and Denmarke, I thought there 
was ſufficient alreadie. Concerninge the other articles of traffique and prohibited goods, 
in cale the warr contynued, they would be fitt to be agreed; and in caſe there were 
peace, there could not be much labour loſt about it. That whether Englande hath peace 
or warre with Holland, yet I conceaved their freindſhip conſiderable, and worthy — 

which 


A. D. 1653. which the chauncellor acknowledged, with many expreſſions of reſpect to us; but ſaid, 
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Wy that in the manner of concludinge and framinge thereof, many thinges were to be ordered

accordinge to the iſſue of the treatie betweene us and Holland; to which I aunſwered, that 
the propoſitions by me preſented were only in generall, and that further action and per- 
ticulers were left to future agreement, which might be accordinge to the iſſue of that 
treatie one way or other. The chauncellor inſiſted much uppon the preſent warr betweene 
England and Holland, which, if it ſnould contynue, would involve Sweden, if they 
conſented to my propoſitions; whereas this crowne is now free from any warr at all, 
and in full peace: to which, I anſwered as formerly, that by our warr we had loſt noe 
reputation at all, but had made our ſtrength at ſea (through the goodnes of God) more 
knowne and conſiderable then heretofore, and therefore our friendſhip not to be the leſſe 
regarded, That Sweden was incompaſſed with many potent neighbours, . whoe did not 
wiſh them well, and probably they would not long contynue in the condition they were 
nowe in; and therefore allyance with others was the more deſireable on their parts. The 
chauncellor thereupon fell into a large diſcourſe of the affaires betweene this crowne and 
Ruſſia, Poland, Denmarke, and Germanie, wherein I learnt much of him, but ſhould 
be to longe to relate the perticulars to you. I likewiſe underſtoode much from him con- 
cerninge the ports of Wiſmar, Stetin, Revell, Riga, Narva, and others in the Baltique 
ſea, and the ſeverall commodities and merchandizes in them, which he ſaid were neceſ- 
ſarye to be had by the commonwealth of England. To which I aunſwered, that thoſe 
commodities were offerred in the negotiation of my lord Lagerfeldt to be had at Gotten- 
burgh, in caſe navigation were not free through the Sounde. That as thoſe commodities 
were neceſlary for Bend, ſoe they were likewiſe to be had within their own territories, 
if occaſion ſhould be given, That I conceaved it more for the advantage of Sweden 
to have ſeveral merchants frequent their ports, then to have them only frequented by ſome 
perticuler men, and others excluded; which the chauncellor acknowledged, and the deſire 
of Sweden to have traffique with the Engliſh rather than any other nation ; and concluded, 
that for his parte, he would be alwayes ready to doe his duty, and to ſhew his reſpe& to 
our commonwealth. I defired to know of him, whether they did wiſh peace or warr 
between the two commonwealths, and which of them would be moſt agreeable to them 
here. He ſaid, that as a friend to men, and as a chriſtian, he wiſhed peace betweene us, 
and to all Chriſtendome. I deſired to know his opinion, as hee was a miniſter of ſtate 
to this crowne. He ſaid it was, that peace might be betweene the two commonwealths ; 
whereby he did beleive, that navigation would be free through the Sounde, which would 
be to the advantage of Sweden, and likewiſe their trade the more free and ſafe, which 
had been interupted and endamaged by the warr between the two commonwealths. That 
a ſmall accident many tymes turnes the courſe of warr, and he eſteemed it the moſt 
prudent to accept a good 2 when it can be had. This was the ſubſtance of the 
moſt material things in our longe diſcourſe; upon which there is cauſe to collect, that 
before I ſhall have a full anſwere, they will know the iſſue of the treaty betweene us and 
Holland; and accordinge thereunto I ſhall be glad to receave his highneſs farther com- 
mands, how to order that buſines, wherewith I am here intruſted. 

That which the chauncellor ſayd, methinkes, hath reaſon in it. The queene herſelfe 
was uppon the fame point with me before, and beganne this way of ingenuity. You ſee 
that I acquaint you with all paſſages, as well the ſmall and hiſtorical partes of my buſines, 
as the materiall. You will make uſe of ſuch parte thereof as you conceive fitt to be 
communicated, and pardon the reſt from

that they. inferr on. that diſcourſe, that it is intended to have a king there. The king A. D. 1653. 
will goe from hence within a moneth, or leſſe: he is to have but three thouſand piſtolles - .. 
to make his jorney. It is thought that verrie fewe goe with him. My lord Percie ſtayes 8 1 
here, being ſettled in France, and hath Chaſteau Renard belonginge to the houſe of 
Orange. It is feared, that (to pleaſe England) theſe who governe here wil be willinge, that 
both the oldeſt and ſecond brother leave this countrie, if good intelligence continew z but 
one thinge troubles them heere, that Spaine being low, wil hearken to peace, or rather ſeek 
it, if they have nat aſſiſtance, which cannot be had but from thence, and it is beleived, 
by maxims of ſtate, will be granted, though indirectly, ſo that every one courts and 
feares that common wealth; but fewe are of opinion, that peace with Holland wil long 
ſubſiſt. Major Buchannan, that came from the clannes in the Highlands, cannot yet be 
diſpatched about buſineſs, that requyres money, beinge difficulte and hard to be performed. 
Their charitie is not the caus, but unwillingneſſe, which apperes. in giveinge the king 
but three thouſand piſtolles for ſo great a . and voyage. They have refuſed 
heere to give the duke of Yorke the commande of all the Iriſh regiments, whereof 
Inchequin hath one, and Ormond's brother another. One circumſtance I will aſſure you, 
that either really or in ſhew the king is much ſlighted heere. I beleive it is the firſt; 
although he and his mother doe not agree amongſt them: They ſay, that ic was ſaid there 
to him, (that the cardinal ſent) that France would be the better, that the two brothers 
were out of it. Thoſe in the palais royal alledge, that it hath been propounded there to 
mak them goe, to pleaſe you. Befort, they ſay, is to be rendered the 23 of this month; 
if not relived. The marriage of the cardinal's neice with the prince of Conti is to be 
to-morrow 3 yet people will not beleive it, till they ſee it. All that I find written of

We daily expect a new creation of cardinals: whether they be moſt Spaniards or French, 
aſe and paſſe-temps are now all turned to devotion and abſtinence. His 
holineſs, the firſt day in Lentz went to Sancta Sabina, accompanied with many cardinals and

e the firſt of November, 1653, your examinant Roger Cotes was at the volxi. p.246. 


Feathers tavern in Cheapſide, where there was as followeth ; captain Dutton, Wil- 
liam Jenkins, Roger Lee, captain Smith, Joſeph Barker, Thomas Tucker, and Lee the 
dancing maſter. At that time was engaged“, Thomas Tucker, captain Smith, and my- 
ſelf. Dutton likewiſe told us, that there was a council of perſons of honour, that did act 
this deſign far above us, and therefore thought it requiſite, that two perſons ſhould be 
choſen out of each council, to go to this head council to receive orders and inſtructions 
from them.

All the ratifications of the provinces are now brought in, except that of Groningen 
and Ommelande : but this lat rovince would never have any thing to do with the 
peace of England, and never did give their conſent to fend into England; therefore 
in all likelihood there will be no ratification from them; or if they do, it will come 
conformable to that of Frieſland, or elſe may-be they will paſs by the buſineſs without 
ſpeaking any thing about it.

The new order and inſtruction for theſe lords the embaſſadors to finiſh the treaty will 
be compoſed out of all theſe ratifications, with ſome moderation, and between both, 
among all theſe ratifications, and their conditions ; and all will depend very much upon 
the dexterity of the embaſſadors, whereof two will be Hollanders, and the third a 
Zealander. Now Holland hath agreed to it without any reſerve. Zealand hath no other 
reſerve, than the proviſo about the prince of Orange.

I cu have formerly ſeen the propoſition of the lord embaſſador Chanut, wherein he 
did demonſtrate to the ſtates general by ſeveral reaſons, that they ought not to make 
peace or agreement with England, unleſs at the ſame time there be an agreement made 
between England and France ; otherwiſe the ſtate would have no benefit of the peace. 

Whether that of late the lord Bordeaux Neufville hath a little advanced this treaty, 
and perceiveth that without the intervention of this ſtate France will do well enough to 
make their agreement; or whether that France doth not ſtand in need at preſent to 
implore the intervention of this ſtate, chiefly ſince this ſtate did ſo coolly reſolve, if it

England and Holland, and its likelihood of taking effect, hath cauſed this people to 
be a lictle wary : and it doth concern them ; for if peace be ratified, it will put both 
nations to take up new counſels. The queen hath promiſed his lordſhip; that ſhe will 
diſpatch him as ſoon as ſhe receives the certainty of that affair“. The ſenators are very 
buſy in council. Some think, that there are commotions likely to be raiſed amongſt the 
country people, by reaſon of the great burthen of impoſitions. The great afſembly of 
ſtates is called, and is to meet on the 12 May next. The queen revives her former 
overture of reſigning up the government to her ſucceſſor, and deſires the liberty of retiring 
into privacy.

TÞ HE ſtates of Frieſland having heard and examined attentively, and with mature A. D. 1633. 
2 deliberation, in our full aſſembly, the circumſtantial report of the lord Allart Pete 


Jongeſtall, counſellor in ordinary in our court of Frieſland, and one of the deputies of Vol. xi. p. 274. 


this ſtate to England, which he made to us as well by word of mouth as in writing, deli- 
vering unto us ſundry papers, debates, and anſwers, belonging to that ſubject, eſpecially the 
29 articles of the treaty to be made between the republick of England and this ſtate, have 
thought neceſſary and proper to compare, in due order and method, the ſaid articles, 
with the inſtrüctions given to the lords the deputies of this ſtate in England, and the reſo- 


maturely weighed and conſidered, what any ways might come into conſideration thereot, 
they have accepted, approved, and ratified, and by theſe preſents do accept, approve, and 
ratify, the faid projected and concerted 29 articles, agreed upon between the republick of 
England and this ſtate, under ſuch proviſos, conditions, and reſervations, as follow; viz.

dominions and ſubjects, ſhall at the ſame time have the benefit of the ſaid treaty of 
peace, and be expreſly comprehended and included in the fame. 

From which plain and clear words of the ſaid treaty we conclude, that the interpre- 
tation thereof cannot be applied only to one of the contracting parties, that is to ſay, to 
this ſtate only; but that the.ſame concerns alſo the other ally, as having expreſly received

| Beſides this, we think it likewiſe ſafeſt for this ſtate, nor only according to the faid 
treaty and alliance (being inviolable ties for religious obſervers of their word and faith) to 
hold themſelves obliged thereto, in relation to the ſaid lord the king of Denmark, but 
alſo for the general intereſt of the ſtate, and ſecurity of our trade: for in caſe of any

That out of the tenth, eleventh, and twelfth articles muſt be omitted the words, enemies that 
are now declared, or ſhall be declared hereafter ; as not being found in the firſt, ſecond, third, 
fourth, and fifth articles of the treaty called Entrecours, dated Feb. 14. 1495. and this 
act, being too general, is ſubject to too many captious interpretations. 
That out of the 28" article, ought to be omitted, the injurious word of murder. 


That the laſt of the well-known 36 articles ought to be alſo the laſt article of this 


treaty, as having been always uſed by all civilized nations in treaties and alliances, to be 
inſerted under this ſolemn clauſe: Hoſtium hoſtes erimus, exceptis regibus, civitatibus & por- 
tubus, quibuſcum fædus nobis & amicitia eſt. At leaſt this ſtate never has made any treaties 
and alliances with any princes or republicks, but what have always included therein its allies. 
That the government of England has declared to the deputies, that they would live 
in good peace and unity with all their neighbours, and nevertheleſs will not permit the 
allies of this ſtate, and more eſpecially not the crown of France, to be comprehended in 
this treaty, 1s very ſuſpicious, and of a dangerous preſumption, that there is concealed a 
tnake in the graſs; and that the government of England either actually has, or for the 
future may have thoughts, which formerly had Ferdinand king of Arragon, in the making 
of a treaty with the king of Navarre, as it i related by Bodinus, lib. 5. de refubl. cap. 6. 
with theſe words, Ferdinandus Arragonum rex, ut Petrum regem Navarre imb erio ſpoliaret, 
vi, prius habuit, quam ut illum a Francorum ſecietate Sequngeret, ut tandem ab omnibus deſertus 
Vor.

The incluſion of the crown of France in this treaty is the beſt 
I guaranty of this ſtate, and of that conſequence and reputation, that thereby every one 
will be prevented to do any injury or affront, either to France or this ſtate, ſeeing that 
he thereby would rouze againſt him, at once, the forces and oppoſition of both powers; 
viz, of France and this republick, which being well united, would be formidable ro any 
one that would wrong them, knowing that he would offend both at the ſame time, and 
RP conſequently muſt expect the reſentment of both; France and the United Netherlands 

being thereby preſerved and maintained in a ſtrong and laſting peace and welfare. 

; ' The incluſion of the crowns of France and Denmark in this treaty is likewiſe the beſt

| licks will be ſettled in a laſting tranquillity againſt all their enemies, and the trade in a 

ſecurity and flouriſhing condition, - 

When on the contrary the crown of France and the republick of England being con- 
tinually in arms, and inſulting one another, nothing elſe can be expected but a perpetual 
diſturbance in trade, and incertain events of war; no peace but only an outward ſhew 

of peace, no ſecurity but danger for the trade of this country. 5 
And whereas trade is the ſoul and life of this ſtate, fo it is likewiſe an irrefragable 
maxim of the ſame, not only to have peace with all their neighbours, but alſo to 
endeavour with all application, and by all poſſible means, that all the neighbours of this 
ſtate may live in peace with one another, ſince the leaſt diſturbance of war among them 

cauſes allo a diſturbance, ſtop, and ruin of the trade of this republic. 

If it be true in any republick, it is certainly the moſt true in this ſtate, what Salluſt 
ſays; Non exercitus, neque theſauri, pr ſidia regni ſunt, verum amici. Non aurum iſtud ſcep- 
trum eſt, quod regnum cuſtodit, fays Xenophon; /ed ccpia amicorum, ea regibus ſceptrum 
veriſſimum, lutiſſimumque, nec ullum majus boni imperii inſtrumentum quam boni amici.

All which conſiderations we think to be of that moment, that this ſtate ought not to

GINCE my laſt to your H. and M. lordſhips of the 25 of this month, is publickly Vol.xi.p.267. 
made known the reſolution of the queen, which ſhe hath for a long while carried in 

her breaſt, to be diſmiſſed of the government of the kingdom; and on monday laſt did 
declare ſo much to her council, that ſhe was fully reſolved to quit her crown, and to 
reſign it up to duke Charles, her deſigned ſucceſſor z and to that end to appoint a general 
day of meeting. The reaſon whereof, as I am informed, was ſaid to be the infirmities of 
her bodily diſpoſition 3 and that now eſpecially, ſhe could diicharge herſelf of the govern- 
ment without any diſſervice to her kingdom, ſince ſhe ſhould leave the lame to a prince 
endued and provided with all manner of great qualities, to employ the ſame to the beſt 
advantage of the kingdom; and which was alſo acceptable to the ſtates of the king- 
dom, ſince he was choſen for ſucceſſor to the crown. I do not know, whether her 
majeſty did extend herſelf upon any further reaſons, but that ſhe did ſpeak the fame with 
ſuch efficacious expreſſions of fo unchangeable a reſolution, that there is little likelihood 

to take her majeſty: off from what ſhe hath ſo thoroughly reſolved upon; yet the ſame 
hath been twice attempted by her council, and deſired with many inſtances, that her 
majeſty would be pleaſed to keep the government in her hands, but without any effect ; 
and therefore they do conſult at preſent, for the appointing of a general meeting, which, is 
ſaid, will be in May next. The queen, in the mean time, intends, ſome four days hence, to go 

to New Copenhagen, and from thence, it is ſaid, to ſome other place, where ſhe is to meet 
with his royal highneſs, to ſpeak with him about the maintenance of the court; for which 
ſhe demandeth two hundred thouſand rixdollars per aunum.

Wee have little hope of any pro- 
Vol. xi. p. 285. greſſion in the negotiation heere, till that buiſnes bee one way or other determined, either 
for warre or peace. The ricks-diet of this nation, mentioned in my former lettres, is 
deferred till May; but her majeſty's councel of ſenators met heere on munday laſt; to 

whom her majeſty is ſayd to make a tender of ſurrendring her crown to her ſucceſſor, if 

they thought it for the publique good, ſhee profeſſing herſelfe weary of the great care, and 

of her owne diſpoſition inclinable to a private life; foe that they would eſtabliſh for her 

certein maintenance 200000 duckats penſion yearely, and Pomerania and the town of 
Gotenberg ; which puts ſtateſmen to a mule at her deſigne therein, her crowne beeing as 

yett neither to hot nor to heavy for her, ſhee being in noe extremity, but the general want 

of generous princes, barenes of mony, havinge noe declared publique enemy, and beeing 

in general reputation amongſt her people for her 1 wiſedom, and moderation, and 
temperance, and more than feminine ſpirit, and of ſuch authority amongſt her councel, 

that ſhe overrules them in moſt actions. Some thinke, that ſhee hath inclinations to marry, 

and ſettle the crown upon her iſſue ; but that her ſpirit is ſuch as not to admit a pre- 

{ſcribed husband, as the prince Palatine is, in caſe ſhee would have her iſſue to inherit it, 

who is declared her immediate ſucceſſor. There is more than probable ſurmiſes, that 

the emperor ſolicites privately a match betwixt her and his ſonne the king of the Romans, 

hoping that the bait of beeing hereafter an empereſſe is ſufficient to tempt her to ſwallow 

it, that is a princeſſe, that deſerves and affects honour ; for which the Spaniſh agent 

Don Piemontil, a wiſe man of exact intelligence, voluble of languiſh, and accompliſhed 

in courtly addreſſes, upon the intereſt of the Auſtrian families the more balaſt the French 

faction at court, which by his meanes of late is of leſſe ſtrength than formerlie, is 

thought ſollicitor. Her exceeding reſpect to him makes a preſumption of her tacit ap- 

probation of the buiſnes, whereby alſo the Stuartian deſign was fruſtrated with a bare 
complimental anſwer, that ſignified noe ayd to him; for that he muſt excuſe her, if 

ſhee did not engage her no yet ſettled crowne in the ſupport of his ruined fortunes; but ad- 

viſed him rather to expect the worke of Providence, than to deſire to drown his reputed 

friends with himſelfe ſinkinge.

Vol. xx. p. 229. commiſſioner for the king of Denmark: which being deliberated upon, after mature conſi- 
deration of the tenor thereof, and of foregoing acts relating thereunto, it was reſolved and 
ordered, that the ſaid lord commiſſary by a ſpeedy and ſolid anſwer, after the previous 
cuſtomary acts of civility and thankſgiving, ſhall be aſſured in the beſt and moſt effica- 
cious terms, of their high mightineſſes ſincere and well-meaning intention, to promote 
to their utmoſt the intereſt of his majeſty, and the ſafety of his kingdoms and ſubjects, 
upon all occurrences, and eſpecially in the negotiations with the lord protector of England, 


Scotland, and Ireland; with this further aſſurance, that their high mightineſſes at all 


times, with due acknowledgment, will remember the friendſhip, which his majeſty in the 
preſent dangerous conjunctures, with a ſincere affection, has ſhewn to this ſtate ; and that 
they are ready at all occurrences to acknowledge the ſame moſt readily with the like reci- 
procal returns; eſpecially likewiſe that their high mightineſſes, according to their 
promiſes made by Mr. Nanning Kaiſer, the late miniſter of this ſtate in Denmark, in 
their name to his ſaid majeſty, which afterwards were confirmed by treaties, and reiterated 

ſeveral reſolutions of their high mightineſſes, are obliged, and think themſelves in 
duty bound, with all their ſtrength and power to help to avert whatſoever may befal his 
ſaid royal majeſty, his kingdoms and ſubjects, on account of the ſtopping of ſome Engliſh 
ſhips in the harbours of Denmark, in the year 1652. And in caſe for what has been 


done therein, any ill treatment ſhould happen on the above-faid account, which God 


forbid, to his ſaid royal majeſty or his ſubjects, at any time whatſoever, that their high 
mightineſſes, in ſuch an unexpected and unhoped-for caſe, will not be wanting actually to 
make good the ſaid promiſes they have given, and punctually perform the fame ; and

After, he went with the ſame language to another of my followers, that knew him not, 
whoe come and told me of it ; whereupon I held it better to goe to the queen, than to 
make her ſtay longer for me, and ſoe followed him. Mr. Stapleton fearinge that I might 
receive ſome miſchiefe in the paſſage, went with me, enteringe into the queene's 
chamber. Sir William held up the hangings, and juſt as I entered, let it fall upon me, 
I believe on purpoſe z which the queene taking notice of, chid him. I told the queene, 
and I believe fir William heard me, that this gentleman had noe minde to doe me any 
favour ; and prayed her to pardon me, that I came unto her preſence without beinge ſent 
for.

WY. at the doore, endeavoured by force to breake it open; which when they perceaved they 
could not effect, they went their waye. The like hath ben don many tymes before, 
and that many of my ſervants goinge to their lodgings at night, have ben aſſaulted, and 
receaved like affronts from ſeveral drunken perſons: but God hath to' this preſent hin- 
dered them from doinge the leaſt hurt to any of us. 5 
Wedneſday fir George Fleetewood told me, he had e with ſir William Ballendyn 
about the affront he had putt upon me, and told him plainly of it, and ſaid, ſir William 
denyed with many high aſſeverations, that he had never the leaſt intenſion to offer an 
injurie or affront to me, or any of my followers; but had expreſſed all civilities to al 
my company, and prayed I would paſſe it over, and pardon him. Sir George likewiſe 
ſaid, that he beinge with the chauncellor this day, they ſpake touchinge the bulines of 
fir William Ballendyn ; and that the chauncellor deſired I would paſſe it over, for it was 
in my power to undoe the gentleman, if I ſhould make complaynt. 3 I 
thought fitt not to trouble myſelfe any further in this buſines, although he were miſtaken 
in the particulars of his excuſe; yet denying any intenſion to doe me an affront, and 
deſiringe my pardon, I tooke for a fatisfaction, and the rather at the intreaty of the 
chauncellor, and of fir George Fleetewood. When fir William was acquainted, that I 
had paſſed it over, he ſeemed to be very glad, and accordinge to the cuſtome of this 
place, remembred the Engliſh ambaſſador. | 
On thurſday I was informed by a good hand, that the reſident of the duke of Bran- 
denburgh did write from London to his correſpondent here, that the Switzers agent was 
| honourably ſent backe by my lord protector; and that more honour was done him at 
his departinge, then had been formerlie to my lord Lagerfeildt. This letter was ſhewen 
to ſeveral of the ſenators, on purpoſe, as I believe, to put a ſlur upon my buſines. 
F riday my lord Lagerfield came to me from the chauncellor to know, if I would be 
at leaſure in the afternoone, the chauncellor would viſitt me. But in regard he had ben 
with me ſeveral tymes before, I thought it fitt to prevent him, and went to his houſe, 
where we diſcourſed two howers together about ſeveral matters, more particularlie con- 
cerninge the Scottiſh buſines, whereof he ſeemed to be informed much more then was 
true; but I ſatisfied him by the letters I receaved from you laſt weeke. He deſires to 
know of me the articles betwixt us and the Dutch, (which are here printed) how far they 
might be credited; wherein I could not give him foe full ſatisfaction as I deſired, becauſe 
I have not yet receaved the coppies of thoſe articles; but J hope I ſhall receave them 
| from you ere longe. The Spaniſh and Dutch reſidents have them accordinge to that 
— which is printed in High-dutch. We had a little diſcourſe concerninge the queene's 
propoſition to quit the government, at which he ſeemed to be very much troubled, 
and when I talked with him concerninge my buſines, he ſtill kept off from particulers, 
deſiringe to heare the effect of our treaty with the Dutch, before a concluſion could be 
had in my buſines. You will pardon this account of things not materiall, as well as 
thoſe that are, to the end you might know all our paſſages; and you will pleaſe to 
make uſe of ſuch only as you think worth mentioninge. Wee have receaved noe 
letters from Englande this weeke; but we hope, that they are upon the way, and only 
ſtayed by croſſe winds. I returne you my thanks for the full information I receaved 
from you the laſt weeke, and for all your letters and favours; and intreate the conty-

OUR excellencye's of the 27 January is arrived, which I have communicated as A. PD. 1653. 
well to his highneſſe, as to 5 councell, who although they doe not by this tranſ @—— 
action of the queene very well underſtande her intentions as to the peace, yet they are Vol-xi-p-304- 
very much ſatisfied with the manadgement thereof on your part, and committ the iſſue 
thereof unto the Lord, who will either bleſſe your endeavours, by bringinge thinges to a 
deſired iſſue, or otherwiſe diſpoſe of this affaire to the glorie of God, the good of the 
commonwealth, and the comfort of yourſelfe, who are imployed in it. The councell, 
upon conſideration of the whole matter, did not finde it neceſſarie to give you any | 
further directions, nor did his highneſſe, eſpecialy ſeeinge the laſt letters but one did 
expreſſe the ſenſe of his highnes upon that treat; and nothing hath occurred ſince, 
which hath given any cauſe of alteration. The buiſſnes, which was like to have the 
reateſt influence upon your negotiation, is the treaty with the Dutch, whereof I have 
itherto given your excellencye a true and full account. What hath hapned ſince 
my laſt, 1s as followeth : | . bo 
Sir, M. Beverninge haveinge received full powers and authorities to proceed upon 
the treaty, hath ſent unto his highnes to let hym knowe as much, and to acquaint hym, 
that three ambaſſadors are comeing over to hym, to finiſh the treatie; and that in 
the meane tyme he will be ready to fitt and prepare the articles againſt their arrival ; 
or elſe that he himſelfe was readie to ſigne the articles, and to oblige his ſuperiours for 
the confirmation thereof. In anſwere whereunto his highnes deſired to knowe from hym 
what he meant by the articles, and that he would ſend the fame in writeinge. Where- ö 
upon he hath ſent the 29 articles tranſmitted to your excellency by my laſt, wherein are | | | 
ſome different from what was agreed upon at their laſt beinge here : but however I | 
underſtand from good hands, that lord Beverninge 1s inſtructed to open in termes, as 
they were extended in the faid firſt treatie ; and thoſe additions, which are now made, are 
to be preſſed only ſoe far as may be done with conveniency, without breakinge the treatie 
ſoe that I doe beleive that a peace wil be concluded. Wee heard yeſterday, that the 
ambaſſadors were upon the ſea, and they are expected here every houre ; in the meane 
tyme a concluſion may be made with Beverning, if his highnes ſoe pleaſe. The French 
are very much troubled at this agreement, and the more, becauſe Holland fayles therein 
as to the incluſion of them in this treatie, which they much relyed upon : and indeed 
the Dutch deputies heere have earneſtlie preſſed, that his highnes would include France; 
but findinge that there were noe great inclination towards it, it is upon the matter given 
over: and although the ambaſſadors now comeinge are inſtructed to endeavour it, yet not 
to run any hazard upon it; and Monſ. Chanut, nowe at the Hague, havinge knowledge 
in what manner they had beene inſtructed in reference to France, made a very diſcon- 
tented ſpeech in the aſſembly of the ſtates generall, therein reproaching them ot injuſtice 
and ingratitude, yet diſſemblinge his diſcontent in words as much as might be. 

The French kinge and cardinall ſeeinge themfelves diſappointed at the Hague, endea- 
voured to accompliſh the effect of that heere, which they expected from thence ; and to 
that purpoſe the cardinall ſent hither one Monſ. le Baas, to congratulate his highnes, and 
to aſſure him of the friendſhip of the kinge; and that if he pleaſed, the kinge would 
baniſh Charles Stewart and his family out of his dominions, and procleyme the protector 
in France, &c. and hath ſince ſent a commiſſion to M. Bordeaux to be ambaſſadour, who 
received his powers to that purpoſe three dayes ſince, and hath already deſired audience 
thereupon. „ 

The Spaniſh ambaſſador doth alſoe very much courte his highneſſe, and the preſent 
government. It would be too tedious to recite perticulers ; but I can aſſure your excel- 

lency, that affaires are in that condition, that gives us great grounde to hope, that God's 
preſence is amongſt us, who I hope will give humble hearts to our governors under ſuch 
diſpenſations. . | | 

How things goe in Scotland, the encloſed will ſhew. In Irelande all thinges are in 
E peace. Diſcourſes have been here of great diſſatisfactions in that place, but they 

ave been without grounde ; which your excellency may reſt aſſured of. His highnes 
hath beene proclaimed there with much joy. | | 

What newes is in France, your excellency will receive herewith.

— St. Bartholomew's, about Michaelmas laſt; which ſaid Roger Lea then told this 
Vol ai. p.87. examinant, that ſome people were much troubled to ſee they were like to looſe their 

laws and religion; and that there was a deſigne on foote to reſtore them; and that there 
was ſome young men apprentices engaged in it; and that there was a grand councell, 
under whome they were to act; and deſired this examinant to be at a meeting with him 
the ſaid Roger Lea, and ſome others, which would be within ſome fewe days, at the 
Feathers taverne in Cheapſide, where this examinant did afterwards goe, and there found 
this ſaid Roger Lea with fix or ſeven more, which were then all ſtrangers to this exami- 
nant; whoe further ſaith, that in the ſaid meeting was one, whome the companie then 
called Pritchard, which faid Pritchard is ſince knowne to this examinant by the name of 
captain Dutton; and ſoe ſoon as this examinant came to that firſt meeting, Roger Lea 
came to this examinant, and told him, that Mr. Pritchard, otherwiſe Dutton, was the 
agent from the grand councell. This examinant further faith, that after they had dranke 
a quart or two of wine, and eaten ſome ſawceages, Pritchard, otherwiſe Dutton, deſired

And this examinant further ſaith, that ſoon after he 
with the aforeſaid Pritchard, otherwiſe Dutton, and others, had a meeting at the Nagge's- 
head in Cheapſide, where it was agreed, that they could not for the preſent raife a fuffi- 
cient ſumme to defraye the charges of twoe meſſengers; and therefore then agreed, 
that only one of the two fore-named and appointed ſhould goe ; and thereupon refolved 
colonel Wheatley ſhould be that one perſon, and that they would adde to what was 
raiſed at the laſt meeting 3o 1. more towards his charges. And 1t being then propounded 
by ſome of the company, that ſome particular perſon ſhould, for expediteing the deſigne, 
lay downe the ſaid ſumme of 30 l. whereupon Mr. Roger Lea did then undertake for 
10 l. Roger Coates for 101. more, for which they each of them received a noate under 
the hands of this examinant, and about five or ſix more, then preſent, in which was 
ingaged to repay them within fourteen days, or thereabouts, the other 10 1. This exami- 
nant faith John Archer, and one other of the companie, whoe this examinant ſaith he doth 
not at preſent remember, did undertake the payeing of it themſelves, for which they 
defired not any noate : but this examinant faith, he hath ſince heard diverſe of theire 
companie ſay, that Roger Lea diſburſed that 10 l. alſo.

Vavaſor ſeemes diſcontented at the preſent tymes, ſaying that men are more for power 
then Chriſt : he could ſpecifie, but thought it neither convenient for him to utter, nor them 
to heare thereof at preſent 3 not that he feared the diſpleaſure of any. He tolde us, ſome 
preached as they did in the prelaticall tymes; but that doctrine ſhuted not now, though it 
were then proper ; for doctrines altred as ages did. He told us, Chriſt was facetious and 
ſociable, 

For baptiſme, he ſaid, he had rather his child (had he any, as I doe believe he hath 
many) ſhould be offered up to Moloch than baptized ;, and that it were a leſs ſinne to circum- 
ciſe then baptize in theſe dayes of goſple-light.

His majeſty is preparing two armies for the field about Eaſter next; the one, which 
ſhall be commanded by Monſ. mareſchal Turenne, firſt for to befiege Rocroy; the other 
by Monſ. mateſchal de la Ferte Senngterre, for to heſiege Cleremont in Lorrain. Laſt 
wedneſday the parliament received expreſs orders from the king, to ſend Monſ. de Croiſi as 
embaſſador to the commonwealth of Venice; which the ſaid Croiſi does oppoſe the beſt 
he can. King Charles and all his train may go to Palatinate; but the queen may retire 
herſelf to ſome quiet place in France.

Yeſterday and the day before two expreſſes came from Peronne, ſignifying certainly the

The duke of Terranova laſt 
monday made his publick viſitation, accompanied with 300 coaches, and was in audience 
more than two hours. We hear the French are always preparing at Toulon, and do expect 
from Portugal eight ſhips, 8000 men, and great moneys.

JOHN THURLOE ESQ. &c. 


A paper delivered by Fir Cornelius Vermuyden, relating to a treaty between 


England and the flates general. 


I. THAT both ſtates do agree a perpetual amity, and that they take up arms offenſive 


and defenſive jointly againſt the enemy of both ſtates, or one of them; the ſtate 


part thereof. As 5 | 
II. That they do each ſeparately maintain by land a complete number of men, foot 


and horſe, in ordinary pay, to have in ſervice for a defenſive war by each ſide. 


III. That both parts do maintain by water ſo many ſhips, men of war, as occaſion 
ſhall require, for the ſafeguard of the ſeas againſt all invaſions, that might he attempted 
againſt both or one of them, or for ſuch other ſervice, as both hereby have agreed upon 
and that the ſtates of England ſhall bear and furniſh the two third parts to all navies, and 


the ſtates of the United Provinces the third part thereof. 


IV. That alliance may be made with Denmark, Sweden, and other princes of Germany, 
not being papiſts, and not maintaining the inquiſition, in manner as is agreeable with 
the intereſt of both ſtates, and not contradictory of what by one of them, by means of 
amity, is contracted already with others, and ſo that it doth not deſtroy the intention of 
this union; and that an alliance may be made with France, with that proviſion, that 
thoſe of the proteſtants may have freedom of conſcience without diſturbance. 

V. That the inhabitants of England ſhall be free in the United Provinces, and enjoy 
all privileges and freedom whatſoever; and that they may bear all offices, as any the 
freeborn men of the United Provinces do; and that widows and children, though not 
living in the United Provinces, alſo enjoy the ſame ; and that the like freedom and privi- 
leges the inhabitants of the United Provinces ſhall have in England, as for buying of 
land, bearing of offices; and their widows and children, though living out of England, 
enjoy the ſame. 

VI. That the inhabitants of both ſtates ſhall have free commerce in each their reſpective 
countries, in manner and with that freedom, as each their inhabitants have in their own 
country; as alſo free fiſhing in all the ſeas without that any diſturbance be done the one to 
the other. 

VII. That the inhabitants of both ſtates ſhall have free commerce 1n all Europe and 
Africa, without diſturbing one the other (thoſe havens, caſtles, forts and plantations, 


where the ſtates of the United Provinces now have in Africa, only excepted) ; for that they 


are to remain unto them with that freedom, as now they enjoy the ſame. 

VIII. That the trade of all Aſia, the Great and Little, ſhall henceforth belong unto 
the United Provinces; and that the ſtate of England, Scotland and Ireland, nor any 
of their inhabitants, ſhall not, nor have, nor may trade there any more, the places in 
Aſia, which do join on the Middle Sea, only excepted ; for that there each may have 
free trade. And that there ſhall be given unto the Engliſh company of Eaſt India, by 
the company of the Eaſt India of the United Provinces, the ſum of 
and thereupon ſhall the Engliſh company and all others leave trading there, and return 
home, and go no more, | 

IX. That all America, and the trade thereof, both of the north and ſouth of conti- 
nent, (except the Brazils and the Salt-pans in Venezula near Point Araza) ſhall be and 
belong only to England; and that for ſettling the ſtate of England in poſſeſſion of ſuch 
havens, rivers, forts, towns, and caſtles in America, as is requiſite thereunto, the ſtate 
of the United Provinces do hereby agree, that when the ſtate of England pleaſe, they 
will give aſſiſtance unto tne ſtate of England, and at their coſt furniſh and maintain 
the third part of fuch a navy both for ſhips and other force, as the ſtate of England find 
neceſſary to provide for to ſettle them in ſuch havens and forts in America, as the ſtates 
of England ſhall find good, and until they have poſſeſſion thereof. 

X. Thar the Brazils in America, in which the ſtates of the United Provinces already 
have a conſiderable part, ſhall be to the ſtates of the Low Countries ; viz. from the Tropi- 
cus Capricornus unto the iſle of the Maragnon; and that at the charge of both ſtates pro rato 
as before, all the remaining forts and havens, &c. within the ſaid limits, ſhall be taken 
trom the Portugueſe, and be delivered to the ſtates of the United Provinces, for them 
to enjoy; and the remainder of Brazil, if any be, to the ſtates of England; the Salt-pans 
of Araza in Venezula to be for both ſtates. 

XI. That for the keeping the better correſpondence in this union, there ſhall be eight 
commiſſioners reſiding in each ſtate, half Engliſh and half Dutch, twice four to be named 
by the one ſtate, and twice four by the other, which ſhall determine all differences, which 
may or ſhall ariſe berween any Engliſh and Dutch ; and that thoſe eight commiſſioners

T HAT when both ſtates do agree, it will be requiſite they be in poſture by ſea, fo 
that they may be able to rencounter the force of the reſt of Europe; for it is like 
they will endeavour to join together to hinder the ſtrength of that union, 

Therefore to have this union proſper, they ſFould be in action, and take in hand ſuch 
enterprizes, as will occaſion them to gather more ſtrength in ſhipping and ſeamen, the 
better to reſiſt and defend, and it to be tor the enriching of both ſtates, and for the pro- 
pagation of true religion, | 

That it be for thoſe two ſtates to remember, how the Spaniard hath been buſy this 
hundred years or more, to ſettle him into a fifth monarch ; and to bring theſe devices to 
paſs, they did maſſacre, murder, bring to martyrdom them of the reformed religion 
throughout all Europe; alſo the power of the ſtates of Rome joined with his wicked 
ends, and effected by power of armies, employed all the wealth of America yearly there- 
unto, and will ſo ſtill, ſo ſoon as he can find an opportunity, if not prevented. 

That it is to be remembered, how many hundred thouſand poor innocent Indians the 
Spaniard with cruelty hath ſlain and murdered without a cauſe, on purpoſe to make him 
maſter of all America, and to have room for the Spaniards ; it concerneth both ſtates 


to conſider how blind ignorant all that part is (being near the moiety of the world) in 


the true knowledge of Jeſus Chriſt, and what an infinite good ſhould ariſe to the honour 
of God, by the increaſing the kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt to make a conqueſt upon the Spaniard 
there. | | 

That by doing ſo, there would of neceſlity follow the unableneſs of the Spaniard,

enjoy ſuch a revenue, as to diſcharge all taxes of the ſubject of England, and to pay all 
the navy and forces by ſea and land, by the cuſtoms of America, belides the great trade 
and riches the ſubject ſhall have thereby. |

Vol. xi. p.333. O N ſunday laſt the 26th of February, Jon Williams preached at New Radnors church, 


in the preſence of Walſham, ſheriffe, Vautie, King, Yarley and Weaver, juſtices, 
and the greateſt audience that ever was ſeene there, where he ſtormed many out of the 
church, railing much againſt the preſent times and government, as 1s generally reported 
by many that heard him; but for the particulars, there are few that will relate them fully 
and expreſly, for feare to ſuffer here, or to be called up to teſtifie there. And we have 
noe magiſtrate to inforce their examination; onlie theſe paſſages are publickly ſpoken, 
and we beleive, will be ſufficientlie proved; viz. You muſt bave a protefior, and miniſters, 
to be druncke together. You have a protector to protect you in ſlaverie and poperie. If we had 
knowne ſo much a fete yeares agoe, we would have prevented him from being protector. 
nd you ſhall have miniſters, but you ſhall not enjoy them long, nor they you. 

Theſe, or words altogether to theſe purpoſes, I am confident will be proved; and 
truly, if a ſpeedie courſe be not taken to alter our chiefe officers, it is feared, that we ſhall 
enjoy nothing ere long; for it is generally ſuſpected here, that they will verie ſuddenlie 
fall upon ſome dangerous deſigne; for they doe endeavour mightilie to ſtrengthen and 
incourage one another both in private and publick, and there is no viſible power to pre- 
vent or ſuppreſſe them. Va. Powell came to them the ſame ſunday after, or in Williams 
his ſermon, and preached more modeſtly, but urged perſevearance to the death in pub- 
lick; and at their private devotions (which laſted all night in Tom. Tudman's houſe) 
it will be atteſted by one, that over-heard them, that he wiſhed his ſeparation not to 
feare proclamations; for they were but fables, There have bin divers /male parties of 
their accomplices obſerved lately to meete well armed at Kingſton and el/ewhere, And it is ſaid, 
that Va. Powel hath bin with our ſheriff co aſſiſt him with his poſſe ; and that he hath 
killed three horſes with riding (moſte by night) to procure friends to make the hue-and-cry 


a lyer, and to ſtrengthen his partie, and confirme his adherents. And it may appeare by 


this incloſed, that he is not altogether unprovided; for he dares not come in the ſight 
of his highneſſes ſouldiers, who have offered monies lately to be informed of his meetings. 

It feems ſome of their runners are wearied of that way; for they are ſetting downe in 
ſeverall pariſhes, by virtue of the act for propagation. It is thought to hinder the pariſhes 
from petitioning for orthodox miniſters. Sir, there is no more at preſent from him, that 
is your ſervant in order unto the truth,

I HAVE receaved your letters. As for the quarter ſeſſions, I can aſſure you, that you have A.D.1653.

H E embaſſadors of this ſtate were yet on friday laſt in Zealand; but the next day the Vol. xi. p. 21. 
Ss 3 wind came about, and the wind fair, and continued ſo for three days; fo that there 
is no doubt made, bur that they are got over. Men do nothing elſe here but expect 
the glad tidings of the concluſion of the peace; for in effect they do equip and prepare 
here very modeſtly, to the end they would not offend or provoke ; wherein privately and 
underhand it is ſaid, that they did commit a great error in the year 1652. by making ſo 
much noiſe and ſtir in proclaiming of the great number of ſhips of war to the number of 
150, which they were reſolved to ſer forth here, and this on purpoſe to frighten the 
Engliſh the more. This was alſo inſinuated and ſignified by the embaſſador of this 
ſtate, being then in England, to the parliament or council of ſtate z but now Holland 
will ſhew, that they make no doubt of the peace, and will therefore make no great 
ſhew or countenance of equipping ; and yet notwithſtanding (which God forbid) that 
they ſhould fail of peace, they will ſtrain to get forth to ſea a very powerful fleer. In 
my foregoing I told you, that the prince of Hanault did alſo deſire to be included in 
the treaty z and ſince that, the duke of Holſtein hath defired the ſame. There is yet 
nothing reſolved upon the-one or the other ; but they will do it ſome time or other, 
The lords de Witt and Mulardt have been to ſee the embaſſador of France, and have 
given him an anſwer, and a compliment only by word of mouth, becauſe that he did 
allo paſs his laſt office by word of mouth to the preſident and the ſaid lord de Witt, which 
did only conſiſt in thanks and proteſtations of amity, good affection, ſincere intentions, 
&c. which is ſuch a catholicon, whereof the world doth make great uſe at preſent to 
ſerve their turns. | | 
The lieutenant general Middleton, according to ſome certain news that the courts have 
here, is arrived and landed near Aberdeen. Thoſe that are with him are moſt officers, or are 
to ſerve for officers, being about 200 in number. He hath ſome few arms and ammu- 
nition alſo with him, but not much; yet all that being carried from home will, without 
doubt, a little offend and diſtaſte the Engliſh. The princeſs royal, with the young 
prince, do ſtill keep in the country at Teylingen, where ſhe is viſited by the old officers 
and ſoldiers; and if the peace be concluded, as there is great likelihood, I believe the 
ſaid princeſs will ſee herſelf yet more neglected. 3 
Webſter, a rich Engliſh merchant at Amſterdam, and ſuch others, are now making yy xii.p.126, 
ready to leave Holland, and intend to go and live in Brabant or elſewhere, fearing that | 
they ſhall be driven out of Holland. At Amfterdam they have ſhewn within theſe 40 
days great diligence to equip and prepare for the war, upon report and noiſe, that the 
Engliſh have a deſign upon the Sound; and the people begin to murmur for being 
lulled aſleep upon the hopes of a peace. | 
Men do alſo perceive, that Holland grows more and more jealous of the treaties of 
negotiations of the lord Whitelocke in Sweden; and beſides that, having at preſent 
almoſt all the commerce of the Baltick ſea, which is the foundation of all commerce and 
navigation, they would fain keep it to themſelves, excluſive of all others. Yea, there 
are ſome, that are of opinion, that Sweden would do ill to inlarge and increaſe their 
navigation; but as hitherto the Hollanders abounding in ſhips have carried their ſhips 
Into Sweden, Livonia, Pruſſia, Pomerania, all that they wanted, and tranſported from 
thence the fruits growing in Sweden, Livonia, Poland, Pomerania ; ſo likely the peace 
being concluded at preſent, Sweden, Livonia, Pruſſia, Poland, &cc. ought to be quiet, 
and leave all that navigation, trade and commerce, to the Hollanders alone, And *

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A.D.1653, they do perceive, that Sweden will increaſe their navigation, and tranſport, and trade 
wy with their own fruits, that is taken here preſently to be done out of malice, ſpleen, or

him, ſaying, that he is a ſovereign prince, and nowiſe depending upon Spain. Item, 
the French here ſay, that they ſearched the daughter of the ſaid duke very uncivilly, to take 
from her jewels of the duke, which ſhe had hid about her. In ſhort, the duke was never 
taken for an honeſt man here than ſince his impriſonment. | | 
They are here alſo ready to put in execution the reſolution for taking of turns of pre- 
ſidentſhip in the Chambre mipartie.

T JUST now received your letter, which you were pleaſed to write to me of the 
16th of this month; whereby I perceive the ſurprize of Monſ. de Beverning upon the 
advice of the office, which I was commanded to paſs, and which you had great cauſe to 
call neceſſary ; for afterwards, if that had paſſed, if the ſucceſs of your negotiation had 
roduced a peace, the lords the ſtates general, who have us in no conſideration, would 
E attributed the honour thereof to themſelves, as if their interpoſing had affected the 
buſineſs. In the mean time, it is true, that the affairs of the king are, God be thanked, 
in a condition, that he may treat of a peace himſelf, without being reduced to unequal 


terms by the apprehenſion of a war. I was ordered to tell the ſtates general, that you 


were charged to aſſiſt and further the near negotiation of their miniſters. They were 
made to believe here, throughout all the town, that the treaty was concluded. Now that 
they know the truth, they are afraid, that the lord protector will have no peace with us. 
Wherefore they do conceive, that if there be not a peace with us alſo, their commerce 
will ſuffer very much. I ſhall hereafter expect your letters with much impatience.

297 I waited upon the queene to bid her welcome home, and ſtayed with her above 
an hower, duringe which tyme ſhe ſaid nothinge to me touchinge her deſigne, nor I to 
her in that buſines; but wee diſcourſed much about my buſines, to which ſhe promiſed 4 
diſpatch in a very few dayes, after ſhe ſhould certainly knowe the iſſue of the treaty be- 
tweene us and the Hollanders, which, ſhe ſaid, ſhe had underſtood by ſome was broken 
of; and alſoe that the Highlanders had lately given a greate defeate to the Engliſhe, 
askinge me, if I hearde nothing of it, I told her, noe, and that I did not believe it to 
be true; and the rather, becauſe it was ſaid, that the Scotts had purſued the Engliſhe 
even to Newcaſtle, which is about one hundred miles from the Highlands. - She farther 
told me, that ſhe heard the kinge of Scotts was to come to Breda near Holland, or to 
ſome other place thereabouts. She was alſoe pleaſed to tell me, that ſhe thought it 
would be of greate advantage to both Sweden and Englande, to have an allyance to- 
geather with 210; and asked if I would treate about it. I told her, I had noe com- 
miſſion concerninge any thinge of 210; and I hearde out of Englande, that the 209 
there had begun a treaty of allyance with England, and that my lord protector had 
appointed ſome commiſſioners to treate with him on that ſubject. She replyed, that it 
would be good to have all three nations comprehended in one treaty, and that ſhe would 
ſend an ambaſſador into England, by whome it might be affected. I told her majeſty, 
that I could not yer tel] what would be the iſſue of the treaty begun there with 2103 
and I thought it would be beſt to conclude the treaty heere firſt between England and 
Sweden, and afterwards, if both theſe nations did ſee it fitt, 209 might be admitted, as 
there ſhould be cauſe z whereunto the concluſion of the treaty heere would be no hynder- 
ance, She ſaid, that was true, and deſired me to acquaint my lord protector with her 
opinion in this matter, which I promiſed to doe. 

. Tueſday, I underſtood by ſome perſons of quallity, that the prince of Sweden had ac- 
cepted of the queene's propoſitions, and that the determination of the whole matter was 
left to the greate aſſembly of the eſtates of the nation, which is called rix-dat, viz. the 
kingdome's day, whoe are all ſummoned to meete the ſecond of May next. In the meane 
ty me the prince returnes not to the iſle of Uland, where he hath formerly reſided, beinge 
very farr from this place, but ſtayes hereabouts at a houſe of his, to the ende he may be

Thurſday, Monſieur Scute, one of the ſenators, came to viſit me. He told me, that 

his father had ben formerly ambaſſador (from this crowne) in England; that he waited 

on his father thither, and had from that taken an occaſion to come now, and he ac- 
quainted with me. I gave him thanks for the honor he was pleaſed to doe me, and 

after a large commendation of our nation and country, to make me beleive which there 

was noe neede of many arguments, he fell into diſcourſe of the queene's deſigne to quit 

the government; to which I ſaid little in anſwere, he beinge a ſtranger to me. He told 

me, that three ſenators were deputed by the councell, to confer with the prince of Sweden 

on certaine perticulars to be obſerved in the reſignation; and he hoped I would take into 
conſideration the importance of that buſines, and I would reſolve to attende with 
patience the iſſue thereof, it beinge neceſſary, that the prince ſhould be adviſed 
withall in my buſines. I asked him, if the three ſenators had order to acquaint his 

royal highneſſe with my buſines; he ſaid, that he beleived they had. I told him, I 

had ben in this place neere two months before the queen had mentioned her deſigne 

unto her councell, and had remayned heere with much patience all that tyme; and that I 
ſhould contynue my reſidence heere, untill my lord the protector ſhould be pleaſed to call 

me home, which I would obey, He ſaid, the reaſon of my former delay was occa- 
ſioned by theire not knowinge the iſſue of the treaty betweene us and the Hollanders; and 

that as yet it is impoſſible for me to returne until the paſſages are unfrozen. I told him, 

that I beleeved the amitie with Englande did merit acceptance, whether wee had peace 

or warre with Hollande; and as to my ſtaying heere, I ſhould altogeather ſubmitt my- 

ſelfe to the pleaſure of my lord the protector. He uſed much diſcourſe in this buſines, 
which gave me occaſion to beleeve he was ſent to me of purpoſe to excuſe their delayes 

in it, and that the prince ought to be in like manner 3 ain and to give his advice 

and conſent thereunto.

JAM lorry your laſt letters of the 3 of February, received yeſterday, give us noe In the poſſeſ- 
greater hopes of that, which wee ſoe much long for, to witt, your excellencie's ſpeedy ſion of the 
returne home; it ſeeminge by them, that the treatie was not much advanced ſince your + hog 
laſt before, notwithſtandinge the great care and diligence uſed by your excellency for pro- . 

motinge thereof; as alſoe the great acceptance you have with the queene and court, as is lord high 
acknowledged by other publique miniſters reſideinge there. It is more then probable, chancellor of 
they will expect the iſſue of the Dutch buiſſenes, before they will come to any concluſion 3 GreatBritain, 
as alſoe to fee what terms wee are like to bee upon with France, that ſoe the queene may 
manadg her treatie withEngland accordingly ; which I ſuppoſe ſhee may not be longe igno- 
rant of, In the mean tyme his highnes thinkes, that he is ſomwhat delayed on her part. 

: Fhis day the three Dutch ambaſſadors were brought into towne from Graveſend. 
Newport and Vongſtall arrived at Dover upon the laſt Lord's day at night, and came 


to Gravelend upon wedneſday after, whither Beverningk, who was here before, wene 
A unto 
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A. D. 165 f. unto them; and foe all three were brought to Tower-wharf in the ſtates barges, and 
3 tmdence to Sir Abraham Williams his houſe, the place of their entertainmenn. 
I t is expected, they will aske their audience to- morrow; after which the treatie will be 
entred upon, and very probably concluded, there remeyneinge noe great differences upon 
the artieles. And certeinelye, if the ſtates generall had not beene reſolved to have fully 
complyed with what is inſiſted upon by this ſtate, they would not have ſent this extra- 
ordinary embaſſie, which is very ſplendid; conſideringe the place whence it comes. 
France, who certeinelye hath hindred' the peace all they can, as appeares not only by 
Chanut's ſpeech, but ſeveral} other wayes, and were doubtles lead to it by their intereſt, 
now pretends very great defires to have it effected; and accordingly the fame Chanut 
_ hath expreſt bymſelfe very lately in the ſtates generall, althogh in words favoringe of 
much diſrontent, that France was not included in the treatie, The omiſſion whereof is 
one great reaſon, why France hath qualified monſieur Bordeaux with the title of ambaſſa- 
dour to his highnes; and his credentialls and powers beinge come to that purpoſe, he is 
to have audience the next weeke as ambaſſador. The cardinall hath ſent unto hym monſ. 
le Baas, who is to remeyne heere to adviſe with monſieur Bourdeaux upon all occaſions, 
The cardinall very much relyes upon this le Baas, and certeinelye all poſſible skill will be uſed 
hy the French to make a treatie with. this ſtate, that court beinge reſolved, if monſieur 
Bourdeaux cannot effect it, to ſend ſome other perſon of greater eminencye; neither is 
the Spaniſh ambaſſadour behind-hand with his applications. He endeavours very much 
to promote his maſter's intereſts heere, accordinge to the preſent conſtitution of affaires, 
which ſeemes to be very extraordinary, and whereof every one is very apprehenſive.

great officers here. And to be as good as my word, in May laſt I wrote to the com- 
pany the full of all matters; and deſyred letters from the ſtate, in way of complaint 


for this and ſome other late grievances offered us; and that the particulars of our caſe 


might be rightly underſtood, I drew a forme thereof, and ſent it them; which had they 
bten ſo happy as to have obtained, I might ſafely enough have aſſured them of the 
regaining of their Aleppo loſſes, redreſſing the other grievances, and in fine have ob- 
tained here, what your honours ſhould have deſyred, without noiſe, diſturbance, or any 
charge at all. Now theſe your honours letters to them being full of thankes and acknoy- 
ledgments for courteſyes and reſpects done, (which they were never guilty of to any) and 
deſyres of continuance of the ſame (which I feare they will eaſily grant); for uppon the 
reading of the letters, they will not only uſe us as they have done, but ( if poſſible) 
worfe, thinking our injuries give them the more reſpect from us; by which means if

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beene much ſturre in the Palais Royal about a letter, that one Bennet received from A. D. 1653. 
2 from a Scotſman. The d Bennet being ſecretaire to the duke of LVor ke,. 
ſhewed it to his maiſter, as he was deſyred by him that wrote it, and his maiſter ſhewed Fg 
it to prince Rupert. The letter made mention of the Scots averſion they have for prince 
Rupert; and did deſyre, it the king did not come himſelf, to ſend the duke of Yorke to 
command in Scotland, but by no meanes to ſuffer prince Rupert to be there. Prince 
Rupert would needs know of Bennet, who wryt the letter, but he would not. After he 
that wrot it, bring Mr. Oneil, hearinge what ſtirre was about that letter, (being returned 
heere) told plainly he wrote it; and ſaid further, that moſt of the friends of Scots and 
Engliſh were of that opinion, and nothing is ſaid nor done yet. After I had cloſed my 
letter, it was told me, that the marſchal de Fertẽ, who is governeur of Lorrain, fearinge to 
looſe his goverment, had given ſome notice of the duke of Lorrain his treatie with the 
French, to the prince of Conde. Some fay, that the ſaid mareſchal will not come to 
court. Since the duke of Lorrain's arreſting, the French troupes have beſieged Bon neer 
Briſach, where Monſ. du Caſtelnau, commanding the ſaid troupes, is hurte. The king the 
laſt day when he made muſter of his regiment of his French gardes, found ſome paſt 
men, and amongſt others in the companie of Mr de Senlis, who, though in favour with the 
king, is commanded from court. The faid marquis de Senlis 1s not wel with the cardinal, 
and fo will fare the worſe. The mareſchal de Hocquincourt is com to court againe, and 
took the alarme too ſoone. It is ſaid he is to goe this ſummer to Catalogne with the prince 
de Conti. The king hath ſent an amniſtie to all thoſe of Lorrain, which is a verry cunning 
piece to devyde, if not diſperſe, the Lorrain troupes in the Spaniſh ſervice ; for many 
haveing there land and goods confiſcat in Lorrain, will be glad to returne to their countrie, 
cheifly now when they loſt hopes of pillageing, as they had under the duke of Lorrain, 
who hath, neither ſhall not hereafter.

ſhips, have been, and are ſtill detained here, notwithſtanding their ſaid certificates

any commanded, aided, or abetted ſuch murders, unleſs they were preſent at the com- 
mitting of the fact, they are not principals, but acceſſaries; ſo that now, though one be 
found to be commander, aider, or abettor, &c. yet cannot he be proceeded againſt, 
until a principal be firſt found, and convicted by verdict or confeſſion, or attainted by out- 
lawry. And moſt of the murders and maſſacres were ated by the hands of mean 
deſpicable perſons, who for the moſt part are ſince hanged, killed, or dead, though by 
the command of the chiefeſt of the Iriſh gentry, who were the chief contrivers of the 
rebellion, and chief commanders of the murders ; and yet are like to eſcape the hand of 
Juſtice for the reaſon aforeſaid, unleſs murder may be declared to be treaſon in Ireland, 
as it was before the ſaid ordinance ; and then ſuch commanders, &c. may be proceeded |

Sinnen my laſt, 1 have not beene in a condition to ſtirr out of my chamber, till vol.ii.p.2;4. 


within theſe two or three days; yet I have had many viſits from Mr. Sawyer, one of 
the eleven, which was ingaged in the late plott. His keeper, being a neare neighbour, ſends 


him into my chamber. I have ſeveral tymes diſcourſed with him concerneing this buſines: 


he tells me, very many perſons of honour weare ingaged in it; ſeveral] lords, which weare 
of the late K's privie councell; divers miniſters, and ſome of the late aſſembly of devines. 
He faith, that he beleives the buſines goes on ſtill, notwithſtanding what Coates hath 
diſcovered 3 for he ſaith, that it was ſoe well ordered, that the grand councell was never 
made knowne to Coates; but he ſayeth, that if Coates had but ſtayed four days, he had 
beene choſen one of the committee for the prentiſſes, and then might have had an opportunity 
to have beene with the grand councell. He tells me, that they ſent over coll. Whitley 
and my lord Garrat, to acqueint the K. with the deſigne, and furniſhed them with 
money; that Whitley ſent them over ſeverall commiſſions, and that both he and Garrat 
was to come over with the K. which had beene within two dayes, if the buſines had not 
been diſcovered. Many thouſand pounds, he ſayeth, is laid out in horſes and armes, 
One freind of his, he tells me, brought eighty gallant horſes, and keept them in the 
cittie upon his owne account. He tells me, that Coates knewes not of the tenth part of 
the buſines, but captain Dutton knowes all; and captain Smyth knowes much. I ende- 
vour as moderately as I can, ro diſcover the names of ſome of the great ones; but he 
ſeames to be unwilling to name any. Sir, I thought good to acqueint you thus much, 
that if it be poſſible, the bottom of this buſines might be found out. If you conceeive, 
chat I may doe any ſervice in it, I ſhall for the future bend myſelfe wholie to it: in the 
meane tyme I humbly deſire to knowe your pleaſure concerneinge my laſt lines.

THE joy is here very great, being aſſured of the peace with England. Such a number 

of people and ſhips lie idle here, and have nothing to do, that it is incredible; who 
would be glad to be at work again, if it ſo pleaſed my lord protector. The great pre- 
parations in the mean time, that are made in England, do ſtill put the people in — 
kind of fear, that all is not right as it ſhould be. The men of war are equipping, but 
ſlowly. Some cities of North Holland have this week ſpoken aloud about it in the aſſembly. 
Every body doth deſire e here, but few believe, that England will make it to hold 
any long time. Many do believe it to be impracticable. I will ſay no more; God is 


above all. Here hath been a report this week, that Holland will give all vacant charges 


to count William, who is ſtill in Frieſland. The princeſſes do not ſee one another: the 
young princeſs royal is at Teylingen, with her fon; the Rhyngrave is at Maeſtricht. The 
Hague is very ſolitary : ſome fugitives, that have forſaken the prince of Conde, do make 
ſome company; otherwiſe there would be none to converſe withal at the ordinaries. 
Your devils of Engliſh capers have taken at the mouth of the Vlie ſeven ſhips, that 
came from Hamburg laden with fruit from Spain. The devil take them all. 
Every-where the houſe of Orange in Holland do very much ſtrengthen their party. 


That cuckold de Witt hath taken the charge of burgamaſter of Dort, to keep all

induction our letters of credence, who did receive them without opening them: the 


reaſon. whereof we ſuppoſe to be our delivering. of the copies and tranſlations thereof 


in the morning to Mr. Thurloe; ſo that we preſently began our diſcourſe with a com- 
pliment of thanks, for his good inclination ſhewn in the treaty of our common peace;

When I tokt him 
what fleete wee had at ſea, he ſaid, it was pitty, that ſoe brave a fleete was not im. 
ployed. He then ſhewed me the coppy of a letter, which Monſ. Beuningen had written 
to his ſuperiours, in which he taxed me with the ceremoney of not meetinge prince 
Adolph at my doore, when he came to viſite me; to which I faid, that I mett him 
within two or three ſtepps of the doore, with thoughts of receivinge him at his coach; 
but one of my ſervants, whoe was ordered to attende his cominge, and to informe me 
thereof, did not give me tymely notice of it; which I had excuſed by the prince. The 
5 Spaniſh reſident ſaid, that nether the queene nor himſelfe had ever heard the prince ex- 
preſſe any diſlike of my carrage; and that the queene, ſeeinge Beuningen's letter, ſaid, 
there were many thinges in it concerning me, which upon her knowledge were not true. 
There was alſoe in the letter, that I had many longe audiences from her majeſtie, and 
many conferences with the chancellor; but that he could not in the leaſt learne what 
paſſed betweene us. 

Munday I beinge with Monf. Skute, he ſpake much by way of excuſe of the delay in 
my buſines. I told him, I had alreadie ſtayed longe in this place, and that nothinge 
had ben done ; to which he replyed, that my ſtay here was more advantage to England, 
then if wee had ſent ten thouſand men into Holland; and that hereby they would be 
brought on with greater deſires to make a peace with us. I told him, that they knew 
nothinge of my negotiation : hee anſwered, that made them more jelous. Hee alſoe 
ſaid, that the ſlownes of one perſon was the, cauſe, that hetherto I had received noe aun- 
ſwere ; and that he doubted not, but in a ſhort tyme I ſhould receive an aunſwere to my 
contentment. Whileſt I was with him, the queene ſent one of her gentlemen to me, to 

deſire me, that I would put of my viſite of her until the next day, by reaſon ſhee had 4 
then extraordinary buſines. And after the meſſenger was returned, Monſ. Skute told 
me, the queene was buſie in diſpatchinge the three ſenators to the prince of Sweden; 
viz. count Erick Oxenſterne, Monſ. Fleminge, and Monſ. Vanderlyn, whoe are depnted i 
upon the buſines of the queen's reſignation. And he alſoe told me, that in few dayes he 
ſhould be ſent to the prince. J entreated him, to preſent my ſervice to his royal highnes, 
and that I was very deſireous to ſalute him, when I ſhould have an opportunity. 85 

I viſited the rix-dreightſet count de Brahe; he is preſident of the courts of juſtice, ME 
and the firſt miniſter of ſtate in this kingdome. The name of his office is as much | 

as vice-roy, and his juriſdiction is the ſupreame court for adminiſtration of juſtice. Wee 
had much diſcourſe about my buſines, in which he ſeemed to expreſſe much affection 
to the commonwealth of England. And albeit I have ben informed by ſome, that 
he is noe freind to us, yet I rather choſe to viſit him firſt, and found him very 
civill. Hee inquired much after the affaires of England, and of aur government, 
and ſeemed much fatisfied with thoſe aunſweres I gave him. I was informed he 
ſpake good French; but duringe the tyme I was with him, he ſpake altogeather 
Lattine to me, and that very readily. He diſcourſed to me the manner of the 
Swediſh government, and in particuler of his owne office, which ſeemed to me ta be 
the ſame with that greate office anciently amongeſt us, the cheife juſtice of England. 
Wee had ſome diſcourſe alſoe of the prince of Sweden, whome I did at that tyme 
the rather complement, becauſe his brother prince Adolph had formerly married the 
daughter of this lord. Hee told me, he had ben governor of Fynland ten yeares 

togeather; which province he ſaid was greater then France; and that the dominions 
of the queene were of greater extent then France, Spaine, and Italie, altogeather. 

On tueſday her majeſtie was pleaſed by one of her gentlemen to invite me to take the 
aire with her, two dt three miles out of towne. When I came to the caſtle, ſhe excuſed 
herfelfe, that ſhe was not as yet ready to conferr with me upon the articles, accordinge 
to her promiſe ; but that ſhee had ordered certaine thinges to be put in writinge to give 
me concerninge 1t. „ | 

My lord Lagerfeildt came to me, whileſt I was in the preſence-chamber, and told 
me, my lord chancellor intended to have ben with me that day, but beinge taken with 
a firt of an ague, was hindered ; and that if his ſicknes contynued with him, his ſonne 
count Ericke Oxenſterne ſhould come and conferr with me about my buſines. 

Wenſday count Ericke Oxenſterne came to viſitt me, and ſpake very much in excuſe 
of the delay in my negotiation. Hee told me, his father was very ill of an ague, but he 
believed, that the queene would appoint another to conferr with me, if his father ſhould 
by reaſon of ſicknes be diſabled to doe it. I told him, I was ſorry for the indiſpoſi- 

tion of his father; and as concerninge my buſines, that I had ben heere three months, 
and nothinge as yet concluded. He replyed, that the incertainty of the affaires betweene 
us and Holland, togeather with the queene's deſigne, were hetherto the cauſes of my 
beinge delayed. I ſaid, that ſome of the articles related meerely to friendſhip and to 
comerce, and had noe dependency upon the treaty. © Whereupon he defired me to be 
aſſured, that I ſhould receive all contentment and ſatis faction as to that matter; and on 
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| there were many perticulers under his conſideration concerninge traffique. I told him, TANL155 3. 
cCould not debate much upon ſuch perticulers; and that I was ſent hether by my lor 
rotector, to teſtifie his reſpect to the 8 and kingdome of Sweden, and to make 
— offer of the friendſhip of England; and I ſupoſed, that perſons of wiſdome and 
rience, as they are, would eſteeme it worthy the acceptance: as to comerce, my 
ropoſitions were generall. Hee ſaid, that the perticulers thereof would be more conve- 
niently debated betweene the merchants; and that they heere deſired the amity of England 
more then of any nation. Our conference was interrupted by the cominge of the rix- 
droitſet; but wee had more diſcourſe to the ſame effect, while they were both togeather 3 
and upon the departure of count Ericke Oxenſterne, the rix· droitſet very much inquired 
concerninge the nobility and parlament of England, and alſoe concerninge my lord pro- 
his family. 8 . 
N that b the deferringe of my buſines the Hollanders would be in the 
more ſuſpence and doubt of the iſſue thereof, and wee might thereby come on the 
more freely in our treaty with them; whereas if the certainty of my buſines here 
were knowen, it might perhapps ſeeme leſſe to them then it now ſuſpected. Upon 
this ground I was the leſſe forward to preſſe for a poſſitive anſwere heere ; but now 
that I preſume the buſines betweene us and Holland may be brought to an iſſue, I intend 
the more to put on mine heere, and the default hetherto reſteth on their parts, as 18 
acknowledged by their excuſes, ; | | 2 
The rix-admiral grave Oxenſterne, kinſman to the chancellor, and within two years of 
his age, uſed me with much civility. 5 
Upon my viſitinge grave John Oxenſterne, eldeſt ſonne of the chancellor, he received 
me not with that reſpect, which his father uſed to doe, but carried himſelfe more lofty. 
Hee ſent ſome of his gentlemen to his outermoſt doore to receive me, whome I did not 
much ſalute, obſervinge the neglect. Att the inner doote ſtood about ten lackies and 
pages, two whereof were ſonns of earles. He had much diſcourſe with me concerninge 
England, as alſoe about my negotiation, in which he ſaid he would ſpeake with the 
queene, that I might have the more 5 11 aunſwere ; whereunto I replied, I had already 
moved the queene in that buſines myſelfe. ; | 
This afternoone I attended the queene, whoe at the firſt meetinge made an excuſe, that 
ſhe had not conferred with me concerninge the articles, which I gave her. I told her, 
if ſhe thought fitt, I had them now readie, and wee might reade them over togeather; 
to which ſhe conſented, and I read them to her. Shee pulled out a paper of notes 
written with her owne hand, in Lattine, which were her obſervations upon the articles. 
After I had read the firſt article, ſhe ſaid, there was nothinge therein, which needed ex- 
lanation. 
: To the ſecond article ſhe ſaid, that would require conſideration, and read out of her 
notes the words communis intereſſe ; which ſhe deſired I would explaine what was meant 
by them. I told her, thoſe words included matter of ſaftie, and matter of traffique. She 
then demanded, whie the Baltique ſea was named as to free navigation, and not other 
| ſeas likewiſe, I told her the reaſon was, becauſe at preſent the navigation was not free 
into the Baltique ſea; and that if her majeſtie pleaſed to have the other ſeas likewiſe 
named, I ſhould conſent to it. She aſked me, If I would conſent as to the freedome of 
navigation in America ? I told her, I could not; that the articles of the comonwealth 
1 were comprehended within the bounds of Europe. She aſked, what I thought my lord 
E1Þ protector would doe, in caſe ſhee ſhould demand that liberty? I told her, that his highnes 

= would give ſuch an aunſwere, as would conſiſt with the intereſt of England, and ſhew a 
© due regard to her majeſtie. 

* She then defired me to reade the third article, which, ſhee told me, ſhee would agree 
to; but ſhee thought it neceſſary, that a forme ſhould be agreed upon for certificates and 
letters of ſafe conduct, that ſhips might paſſe free upon ſhewinge of them. I told her, 
I thought there would be noe neede of them, eſpecially if the peace were concluded 
berweene England and Holland. She ſaid, but if the warr contynued, it would be 
1 neceſſary. After I read the fourth article, ſhe ſaid, ſhe thought there would be no 
= | neede of that article at all, and read another ſhee had drawen herſelfe in Lattine to this 
W effect, That if any hereafter ſhould comitt treaſon, or be rebells in one country, they 
ſhould not be harbored in the other.

I told her, 
thoſe matters of commerce, as to the particulers, would be beſt agreed upon with the 
advice of merchants, which might be done hereafter ; and ſhe prayed me to reade the 
next article, which ſhe ſaid was equall : the like to the ninth article; and upon the 
tenth wee had noe difference; nor upon the eleventh nor twelfth, but ſome ſhort obſer- 
vations of her majeſty's, which by explanation I cleered, and ſhee ſeemed ſatisfied. 
Upon the thirteenth article ſhe read an objection in Lattine to the proviſo, and ſaid 
it was reaſonable, that if they did breake bulke, they ſhould pay cuſtom, for ſoe much 
only as they ſold. I told her, that objection was more in favor of the merchants, then 
of herſelfe. She ſaid, the marchants were crafty indeede, and ſhe did not much inſiſt 


upon it. To the fourteenth, which was the laſt article I gave in to her, ſhe ſaid, it was 


fitt, that the number of men of warr, that ſhould come into either's port togeather, ſhould 
be acertained to avoyde ſuſpition. I told her, I would agree thereunto, with a caution 
as in the firſt article to be added, if they ſhould be driven by tempeſt, force, or neceſſity, 
I then deſired her majeſty to give me a coppy of thoſe objections.

She made haft 
to goe away, beinge deſireous to take the ayre; where I waited upon her in her 
coach, untill it was dark night. I ſhall deſire to know the pleaſure of my lord protector, 
whether in caſe I maye conclude thoſe articles of amitie and commerce, omittinge the 
ſecond, fifth, and ſeventh articles, if his highnes will be pleaſed to approve thereof. I 
confeſſe my humble opinion is, (unleſſe I receive commands to the contrary ) that in 
caſe the peace be concluded betweene us and Holland, and Denmark included, it will 
be noe diſadvantage to us, to conclude the allyance heere, omittinge the ſecond 
and fifth articles, and that parte of the ſeventh, againſt which her majeſty objected, 
if ſhe ſhall inſiſt upon it.

1 HAD yeſterday a letter of yours of the 3, which I ſhould have had the poſt before. Yol.ii.p.2z 5 
If you have ſent any of the 6h, I have not yet had it. By this I believe the Dutch 
embaſſadors have put you all out of the pain of uncertainty ; and I doubt the French 

will do ſo too very ſoon, though one of the juno ſent to the Scots king, that there 

were now, more than ever, leſs hopes of agreeing with you; and that the protector is in 

a ſtrict league. with Spain and the prince of Conde, who this day is condemned of high 

treaſon, his poſterity cut off from all pretenſion or right to the crown, and his houſe 

in this town to be razed; a puniſhment not great enough for a man, who endeavoured 

to ruin his country, and 1s ſo malicious an enemy to his king. 

By this you know from my two laſt letters the intention my miſtreſs hath to go 
hence, and the difficulty ſhe hath to find the means; her mother obſtructing all her 
buſineſs at the French court, and her friends in England having certainly little conſider- 
ation of her miſeries or intereſts. I would be glad to ſee that, which you hope. To 
lay to the purpoſe, it could never come in a more ſeaſonable time. I am commanded 
by my miſtreſs to tell you and Dabb ſo. The cardinal faid yeſterday, that your protector 
| He rallied much 
upon 1t, and demanded, whether his father was ever in France? I hope our protector 
will make him ſing another ſong, before ſummer be paſt. I ſhould be out of my wits to 
hear for certain, that the peace of Ireland were diſquieted after ſo good a courſe as 
his highneſs hath taken to ſettle it. As for Scotland, I apprehend them not; but for 
our own army to turn their victorious ſwords againſt their brethren, were ſad. I beſeech 
you let me at large have what you can ſay of theſe things; and whether there be any 
grounds for the reports here, that our protector is ſhortly to declare himſelf king. I 
am fure he deſerves the one as well as the other. Beware of uſing much freedom with

Of the duke of Lorrain, or count Baſſign 
here is nothing but what you had formerly; only I can confirm to you, that the firſt his 
moneys will haſten our campaign this ſpring, and we now prepare mightily for it, and 
for a ſudden expedition. Count Fuenſeldagna yeſterday went from hence, and leads a 
Pretty ſmart army towards Luxembourg, to encounter marquis de Fabert with the 
Pack army, called into the country of Liege at his return into France. The ſaid 
Fabert with his forces is towards Limborg, and marching homewards. He muſt cer- 
tainly retire, or fight, before he gets home.

Of the general peace here is nothing, but much of yours with Holland, which is 
not doubted of ; for the Dutch cannot longer maintain a war againſt England, and the 


lord protector's government makes England more formidable and conſiderable to all = 


nations, than ever it has been in my days. 

Here is nothing more now, but many Iriſh come from Ireland daily into the ſervice 
of prince Conde, with the moſt ſad ſtories of the Engliſh uſage to the natives, that 
ever I heard of; parents taken from their wives and children, and ſent into the Engliſh 
plantations ; the children ſtarve in wilderneſſes, and ſome knocked to death. If all be 
true, it cannot be the protector will leave it impune. You may know more of it there,

Well, whether either or both theſe 
make the delay, I know not, but ſure I am, that twice this week paſt the Dutch em- 
baſſadors have been refuſed audience upon their ſending to intreat it; and our prepara- 
tons go faſter forward than ever, preſſing both of land and ſeamen being moſt violently 
gone on with, even at this very time; which makes men wonder, that think the peace fo 
near; for during all the war ve never had a fleet above half ſo ſtrong as now is ready to 
put to ſea; and therefore I hope we ſhall once more beat the butter-boxes, before we | 
allow them our favour and protection. Dabb cannot poſſibly come yet to town till the a 
term, and then J hope ſomething will be better done for the preſent. He hath writ me 
word, there is no remedy, but it muſt come in ſcraps to our miſtreſs, and ſo hath 
returned me 2001. which will not be paid but on eight days fight, which ends on friday 
next.

I ſhall now with the ſame freedome endeavour to give you a faythfull account of mat- 
ters here, whereof I have laboured (with as much certainty as I could ) to informe my- 
ſelfe. I have to that end ſince my comeing hither converſed with perſons of different 
judgements in matters of religions, with men of ſeveral profeſſions and intereſts ; and 
now I can ſay, that I have not obſerved upon any turne, that hath beene hitherto, ſoe 
generall a ſatisfaction amongſt the people (ſome A. onely excepted) as I find upon this 
laſt ; his highnes beinge ſo farr from giveing diſtaſte, that I thinke no act that ever he 
did (with honour ſpoken to his former) gained him ſoe much repute, ſoe many heartes, 
as this, in acceptinge the government, without offence to the C, and A. be this ſpoken. 
Some are pleaſed, that beinge of a long ſeaſon kept under hatches by A. (who by their 
carriage diſobliged all but ſuch as are of theire owne cutt) dare now lift up the head, 
and expect onely to ſtand but upon even ground with them; and in the army eſpecially 
are not a few, who rejoice upon this account. The citizens are glad, hopeinge their 
corporation, which was more than threatned by the C. and ſome Oy is now ſecur'd; 
others, that religion, miniſtery, lawes, mens proprietys, are own'd and protected. 
They are not a few, who are pleaſed in an aſſurance of peace with the Dutch, and conſe- 
quently expect ſome abatement in taxes, and a freedom of trade, and encouragement 
for planting; which two laſt I finde the minds of men here are very much ſett upon. 
Though we may be too apt to judge ſuch conſiderations as theſe onely ſway mens 
heartes; yet doubtleſs there is a remarkeable hand of God, that (as it were in an inſtant) 
hath bowed the hearts of the people in ſoe univerſall a manner. Upon the firſt knowledge 
of this great alteration, the A. were much troubled, many of their objections beinge 
againſt the title of Highnes and Protectour, which they conceave are to be attributed 
to God alone. Some were alſo grounded upon miſreports of my lord's ſitting att 
table alone, and ſerv'd upon the knee. But that, which J finde to lye at the bottom, is 
this, that the late parliament did countenance their way more than any other; and that 
his highnes was privy, if not inſtrumentall, to their breakinge up, and that at a tyme, 
when they were paſſing a glorious reforming act for takeinge away tythes, the main- 
tenance of the rotten clergy. Their invectives and deriſory expreſſions were many and 
frequent, and uſed by the chiefe of them. I have it from very good hands, (though by 
ſome it's denyed ) that L. C. W. beinge deſired to proclaime my lord protector, an- 
ſwered, that my lorde muſt bringe an army of his owne to doe it. At Killkenny C. A. 
ſent out four troopers, ſome ſay four muſketeers, to make the proclamation. I have it 
from the ſame handes, that the officers about Corke were ſoe much incens'd, that the 


Crewe up a remonſtrance againſt this change of government, and brought it to Dublin 


tor approbation, where it was cruſh'd. 

The C. expreſſed as much diſſatisfaction as any, and it is a doubt, whether the C. did 
more cheriſh or foment the diſcontent in the A. or the A. by their taunts and beha- 
viour feed the peeviſh humour of the C. 

The lieutenant general hath behaved himſelfe moſt childiſhly, not refrayning very 
poyſenous and bitter expreſſions in publique meetings; for which I conceive it is, that 
he is foe much crycd up by the A. of late, and ever ſince admitted to the private 
weekely meetings, which before was denyed him. He refuſes to act as C. and acts 
onely as L. G. The riddle can be refolved noe otherwiſe then by this diſtinction, 


that the one 1s more beneficial then the other. 


The order for proclaiming his highnes was ſigned onely by their ſecretary, whereas 
others are uſually ſigned by themſelves. The reaſon hereof I underſtand to be, that 
three commiſſioners haveing ſign'd, it was tendred to the lieut. gen. alſo, who refuſinge 
uſed this expreſſion, that he would rather cutt of his hand; and then the three others 
blotted out theire names. His objections againſt his highnes and government are grounded 
upon ſeveral acts of parliament, viz. that of the go of January 1648; March 17. 1648; 
May 14. 1649 ; May 10. 1649; July 14. 1649. The mayor and aldermen of this 
citty ſent three ſeveral tymes to the C. for leave to proclaime his highnes, and were 


_Uwaycs denyed, with this reaſon, that there were not any direction from England ſor

he could not well refuſe. From all this I preſume you cannot conclude leſſe, then that 


here wanted not will to diſpute the change with you. I wiſh you may not have 
occaſon, when they are growne ſtronger, to make tryall of their affection. Of late they 
are growne more moderate. Three thinges have concurred to this moderation; his 
ſendinge for two of them over, my lord Henry's beinge here, and a ſober chiding letter 
from Mr. Kyffyn and Mr. Spilſbery, out of England ; and becauſe I think they are 
now willing to embrace any argument, that may be a colour to their ſatisfaction. I have 
beene deſirous to cheriſh that diſpoſition ; and findinge the caſe of the commonwealth 
to be very ſober and rationall, I have cauſed it to be printed here; and if I find occaſion, 
ſhall print J. G. queres allo. 

The C. now, by what I can learne, expect not to continue long, and therefore doe 
little but prepare for their diſſolution, granting legacyes, I meane cuſtodiums to ſome, 
and preferring of others of their freinds to places of benefitt and continuance z which 
will make the worke more difficult to ſuch as ſhall be appointed in chiefe. 

My lord Henry intends, if the Lord will, next weeke to begin his journey for England, 
J have alſo now taken leave of Ireland.

HERE hath been an Engliſh frigat upon our coaſts, amongſt the fiſhermen, (for A.D.16;3. 
T there are not yet any other ſhips at lea) who were put to the flight, or at leaſt into Cr 
a fright 3 and conſequently the lords of Holland, who have. turniſhed the admiralty of Am- ol xil. p.310 
ſterdam with 150 thouſand gilders; ſo that great diligence is uſed to ſet forth the fleet. Yet 
nevertheleſs it is peace, that is deſired z and it would be a fad lamentable caſe, if the con- 
trary ſhould happen. The ſtates of Holland do yet remain together for no other end 
or buſineſs, but tor this expectation alone. The embaſſadors had order to loſe no time, 
but to perfect the treaty immediately, and without merchandizing any long time about 
it, or to break off, and return; for the navigation and commerce cannot continue ſo, and 
remain at uncertainties. For the incluſion of Holſtein and Anhalt in the peace, I do nor 
ſee any great inſtance made; and there is as yet no reſolution taken about it. Here are 
the commiſſioners from Embden making complaint, how that the earl hath obtained a 
penal mandate from the emperor againſt che city, commanding not to conſtrain the countries 
to pay certain 600 men of the gariſon of Embden. Thoie of Embden do deſire, that 
they would ſend commiſſioners thither from thence; but the earl having once llemecon- 
10% before the emperor, will not be taken off thence; fo that is another caſe, which 
this ſtate hath yet to decide with the emperor. A ſecond is that of Malta, for which 
there are now commiſſioners appointed; but they will only ſing the old ſong; for the 
word reſtituat is not in uſe amongſt the commonwealth, no more than the word reo vat is 
amongſt the principalities.

In the mean time that the commiſſioners of the admiralty of Amſterdam are ſolliciting 
here a ſubſidy for the equipping of ſhips of war, the Engliſh, at leaſt four or five frigats, 
have been here upon the coaſts, and have taken ſeveral merchant men z yea they have 
done more harm and damage, well three times the value of the ſubſidy. | 
If this day (the 24% of March) there came no advice of the peace, they do conceive 
that there are ſome rubs in the way.

ON tueſday in the afternoon, there arrived a galliot from England from the embaſſadors, 


which, inſtead of the concluſion of the peace, doth bring nothing but delays; yea 
almoſt the contrary to peace, namely great preparations for the war, which hath alarmed 
the embaſſadors, that they ſent this gallior expreſly to give notice and advertiſement 
thereof to the ſtate, and exhort them to prepare and arm likewiſe. Whereupon there 
are very vigorous reſolutions taken to finiſh that little, which remains of the equipment, 
and afterwards to furniſh the ſhips almoſt ready with ammunition, proviſions, and men z 
and to this effect, there are letters writ to the colleges of the admiralties, and alſo to the 
provinces, to furniſh what they are remaining behind of the ſubſidy of the millions; alſo 
to the lord admiral Opdam. Item, there is advertiſement given to the reſident of Den- 
mark, to write to his king. In ſhort, this is a great alteration, which doth cauſe two 
things: firſt it doth irritate and exaſperate the people againſt the Engliſh z for holding 
the peace as good as done, they do believe, that the Engliſh do fail in their word. 
Secondly, this doth ſtir up the people to ſpeak ill of the ſtates of Holland, how that 
they are Julled afleep with hopes of the peace, and the falſe pretence thereof, as it is 
ordinary to caſt and lay the faults or misfortunes upon the magiſtrates. | 
In the mean time it is alſo true, that ſome are angry in good earneſt, by reaſon the 
commiſſioners came from England the laſt time before they had ſigned. Now they are 
afraid, that the Engliſh fleet will come, and lie before the Texell, and fo thereby hinder 
the conjunction of the ſhips, which are to come from Zealand, Goree, and the Maeſe; 
but that hindrance is very little practicable. 

Thoſe of Embden do till daily preſs for the ſending of a commiſſioner from the ſtates 
general to Eaſt Frieſland, to oppoſe the mandate of the emperor ; bur ſince the peace with 
England doth go backward, Holland will be fearful to engage there. | 

The embaſſador Boreel hath writ in his private advice, that the protector had given 
advertiſement and aſſurance to Don Lewis de Haro, that he had not made, not would 
not make, peace or treaty with this ſtate. And on the other hand we are made to 
believe, that the protector hath made an agreement with France, with the excluſion of 
this ſtate, which do ſeem to me as ſo many phantoms, which the ſole fear of the war 
doth infuſe into us; and yet notwithſtanding furor arma miniſtrat.

GIN CE my former, wherein I gave you the true ſtate of affairs here, I have to add 
what follows ; of which, if yours pleaſe, they may make good uſe there. 

The embaſſador of France, who reſideth here, told to a ſpecial friend of his, that he 
had letters from Monſ. Bordeaux, embaſſador in London, wherein he affirms, that the lord 
protector is not well inclined to France; and that without great reparation to be made by 
France, he deſpairs of the good ſucceſs of his negotiation 3 and that notwithſtanding all 
the endeavours of the ſaid Monſ. Bordeaux's friends, the protector cannot be drawn of 
his ſide, till more muſt be done by France to pleaſe him. 

The embaſſador Boreel, our embaſſador in Paris, writes, that the protector himſelf has 
written to Don Lewis de Haro, that notwithſtanding the protector diſſembled a peace 
with the ſtates general, that he had no intention to conclude but for form-ſake, in order 

to ſome other deſign. The letter of Boreel is of the 11. of March inſtant, to the 
greffier of the ſtates general. | | | . 

Our embaſſadors there have written hither two letters to the greffier, the firſt of the 
136 inſtant, ſetting forth only the manner of their reception, entrance, &c. and therefore 
needleſs to fend any copy of it. The ſecond being of the 20" inſtant, you have word by

You may ſee the ſaid embaſſadors write, that they have penetrated by the means of their 
friends, that the Engliſh have thought to occupy the Sound. As ſoon as theſe letters 
were here received, and communicated to the ſtates general preſent, the moſt ſtrict orders 
were in poſt-haſt ſent to all the admiralties, that in all poſſible expedition they ſhould 
make ready to ſet ſail all the ſhips of war reſpectively within their ſeveral diſtricts, But 
I can tell you, and that ſolidly, in confirmation of what I have written in my two former 
letters, that the Engliſh may do what they will; for the want of money is ſuch here, 

that in two months of this day, the fleet of theſe ſtates ſhall not be ready to ſet forth 

to ſea, This I dare ſay excluſively, and I repeat it, I mean their whole fleet. Notice 
was alſo ſent in great haſte to the king of Denmark of the contents in the ſaid letter of 
the 20th inſtant.

Velaiip.368. WE live here a miſerable life at preſent, being tormented between hope and fear, 
and between confidence and jealouſy z and this is the condition of the beſt; but the 
common people are very much diſturbed, and begin to rail at thoſe that are in power; 
and I am confident, if that a ſudden peace do not follow, that that party, which now 
rules in Holland, will be in a ſad condition. But for my part, I cannot believe, 
that the Engliſh will deſtroy their friends, to ſet up their enemies in their place. The 
time of the year draws on, and the people are impatient. The other party laughs in 
their ſleeves, and hopes to ſee a change. The ſtates have given orders to their admiralties 
to get their ſhips ready as ſoon as they can, not knowing what the Engliſh intend by 
ſetting out ſo great a fleet.

Rotterdam, the 27th March, 1654. [N.S.] 


A DISCREET perſon, this day arrived here from the Hague, faith, that upon Vol.xii.p. 360. 


tueſday laſt there arrived an expreſs from their embaſſadors at London, which 
alarmeth them all with apprehenſions of a breach in the treaty, and of an invaſion upon 
Denmark. The alarm, he faith, was ſo hot, that the ſtates far in conſultation the greater 
part of the night, and have ſent order poſt to rig up their diſordered fleet; and like- 
wile to the king of Denmark's court at Gluckſtat by his reſident, to give him his ſhare 
of the alarm. The great ſtrength of the Engliſh fleet was ready with many land-men 
deſigned to be put upon it, together with the delay in the fix perſons appointed to treat 
with the Dutch embaſſadors, with many other circumſtances too long for this paper, are the 
grounds of this alarm. But we Engliſh of this town think the news too good to be 
truez and rather expect the ſudden concluſion of the peace, which will put an end to 
our trade. All buſineſſes in France, and the confines, go proſperouſly for that crown. The 
count of Harcourt hath ſurrendered Briſac, and all he held in Alfatia, and made his 
Peace; which he did as ſoon as he heard of the commitment of the duke of Lorrain. 
The marſhal of Hocquincourt, who poſted ſuddenly from Paris ſome weeks ſince to 
his government of Peronne, is returned upon a kind letter of the king to him; and now 
other diſcontented perſons appear in France. By the proceedings of the French army 
under the marquis of Faber in Liege, it is now evident, that they came thither, either 
upon concert with the ſaid Lorrain, or at the leaſt upon the hopes, that his commitment 
Yor.

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A D. 1654. would cauſe a revolt in his army; which not ſucceeding, they have continued without 
yY=— action, keeping only a bridge of boats on the Maeſe. 

My letters from Stockholm affirm confidently, the queen of Sweden will in May reſign 
her crown, reſerving only a penſion of 200,000 rixdollars for her ſupport. Some ſay, 
the will goto travel to 2 the civil parts of the world; others that ſhe will retire to a 
caſtle, and there ſpend her life in contemplation with divers learned men and women, 
(all Platonick lovers) in the nature of a civil recluſe. 

The king of Poland is hard put to it, there being actually entered into Lithuania 
50,000 Muſcovites, beſides two other great armies of that nation, the one bending to- 
wards Smolensko, and the other marching between both, to join with either, as occaſion 
ſhall be. The Coſſacks and the Tartars are likewiſe in great numbers upon their march 
towards the other ſide of Poland. We here much apprehend the treaty betwixt England 
and France; and the more becauſe the cardinal hath lately offered liberty to the Scotch 


king to ſtay there, who is now upon his remove hence.

| T HE rix admirall beinge with me, and difcourſing of my buſines, told me, that the A.D.1654.

ueene had not as yet acquainted the councell therewith z and afterwards I beinge

with prince Adolph, he ſpake to me of my buſines, as others had done, friendly, and I Vol. xii. p.338. 


| likewiſe told him of my longe ſtayinge heere without any anſwere, Hee ſayd that might 
bee by reaſon of the queene*s deſigne of introducinge a change in the place. I told him, 


that I beclieved the friendſhip of Englande was worth the lookinge after, and that it 


| would be all one, whether the treaty were by the queene, or ſucceſſor, in regard it con- 


cerned the people of both the nations: that if the queene did conſent to it, his royall high- 
nes would not bee againſt it. He thereupon told me, that it would be very pleaſing to 
his brother, whoe did beare a greate reſpect to the Engliſh nation, and ſoe did generally 
the Sweades, He further told me, that himſelfe did not intermeddle in publique buſines, 
and that he had never been preſent at the councell; yet doubted not in the leaſt, bur I 
ſhould receive all ſatisfaction. I told him, I did beleive it, inaſmuch as my lord the pro- 
tector had ſent me hither to teſtifie his reſpects to the queene and kingdome of Sweden, 


and to make them offers of the friendſhip of the commonwealth of England. He alſoe 


ſpake of the late kinge, and the proceedings betweene the parliament and him, wherein 
I was capable to informe him. He asked wherefore they did not rather poyſon the 
king, or otherwiſe make him ſecretly away, than take his life ſo publiquely. I cold him 
it was adjudged more agreable with juſtice, honour, and chriſtianity, to bringe ſoe great 
an offender to a publique and legal tryall, rather then privately to make him away; 
and that every nation has their rights and particular lawes, accordinge to which they were 
governed. Wee had much other diſcourſe on the ſame ſubject, and to the ſame effect. 
He ſhewed me much reſpect, and brought me to my coach, which I am informed he 
hath not done to any others. On the laſt Lord's day, Monſieur Blome (formerly a ſervant 
to the late duke of Buckingham, and now one of the chancellour's creatures, and by 
his meanes hath bin imployed as a publique miniſter abroade) came and dyned with me, 
and diſcourſcd much of the change, which in probability would happen in this nation 
upon the queene*s reſignation, in which I ſaid little, in regard of ſome perſons that were 
then preſent, whoe underſtood us. But after dynner I perticulerlyasked him, if he had heard 
the chancellor ſpeake of deferringe my buſines till the prince was crowned 3 he confeſſed, 
that he had heard the chancellor ſay, that hee beleived it would bee better to have 
my bufin's concluded after the prince's coronation, and that the league would be 
the more firme. I told him, that I imagined, that all acts of that nature, and con- 
cluded by the queene before her reſignation, would be held authentique by her ſucceſſor. 
Hee told me hee did beleive as much; but beinge ſoe neare a change, he thought it 
would be better to remitt the buſines to the new king. I told him, that would take up 
muci tyme, and that I knew not how ſoone my lord the protector would bee pleaſed to com- 
mand me home. Hee ſaid, that the buſines would be ſoone diſpatcht oh the meeting 
of the rix-daght, which were never accuſtomed to ſit longe; notwithſtanding I hope to 
procure a Cilpatch od buſines before that tyme, not knowinge any reaſon, wherefore the 
treaty at the preſent ſhould not be as firme, as if it were left to the new kinge. 

On munday count Erick Oxenſterne came to me about nine o' clocke in the morning, 
and told me, the queene had commanded him to come to me, and to have ſome con- 
ference vith me about my propoſitions ; wherein ſhee was pleaſed to make uſe of his 
ſervice, becauſe at this tyme his father was very ill of an ague, and was not able him- 
elfe to meete with me; and that his former indiſpoſition of health, and extraordinary 
affaires, had bin ſome occaſion of hinderance of the diſpatch of my buſines; as alſoe the 
incertainty of the iſſue of the treaty between England and Holland, and the great buſines 
of the queene's intention. I told him, that I had longe expected ſome anſwere to be 
given to my bulines, the greateſt whereof had not dependance upon the treaty with 


Holland J that the queene's propoſition was lately made; and that I had bin three 
moneths in this place without any anſwer to my buſines, though I preſumed, that the 


amity of England was gratefull to this nation, and merritted the acceptance, Hee ſaid, 
that ſoe was the friendſhip of Sweden. I ſaid, my lord protector had teſtified that by 
lendinge me hither. He replyed, that the queene had likewiſe ſent Fewſhall publique 
miniſter to England ; and Monſieur Lagerfeildt was a long tyme there without affecting 
any thing. I laid, that hee had often anſweres to his propoſitions in the tyme of his 
being there; and that it was on his parte that a concluſion was not had thereupon. But 
J told him, that if hee pleaſed to proceed to a conference upon my propoſitions, I was 
realy to treat with him as I had alwaies ben to treare with my lord chancellor's father, 
lor whole ill health I was hartilic ſorrey. Hee told me hee was readie in the ſame way 
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A. D. 1654. of ſecrecie as it had ben carried with his father, as hee ſaid did appeare by Monſieur 
Ly Bevengen's letters to his ſuperiours, wherein he ſayes, that the Engliſh ambaſſador did 

treate with none but the queene alone, and ſomety mes alone with the chancellor, whereb 
he could not poſſibly give them any account of my tranſactions; for he thought that 
not one perſon in Sweden, except the queene and the chancellor, knew what they were. 
I ſaid, the gentleman had done me honour in that expreſſion, and foe was fell to the 
buſines. The firſt article, hee faid, was equall, and needed no explanation. To the 
ſecond hee made the ſame objection, as the queene had done before, and I gave the ſame 
anſweres, whereof you had an account in my laſt letters. Hee alſoe ſaid, that the article 
depended upon' the treaty with the Dutch. To the third article, he deſired an explanation 
of the words, omnibus in locis, quibus haftenus commercium exercebatur, whether that were 
not intended to include the plantations in America belonginge to our commonwealth, [ 
told him, noe, and that I would not conſent ſoe to explaine it, becauſe traffique thither, 
without ſpeciall lycence, was prollibited by our commonwealth. He ſaid, that it would 
be unequall of the Engliſh to have the full traffique in the queene's dominions, and her 
ſubjects not to have the like in our commonwealth. I anſwered, that wee deſired none 
in any of the queene's dominions out of Europe, and therefore it was equall not tw 
conſent to their traffique in America; and that the opinion of the councell of ſtate in thy 
point had ben made knowne to Monſieur Lagerfeildt, when he was in England; and 
ſhewed him the paper of the councell on that ſubject. Grave Ericke urged many other 
arguments, which ſhould be too tedious to repeate to you; but I kept me to the paper 
of the councell. Hee told me, thoſe tranſactions of my lord Lagerfeildt's were remitted RR 
to a concluſion upon my embaſſie. I aunſwered, that whatſoever my inſtructions were, i 
would not become me to doe any thinge contrary to that wherein the councell of ſtate 
had declared their judgment. The ſame anſwere I gave him concerning the fiſhing for 
herrings, which hee did much inſiſt upon. And as to the point of pre-emption of the 
commodities of Sweden, mentioned in the councell's paper, upon that ſubject, which! 
likewiſe ſhewed him, hee ſaid, that could not be, becauſe theſe commodities were of 
a very great value, and did belonge to ſeveral private perſons; and asked me, if [ 
thought that England would be contented to give a pre-emption of all their cloth. | 
told him, that the cloth of England was likewiſe of very greate value; that there would 
hardly bee found one ſtock to buy it all; and that there were ſeveral ſtaples in other 
countries for the vent of it. Wee had very much other difcourſe upon the ſame ſubject, 
wherein I kept me to the lords of the councell's papers, and told him, that I conceaved the 
beſt way would be firſt to agree upon general amity and comerce betweene the two nations; 
and afterwards, if Sweden thought fitt, when they ſent an ambaſſador to England, or other- 
wiſe, to propound any thinge concerninge the fiſhing for herrings, or the traffique in America, 
or concerninge a ſtaple at Narva, Revel, and Gottenburge, (which he likewiſe diſcourſed of 
at large) that my lord protector would give a faire and inſtant aunſwere thereunto. Hee 
ſaid, he would acquaint the queene with my aunſwere; and ſoe wee proceeded to the fourth 
article, whereunto he made the ſame objections, that the queene did before; and the like dil- 
courſe we had upon the fifth article. The ſixth article, hee ſaid, was the ſame in effect with the 
fourth, and might be adjoyned to it. I ſhewed him the difference, eſpecially in the beginning 
of this article; and ſo we paſſed to the ſeventh, upon which we had many arguments 
concerninge contraband goods, wherein I held mylſelfe to the judgment, which the councell 
had given thereupon in the paper to my lord Lagerfeildt, and grave Erick paſt it over 
as dependinge upon the ſucces of the treaty with Holland, eſpecially in theſe words, bons 
a ſuis cujuſque inimicis direpta, To the eighth article, he thought there would need an 
explanation of the words, in quolibet ſuorum marium, which, I told him, was intended 
Europe only. To the ninth article, he ſaid, the words armatis vel inermibus, were not 
neceſſary, becauſe by the law of Sweden any might carry their armes with them. | 
told him that was not permitted in England for ſo many without lycence. To the 
tenth, eleventh, and twelfth articles, he made noe objections. To the thirteenth, hee 
ſaid the proviſo needed an explanation as to the point of breakinge bulke, as the queene 
had objected before to me, and I gave him the ſame anſwere which I gave to her majeſty. 
The like objections and anſweres were alſoe had to the fourteenth article, wherein I con- 
ſented to the like amendment. He was pleaſed to dyne with me and much other good 
company, and we had ſome further diſcourſe on the ſame ſubject after dynner. Hee pro- 
miſed to give me in writing his objections, and to lett me know the queene's pleaſure 
upon our conference; but I intend to know it myſelfe before our next meetinge. He 
was pleaſed, laſt of all, to tell me, that he gave it out, as the occaſion of his cominge 
to me, to provide for ſatisfaction to be given to the queene's ſubjects for the great loſſes 
they had ſuſtained by the ſeizing and deteyninge of their ſhips by the Engliſh. I told 
him, that I was neither in power, nor had ability, to caſt up thoſe accounts, or take 
examinations upon them ; and that there is a court 8 in England, which I preſumed 
had done, and would doe right, to any, who had cauſe to complaine ; and that I knewe

to England, and when I come thither myſelfe, I would perſonally endeavour, that the 
ſame might be fully effected. We had much other diſcourſe concerninge the coullering 
of enimies goods and like; but I feare I have bin too tedious already, | 

Afterwards, the Spaniſh reſident came to viſit me, whom I informed of ſome paſſages 
in my conference with grave Ericke in the morninge, imagininge he would tell the 
queene of it. In the afternoon, I viſited marſhall general Wrangle ; he diſcourſed of the 
Engliſh fleete, in which hee knew many ſhips by their names, and alſo ſpake of other 
maritime buſines, himſclf at preſent being vice-admiral ot Sweden, and of great eſteem 
in this countrey, and hath commanded at fea againſt the Danes, and tooke ſeveral ſhipps 
of the king of Denmarke in the laſt warr, 1 * 

Hee told me, that Middleton was landed in Scotland with 200 officers and 6000 
armes, which he carried with him from Holland; but he remembers not the name of the 
place in Scotland, where he landed. Monſieur Woolfeilt told me, he had received letters 
trom one of his ſervants in the Low Countries, whereby he had intelligence, that the 
ſtates generall ſold about twenty of their ſhips of warr, which thinge de Witt himſelfe 
had reported. He alſo told me, that he havinge ſpoke with many of the officers of the 
army here, perceived that they rather deſired a continuation of the warr betweene the two 
commonwealths than otherwiſe, hopinge that would be a meanes to conjoyn them with 
England, which they apprehend will give them many advantages; but that the chaun- 
cellor and his ſonns, and all of their partie, deſire very much a peace betweene the two 
republiques, becauſe, ſaid he, they are rich, and drive a greate.. . .In merchandizinge ; 
that they care not to have the ſouldiers imployed, becauſe they themſelves are not ſouldiers; 
that the queene hath always deſired peace with her neighbours, and notwithſtanding ſhe 
hath much courage, yet ſhe doth not love warr. Wenſday, I waited upon her majeſty, 
and told her what had paſſed betweene grave Ericke and myſelfe. She ſaid grave Ericke 
had informed her to the ſame effect. I told her, I uſed to ſpeake true. As to the 
point of damages, ſhee ſeemed to be fatisfied, although ſhe ſaid, ſhee was informed, at 
firſt cominge, that thoſe thinges had beene left to me; to which I made her the ſame 
anſwere us I had done to grave Ericke, wherewith ſhe ſeemed content, and reſolved to 
ſende an ambaſſador into England, with whome the buſines of fiſhing for herringes, as 
alſoe the erection of a ſtaple, and the commerce in America, might be treated on. She 
alſoe ſaid, that ſhe had given order to ſett downe in writinge ſuch thinges as ſhe thought 
fitt to add to my articles. She asked me which way I intended to goe home. I told her 
I was in ſuſpence as to my journey by land, and that I thought to goe from Stockholme to 
Luveck would be moſt convenient; She told me, ſhe believed it would be the beſt way, 
and that ſhe had given order for one of her ſhips to be made ready to tranſport me; for 
which I gave her thanks. 8

SIR, 28 Martii, 1654. [N. S.] 


Vela p78. II E Englifh poſt of this day is not yet arrived, that I know of, neither have we 
much newes; only what I writ to you in my former to be true. Cardinal de Retz 
is in ſtill, and we are without an archbiſhop. His majeſty offers daily an archbiſhop, but 
we rather have him than any other; though the king and cardinal be much againſt it. 
The ſacrament was expoſed yeſterday, and ſo will be in the moſt part of our churches, 
where there ſhall be continually prayers for the liberty of the ſaid cardinal ; which if it 
does not ſerve, it is thought the ſacrament ſhall be carried in proceſſion by all the churct- 
men in Paris through the ſtreets, and afterwards to the king in the Louvie ; where they 
intend to deſire his majeſty, in honour of his Saviour, to conſider the liberty of their 
archbiſhop and prelate; and if that does not ſerve, it is believed all the churches in 
town may be locked up, till they ſhall obtain the liberty of their chief head the archbiſhop. 
It is to be feared, it may be a troubleſome matter before it be ended. Laſt tueſday was 
the day ordered yearly for a general proceſſion in this city, for giving thanks to God for 
the reduction of Paris by Henry the fourth, king that was then of France; which day 
all the parliament went in a body to Notre-dame, accompanied with the governor of Parts, 
provoſt de marchands, with many others of the town-houſe, where, when they entered, 
he ſpoke to thoſe of the chapter, and told them it was time to go, and begin the pro- 
ceſſion. He of them that had orders to anſwer, ſaid, they were to be excuſed; for they 
could do nothing without their chief head and prelate, cardinal de Retz; and for another 
reaſon, that it was raining, For the firſt reaſon, the governor ſaid, they could not 
excuſe themſelves, becauſe the cardinal was not yet at liberty. As for the ſecond, that it 


was nothing; yet they ſaid they would do nothing without the archbiſhop, or orders

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written under his own hands; and then they would obey. Yet they made only their A.D.1653. 
proceſſion within the church, the ſaid governor, provoſt de marchands, and many other 
of the town-houſe, being with them. After they ended, the proceſſion came to the con-

All the doctors of Sorbonne, with 
thoſe of Notre-dame, aſſembled in the officialty laſt wedneſday ; which the queen hearing 
of, ſent to them, deſiring them to write to the king; and that ſhe would {peak herſelf 
for the liberty of their archbiſhop the cardinal de Retz; yet in caſe his majeſty had con- 
ſented to it, ſhe knew well what prejudice ſhould follow to his majeſty and ſtate. Yet 
all is but words; for ſhe did never think to ſpeak in his behalt. : 

The ſecond day after, count de Noailles, and the firſt preſident, were with the cardinal 
de Retz, at Bois de Vincennes, in the king's behalf, deſiring him to give his demiſſion 
of the archbiſhoprick of Paris; which he refuſed, as he did ſeveral times before. 

The king ſays, the proceſs of the ſaid cardinal for his place is not in form; but he 
is deceived, as he was well anſwered by the chapter, and had more, if he had given 
audience to their dean that ſpoke. The duke of Orleans has formed an oppoſition againſt 
= the confiſcation of prince Conde's goods, by reaſon of a contract of marriage between 
5 duke d' Enguien, and his daughter mademoitelle de Valois, faying, that the ſaid prince 
has promiſed half of all his goods to his ſon, the aforeſaid duke; and the contract being 
ſigned and ſealed by his majeſty's own hands, that the goods ought to be preſerved for 
the ſaid duke and princeſs.

which an arreſt was pronounced, by which prince Conde is condemned to death,

V OU have incloſed the laſt I received from Ratisbon for you, and yours I ſent by the A.D.1654.

and when the ſaid miniſter returns to make a full relation of his reception, you ſhall know 
more of it. 

Here is no motion of a general peace at preſent, but granted you will conclude a peace 
with Holland, becauſe thoſe provinces cannot longer reſiſt the great power of England, as 
now is confeſſed by moſt here. 

The ſtateſmen here are much pleaſed, that France is not included in that peace; and 
exalt the prudence and gallantry of your lord protector, as they ſay, worthy to rule any 
empire of the world. 

From hence you have, that la comteſſe d'Egmond, of the houſe of Barlemont, wife to 
count Egmond that fled France, died here laſt week; and count de Horne died two days 
before her. 5 

You had before, that the prince of Conde departed from hence with all his French 
train, towards the country of Liege, to take away from thence all his troops, according 
to the treaty made between our miniſters lately (as you have heard) and the elector of Cologne; 
in which treaty and agreement, our ſecretary of ſtate Navarro promiſed to give better 
quarters tothe ſaid prince*stroops inLorrain. In the ſame agreement alſo the eleCtor of Cologne 
was obliged at the ſame time to retire, and actually ſend out of all his countries all the 
French troops, as is expreſſed in the articles of the ſaid treaty, brought hither by the ſaid 
ſecretary, and count de Staremberg, who was employed in that treaty by orders from 
the emperor, accompanied by count de Furſtenberg, major domo to the ſaid elector, 
which deputies were haſtened by count Fuenſeldagna to the country of Liege, to ſee the 
French march from thence. 

The duke of Areſcot and many other chief officers of this army are gone the ſame 


way too. The French are already out of the country of Liege, and gone into that of 


Meuſe, where they rob, pillage, and exerciſe all manner of ſpoils in all places they come 
to. But Don Franciſco Pardo, governor of Luxemburgh, having gathered all his troops,

Sir, I thinke good to acquaint you with a paſſage and relation I met with in Somerſet. 
ſhire two dayes ſince, which concernes his highnes, whome I dearely reſpect and 
honour ; and although it may bee but a flyinge report of wicked men, yet ſome cau- 
tionary uſe may be made of ſuch thinges. 

I met with a poore honeſt man, a feltmaker, who as he was comeinge from Beckington 
to Briſtol], with a parcell of hatts, was conſtray ned to reſt himſelfe under a ſtone wall, 


joyneing to the highway; and as he ſatt ther, two gentlemen-like met each other, and 


after a ſalutation paſt betweene them, the one asked the other what newes. The other 
anſwered, that hee knew none. T hereupon one replyed, and tould the other, ſeeinge he 
was his ſpeciall freinde, he would acquaint him of very good newes; and that was, 
that he ſayd, he came lately from Southampton, where he met with a French merchant, 
borne in France of Engliſh parents, and his wife a French woman, whoſe brother was a 
jeſuite, and did afirme, that certaine jeſuits had taken an oath and the ſacrament, and there- 
by bound themſelves to kill the lord protector, or to looſe their one lives; and that beinge 
done, he ſayd, there would be greate confuſion and fighting for the government, by 
which meanes Charles the ſecond's party beinge greate, would ſtrike in, and carry 
the cauſe, The other partie replyed, it would doe well, if it could be effected; only 
hee could wiſh the common people might not be made to ſuffer much; but the other told 
him, the kingdome would be brought into a poore condition. After this they faluted 
one another, and departed. The poore man ovyerhearinge all this diſcourſe, he was in 
ſuch a tremblinge, that he durſt not appeare to ſpeake, for feare of miſcheife, becauſe 
they had uttered fuch horrible thinges; but when they weare gone, he lookt after them, 
but knew them not; only weare in a gentile habit, and gray cloathes. This is all that the 
man can informe, beinge extreamly troubled. I leave it to you what uſe to make it. 
The Lord preſerve his highnes, and proſper him; which is all at preſent from

Q INCE my laſt there is little to be ſaid out of our family. The Scots king is doing yol.xii.p.444. 


all he can to get hence; but his affairs are obſtructed by his peeviſh mother, who 
publickly reproaches him not going. She would have his brother ſent before into Scot- 
land with prince Rupert, my lord Gerrard, the man they call their keeper, and ſome 
other ſuch brave wiſe men as thoſe, for his council ; that Charles Stuart ſhould ſtay upon 
the terra firma, to wait for what he well knows nobody will do for him. This deſign is 
too well known to have nothing of tenderneſs, nor the kindneſs of a mother in it, 
but much malice to the reputation of Charles Stuart, and of advantage to herſelf, as ſhe 
thinks. She believes ſhe hath done what hath loſt her the intereſt ſhe pretended ; and 
therefore ſhe would have the ſon ſhe hath moſt power over, in the head of an army, 
While the other paſſeth his time on this ſide with ignominy. But ſhe was anſwered with 
great reſpect, quietneſs, and contrary to her expectation. He ſaid, that if it was fit for 
his brother to go for Scotland, much fitter for him; but ſince ſhe thought it conve-

I incloſe you a paper of the manner of his arreſt, not doubtinge but now I have 
brought the ſenate to doe ſomewhat more then as yet they would, it will moft ſutbaly Rx

Neha the delivery of my credentialls, underſtandinge that George Waites, a revolted 
merchant of the Engliſh company, mentioned in my former remonſtrances to us 
highneſſe, was returned from his attendinge upon the lord Wentworth, on his journey 


for Holland, and that he walked as confidently upon the exchange amongſt the mar- 
| chants, 
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chants, as formerly, and was as freely and friendly receaved by them as ever. I ſent to A. D. 1653. 
him to come ſpeak with me, being one that had ſubſcribed to the Engagement before 
me long ſince; but he excuſing it that day and the nexte, and finding by the meſſenger, 
that I ſent, he was fitting himſelfe to be gone, I preſently ſent to the chiefe burger- 
maſter, deſiring he might be apprehended, to anſweere ſuch things, as I had to object 
againſt him. But he, as before in rhe buſineſſe of Ball, anſwered, that he had heard 
Waites had a commiſſion from the ſonne of the late kinge; and therefore of himſelfe 
could doe nothing againft him, without acquainting the ſenate with my demand herein, 
as ſoone as they ſhould meete. Whereuppon I ſent to him againe, deſiring to know, if 
he had ſeene any credentiall or comiſſion, which Waites had; but he anſweering noe, 
onlie heard foe. Whereupon I defired him to conſider, how unmeete itt was, that he 
ſhould alledge ſuch a report in favour of an obſtinate marchant of this company z 
and wiſhed him not to hould me up till Waites ſhould eſcape, as Ball had done.

B Y this poſte I receaved nothinge from you, or from my friend at Paris. Our occur- Vol. xi. p.513. 


rences here are but verie little. His holines wedneſday laſt went to St. Peter's, ac- 
companied with all the cardinals and the nobilitie of the cittie, with ſolit pompe of horſe 
and foote; his holines having aſſiſted to all functions in proper perſon, and chieflie to the 
waſhinge of the feete of twelve, repreſenting the twelve apoſtles. Hee will return to 
monte Cavallo to-morrow, and ſhortlie bound for St. Martino neere Viterbo; and thence, 
a5 we hear, for Loretto; thogh manie doe thinke this laſt to be in a manner impoſſible, 
by reaſon of his holines's podagra in a knee. Our laſt nuntio ſent for Spaine, is detained 
at Ralena, by his majeſty of Spaine's order. Som ſay, his holines ſent worde to Terra- 
nova, the Spaniſh ambaſſador, that he may have patience for to have audience from his 
lolnes, till further order from him; yet nexte weeke will let us ſee the truth. From 
Genoua, the gallies wherein conde de Onata paſſed to Spaine, are thither returned, and 
conde de Onata made major domo major of his majeſtie of Spaine.

SIR, 9 
e N my laſt I wroate you my intentions for this place, where I arrived but yeſterdaye, 
H havinge four dayes bin prevented by the unſeaſonable weather. However I made uk 
of my tyme, by viewing the condition of affaires at Roterdam and Hellvoetſluys, where 
they are fittinge their ſhips with all poflible ſpeed, yer not earneſtly, as if they intended, 
they ſnould goe to ſea, before they ſee the iflue of the treatye 3 nor doe I finde by dit- 
courſe with others, that theſe doe it for any thinge, but to pleaſe the people. This was 
[64 the laſt week confirmed to me by one of the ſtates general of my good acquaintance, Þ 
10 . whoe told mee, the newes of your great preparations for ſea made the people fo unquiet, 
| that they will not be ſatisfied without their flecte be made ready. So order was given 
to the courts of admiraltie to fitte out part of their ſhippinge, but not all. The drumes 
beat at Amſterdam for men. How many ſhipps ſhall be fitted there, I could not { 
ſuddenly learn but ſhall tymely adviſe you. At Rotterdam they take on men but for 
ſeven ſhipps, whereof the admirall and vice-admirall are two of them. The admiral! 
ſhip is not ready; and the ſooneſt the carpenter promiſes to fit her out, is twenty-four | 
da yes. One of the carpenters ſayes, they cannot be ready in leſſe then a month, by 
reaſon a great part of their men are gone. Heere I find them more vigorous in thir 
equipping, then in the fore- named places, and the men readier to enterteyne ſervice ; yet 
they feare that will be the chief want, they having ſo many capers or private men of Þ 
warr abroad. They tooke on men for ſixteen ſhipps, all of the beſt they have; and | 
ſo doe the other townes. *Tis to be ſuppoſed, the ſtate doe not intend a warr, becauſe 
the whole fleet is not made fitt for the ſea. A fleete of ſixty or eighty ſayle they purpoſ 
to keepe in readineſſe, to convoy their marchantmen, and wayte on you, leaſt you 
prove perfidious; for they ſay, there is no truſtinge you. All the laſt weeke and this 
the coinmon people have ſpoaken nothinge but warr, complayning of the depu- 
ties for not ſingneinge, are much dejected to thinke of a new quarrel. It appeares 
plainly thorough all the countrey, that theſe are weary of the warr in this province; 
where formerly they were ſo incenſed and couragious, are now very calme. It ſeemes they 
find theire own weaknes. Even now comes more pleaſing newes, that the treatye is con- 
cluded, which putts another countenance upon them. This will cauſe a ſcarcitye of men 
tor their fleet. Every one rather chuſes to goe in a marchant-man, then a man of wat!. 
You may be aſſured, it will be a month before their fleete can be readye. There is dili- 
art labored in the new ſhips ; yet I am confident they will not be fitting for the ſez WR 
efore the latter- end of the ſummer, whereof more largly ſhall be writt in convenient 
tyme.

HE lord of Opdam, having been at Antwerp, is come back hither. There is no 
T great heed given to the report, that all che treaty was broke, and come to nothing 3 
the quite contrary. The earl of Schomberg, who is come in great haſte from England, 
doth report, that the Engliſh continue in their reſolution of making peace, and that ſix 
commiſſioners were already named. The ſtates general being curious to know it, ſent 
for him into their withdrawing chamber, where he declared the ſame thing unto them. 

In the printed papers here they have put, that ſince the arrival of the laſt pink, there 
hath been another pink ſent from hence for England; but that it was not ſent on the 
behalf of the generality 3 and yet Holland will no wiſe have the name of giving orders

and inſtructions in particular; and in caſe that the Engliſh will not allow ot any proviſo 


(in omitting the twelfth of the twenty- ſeven articles) I do not fee, that the embaſſadors 
dare conclude; for Holland itſelf dares not skip that point; ſo that the embaſſadors will 
be obliged (in caſe of admiſſion of that proviſo) to make report thereof back hither, 
and from hence to the provinces; which tedious proceedings will cauſe much languiſhing 
in the commerce and navigation. God defend, that dearth do not follow upon it ! for 
every one (of what humour or faction ſoever he be) doth judge, that the ſtate or the 
commonwealth cannot bear this war; and that although England make a peace, yet 
they conjecture here, that it is the only intereſt of the protector, that doth make the 
peace; otherwiſe they think here, that the Engliſh are forward enough to continue the 
war; and through this temperature men do eaſily foreſee, that ſooner or later the 
government here will turn to the prince of Orange.

Since the letter of the embaſſadors of the 14 of March, they writ, and gave orders to 
the colleges of the admiralty, to equip and make great preparations in all haſte. And 
whereupon thoſe of Amſterdam and Rotterdam (the chieſeſt and the richeſt colleges) 
have writ back without circumlocution, that they have not wherewithal ; and that they will 
equip, when they ſhall have money. Now the other provinces, being either poor, or leſs 
intereſted, or inclined to 161, cannot or will not, or are very low, and Holland 1s 
weary, and tired to do all alone that, which ought to be done amongſt them, : 
The Jord of Amelandt having writ of the return and expedition of his commiſſioners, 
they have writ to him back again, that he mult ſend hither the reſolution or act, which 
his commiſſioners have obtained in England, and to give an account of their negotiation. 
The lord of Brederode hath cauſed a certain work. to be demoliſhed, which thoſe of 
Utrecht had begun upon the Rhine, to force back the water, Thoſe of Utrecht are 
very angry at it, and are almoſt reſolved to pull down one of his houſes hard by that 
place, to be revenged upon him. This will yet cauſe ſome further trouble.

WW E. have diſpatched a meſſenger by water, who, we hope, becauſe of the favourable vo! 
wind and weather, will be timely come to hands; ſince which there is nothing come 
to our knowledge, neither touching the fleet, nor concerning negotiations; but only, that 
his highneſs, inſtead of an anſwer to our memorial marked No. in our packet of 
yelterday, acquainted us in the evening, by a letter from Mr. ſecretary T hurloe, that 
in relation to the affairs he referred to the commiſſioners, that did negotiate with us, who 
were acquainted with every thing, and had a full power in every thing. Thereupon we 
are reſolved to preſs our affairs to-morrow by new requeſts to thoſe lords, being obliged 
to fit ſtill to-day, becauſe it is a ſolemn faſt-day. As to private news, we do not know 
many that are worth mentioning. The lord de Neufville will be fetched up from Green- 
wich on monday next, with all the ſolemnities that are due to an embaſſador extraordinary 
ofa king of France. His highneſs with the advice of his council, by an ordinance of the 
twenty-ſeventh of laſt month, has continued the cuſtoms upon effects, convoys and licences 
til the 20" of March 1659. N. S. the time, which the parliament had limited for 
the raiſing thereof, being expired on the 206 of the ſaid month. At the ſame time he 
has alſo continued the exciſe, and ſettled the proportions thereof, without any limitation of 
dime, waich formerly was always regulated by the parliament, as we are informed, and 
as never in the power of the king. The pamphlets here are full of favourable tidings in 
relation to the Iriſh affairs; viz. that the ſon of the lord protector was received there 
mg great ſatisfaction and magnificence, and that every thing was there in perfect tranquil- 
7 And from Scotland they write, that Middleton is arrived there, and has landed 
ol.

ſame being ſeven theets long, writ on both ſides, and pretty cloſe; and in effect a debate 
in ſao concerning the truth and untruth of the circumſtances of what was ſet down in 
our former memorandum z wherecf we ſhall ſend a copy with the firſt occaſion. And 
there was withal, at the end, a preſentation to agree and conclude upon the articles of 
the treaty according to their propoſition, or to undertake the payment of the 146050 l. 
ſterling, thereof to deduct what the ſaid ſhips and goods ſhould be thought worth, accord- 
ing to the appraiſement to be made upon the place, where they are; ſo that we found 
ourſelves more and more perplexed, for by chuſing of the firſt, we ſhould render the 
comprehenſion oi the king of Denmark uncertain 3 and by the latter, we ſnould engage 
their H. and M. L. in the payment of ſuch exorbitant ſums.

ONS: Bloome came to me with a compliment, that the chancellor was troubled he 
could not viſitt me before his goinge from this towne ; that he withdrew himſelf 
to be free from buſineſſe, and to recover his health ; and that at his returne he would 
come to me. This gentleman did beginn ſome diſcourſe about my buſineſſe; and! 
takinge him for a ſpie, thought it reaſonable to tell him what I beleeved he would 
againe report. I told him, that France, Spaine, Portugal}, Italy, Flanders, Holland, 
Switzerland, Denmarke, and other princes and ſtates had ſent their publique miniſters 
to his highnes my lord the protector, to ſeeke his friendſhip; but his highnes havinge 
ſent his embaſſador into this kingdom, ſoe little reſpect is ſhewed him, that in three or 
four moneths an anſwer hath not bin given him. 

The queene alſoe of late hath bin leſſe forward in giveing me audience then formerly, 
exculinge herſelf by reaſon of her indiſpoſition, when at the fame time the Spaniſh 
reſident and many others were admitted. | 

Tueſday, the maſter of the ceremonies and other courtiers came and dyned with me. 
After dinner the maſter of the ceremonies deſired to ſpeake with me in private, and told 
me, he had heard, that I had expreſſed ſome diſcontent ; and defired to know, if any 
thing heere had diſpleaſed me, and wherein he might be ſerviceable to me. I thanked 
him for his civility, and told him, that I was troubled, that haveinge bin in this place 
well neere four moneths, I had not yet obteyned an anſwere to what I had propounded. 
He excuſed the delay, by reaſon of the queene's deſigne of quittinge the government. 
I aunſwered, that I imagined there was cauſe of much trouble to her majeſtie, and 
gave me ſome reaſon to thinke, that my frequent viſiting her might be ſome trouble; 
whereupon I did forbeare. He ſaid, that my company would be very acceptable to 
the queene, notwithſtanding ſhe was at preſent full of buſineſſe; and aſked me, if | 
would not ſtay untill the coronation of the new king, to have my buſineſſe concluded 
by him, fayinge, it would be more firme then if it be only done by the queene, who is 
neare leaving the goverment. I told him, I could not ſtay ſoe long tyme as to ſee the 
coronation ; and that I had no credentiall letters nor commiſſion but to the queene ; and 
that I believed, all acts done before her reſignation would be authentique, and - perticu- 
larly that concerninge friendſhip with England, and would be very acceptable to his 
royall highnes, and would be inviolably kept by him.

I faid, there was a little miſtake 
in that, but there was ſomthing neere in it; that it was not my deſire to bring trouble 
to her majeſtic. He ſaid, that the queene deſired 1 would excuſe her, by reaſon of the 
holydayes, duringe which they doe not meddle with bufines in this country, as alſo by 
reaſon of many other hinderances ; and that at all tymes, and as often as I pleaſed to 
come to her, I ſhould be welcome.

J. 1 the people of both ſtates and nations may freely and ſincerelye ſaile and 
trade in all kingdomes and territoryes beinge with them reſpectively in peace and 
i | neutrality, and ſhall not be diſturbed by the people of either, by reaton of any hoſtility, 
which is ariſen or may ariſe betweene the one and the other of thoſe, who ſhall remeyne 
| | in friendſhip and neutrality with the other. 
| II. Nevertheleſſe neither of the ſayed confederates or the people abidinge, inhab-

That the maſters, commanders, and mariners of all ſhips goeinge to ſea, and 
carryinge the commiſſions of Charles Stewart, or of any other pretended prince or 
perſon, havinge noe territories in poſſeſſion, ſhal be eſteemed as pirates and robbers, and 
proceeded with accordinge to the fourteenth article of the ſaid peace. | 
VIII. That neither of theiſe confederates ſhall ſuffer, that any ſhippes, veſſels, goods, 
or merchandiſes belonging to either, or the property or ſubjects of either taken at ſea, or 
otherwiſe, by their reſpective enemies or rebells, be brought into the ports, . harbours, or 
dominions of other; and if any ſuch ſhould be, all ſuch ſhippes, goods, and merchandices, 
that ſhall be found in beinge, yea, though they have beene ſold, ſhall be reſtored to the 
right owners, or made good to them or their procurators, due proof being made of the 
proprietye in the court of admiraltie, accordinge to lawe; and alſo their people brought 
in there ſett at libertye. 

IX. If the ſhips of either come to periſh, or be ſtranded about the coaſts of either, all 
that is ſaved ſhal be reſtored to the proprietors, if they doe ſue for it within the time of 
one whole yeare, paying the expences, with a reaſonable recompence to thoſe, by whoſe 
labour and diligence the ſame have beene ſaved and kept in cuſtody.

OURS of the 19th of March I received, which gives me, that your peace with the Vol. xiii. 
Y United Provinces ſhall infallibly be, to the great grief of many here; yet R. Carolus's p. 196. 
miniſters and friends proceed, and now are at near end; but very ſecret. His expreſs, or 
rather the emperor's, and the elector's of Mentz to Rome, goes from hence to Vienna 
within ten days, and from thence ſtrait to Rome. The emperor has given him an hundred 
ER thouſand dollars of his own freely, and the reſt of the princes underhand and publickly 
gare to follow, and much more is expected in Italy, to relieve, by the means of R. Carolus, 
tte diſtreſſed catholicks of Ireland and in England, upon certain conditions to be made be- 
twixt Rome and emperor with R. Carolus. Time will let you ſee more of it; but this 
is all that is yet of it, but very ſecret; ſo I pray retain it. I ſhould think it prudent, 
religious, and noble of the lord protector, to ſhew himſelf merciful to all tender con- 
ſciences, which would fruſtrate theſe great machines of R. Carolus and his friends; but 
he is wile: if God will have it ſo, it muſt be. The verſes you ſent to me in praiſe of the 
protector I have ſhewed in open court, and one prince ſendeth them to another to be 
read. I wiſh I had ſome more of them, as you promiſed to fend them. The emperor 
will depart for certain the 200 inſtant, to which purpoſe many boats and barks are here 
a preparing to carry his train, being great, &c. And that ſudden reſolution of his majeſty's 
departure cauſed the catholick ſtates to declare, that they were ready to ſubmit, and to obey 
his commands; but the proteſtants to the contrary declared they were unſatisfied, and 
threaten, if they do not continue their aſſemblies as hitherto, that they will themſelves 
make a particular aſſembly, and will not ſign any thing concluded in this, Notwithſtand- 
ing, it is reſolved, to publiſh their acts the 20" inſtant, and after his imperial majeſty will 
= depart. Laſt thurſday, his ſaid majeſty ſent a courier to the king of Spain; but we do 
= not yet know to what end, though many ſpeak of it. Duke Francis of Lorrain is here, 
XZ and will to-morrow or next day depart for Flanders. His two ſons are along with him, 
and his daughter in Vienna. The emperor gave him 40000 rixdollars for his journey as 
a giſt. The old empreſs is very lick, and not like to recover. I preſume you have from 
others nearer, what happened between Mecklenbergh's ſon andBrunſwick and Lunenburgh z 
they had ſome little battle, and Mecklenburgh was beaten. 

The news from Poland are not good: the Muſcovites do much harm; there is nothing

M Y laſt will have informed you of the diſcontent of the commanders of the four little Vol dit p.

E CEIVED three letters from the lords their H. and M. L. embaſſadors in England, A.D.1654. 
written at Weſtminſter the eighth and ninth of this month, and theſe, beſides ſome &—WV— 
incloſed papers, all under cover to the lord greffier Ruyſch, containing in effect, that r 
they were agreed and concluded concerning the ſatisfaction of the damages of the twenty- 

two Engliſh ſhips and goods detained in the Sound, according to the memorandum of 

the ſaid letters ſent over; the ſaid lords embaſſadors therefore deſiring, that their H. 

and M. L. would prepare all things for the ratification 3 and withal, leaving it to the 
conſideration of their H. and M. L. whether it be not convenient to fend to the king of 
Denmark with the firſt, that the ſaid ſhips and goods, or the proceeds thereof may be 
ready at the arrival of the claimers; and chat the lord reſident Vries, or ſomebody elſe, 
may take pertinent information of the conſtitution of the ſhips and goods, with the 
appurtenances thereof, how they were conſtituted at the time of their detention, and now, 
how the ſame may be reſtored, with the extract of the tolls where the goods were landed ; 

and that the ſaid reſident de Vries, or ſomebody elſe, may be authorized to pay the 
20,000 rixdollars that are promiſed ; and that likewiſe, a proviſional order be made for 

the payment of 5,000 1. ſterling, which the ſaid lords embaſſadors are to pay at the

Truly, I am apt to believe, that uppon the change of affaires here was diſcontent 

enough, but very little animoſity ; for certainly never yet any faction, ſo well fortified 

by all the offices millitary and civill, almoſt in the whole nation, did quit their intereſt 

with more ſilence. Some two or three were at the very firſt impriſoned for plotts and 

libells, which cauſed ſuch a generall compliance, that ſhould a ſtranger arrive here now, 

he would never believe there had been any difference, unleſs uppon the ſabbaoth a con- 

gregation may be diſcerned, of which Mr. Patience is paſtor; from whos church thoſe 

of profitable imployment dayly (though not per ſaltum, yet by degrees) doe decline. As 

to the nature of a plantation, it thus remaines, as neere as I can diſcerne ; every planter 

runnes two hazards, of his owne loſſes, and of other mens his neighbours ; and I think 


I ſhail now unfould an enigma to you; for certainly noe man's induſtry can ſo ſecure 


him, but that the ii huſbandry of his neighbour may undoe him; for admitt a propor- 
tion be taxed uppon a whole hundred, if any prove unable to pay, theyr goods are 
ſeized, and their perſons impriſoned, and the entire tax continued uppon the reſt, and 
foe to the laſt man, without any diſtinction of perſons or nation. I talkt with a 
gentleman within thes few hours, lately a captain in the army, who married, and entered 
uppon a farme rented of the ſtate (ſuch lands not being exempted from tax, unleſs 
excepted in the leaſe); his ſcock being a hundred head of great cattle, was in a year 
and halfe, neerly by tax, reduct to ſix cowes ; which alſo at laſt were taken, and he 
impriſoned, and hardly gott leave by pawning his debentures, to come up to Dublin, to 
fue tor relief. This is a caſe ſo much reſembling a romance, that it is not to be related 
but between friend and friend. There is a confident report, that after the natives 
removal from Connaught, halfe the army will be reduced, and taxes proportionably 
abated ; which if it prove ſoe, both of it and all other changes, of which advantage 
may redound to you or any friend of yours, I will as faithfully relate, as may become 
fricndſhip without formality. Sir, as to my owne affaires, they are ſo uncertain, that 
they are not capable of a relation. I might poſſibly have informed you poſitively ere

My DEARE FREIND, 


Received one from you about three weeks ſince, which I had anſwerd er now, but that Vol. xui. p. 
I have had noe great minde to writeing, being ſomewhat at a ſtand in my owne75: 


thoughts as to things of late. That you mention both of your owne laying downe, as 


alſoe of the ſadnes uppon honeſt hearts with you, ads to my greif. I beleev, as you 


fay, many have and will turn their backs on Chriſt in a ſuffering day; and am apt to 
think, that ſome ſuch day, in another a kinde then what 1s yet, may be good peopl's 
portions er long, partly as a judgment from the Lord upon us, for our ingratitude and 


torgetfulnes of him, and partly to diſtinguiſh Chriſt's true followers from others, which 


follow him one the account of worldly intereſts, which I fearr the greateſt part at this 
day doe. But, my deare freind, I doe not underſtand yet the grounds of your laying 
down; nor cannot ſe from what I am able to diſcern, that you had cauſe ſoe to doe; 
but you may know more then I at this diſtance : but ſurely as it is dangerous to ſhun 
ſufferings, when called to it, ſo *tis very uncomfortable to put ourſelys into them, if 
not called. Conſider whether you are in a better capacity to doe good wherein you 
now are, then formerly; or whether you might not as well and effectually ſerv the pro- 
vidence of the Lord, in witnifling againſt evill, had you ſtood, as in laying down ; but 
being ignorant of your grounds, I ſhall ſay the leſs.

The queene, on munday 
laſt, ſent to defire me to take the aire with her; and we had a little ſpeech of my 
buſines: ſhe told me, that to-morrow the chancellor would give me the articles, with 
ſome amendments, which ſhe thought to be reaſonable, and that that ſhould be her

final aunſwere; and alſoe ſaid, that after I had conſidered the ſaid articles, we might 


againe ſpeak together of them. Tueſday Monſ. Canterſtyn, one of her majeſty's fecre- 
taries, came to me from the chauncellor, to excuſe his not viſiting of me; but that he 
had by command of the queene ſent me a new draught of articles, which I inſtantly 
read, and had much debate with the ſecretary upon them. He told me, that he did not 
in the leaſt doubt, but that I ſhould, when I ſpake with the chauncellor, receive all 
ſatisfaction. The Spaniſh reſident informed me, that the Daniſh ambaſſador havinge ben 
with him, they had much diſcourſe concerninge the Engliſh fleete now at ſea; and that 
the Daine told him, there was ten thouſand foote ſouldiers embarked to come towards 
the north, which gives great jealouſie and trouble to the kinge of Denmark. He then 
enquired of me, what progreſſe the French ambaſſador now in England had made in the 
treaty there. I aunſwered him, that if the queene would pleaſe to diſpatch me, I hoped 
to be at home before the concluſion of that treaty ; and that I had ſomthinge to commu 
nicate to his highnes my lord protector from the queene, touching the treaty with 
Spaine, which he himſelfe knew of; and that it would not be convenient to make it 
knowen, before the treaty with Fraunce were finiſhed. He replied, that he was aſſured 
the queene would ſuddenly diſpatch me; and I knew they would conduce to it. He 
advited, not to returne home through Denmark, becauſe it would not be ſafe truſtinge 
to that king; but wiſhed me to goe to Lubeck, and ſoe to Hambrough ; and that if! 
found not ſhipps ready there, that then I muſt goe over land to Cullen, and from thence 
to Dunkirk. Wenſday in the morninge I went to the rix-chancellor, with whome | 
found his ſon count Ericke. We three beinge together, the chauncellor made a long 
appologie to excuſe the delay of my bulines, imputinge it very much to his want 0 
health; but yet he has ben ſoe carefull of my affares, that he had deſired the queene to 
appoint another in his ſtead, to treat with me therein; and that her majeſtie was pleaſe: 
to ſubſtitute his ſonne to that purpoſe. I told him, I had ben much troubled for h 
want of health, in reſpect of my affections towards him, and alſo in regard of the dela 
of my buſines : that my trouble was ſomwhat moderated, when I heard his ſonn count 
Ericke was appointed to treate with me, and that I rather deſired to have my buſines 
tranſacted by him and his family, then by any others; and that I was now come 
to him to conferr upon the articles, which I had receaved from him the day before;

e d, that there ſhould be à particular deſignation of prohibited goods. A. PD. 1684. 
e that the catalogue of them might be referred to my returne into LV 
England, and promiſed on my lord's part, that within two months after my returne 
home, a particular catalogue ſhould be had : but they againe urged a preſent agreement 
to it, and ſhewed me a certaine paper of prohibited goods, which they ſaid was delivered 
to Monſ. Bonnel, by the councell of ſtate. I ſaid, that I remembred not any ſuch 
thinge, and that I was uncertaine what goods by the edict of the Hollanders were pro- 
hibited ; and therefore I againe deſired, that, it might be remitted; by the leavinge 
whereof to my lord, I knew I was ſafe as to this particular, and likewiſe upon the twelfth 
article, as to the form of the letters of ſafe conduct. They produced a forme by my 
lord Lagerfeldt, heretofore delivered into the councell of ſtate ; and they preſſed, that 
the ſame might be by us agreed on. I anſwered, that that forme was not ratified by the 
councell of ſtate, and therefore it would not be fitt for me to conſent to it; neither 
remayned there much reaſon, why they ſhould not conſent to remitt it to my returne 
into England, when the queene's ſubjects had the benefit of the order of his highnes, 
which was much in favour and reſpect to them; which order I had cauſed to be tranſ- 
lated into Latine, and ſent to his excellencie. To the 13 article, as to the ſatisfaction 
of damages, we had ſpeech to the ſame effect as formerly. On the 16 article wee had 
alſoe much debate. I deſired theſe words, viz. de uſu littorum in piſcalione, Sc. might 
be changed into theſe words, viz. de piſcatione & uſu littorum, Sc. They ſaid, that 
would ſeeme to deny fiſhinge on their owne ſhores : I aunſwered, that thoſe words 
were, to my apprehenſion, as if we ſhould lay downe our right as to fiſhinge, and 
leave it free. This was the reſult of almoſt three howers diſpute ; and the concluſion 
was, that they would acquaint the queene with all theſe things, and ſhortly returne me 
her aunſwere. I deſired, that the aunſwere might be ſuddeine and poſſitive; for if they 
mould occaſion me to write to my lord protector, to know his pleaſure, my letters 
ERS would require no leſſe then the ſpace of two months to be aunſwered, before which 
mme the queene would have quitted the governement, and my commiſſion ceaſe. The 
XZ chauncellor aunſwered to this, that he would endeavour, that I might returne into 
| England, not only for my wife and childrens fake, but that alſoe they aſſured them- 
ſelves I would endeavour, that the queene's ſubjects might have right and juſtice there 
with expedition. The French reſident very much inquired of me concerninge our fleete; 
do which queſtion he had no greate reaſon to expect my particular aunſwere, neither to 
much other diſcourſe he had with me. Monf. Woodfeildt alſoe diſcourſed touchinge 
= our fleete, and told me, that the Daniſh ambaſador complayned againſt him to the 
RS queene, that he had cheated the late kinge of Denmarke of certain ſummes of money, 
BZ which he ſhould have paid to the late kinge of England towards his warr againſt the 

parliament ; and now the kinge of Denmark having been informed, that he had loſt his 

papers at ſea, and that he had not his acquittances, he charged him heere before the 
queene : whereupon he produced all his papers and acquittances, which were imagined 

== by his adverſaries to have been loſt; and ſoe juſtifyed himſelf before the queene, to the 
RE grexte diſcontent of the ſaid ambaſador. The ground of the complaynt was, from a 
letter ſent by Charles Steward to the kinge of Denmark, whereby he denyed the havinge 
olf thoſe armes, which Montroſe brought into Scotland, and were furniſhed by the

RE Kkinge of Denmark. This letter was much to the diſadvantage of Monſ. Woodfeildr, 
RR Thurſday Monſ. Miller, whoe hath bin reſident at Hamburgh for the queene of Sweden, 
Land now newly returned, came with much reſpe& to me, and profeſſed, he deſires to 
ſerve my lord protector, as he had done, by joining with Monſ. Bradſhaw, in any 
thinge that might conduce to the good of * there, and to the paſſinge of my 
diſpatches hither. In the evening Monſ. Canterſtyn came to me from the chauncellor 
with the articles, amended accordinge to my deſire, in moit particulars, and with a 
draught of a preamble, and a new article for the confirmation. | 
This day fielt-marſhall Wrangle came and dined with me, and had much diſcourſe 
concerning our fleete : he told me, that he had by command from the queene prepared 
ſhipps for my tranſportation from Stockholme to Lubeck. I ſhewed him a draught of 
the ſhip Soveraigne, with her dimentions and gunns, wherewith he was much taken. In 
the afternoone I waited upon the queene, with whom I had ſome debate concerninge my 
articles, and ſtill finde her more ready to conſent to what I propoſe, than her commiſ- 
5 ſioners: but ſome things ſhe told me ſhe would not conſent to, becauſe they were againſt 
= the intereſt of her people, and not conſiderable as to England. I gave her thanks for 
_ diſpatch, She ſaid, ſhe had an ambition to have the honor of makinge an alliance 
Voith my lord protector herſelfe, before ſhe quitted the government, and that ſhe might g 
eecctify her reſpect to his highnes, and therefore had gon as far as poſſibly ſhe could; 
and indeed there is now very little difference but only in words and expreſſions, from 
he ſenſe and ſubſtance of what I firſt propounded ; and I preſume that what is agreed

HE earl William governor of Frieſland, &c. came hither the tenth of this month, A. D. 1654. 
T to fetch home the lady his wife, who hath been here all this winter; however it is 


very likely he will not return ſo ſoon from hence. One can peiceive no otherwiſe by Vol xiii 


him, but that he is well pleaſed with the peace, and that he doth approve of it, and 
doth judge it neceſſary for the ſtate; and in general, the people are weary of the war, 
and the ſtates of Holland to that effect hath done wiſely, for having impoſed very heavy 
taxes, which did cauſe the rich incline to wiſh for peace; and the poor having no way 
to gain a livelihood, by reaſon of the obſtruction made, made them likewiſe to cry aloud 
r peace. | | | 
oe of the courts having heard, that the protector and his council did make no 
difficulty in the proviſo concerning the prince of Orange, did very much admure at it, 
fearing, or having heard the quite contrary; and the more, becauſe at the conferences 
the lord protector ſhould have declared, that the parliament had received more harm 
and wrong from the laſt princes of Orange, than from any other place; and that there- 
fore the twelfth of the 27 articles (which the Engliſh did exhibit to our commiſſioners 
the 28h November) doth ſpeak very rigorouſly againſt the houſe of Orange, and againſt 
the princeſs royal: but men do preſume, that the protector doth conſider and preſuppoſe, 


that volenti non fit injuria, that it is a thorn in the foot of Holland; that Holland doth | 


love to keep their own, and that therefore the protector will let them alone. 

The miniſter Sterremont (who doth not love to ſay any thing willingly to diſpleaſe 
the court) did equivocate very much on ſunday laſt upon the goodneſs of the peace, 
in caſe it be fraudulous, that God would confound the Achitophels and their counſellors. 

At Amſterdam they have ordered the Weſt-India houſe and another, for their poor to 
work in; for the poor begin to cry, Give us wherewithal to eat, (there were ſo many 
beggars about the ſtreets, and in the hoſpitals) or give us ſomething to do, that we may 
get our livings ; for we can find no work. 


Thoſe of Holland have been in the aſſembly of the ſtates general in a great number, 


ſeveral accuſing thoſe of the province of Guelderland, by reaſon they are yet defective in 
their ſhares of the firſt million of the twelve, which are demanded for a ſubſidy of this 


war againſt the Engliſh ; ſo that Holland faith expreſly, that they muſt uſe ſome other 


means, to bring Guelderland to reaſon. The provinces of Zealand and Overyſſel were alſo 
taxed ; and in effect, not any one of them hath done well; all the weight and burthen 
hath lain upon Holland. Thoſe of Guelderland have propounded to ſend one of theirs 
to diſpoſe the ſtates of Guelderland to furniſh their ſhare. In ſhort, men ſee, that the 
Dunkirk war and the Engliſh differ as much as night and day, it being great wiſdom in 
Holland to purchaſe peace, and a great happineſs, that the Engliſh are diſpoſed to

Ts expreſs ſent by the lords embaſſadors of this ſtate the ninth of this month, 

arrived here a day before the poſt, who brought me the letter, which you wer 
pleaſed to write to me on the tenth. I ſalute you (my lord) the ſecond time, in the 
quality which you have deſerved, ſince you are now in the full function of your em- 
ployment, whereof I conceive great hope for the eſtabliſhment of the whole navigation, 


pray to God to bleſs your prudence, and that the ſucceſs may render your miniſtry 


famous. The great noiſe, that the Engliſh preparations were to fall upon our coaſts, 
begins to dwindle away ; and many believe the Spaniards to be once more deceived in 
the opinion they have, that the United Provinces will not conclude the peace. 

We have nothing to do here, till ſuch time that we ſee the iſſue of the treaty of thi 
ſtate at London, which I hold for concluded; but in ſuch great affairs there is nothing 


certain but what is done. The jewels of the prince of Conde could find no credit at 


Amſterdam : they have now carried them to Rotterdam, to try what good they can do 
with them there; but it is thought there are none, that will meddle with them. 
All the affairs are now on your ſide; we have nothing here of conſequence.

in any burgh or pariſh, within the quarters of our army unqueſtioned, as it no rebellion 
were, who thereby take opportunity, not onely to get intelligence, but alſo to entice 
many looſe perſons to joyn with them in rebellion; and commit frequent robberies, and 
barbarous murders, and other outrages upon the perſons, goods and geer, as well of 
Scots as Engliſh: Theſe are therefore ſtrictly to charge and command, that no perſon 
or perſons, of what degree or quality ſoever, (not being a member of the Engliſh army) 
do preſume after ten dayes next after publication hereof, to paſſe above five miles from 
his and their reſpective aboads or habitations, unleſſe he or they firſt obtained a paſſe 
from myſelf, or the commander in chief of the forces in Scotland, for the time being, or 
from the next chief officer of the Engliſh army, or the judge-advocate of the army (of 
whoſe circumſpection and care in parting with the ſaid paſſes to perſons well- affected, 
or upon good caution, I nothing doubt ;) which ſaid paſſe is to be ſigned and ſealed with 
my hand and ſeal, conform to the hand and ſeal hereunto ſubſcribed and affixed, or the 
hand and ſeal of the commander in chief for the time being, and ſubſcribed by the ſaid 


officer from whom it ſhal be obtained, with his name, together with the time and place 


of his ſubſcription, (except he or they make it appear, he or they are upon their ready 
way to the next chief officer for obtaining the ſaid paſſe) under the pain of being adjudged, 
deemed, and taken as enemies in rebellion againſt the peace of the commonwealth, and 
dealt withal accordingly.

And to that effect, it ſhall be written to the lords Vogelſant and 
Hodenbourg reſpectively, counſellors of the courts of Holland and Utrecht, as being 
lawyers, and likewiſe to Jaque Lones and Jaque Ryſſet, as being reſpectively merchants of 
Amſterdam and Middleburgh, to the end they ſhall out of hand inform their mighty 
highneſſes, what directly or indirectly they are intereſted in the companies of the Eaſt and 
Weſt-Indies, or of them of Greenland or Muſcovy; and alſo whether they may attend 
as commiſſioners for the matter expreſſed in the thirtieth article, a copy whereof ſhall be 
{ent to thoſe propoſed perſons, being not yet written to upon this ſubject. It ſhall be 
alſo written to the ſaid lords embaſſadors in England, to take care, that no perſon inter- 
efted ſhall be appointed on the part of the commonwealth of England, It ſhall be 
likewiſe written to the directors of the Eaſt-India company now aſſembled in Amſterdam, 
and alſo to thoſe of the Welt-Indics, Greenland, and Muſcovy, to the end that they 
ſhall reſpectively preſent in London their pretenſions (reckoning from the beginning of 
the year 1611, unto the year 1650. incluſively) againſt the 28% of May next, as being, 
the time for the ſaid treaty appointed. It is likewiſe by theſe reſolved, to require thoſe 
of Holland ſo to order and provide, that the merchants of London be ſatisfied as to 
point of ſecurity, for thoſe great ſums, that they have obliged themſelves for, with this 
ſenſe, that their mighty highneſles ſhall indemnity the province from all damage or loſs. 
The faid lords of Holland are alſo required to find out a fitting perſon to be joined to 
the reſident Vries, to take circumſtantial information at Copenhagen of the conſtitution 
ot the ſhips and goods detained in the Sound, and of that which the Engliſh ſhall nego- 
tate in Denmark, that theſe documents may be pur to the deciſion of the arbitrators, which 
are to be choſen. And as to the agre:ment made betwixt the lords commiſſioners of the 
lord protector and the faid embaſladors, importing, that immediately after the extradi- 
tion of the ratifications, the peace ſhall be publiſhed in England, it is reſolved to require 
and authorize the ſaid embaſſadors to ſolicit the ſaid publication, and to declare, that all 
acts of hoſtility ſhall ceaſe of this part, the peace being in England proclaimed ; and 
eſpecially that the reſpective times, according to the diſtance of the afligned diſtricts in 
the thirtieth article, ſhall begin allo to run on the part of this ſtate from the time of pro- 
claiming the faid peace. The ſaid embaſſadors are likewiſe authorized, after that they 
have interchanged the ratifications, to make bonfires proportionable to thoſe, that ſhall 
be made there; and in caſe the [tate of England ſhall treat by feaſting, or otherwiſe, the 

y are authorized, at the expence of this ſtate, to invite and treat in 
like manner the lords of the council, or at leaſt the commiſſioners, that treated with them, 
as the exigency of the matter ſhall require, and the reputation of this ſtate. As for the 
deſires of the ſaid embaſſadors to retura home, being ſo long abſent, after the ratification, 
the deſiberation is yet ſuſpended. It is morcover reſolved, that it ſhall be written to the 
reſpective colleges of the admiralty, that their lordſhips ſhall admoniſh and inhibit all 
merchants and maſters of ſhips not to go with-their ſhips and goods to ſea, notwith- 
ſtanding the treaty be concluded and ſigned, until the time when all acts of hoſtility ſhall 
ccaſe and be expired; of which expiration notification ſhall be made, prohibiting the ſaid 
maſters 


legal proceeding ; and therefore being, the reformation of the enormities of the A.D.1654- 
_— 8 you, I hope ſome courſe will be taken to puniſh or amend ——Y—— 
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A. D. 1654. maſters and merchants to contravene the ſame under the fame pains, which are expreſſed 
and inſerted in the precedent placart. It is alſo reſolved, that to each of the gentlemen 
who brought the ſaid treaty, a chain of gold, with, a medal of the value of one hundred 
ducats in plate, be given. And for the further performance of all that is above ordereg

land. In the mean time they advance and further their equipment alſo, intending to ſend 
a fleet to clear the ſeas of all manner of pirates; for thoſe of Malta do threaten high, and 
the French do us no ſmall damage. Likewiſe they do labour hard, chiefly thoſe of Zei. 
land, to redreſs the deſolate company of the Weſt Indies in Braſil againſt the Portugueſe; 
and it is ſaid withal, that the lord of Opdam will go thither in perſon. So likewiſe the)

HOUGH your letters of the 24" of March, which T have received, were ſhorter Vol. xiii. 
than ordinary, yet they were full of your kindnes and favour, on the part of my P. 159.

my very humble thanks, and to intreate you, that although the newes will not afford an 
enlargment, yet I may heare from you, to know that my friends are well in England, 
and that they remember their ſervants abroade, which 1s the greateſt comfort to us that 
may be. I have but little neither, to trouble you withall this week, although my let- 
ters, I confeſle, have been extreame tedious, which (to thoſe that are full of other great 
buſſines) I doubt may have ben inconvenient ; but I aſke your pardon, and doe hope, 
that my buſſines is now ſo much at a period, that I ſhall not have occaſion to trouble 
you with the like. We have had but little done in it this laſt week; and the leſs, by 
reaſon of the queene's remove to Nycoping, to ſee her mother, and to ſpeake with the 
prince about the reſignation, which 1s expected here in the begining of the next month. 
[ deſired, that before her gocinge from hence, the powers to her commiſſioners, with 
whome I treated, and who are firſt to ſigne the articles, might have ben ſealed by her 
majeſty ; for until that be done, I thinke not fit for me to ſigne the articles on m 

parte. This cannot be done untill her returne, and then I am promiſed a full and 
quicke diſpatch ; for all things are agreed upon between us, that are of weight. Grave 
Erick Oxenſtiern and I had ſome conference on ſaturday laſt about my buſines, to the 
lame effect, whereot I have formerly given you the account. If it be not too light to 


trouble you with ſuch a buſines, give me leave to tell you, that the maſter of the cere- 


I told him, I 
would waite upon her. He then aſked me, if I met with any other ambaſador, what 
would expect as concerning precedence ? I aunſwered, that I underſtood of no other 
ambaſador now in this court, but the Daniſh, to whom I was reſolved not to give place. 
He ſaid, that paradventure he would inſiſt upon it, being the ambaſador of a king, and 


I, only of my lord protector. I aunſwered, that I thought the miniſter of my lord 


protector to be the ſame with the miniſter of any king whatſoever ; and that his 
1onor and the honor of the nations, whereof he is chief, and which I repreſent, ought 
to be in the ſame eſteem now, as at any time heretofore; and that I had reſolved, not 
ts ellen it in regard of any: whereupon he ſaid, that the ambaſador of Denmark muſt 
nut be then invited. I aſked him, if the queene had given him order to ſpeak to 
ne concerning this buſines: he ſaid, Yes.

charged, I preſently roſe from the table; after which only the chancellor and I went into 
another room, where I ſhewed him the power given me by my lord protector, ſince the 
alteration of the government in England; and he told me, that my original commit. 
ſions, according to the cuſtom, ought to be delivered to them, to be inrolled in their 
chancery, and that they would alſo give me the originals of theirs, to be likwiſe inrolled 
in England. I told him, that my lord protector would be always ready to do what 


ſhould be neceſſary for the farther ratification of this buſſines ; and that there were ſome 


other things in the paper, that I ought not to communicate; yet he himſelf hath ſeen, 
that I was ſufficiently impowered. He deſired I would cauſe the inſtructions, which! 
received from my lord protector, to be tranſlated into Latin, which I promiſed him ſhould 
be done, except that part of them, which was to be detained. He adviſed me to go and 
viſit the prince, which he would take very kindly ; and that it would teſtify a reſpect on 
the behalf of my lord protector, and cauſe the alliance to be the better accepted. I ſaid, 
that I had reſolved ſo to do, not in relation to the treaty, but to teſtify the reſpect of 
my lord the protector, and alſo my civilities to his royal highnes. He gave me advice 
in many things concerning England, with great affection to our nation, to be commu- 
nicated unto his highnes at my return, and promiſed to diſpatch me in a few days. The 
ſame day in the morning, Mr. ſecretary Canterſtyn came to me from the chancellor 
with the articles drawn up in forme, with the amendments, that I might fee there was 
no miſtake in them. We read them together, and agreed all but two or three points, 
on which we had a little difference, viz. concerning the letters of ſafe conduct, and the 
laſt article for the confirmation ; and he promiſed me, that all haſt ſhould be made in the 
ingroſſing of them. Tueſday in the afternoon I viſited the queen, to take my leave of 


her, before ſhe went her journey to her mother. We ſpake of my buſines, and the told 


me, ſhe intended to return within eight days, and that I ſhould be diſpatched in a very 
ſhort time. We had much diſcourſe touching the Guinea buſines, which ſhe referred to 
the ſame commiſſioners, the chancellor, and his ſon. And thoſe here complain as loud 
of injuries received there from the Engliſh, as our merchants do on the contrary.

* H E earl of Charoſt, governor of Calais, is not yet gone from hence, to go thither, Vol. xiii. 
as I had noted you by my laſt ; but ſome reinforcement of men has been ſent to his P. 


lieutenant, through the jealouſy they have of the deſigns of the Engliſh navy. 
The marquis of Sillery, commander of Dampvilliers near Sedan, hath with his gariſon 

ſurpriſed and carried away five troops of horſe of the prince of Conde, as they were 

ſleeping in a weak village. It is not thought the loſs is of above 100 maſters; but there 


are many officers, for whom the ſaid prince will have cauſe to mourn ; amongſt others, 


his uſher, and the count of Hollac.

The ſtates here were in ſuch haſte, that before the treaty came hither ſigned from Eng- 
land, this form -of ratification was already drawn.

expence of the wars, &c. This begets the ſaid embaſſadors credit here, and they will get 
much moneys by it from the ſecret treaſury; for, ſay they, it coſt us much money 
to undermine and fruſtrate ſuch heavy plots. In fine, they will get by it, whether 
the thing be true or falſe; for at their laſt being here, they inculcated many great 
friends they made, of which in my former letters you had more. Beſides the loſs theſe 
ſtates had in Braſil, I hear the Engliſh and Portugueſe have done them jointly ſome 
great harm 1n the Eaſt-Indies.

OLLAND hath not only reſolved for themſelves to give their voice for the lord A. D. 1654. 
H Beverning, for the charge of treaſurer-general, in the place of the deceaſed lord Wm 
Braſſart, but doth endeavour mainly to get likewiſe the voices of the other provinces z Vo. xiii 
whereof I ſee fo much likelihood, that there 1s no doubt to be made but it will be P-205. 
beſtowed upon him; and there being alſo a place void in the chamber of accounts, which 
is maſter of the accounts, (wherewith the deceaſed lord of Heemſtede was provided) I 
believe will be undoubtedly given to the lord Nieuport, for a ſign and teſtimony, that 
Holland doth take great content in what they have negotiated in England. And thoſe 
two lords will have all the honour and thanks, although their rhetorick and conduct did 
help there but little, in m opinion, if the protector had not inclined unto it himſelf, 
although that Holland itſelf, or the moſt part, (and I have heard it from the lord Nieuport

Volams. N the 28th of April 1654. the counſellor penſionary de Witt reported, that to th: 
p. 274. ſaid counſellor ſomething was ſent from England, whereof ſecrecy to one another 


was recommended. | : 
Whereupon the fame being put to the vote, it was reſolved, that before the affair wis 
opened, every one ſhould make oath with his fingers lifted up, which was done accord- 
ingly z viz. That the ſaid affair ſhould not be revealed, neither ſhould any one ſay, that 
ſome ſecret matters had been conſulted upon, before it was agreed upon what foot, and 
how far it ſhould be kept a ſecret; upon which ſome declared, that they were obliged by 
their oath to communicate the ſame to the burgomaſters. Whereupon it was reported; 
That beſides the ſigned and ſealed treaty, thete was come a letter from Beverning and 
Nieuport, directed to the ſtates of Holland, dated the 13 of April, mentioning, that 
after all endeavours the protector of England would not be perſuaded to accept the 
regulation concerning the prince of Orange; and that the protector had told them, that 
the ſecluſion of the prince was the intereſt of Holland, and agreeable to the reſolution of 
the 28" of Auguſt, 1653. ſetting forth that there was no inclination for a captain general; 
and that he had all his confidence in the affection of Holland. Againſt which the two 
emhaſſadors afore mentioned alledged, that they had their commiſſion from the Rates 
general, and no particular character from Holland; and therefore they inſiſted upon tit 
acceptance of the ſaid medium or regulation. Hereupon Beverning was ſent for to come 
to Cromwel, and after having acquainted Nieuport therewith, but without communica 
tion to Jongeſtall, he went and ſpoke with Cromwel, who told him, that he could not 
be ealy in himſelf, unlels Holland would promiſe by herſelf, that they would never chuſe 
the prince of Orange, nor any of his line, to be ſtadtholder or admiral of their province 
neither that they would conſent by their votes, that he ſhould be placed over the forces 
of the generality. Therefore the protector had declared, that he would ratify the other 
articles of the treaty, provided the embaſſadors would promiſe, that either now, ct 
within three months time, the ſaid act ſhould be made out; whereupon they at laſt cock 
it upon them, that they would write to the ſtates to get further inſtructions; ſaying, chat 
upon this act depends peace or war, and that Cromwel put his confidence in Holland.

F 300. ©; that ſome Engliſh frigats having met with about forty ſhips off St. Malo, try 


were going to Newfoundland, had routed them, ſunk four, taken fourteen, and force 
the others to return to the ſaid St. Malo, where all the goods and merchandizes of the 
Engliſh had ſoon after been ſeized, and they themſelves ſo threatened to receive baſe 
dealing in their own perſons, that the governor of the city had politickly been obliged to 
cauſe them to be impriſoned, until the firſt fury were paſſed, the ſaid cardinal having 
thereupon ſaid in e proper terms, I ſee that Mr. Cromwell is not for us; whereof he B 
really ſo much the more ſuſpicious, that he has for certain told the duke d"Aſpajon, he 
has been well informed, the Engliſh have newly ſent a miniſter here, to labour ſome 
enterprize underhand with the proteſtants againſt the kingdom, doubtleſs grounded 


upon this, that Mr. Stouppe, miniſter of the French' church in London, has paſſed by - 5 


bhere, to go to his country towards Geneva, by reaſon of the correſpondence they pretend 
he had with the marquis of Cugnac: but all that hinders not the Stuarts from being 
always exhorted to withdraw out of this ſtate. It is now ſaid, that Charles and his bro 
thers ſhall go into Poland, and the little queen and her daughter into Savoy ; from 
whence we are informed, that the duke had like to have been ſtabbed by a man, who 
having been diſcovered, had been put to death. 

Thurſday the count of Rive, being arrived in Parma, to reſide in the place of Mr de 
Villere a Grecian, ſignified to him his commiſſion the next morning, with a commiſſary, 
an exempt, and divers uſhers of this city, ſeized upon all his goods, made him pri- 
ſoner, until this court had ordained what ſhould be done of him, to avenge an old hatred 
they pretend he had againſt the cardinal Mazarin, fince that his preceding maſter the 
duke of Parma's father had forbid him from having any thing to do with the cardinal 
Mazarin, who has at laſt procured him this diſgrace ; having given to underſtand at 
Parma, that he could no longer ſuffer him here, although he is generally reputed for an 
honeſt man, wherein he is in ſome manner repaired. This morning he has been per- 
mitted to go forth, and walk where he pleaſeth. This affectation in the ſaid cardinal 
behalf cauſed the ſaid duke to be taxed with a lewdneſs ſo much the greater, that the 
faid Mi de Villeré had ſerved him 22 years, every one avowing, that if he had had ary 
thing to ſay againſt him, he might have ſignified it unto him at Parma, after that he had 
called him to an account. I hear, they have found amongſt his papers a letter of civility 
Mr. Milton had writ to him. 55 

The king prepares himſelf to go next tueſday to Fontainebleau, where they are parti 
cularly to confer upon the affairs of war. It is ſaid, the duke d' Anjou will go from 
thence unto the duke of Orleans, to bring him to court, if poſſible. 

The cardinal de Retz has full power to walk throughout the city of Nantes; but he 1s 
contented to have the caſtle free, thereby to give no ſuſpicion unto the mareſchal of 
Meilleraye, who is his bail. | 

I am newly informed, that the baron of Ruvigny having this morning about nine 
o'clock obtained audience from the cardinal Mazarin, for the other deputies of tht 
reformed church, they have been brought in: that firſt of all the marquis of Malaute 
made a ſhort ſpeech unto his eminency, and that afterwards Mr Veſtric, deputy of 
Niſmes, repreſented their grievances with powerful reaſons, concluding that, being ! 
appeared they had been faithful unto the king, and that their enemies diſorderly oppreſſed 
them, to force them to ſet the kingdom on fire, he ought really and ſpeedily to procut* 
them the juſtice they demanded, that according unto his majeſty's edicts could not be 
refuſed them: that in ſo doing his ſaid eminency might give warning unto M. 
Boucheraſt, and the other commiſſioners, to hear and expedite them; and that in tt 
interim he would be pleaſed to prohibit the knowledge of theſe affairs unto Mr de la Vol 
liere, ſecretary of ſtate, that he might have no occaſion to miſuſe them as he had done. 
The ſaid cardinal anſwered, it was needful to hear the parties, and eſpeciall the parlis. 
ment of Toulouſe's reaſons in the marquis of Leran's buſineſs; but as he fon, the f 
deputies took that for a continuance of delays, he promiſed them all, and did fo c 
them, that if ſo be the deeds be anſwerable unto the words, they will have cauſe to

to them from his bed, being very ſick of his gravel. As they went out of his chamber, 

they met with the count of Charoſt, who entertained a while M. de Veſtric, who giving 

him ear for eat upon the ſubject of theſe deſigns, and the deſigns of the Engliſh, he told 

him to return to his government of Calais, where he would ere long be beſieged; and 

to cauſe maſſes to be ſaid there for their ſatisfaction, that they themſelves might have 


cauſe to relieve him.

a time; for the lady was ſick, &c. This duke Francis being next heir lawful to his 
brother, would have no by-blows ſtand in his way, leſt they might pretend legitimation 
in any wile. 

= An de Ligne general of the horſe is now here; ſo is the duke of Wittembergh, to 
aſſiſt in the council of war for this campaign. The prince of Conde is alſo here, and 
count Fuenſeldagna buſy likewiſe in that council. The firſt is troubled with a tertian 
ague. 

The Lorain troops do more harm and miſchief than ever, when they had their maſter. 

They kill, burn, raviſh, and rob, without reſpect to place or perſons. Their com- 

mander cannot for his life rule them, they daily running towards Liſle, Tournay, and 

Valenciennes; which cauſes the governors of the three towns to write for the haſtening 

of the duke of Lorain to them, whom the army expects ſuddenly.

He knowes moſt of the American coaſts, and 
hath bene South beyond the Rio de la Plata. This man was commended to gener 
Deſborough by general Monck at his going for Scotland, as a uſefull man in any ſea 
fervice, and hath a new frigat conferr'd upon him. 

Sir, captain Henry Powel of Ratcliff was roving in the Mexican gulph from top to 
bottome, with his brother, near the ſpace of two yeeres, of whom I gave you former 
notice.

I likewiſe, having received no letters from England by the poſt 
yeſterday, was contented to ſea] the articles this morning“; for if many days longer 
ſhould have been intermitted, they could not have been ſigned at all; becauſe, upon 
tueſday next, the rix-datt or parliament here is appointed to meet; and within two or 
three days after their mceting, the queen intends to reſign the government, and it will be 
ſome time after, before the prince be crowned. I muſt beſtirr myſelf, or elſe I ſhall not 
be able to diſpatch the neceſſary ceremonies here of my publick audience, to take my leave of 
the queen, and the many viſits, which I am to make at my farewell, according, to the cuſtom 
of this court, whereunto I am to conform, 1n regard of the honour of my lord protector, 
and of our nation; for I was never amongſt any people, where they did more inſiſt upon

for me to perform; and divers good friends have told me, that the prince himſelf, both 
expects and deſires to ſee me; from whence I purpoſe to go to Stockholme, where I am 
to take ſhipping for Lubeck, and from thence to Hamburgh, where I ſhall attend his 
highnes's farther commands, or ſome ſhips for my tranſport into England, which I 
carneſtly intreat you to procure to be ſent in time. I hope, before my going hence, I 
ſhall receive his highnes's order, which I long ſince writ for, concerning my return; but 
howſoever, my buſineſs being effected here, I preſume I may, without diſpleaſure 
to his highneſs, be upon my return homwards, and the rather, becauſe upon the change 
which is ſhortly to be here, my commiſſion will be at an end. It is reported from good 
hands, that the queen intends, after her reſignation, to go to the Spaw, which I have 
cauſe to believe. In thoſe parts, they ſay, the king of the Romans will wait upon her; 


dut that I doubt. Her majeſty hath ſhewed extraordinary affection and reſpect in her late 


diſcourſes with me, as well as formerly, towards my lord protector; and the chauncellor, 
and grave Ericke his ſonne, and my lord Lagerfeldt, have likewiſe expreſſed great 
regard to his highneſs. I ſhall hope, before your anſwer to theſe letters can come to my 
hands, to be near England, and to be fo happy within a few weeks, as to have an 
opportunity to give you a more particular account of theſe affaires from

intereſt in the time of war, and therefore ought particularly to be looked after. I doe 
earneſtly deſire you will make inquiry into this buſines, and to take care, that ſober, 


good men may be put into the magiſtracy there, and that you would get a troop of 


horſe or two, to quarter in North Wales, and the like in South Wales, to ſuppreſs the 
cavaleering ſpiritt. I did endeavour at the diſſolving of the general council, to give 
ſatisfaction as to ſuch practices, how much contrary they are unto my lord; and I beleive 
we are all ſatisfied of the tendernes of his ſpirit to all peaceable good men. The officers 
are now gone to their charges, I hope with very good ſatisfaction on all accompts. I wiſh 
the buſines of Ireland were ſettled, and be ſure, we may have none but fober, godly 
men in commiſſion; the fewer at preſent, the better, I am ſure.

day at night the guns went off at the Tower, and aboard the ſhips three times, and bon- 
fires made, according to the cuſtoms of the country, before Whitehall, and up and down 
the city. We did the like on the back ſide of our houſe, towards the river, and burnt 
near eighty pitch-barrels, and we had trumpeters and others to play all the while. The 
river was jo full of boats, that there was hardly any water to be ſeen; at the ſame time 
E ſeveral lords and ladies of quality came to fee us, whom we treated: in ſum, all things 
= yere done here in great ſolemnity. God Almighty give his farther bleſſing to this 
great work! Yeſterday at noon we were invited to dinner to his highneſs the lord pro- 
tector, where we were nobly entertained. Mr. Strickland and the maſter of the cere- 
monies came to fetch us in two coaches of his highneſs, about half an hour paſt one, 
and brought us to Whitehall, where twelve trumpeters were ready ſounding againſt our 

coming. My lady Nieuport and my wife were brought to his highneſs preſently, the 
one by Mr. Strickland, and the other by the maſter of the ceremonies, who received us 

= with great demonſtration of amity. After we ſtaid a little, we were conducted into WE. 
another room, where we found a table ready covered. His highneſs fat on one ſide "ith 
of it, alone; my lord Beverning, Nieuport, and myſelf, at the upper end; and the 42 
lord prefident Laurence and others, next to us. There was in the ſame room another 
table covered for other lords of the council and others. At the table of my lady pro- 
tectrice dined my lady Nieuport, my wife, my lady Lambert, my lord protector's 
daughter, and mine. The muſic played all the while we were at dinner. The lord 
protector had us into another room, where the lady protectrice and others came to us, 
where we had alſo muſic, and voices, and a pſalm ſung, which his highneſs gave us, 
and told us, that it was yet the beſt paper, that had been exclianged between us; and 
from thence we were had into a gallery next the river, where we walked with his highneſs 
about half an hour, and then took our leaves, and were conducted back again to our 
houſes, after the ſame manner as we were brought. I cannot write any thing certain 
from Scotland. Some ſay, the king's forces are ſtrong, and multiply; others ſay the 
contrary ; but I believe, that ſince Monk remaineth there, there is ſomething to do 
there. I am confidently told, that the lord protector and M. G. Harriſon do under- 
itand one another very well, although the laſt doth Keep in the country ; yet that he 
may ſuddenly come to ſome great place of honour. It is certain, that the lord Whitelock

A letter of intelligence from Holland. 
Sik. - | | | 

ff London letters are this day come, but I receaved none from you; ſo ] have not 
much to trouble you with at preſent. You ſeeme to relliſh the peace better than 
theſe ; for by paſſengers lately come from Ingland, *tis reported you have publiſht it, and 
given thankes for the ſame, which is not yet donne here. What the policy of the gover- 
nors is in that, I knowe not; but I am ſure *tis expected by the commonaltye, hoe 
ſcarſely belive yet the peace is concluded, being tis not proclaymed. This daye there is 
ſome more ſatisfaction given them, there being a paper printed, which gives notice, that 
hoſtilitye ceaſes in all parts the 4 of May, /ty/9 Angle. We have many merchant-men 
lye ready in Texel and Vlye, for ſeverall parts, but no convoys yet granted for any place, 
To the laſt petition the merchants put up to the admiraltye of this towne, anſwer va 
given, they would grante none before the 4+ of May. I preſume, uppon the newes of 
the hoſtilitye holding up, they will take new reſolutions. There are four courts of 
admiraltye in the provinces, viz. one at Amſterdam, one at Rotterdam, one at Middle. 
burg, and one at Horne and Enchuyſen : theſe courts diſpoſe of the men of warr for 
convoys, as they thinke convenient. The ſtates trouble not themſelves about it, and 
there is never any reſolution by any of theſe courts, how many ſhipps to give for convoye, 
before the maſters and owners of the merchant-men petition ; ſo as I cannot give you an 
account, how many men of warr will be employed that waye. I ſhall be able to certife 
you, how many they keep in ſervice, ſo ſoone as there is a ſettlement of the navye, 
which will now be reformed. Tradinge yet revives little : men are ſtill in doubt, whether 
the act of trade remaynes in force, and how they ſhall regulate themſelves concerninge 
trade to the Barbados ; whether the Duch intend to drive a great trade, and eat out the 
Ingliſh. I know there are ſome diſaffected perſons to the ſtate of Ingland, whoe are 
intendinge to get paſports for ſhipps to goe from this place and Hamborough to the Bar- 
bados, and returne; ſo that you may pleaſe to exammine the perſons, whoe ſeeke it 
except trade be free for thoſe parts. The malignants have news, that the Scoch and 
Ingliſh have ingaged, and 3000 kiled on the place; but the Scoch kept the field. | 
hope by your next to heare the contrary, They have many well-wiſhers in theſe coun- 
tryes, and ſome here are apt to aſſiſt them. One William Davidſon, a Scoch merchant in 
Amſterdam, is very active for them, and hath and is till aſſiſtinge Middleton and us 
partye.

BS cold blood only excepted. And I do declare, that if any parent, brethren, or tutors, 
BE who have afliſted or connived at any their ſons, brothers, or pupils, now in rebellion as 
BE atorclaid, ſhall within twenty days after publication hereof cauſe their ſaid ſons, brothers, 
or pupils, to render themſelves, and give ſecurity as aforeſaid 3 that then the ſaid parents, 
BE brethren, and tutors, who have ſo offended, are hereby freely pardoned ; but if other- 

wiſe, then the ſaid parents, brethren, and tutors, who have ſo offended, ſhall be impir- 
ſoned during the time the ſaid perſons do remain in rebellion. And in regard divers 
perſons, who are now in rebellion, and have lived remote from their friends, but could 
not probably break out in rebellion, without the knowledge or conſent of ſome of the 
inhabitants of that pariſh or presbytery, where he or they laſt lived before their breaking 
forth; I do therefore hereby declare, that if the ſaid pariſh or presbytery, where he or 
they laſt lived, procure the faid perſon or perſons fo broken forth, to render him or them- 
| ſelves within twenty days after publication hereof, and give ſecurity as aforeſaid, that 
then the ſaid pariſh or presbytery, ſo offending, is hereby pardoned. But if otherwiſe, 
do hereby impoſe upon the ſaid pariſh or presbytery two ſhillings and ſix-pence a day 
cach horſeman, and ten-pence a day for each tootman, ſo broken into rebellion, over and 
above their ordinary ſeſs out of the ſaid pariſh or presbytery, which the governor of the 
next Engliſh gariſon is hereby authorized to levy and receive monthly, during the time 
the ſaid perſons ſhall ſo continue in rebellion. And I do likewiſe hereby impower 
all the good people of this nation to apprehend all ſuch perſon and perſons, as are, or 
hereafter ſhall break out into rebellion, or attempt ſo to do, and ſafely to deliver him or 
them to the governor of the next Engliſh gariſon; and in cale of reſiſtance, to take 
ſuch weapons as they can get, and to fight the ſaid perſon or perſons; and if they ſhall 
kill any of the faid perſons fo reſiſting, they ſhall not be queſtioned for the ſame ; but 
(on the contrary) ſhall receive, 'as a reward of their good ſervice, all ſuch moneys, 
goods, horſes, and cloaths, as the ſaid rebellious perſons are then poſſeſſed of, beſides 
full ſatisfaction for their pains and travel therein. And in regard this preſcnt rebellion 
hath been principally contrived, fomented, and is now obſtinately maintained, by major 
general Middleton, the earl of Athol, the earl of Seaforth, viſcount Kenmure, and 
major general Dayel; I do hereby therefore declare, that what perſon or perſons ſoever 
of this nation (except ſuch as are before excepted) ſhall kill any of the ſaid principal 
contrivers, or ſhall deliver any of them priſoner to any governor of any Engliſh gari- 
ion, the ſaid perſon or perſons ſo killing, or bringing priſoner as aforeſaid, ſhall not 
only be pardoned for any thing he or they have acted in this rebellion, but alſo ſhall 
receive, as a reward of his good ſervice, the ſum of 2001. ſterling, for every perſon ſo 
killed, or brought priſoner as aforeſaid. And laſtly, for the encouragement of all peace- 
able and well affected people, both Engliſh and Scots, I do alſo hereby declare, that 
what damage ſhall be done to their perſons, goods, or geer, for their good affection to 
the public, the ſame ſhall be again repaired out of the eſtates of ſuch as have done the 
damage, or out of the eſtates of the friends and harbourers of ſuch wrong-doers, or out 
of the pariſh, presbytery, or ſhire, where the wrong is done, in caſe they do not appre- 


Lend the faid offenders, or give the Engliſh forces ſuch timely notice thereof, that the

him the half-part of the money he would receive of it; viz. four thouſand crowns to be 
taken upon his ſaid government, with promiſe of the firſt employment that would pre. 
ſent itſelf, and the firſt marſhal of France's ſtaff, which ſhould be given for a reward 
and acknowledgment of his long and faithful ſervice 3 whereof the king was fo ſenſible, 
that he would cauſe the ſurvivance of the ſaid government of Nivernois to be granted 
him for whom he pleaſed, if ſo be he himſelf had no children to inherit it; deſiring alſo 
to do ſomething, and demanding what could be done for his brother Monſ. de Ville. 
franche. The ſaid Mon. de St. Andre received with much thankfulneſs and reſpect the 
graces the king was pleaſed to do him by his eminence, to whom he alſo remained much 
obliged ; and naming the marquis of Montbrun's eldeſt ſon, whom he loved as his own, for 
the ſaid ſurvivance, Monſ. de Montbrun did yeſterday ſhew me his joy thereof, ſo much 
the greater, that it was unawares, avowing that all theſe favours came, after God, from 
my lord protector, for whoſe proſperity thoſe of the reformed church had cauſe to 
make continual prayers; it being very probable, that by that means the conſequence of 
nis recommendation would procure them all ſatisfaction.

Y OURS are conſtantly received, by which great quietneſs appears with you after the Vol. xiv. 
peace with theſe provinces. It is not fo here, but much to the contrary. The de-P. 48. 


puties of the province of Frieſland, in the name of their principals, entered their pro- 
teſt the eighth inſtant, in the aſſembly of the ſtates general, againſt the ſecret article 
touching the prince of Orange ; reſerving to their ſaid principals what they ſhould judge 
fit farther to be done thereupon in due time and place. The province of Holland alone 
figned this article; and the four cities (I gave to you in my former) of the ſaid province 
would not ſign it, That day, in the aſſembly of the ſtates general, hot and provoking 
words paſſed upon this buſineſs, and the minds of the people much exaſperated daily 
about it, that Holland alone would offer to do it; and the embaſſadors being indifferently 
ſent from all the provinces, highly condemned for going againſt the reſt of the provinces, 
alleging not only prerer, but contra inſtructiones; and therefore ſome of the provinces, in 
their proteſts, would have the embaſſadors recalled, to give account of their negotiation 
in England. The reſt of the provinces are the more incited, that the protector is to aſſiſt 
them of the province of Holland againſt themſelves, contrary to the union, oath, &c. 
The provinces of Guelderland, Zealand, Utrecht, and Groningen likewiſe, the day fol-

7T= E ſtates of Holland do find themſelves very much troubled and perplexed with 


the ſecret article; for the other provinces do diſapprove of it. Thoſe of Holland 


would make them to believe, that (on the one hand) the protector did conſtrain them to 
it; others, yea ſome of Holland themſelves, ſay, that it is done in revenge of that, which 


the deceaſed prince of Orange did attempt againſt Amſterdam and the ſtates of Holland in 


the year 1650; and that the ſaid ſtates are concerned to fortify themſelves by the protectot. 
On the other hand, the ſtates of Holland do excule themſelves, ſaying, that they do all 
that they can to recal or recover the promiſe or act ſent to the protector, having ſent an 
expreſs for this purpoſe into England; and it is ſaid, that madam S. hath certificd, 


that the protector is well enough pleaſed with the young prince. Mr. Doleman ſhould 
have faid the like. The lord protector's envoy of Switzerland hath alſo faid the fame, 


that being required, he doth offer to return into England; and he is perſuaded he hall 
be able to prevail with the protector to reſtore and quit this act and ſecret article. And 
the ſix provinces do ſpeak, that they will write to the protector, that they will fortity 
themſelves, and be reſponſible for the young prince, that when he cometh of age, and that 
he be choſen to the charges and offices, he ſhall as carefully obſerve and keep the peace, 
as Holland can do. Art the ſame time the fix provinces will write to the embaſſadors to 
countermand them, to declare them incapable, and to proceed againſt them, and the like. 

The ſtates of Holland are gone to their own houtes for eight days. The three com— 
panies of horſe, and one of foot, that were to come hither, are countermanded ; for it 1s 
conceived, that that will cauſe more harm, and more trouble and diſturbance, than it will 
do good; and the trained bands have promiſed to keep ſuch good order, that all ſhall 
do well; and that they ſhall not need to fear any harm will be occaſioned by the fair, s 
long as they take the care thereof upon themſelves. And in the mean time, the ma- 
giltrates have forbidden, by ſound of the bell, the drinking of any wine and beer before 
in the ſtreets ; and the head officer Pauw hath ſent for the ſteward of count William, and 


forbidden him to ſuffer any to drink before the palace of his excellency ; for there it 


was, where the greateſt diſorders were committed theſe two laſt years. After what manner 
the princeſſes of Oranges have made complaint againſt the ſecret article, is to be ſeen in 
the incloſed ; as alſo after what manner the moſt part of the provinces have already de- 
clared themſelves.

returne for England; to which ſhe ſaid, that on monday next ſhe would reſolve me. | 
underſtand that the towne of Gottenburgh hath a deſigne to ſende their ſyndick into Eng. 
land, there to propoſe ſome things for the advantage of trade betweene the Engliſh and 
that towne. Tueſday the maſter of the ceremonies came to me in the eveninge from the 
queene, and deſired me to have patience for. a little while; that ſhe expected the comin 
of the prince hither within ſix or ſeven days, whereby I might have an opportunity to 
viſit him in this town, and that ſhe would give me audience two or three days before his 
arrival here. Wedneſday, grave Erick Oxenſtiern and I had much diſcourſe of the buſine; 
concerning the Guinea company. He ſhewed me the anſwer to the complaint of the 
Engliſh company. I deſired to have it to conſider of it, which he promiſed to ſend me. 
I obſerved to him, that the complaints of the Engliſh were proved by depoſitions of wit. 
neſſes. He anſwered, that was in the abſence of the other party; and that if I pleaſed, 
they would produce witneſſes on the behalf of the Swedes. I then deſired him to take 
notice, that what I produced was in the affirmative, He thereupon ſhewed me a map of 
that part of Guinea, where the Swedes, Engliſh, and Dutch plantations were intermixed, 


to the Engliſh, to dwell and traffick there, excluding others; and that afterwards the 
Swedes had by force put them out of their caſtle and poſſeſſion. He denied that, ſaying, 
that their fort was no other than a little lodge with two chambers ; that the Swedes had 
not at all forced them away; and that as many Hollanders as Swedes were planted in 
that place before any grant given to the Engliſh; that the Swedes had a grant from 
the ſame king, the copy of which he ſhewed me. I defired ro compare the date of both 


the grants, and a copy of his grant for that purpoſe, which he promiſed to ſend me. 


This night ſuch a quantity of {now fel!, that covered the houſes and the country, which 
was very rare to the Englith, but ordinary here at this feaſon of the year. On thurſday

have officiated and enjoyed. We did at the beginning ſet before us the love, which you 
bear to juſtice, and that you would not ſuffer, that the leaſt of your inhabitants ſhould 
be conſequently moleſted. We did alſo conſider the honour and reputation of the ſtate, 


which formerly would not have ſuffered the meaneſt inhabitant to have been wronged 


in their rights and liberties ; and moſt of all, we conſidered, you would not ſuffer any 
prejudice to take place againſt an orphan, whom every one is bound to affiſt and protett 
by God's appointment, and his own duty, and eſpecially ſuch a child, which doth fhew 
in his cradle fo many dear inſtruments, (which God hath uſed for the preſervation of the 
true religion) and the effuſion of blood, and courageous acts of his predeceſſors, upon 
which the foundations of this ſplendid ſtate are, in many reſpects, built and grounded. 
We can in truth imagine the ſame much leſs, when we conſider the great honour, which 
the United Provinces have always ſhewn with ſo much thankfulneſs to his predeceſſor, 
and wherein eſpecially the renowned predeceſſors of your noble great lordſhips have 
not fallen ſhort of any; as thoſe, who from time to time have ſhewn their affection to 
the houſe of Orange. We doubted not but your lordſhips would have trod in their foot 
ſteps, and have endeayoured to the utmoſt, as your pious predeceſſors, out of pure low 
to freedom and religion, to have kept fellowſhip with that houſe to your dying days, and 
not ſuffered the only ſon and heir of ſo many heroic princes to be excluded of all that 
proſperity and honour, that hath been fought for. Should this pupil, whoſe predeceF 
ſors were amongſt the firſt, who laid that happy ſtone for the liberties, be now the fl, 
in whom that liberty ſhould loſe her ſtrength and courage? We could not partly let i 
enter into our thoughts, and conſequently could not believe it; and therefore thought i 
needleſs to write to your great noble lordſhips about it: but at laſt we thought your 
lordſhips would not take it amifs from your antient ally and neighbour, who hath alwajs 


taken part of your ſtate's welfare, to be more than careful, in what may tend for the pro | 


perty and welfare of your ſtate; eſpecially ſince we are charged with the care of the gut- 
dianſhip, we cannot paſs it over in filence, without letting your lordſhips know, how 


prejudicial this would be to our. pupil. Therefore we deſire your lordſhips, in caſe any 


thing be agreed unto, to the prejudice of the prince of Orange, that you would be pleaſed 
to abrogate and annul the fame, and not ſuffer any thing to be agreed unto, that is tending 
againſt juſtice and liberty, and ſo conſequently againſt the prince of Orange. In this you 
lordſhips will do an act, which will be acceptable to God, juſtice, and the world, according 
to the antient Holland courage and virtues, and that which the enemies mult be fain to pralle 
and worſhip againſt their wills in a nation, which doth not cover their liberties with {1ns. 
The pupil himſelf, in time, will acknowledge the ſame with all thankfulneſs ; and we, 0 
gether with the allies, and thoſe that are intereſted in that princely houſe, will never fa 
with demonſtration of friendſhip and neighbourly affection to requite the ſame. Given

On the Lord's day, Me Bloome and M* Geeres, the rich merchant of Sweden, dined | 
with mee; and on monday at dinner tyme, the maſter of the ceremonies came to 1 
from the queene, and told mee, that ſhee had reſolved, I ſhould have publique audience 
on the next day, to take my leave of her; and I expreſſing ſome trouble, that her 
majeſty had deferred itt ſoe long, he excuſed itt, by reaſon of the great affaires, which 
her majeſty had with the parliament now aſſembled. | 
After dinner, grave Erick Oxenſtierne and Monſ. Lagerfeldt came to mee, and Wee 
had a long debate on the Guinea buſſineſſe. Wee read a paper in French, by way of 
anſwere to the complaints of the Engliſh, and another to the ſame effect in Latin; an 
by both denied the allegations of the Engliſh. Whereupon I inſtanced the proofs, which 
were taken upon oath. I then told them, the Engliſh proved the affirmative ; but 
ſaid, that the Swedes had complaints to make againſt the Engliſh, which were alſo to be

They farther inſiſted, tha = 
the houſes and poſſeſſions ſhould continue in the ſame condition, in which they were a 
preſent; which I would not agree to, and ſo we broke off. 
Tueſday the Daniſh ambaſador ſent his ſecretary, to thank me for the favour, which he 
received from me yeſterday, in ſending one of my ſervants to ſalute him, and to con- 
gratulate the good news of the agreement between England and Holland, wherein the 
king his maſter was compriſed. He alſo told me, that the confirmation of it was come 
to his maſter, both by Holland and Denmark, whereof he was moſt glad ; and that his 
maſter would have given him a viſit before this time, had not he been indiſpoſed by 
ſickneſs. I ſaid, that the news was alſo moſt acceptable unto me, which gave me occa- 
ſion to ſend unto his excellence to congratulate with him thereupon; and that I would 
take an opportunity to viſit him in perſon, when that it might not be inconvenient unto 
him. I thought fit to prevent him by ſending to him, as I did yeſterday. I was adviſed 
by the maſter of the ceremonies to ſend unto him firſt ; others alſo of my friends here 
were of the ſame opinion ; and I doubting of it, they replyed, it was the cuſtom alwa 
that the ambaſador, which came laſt, ſent firſt unto him, who was come before. 5

The next day the maſter of the ceremonies came to me again from the queen, and 


deſired, that I would on the morrow fee the fitting of the rix-dagh; that ſhe would 
take care, that it hindred not my going from this place, becauſe the prince was not to 
be here before next tueſday. I told him, I was ſorry the prince came not ſooner 3 but 
fince it was her majeſty's pleaſure, I ſhould not yet have my audience, I mult fubmir ro 
her therein. 05 

On thurſday about ten a clock in the morning, Monſ. Barkeman came to me from the 
maſter of the ceremonies, to call me to ſee the manner of the coming to and fitting of 
the rix-daght or parliament. The French reſident ſent to me to know, if I went thither ; 
if ſo, that I ſhould do him the favour to permit him to accompany me. Whereupon I 
went, and called upon him at his houſe 3 and when we came to the caſtle, we were carried 
into a gallery at the farther end of the great hall, where were three chaires placed, in one 
of which I fat, and the French reſident at my right hand, and the Holland reſident 
(whom I found there) at my lefr. The hall was very large, and hung with rich hangings, 
and formes covered with red cloth on both ſides ; at the upper end was a chair all. 
filver under a cloth of ſtate, which was given her majeſty by count Magnus de la Garde. 


Upon the queen's left hand, three ſteps below her ſeat, were placed five chaires for the 


five rix-officers; next whom fat the ſenators ; next thoſe ſenators, who ſat on the right 
hand of the hall, fat the nobility and gentry, and behind the gentry fat the boores. On 
the left ſide the hall, below the rix-officers, ſat the biſhops and other clergymen; and behind 
them the citizens and burgeſſes. Before our coming into the gallery, the burgers and 
boores had taken their places; half an hour after came the eccleſiaſtiques together in a 
body; and a while after them, the nobility, conducted by their own marſhall ; next them 
the ſenators ; then the rix-officers ; and after them came the queen with her guard of 
partizans, in very rich liveries, ten of each fide. Her ſervants, and officers of her court, 
followed her. When ſhe came to her chair of ſtate, ſhe ſat down; after which, the 
chancellor went and ſpake privatly to her; and then the queen roſe from her chair, and 
made a ſpeech to the whole aſſembly, to this effect: firſt, ſhe gave them all thanks for 
their fidelity and obedience 3 and then told them, that ſhe had made peace with all nations, 
and in particular with the Engliſh, whereby a free commerce and traffick was reſtored to 
her people, for which ſhe gave thanks to God; and that, by reaſon the weight of govern- 
ment was too heavy for her, being a woman, ſhe was reſolved to quit it, and to reſign 
her crown to the prince her ſucceſſor, After ſhe had done ſpeaking, the ſenator Roſingam 
read publickly the propoſitions and reaſons of the queen touching her relignation z which 
being done, the marſhall of the nobility made an oration to the queen, in the name of 
the nobility 3 which being ended, the archbiſhop of Upſal made his, in the name of the 
eccleſiaſtiques; after him, the ſpeaker for the burgeſles, in their name; and laſtly, a boor, 
in the name of all the boores; which being done, the ſeveral ſpeakers went in order one 
after another, and kiſt the queen's hand. The boor, who ſpake on behalf of himſelf and 
fellows, went without any ceremony, and took the queen by the hand, ſhook it, and, 
being on his knees, kiſt it three or four times together, crying and wipeing his eyes with 
his handcherchief; he aroſe, turned his back to the queen, and went from her with as 
little ceremony as he came to her; which being done, the queen, ſmiling, preſently aroſe, 
and went away with her company in the ſame order ſhe carne. I believe *tis very rare to 
lee a ſcene ſo full of variety, and ſo ſtrange; as this was, that in an aſſembly compoſed of 
lo noble and wiſe perſonages, (being almoſt a thouſand in number) the principal of the 
nation, a young lady, ſhould come in the midſt of them, and to ſpeak to them ſo hand- 
ſomly, and to make a propoſition of that nature, for which hitherto there hath been no 
precedent, Conſidering all theſe circumſtances, and the behaviour of the boore, it was 
very rare; for without any ceremony he delivered his mind fo freely, naturally, and 
innocently, that he witnefied by his tears his affection, and the love ot thoſe, whom he 
did repreſent. After my return from the caſtle, the French reſident, Sir George Fleet - 
wood, and ſeveral others, dined with me. 8 | 
This afternoon my lord Lagerfieldt deſired we might ſeal a little writing concerning 
the Guinea buſines, about a reference of the differences between the merchants, to 


certain commiſſioners to be appointed in England; which is all could be done here at 


preſent, and I hope will be to the advantage of our merchants. In the evening Monſ. 


Bealke, and Monf. Bannier, barons and ſenators; with the maſter of the ceremonies, in 


two of the queen's coaches and fix horſes, came to conduct me to my laſt audience. There

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to this effect; that ſhe received very great contentment in the affection and reſpect of m 
lord protector towards her, manifeſted in ſending an extraordinary ambaſſador to her 

a per ſon of my condition, by whoſe converſation ſhe had received much ſatisfaction; and 
ſhe had as much affection and reſpect for my lord protector, as for any perſon whatſy 
ever, and thought the people very happy, who lived under his government; that , 
man deſerved his honor better than he had done, to whom ſhe wiſhed (and doubted not 
but he would continue in) all proſperity ; that ſhe thought herſelf very happy in makin 
an alliance with him, before the reſignation of her government; and as it was very > 
ceptable to her and her people, ſhe preſumed it would be to my lord protector and to the 
commonwealth of England; and that it would be to the mutual good of both; that 
although ſhe was ſhortly to reſign her government, yet ſhe would always continue a fn 
and affectionate friend to my lord; and thoſe, who were to ſucceed her, would be very 1 
deſirous and careful to continue the amity betwixt the two nations, and not to do any thi; 1 
contrary thereunto, as ſhe hoped would likewiſe be obſerved on my lord proteRor's part; 

that ſhe was ſorry the place could not afford accommodations and entertainment worthy 5 
of ſuch an ambaſſador, as he had ſent to her, which ſhe deſired I would excuſe, and iu. 
pute what was wanting to the place, and not to her reſpects to my lord; that ſhe did 1 
heartily wiſh the continuance of my company here in reſpect of her own contentment; 
but ſince it was my deſire to return home, ſhe wiſhed me a happy voyage, and a {if 
arrival in England; and deſired that I would preſent her reſpects unto my lord, and le: 
him know from her, that ſhe did heartily wiſh all happines to himſelf, and to the com- 
monwealth of England. 

After her ma jeſty's anſwer was ended, we had a little diſcourſe together in French; 
and I deſired her to do my ſons and the other gentlemen the honor to permit them to 
kiſs her hands, which ſhe willingly did to all the gentlemen of my table. After that 3 
ceremony, we had ſome other diſcourſe together in French; and her majeſty defired une 
to come to her in private before my going away, which I promiſed to do; and v TE 
took my leave of her. Moſt of the nobility were preſent, and a very great audience, 
as hath been known upon the like occaſion. After I was returned home, the Dutch reſi BY 
dent had his audience likewiſe to take his leave, and was brought in the worſt of the WRT 
two coaches ſent for me. I believe he ſtays only for the prince's coming, as I do; and 
within a few days after, we ſhall both go from hence. 

Sir, I moſt heartily chanke you for your reall favours and Kkindnes to me in England, 
as well as your care of me heere, I underſtand by my friends, and find it by mylſelte, that 
you have dealt with me like a brother, and I ſhall be a faithfull friend to you as long as 
live, and doe much defire the contracting of ſuch a friendſhip with you. I received your 
letters by the Swediſh ſhip, the Golden Falcon, and thoſe of the 13 of April, and of 
the 21 of April, which were opened by the way, I believe by the Lorreiners; but 1 
thall inquire tarther of it. I am extreme glad of the company of my old friend and 
brother Widderington *; and truely my lord hath ſhewed himſelf very noble and favour- 
able to me in my abſence, and hath perpetually obliged me. I looke upon it as a great teſt- 
mony of the goodneſs of God to me, that I having concluded the treaty here, before | 
received his highneſſe laſt inſtructions, yer I found that I have done the fame things, which 
by thoſe inſtructions were commanded, before the inſtructions were received by me, I doe 
firangely long for my returne, and hope to find ſome of your ſhips at Hambrough ready 


to tranſport me to England.

HAVE now received your laſt letter of the twenty-firſt of this month, with the in- Vol. xiv. 
I cloſed to his eminence, who is very much troubled about your affairs; and as the P. 14+ 
whole matter doth depend upon the declaration, which is to be made by the Engliſh, ſo 
likewiſe no reſolution can be taken here, but all things are at a ſtand in order to your 
affairs. The cardinal is informed, that Cromwell doth but laugh at the propoſitions of 
Monf. de Baas, and at the offer of money; and that his intention is not conformable to 
your thoughts of an accommodation; that the Engliſh intend to ſend twenty-five or 
thirty frigats into the Mediterranean fea, to traverſe and oppoſe our deſigns of Catalonia, 
and thoſe of Monſ. de Guiſe upon Italy. You are to acquaint yourſelf thoroughly, as

ſignifying to his majeſty, neither themſelves nor their horſes could ſubſiſt at Rheims for 
want of proviſion, without ſpoiling all their corn, which was to their ruin; and there- 
fore, if they had come, that they would be forced to go twenty-five leagues off at leaſt, 
to get meat for themſelves and their horſes. So they deſired his majeſty ro conſider of it 
and not to trouble themſelves till ſuch time as they ſhould be able to receive him as they 
ought todo, Some ſay, they obtained their demand, and that the king ordered all tis

The proclamation of the peace, union, and confederacy, ſolemnly made and 
concluded the 15% of April, of this preſent year 1654. at Weſtminſter, 
between his highneſs the lord protector of the commonwealth of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, on the one part, and the high and mighty lords 
fates general of the United Provinces, on the other part ; whereupon either 
fide's ratification was interchanged in due form, the ſecond of this month 
of May, new ſtyle. 


BE it known to all and every one hereby, that to the praiſe and honour of God the vol. xiv. 
Lord Almighty, the welfare and advancement of the common good of theſe United p. 198. 
Netherlands in general, and the good inhabitants thereof in particular, on the 15h of 
April of this year 1654. was made and concluded at Weſtminſter, a good, firm, and 
inviolable peace, union, and confederacy, between his highneſs the lord protector of the 
commonwealth of England, Scotland, and Ireland, on the one part, and the above-men- 
tioned lords ſtates general, on the other part: whereupon either ſide's ratification was inter- 
changed the ſecond of this preſent month of May, at Weſtminſter aforeſaid ; and that 
as well at ſea, and upon the freſh waters, as at land, in all the countries, towns, and pre- 
cincts of each ſide, without any difference of places, as alſo between their people and 
inhabitants, of what condition ſoever they may be, ſhall take effect after the 14" of 
this month of May, N. S. ſo that from that time forward all acts of hoſtility ſhall ceaſe 
on either ſide, according and in conformity to the further explicatory act of the third 
article of the treaty here inſerted, as followeth, word for word : 
That whereas in the third of thoſe articles of peace, union, and confederation , 
made, eſtabliſhed, and promulged between the lord protector of the commonwealth of 
England, Scotland, and FED and the lords the ſtates general of the United Provinces; 
it is agreed, that all injuries, charges, and damages, which either party hath ſuſtained by 
the other ſince the 4. of May, in the year 1652. ſhall be taken away and forgotten, in 
ſuch manner, as that hereafter neither party ſhall pretend any matter againſt the other, 
for or upon occaſion of any the aforeſaid injuries, charges, and damages; but that there 
ſhall be a perfect abolition of all and every of them, until this prefent day; and all 
actions for the ſame ſhall be held and reputed void and null, excepting ſuch depredations 
BE 35 ſhall be committed by either ſide in theſe ſeas, after the ſpace of twelve days; and in 
all other places on this fide the cape of St. Vincent, after ſix weeks; and from thence

And whereas certain queſtions may poſſibly ariſe about the fore-rehearſed words, which 
may miniſter occaſion of debates and diſputes; the ſaid lord protector and the ſaid ſtates 
general, to the end all manner of controverſy and difference may be removed, which 
might ariſe by reaſon of any thing in the aforeſaid article contained, have unanimouſly 
accorded and agreed, and do by theſe preſents publiſh and declare to all and ſingular their 
people and ſubjects reſpectively, that immediately after the publication of the treaty of peace, 
which is already done, all acts of hoſtility ſhall immediately ceaſe in all places expreſſed in the 
laid article, and in all others whereſoever ; and that all depredations, damages, and injuries, 
which ſhall be done or committed by one party againſt the other, after the fourth day of 
this inſtant May, in all places whatever, mentioned in the foreſaid article, or elſewhere, 
as well on this fide the line as beyond, ſhall be accounted for; and all things taken or 
ſeized after the above-ſaid fourth of May ſhall be reſtored without any form of proceſs , 
a alſo damages growing by occaſion thereof.

vl TI E preſent deputies for the province of Frieſland, having read and examined what 
p. 196. has been brought in on the 26 inſtant, by word of mouth, as well as in writing, at 

| the generality by the lords of Holland, do obſerve with great ſatisfaction the declaration 
of the ſaid lords of Holland; viz. That they are reſolved, and ſhall always continue, 
facredly to preſerve and maintain the union, as alſo to help, aſſiſt, and preſerye, by al 
due and poſſible means, nay even with their lives and fortunes, every particular pro- 
vince, together with the members and private inhabitants thereof, purſuant to the tenor 
of the ſaid union, in their privileges and pre-eminences, and eſpecially in their 
ſovereignty and abſolute government, which all the confederated provinces, purſuant 
to the perpetual alliance, and to the union made in the year 1579. are obliged to; wiſhing 
with all their heart, that the deeds may anſwer the words. But whether this be the caſe, 
and whether, as ſome of the lords of Holland pretend they are only ſome ill-grounded 
impreſſions of the deputies of Frieſland, muſt be left to the judgment of all impartial 
men ; fince the lord prince of Orange, being an inhabitant of this province, ought to 
have been maintained by his rights and liberties, nor the honour, good name, and repu- 
tation of him, nor of his poſterity and line, ought to have been blotted by the excluſion 
from thoſe charges, which his anteceſſors have been poſſeſſed of. We ſubmit it to your 
high mightineſſes conſideration, whether this faid excluſion is not a ſcandalous condition, 
which as it encourages the Engliſh, ſo it will cauſe a diſeſteem of this ſtate by all kings, 
princes, and potentates; and whether it doth not tend to create differences and diſcon- 
tent among the commonwealths of the people, which for all thoſe benefits and ſervices 
of the glorious anteceſſors of the prince, bear and ſhew ſuch a great love and affection 
towards this young branch. How the inhabitants are protected by their rights and 
privileges, one may ſee alſo herein, that the fleet is not ſo much as at ſea, nor has been at 
ſea this great while; when nevertheleſs all old maxims and political conſiderations require, 
that one ought to make peace with ſword in hand. Nay although the lords of Holland 
ſhould obſerve the union, and perform what they ſo ſacredly promiſe in their writing; 
nevertheleſs they have not yet complied with the requeſt, and the ſo often juſtified decls- 
ration, to communicate what has been abſtractively and ſeparately reſolved upon, and 
ſent over to England by ſome lords of Holland. Wherefore the deputies of Frieſland 
here preſent do again moſt earneſtly require the ſame, that they may be able to inform 
the lords their matters perfectly, and of all the whole matter, fince they do not ſee how, 
and under what pretence and reaſons, the ſame ought or can be denied them.

I ſuppoſe you will 
have ſeverall addreſſes to have thoſe orders ſatisfyed in the four counties: my advice is 
this, that thoſe former orders may be ſatisfied out of the collateral ſecurity for the adven- 
turers and ſoldiers above the four counties; or elſe, that they may be ſatisfyed out of the 
biſhops lands, or to rate their proportions in a groſs ſum, and to caſt it in to be ſatisfied 
with the debt of the army; divers of which orders, I ſuppoſe, are fold, and ſo the 
intentions of the parliament miſapplied: but that what is due upon ſuch orders may 
be ſatisfyed, I have offered one of theſe two ways for doing thereof.

INCE the emperor's departure, whereof I gave you notice in my laſt, there 1s * 


nothing paſſed here. 

The prince elector of the Paltz departed immediately after his majeſty was gone. 

Yeſterday and the day before, the here e proteſtant and catholic princes electoral, 
and other princes embaſſadors, were feaſted by the duke of Mentz; and to-day his 
highneſs gives the like entertainment unto the deputies of the counts, lords, and 
ſtates of both religions. 

His imperial majeſty hath, upon intervention of the duke of Saxony, granted the free 
exerciſe of the proteſtant religion unto the city of Breſlaw and other proteſtant princes 
in Sileſia; but for them of the hereditary countries, nothing was to be obtained. 

It was ordered and concluded at the rixday, before his imperial majeſty*s departure, 
that for the preſervation of the empire in peace and ſafety, at the end of the rixday, all 
the circles ſhall join themſelves; and having numbered their people, be bound according 
to the ordinance of execution, to make ſuch neceſſary preparations, that they may be 
ready againſt the firſt of September next, to go into the field upon any occaſion, and 
to meet at ſuch a place, as the commander of hee circle (where perhaps an enemy might 
chance to appear, or be at hand) ſhall appoint; and if their ſtrength ſhould not be 
ſufficient, the ſuffering as well as the aſſiſting circles ſhall be allowed to treble their forces, 
if neceſſity require the ſame. But in caſe all this ſhould prove inſufficient, his imperial 
majeſty and the ſtates of the empire, being duly informed thereof, will then think of 
ſome expedient for their ſpeedy ſuccour and aſſiſtance.

ee , Where was built a very ſtately triumphal arch, upon which ſtood on the top of all the 
the ©.-40nr, arms of England on the right hand; and the lion, or the arms of this ſtate, on the lt 
meet. hand; and a-top of the new town-houſe hung out a white flag of peace; alſo ſuch ar. 
other flag upon the ſteeple of the old church, and another upon the turret of the prince 
court, where the admiralty fits. The frontiſpiece of the town-houſe was neatly adored 
with all manner of green boughs of trees, and other curioſities, within : the windows 
were covered with carpets ; ſo for an eternal memory to make the firſt publication. The 
burgomaſters met firſt in the morning at their ordinary meeting-place in che princes 
court, and then went afterwards to hear a ſermon, all the meſſengers of the town gong 
at a diſtance before them: then went the burgomaſter, aldermen, and ſecretaries. At 
eleven of the clock, when ſermon was done, they all went to the new town-houle, and 
there cauſed the peace to be publiſhed with the ſound of ſeveral inſtruments and trum- 
pets, and the diſcharging of the great guns ; afterwards the magiſtrates went home, ad 
dined, and came again about three of the clock to the city-houſe ; and then the ſhe 
began, which was a very fine ſight to behold. At night, when it began to be dark, the 
bonfires and fireworks were made throughout all the whole city. The burgomaſters {it 
to the miniſters here, being 26 in number, each a barrel of wine, containing 32 gallons, 
therewith to make themſelves merry.

1 HAVE not yet received yours, though I hear the poſt is arrived, having not time to Vol vie. 
1 look aſter them. I fear you cannot have much news, only our king is this day going P. 27. 


tor Meaux, allo the queen with all the court, where he will remain till monday next, 
and that night he goes to Soiſſons, and from thence to Rheims, where he is to crowned 
to- morrow come ſeven- night. All men able to go in this city are preparing for that 
journey, and many of them are gone away already, The king will go to the campaign 
after he is crowned, or at leaſt to Compeigne, till the army goes to the field. Some ſay, 
the enemies are ſtrong in their way, and like to oppoſe them; for which they make their 
' preparations, in caſe any ſuch ſhould happen. The twenty-ſeventh inſtant the licutenant of 
the grand prevoſt de France departed for Rheims with a great quantity of his archers, to 
ſecure the way before the king, and keep all paſſages free. The ſame day we received 
BZ news from Rheims, how the marſhal of the king's houſe took much pains to find lodgings 
1 in Rheims for the king, his train, and court, by reaſon of ſo many daily flocking into 
= the town, beſides the peaſants of the country about, who fled in thither by reaſon the 
MH enemies continually appear there theſe fifteen days paſt ; and the troops his majeſty 
1 ordered there to oppoſe the ſaid enemies, were retired, being not able to reſiſt the 
quantities of horſe and men in thoſe parts. The king has three ſuits of cloaths newly 
"09 made for the preſent journey, of divers colours, the one winte colour, another green, and 
1 the third black; and four more of divers colours for four dukes, that muſt ſerve near his 
majeſty's perſon, during the time of his coronation, with feveral ſorts of ornaments fit for 
ſuch ceremonies, and many other things ſo imaginable to be thought of, &c. And to pay 
part of theſe expences, we hear, the impoſitions of wine and falt are lately augmented by 
orders from the king's council. The duke of Mantua ſent a curious preſent lately to the 
king, in a certain precious ſtone, As for four couriers coming from Naples, what they 
may lignity we do not well know. Since my former, Monſ. Boreel, the embaſſador of 
the United Provinces of Holland, got audience again from the king, to whom he ſigni- 
tied, he had orders from his maſters to demand of his majeſty and council the reſtitution 
of tifty-tour veſſels appertaining to the Holland merchants, which the French took ſince 
the alt troubles between England and Holland, or at leaſt the values of the ſhips and 
merchandizes in the whole; of which he has gotten no anſwer as yet, but promiſes. It 
confirmed from le Baſſe, that the enemies are there eating their contributions daily. From 
Picardy we have, that the enemies are continually about Peronne very troubleſome. The 
laſt news from Alface ſignify, that Harcourt is inclined to agree with his majeſty of 
France upon his advantage. We have from Caen in Normandy, that the Engliſh landed 
tate, and endeavoured to bring ſome beftials with them, but were beaten by the 
p*=(znts, and their preys reſcu:d with the loſs of the Engliſh. From Bordeaux we have, 
tat Monſ. PEftrades has 6000 men in Guienne to oppoſe the Engliſh, in caſe they ſhould 
liave tne courage to attempt in thoſe parts. The king is to go in proceſſion at Rheims

We hear uſt now from Rheims, that the enemies that were thereabouts ,, 
retired, by reaſon of ſome differences between Conde and prince Francis de Lorrain, which 
the archduke endeavours to accommodate, and without which accommodation Conde will 
not go to the field. Prince Conti parted for Catalonia laſt wedneſday, and his wife vent 
with him to Fontainebleau that night, and came back to Paris thurſday followins in 
the evening, Thurſday laſt at night, the embaſſador of Holland made a bonkre yin, 
great ſoſemnity, for the peace of both commonwealths, England and Holland. Myr 
marſhal de la Meilleraye, hearing the duke of Richelieu was in treaty with the coun 
about the office of being general of the galleys, writ to the cardinal to ſuſpend it as yt 
for ſome conſiderable reaſons yet unknown to his eminence, Monſ. marquis de Viccone, 
who was in diſgrace theſe two or three years paſt, is now returned, and in favour. Mont 
de Bar will command a flying ſmall army in Picardy, being now in rendezvous between 
Amiens and Dourlans. Count de Grandpré will command another about Stenay and 
Cleremond. The duke of Chaune, being in his own government of Dourlans, called 
Monſ. de Bar to a duel by the chevalier d' Eſpagny; but Bar anſwered, he could no 
fight, whilſt he commanded his troops; yet promiſed, as ſoon as he ſhould be out 5 
his majeſty's ſervice, that he would endeavour to ſatisfy him, &c. Yeſterday in the after. 
noon, Monſ. d' Aligre, having propoſed in the high council the demands of the Hy. 
guenots, was reſolved by an arreſt, that the commiſſaries ſhould be named by the king, 
one a Roman catholick, and the other a proteſtant, to go to Tholouſe and Caſtres, 10 


hear and receive the complaints of both parties, make a proceſs verbal of it, and bring 


it to the council afterwards to be judged ; which the deputies of the Huguenots took very 
ill, by reaſon they thought to get better ſatisfaction than ſo till then; and ſay they wil 
not accept of that arreſt. Monſ. de Bordeaux, our embaſſador in London, wric by the 
laſt poſt to the court, that his highneſs the lord protector was much inclined to treat with 
France for a peace, of which he and they were very glad; yet we do not like well he 
ſhould demand the payment of fourteen millions, as ſome ſay. Yeſterday morning tie 
parliament aſſembled for the reception of a new counſellor, and will next wedneſdiy {i 


again about the affairs of the rentiers. The duke of Guiſe's fleet will be compoſed of 


the regiments of Auvergne, Poictou, Mercceur, Bellefons, Folleville, and Guiſe, with 
lome Iriſh, and two thouſand horſe. They are to go, not to Naples, though to reported. 
but to fall into ſome city of the enemies. There is ſome treachery not yet ripe, and 
may be about Leryda : time will let us fee, Mor. Mercceur is ſtil] at Toulon, preparing 
ſhips and galleys for the ſaid forces. The veſlcls, that parted for Roſes, are returned to 
Toulon, having left relief of men there and proviſions without any oppoſition, Mont 
de Belefons and de Folleville will command under Guiſe, in quality of two lieutenant 
generals; there will be, beſides, two maſters de camp. Monſ. chevalier de Chemerault, 
who was condemned to death three years ago, for taking by force the ſiſter of Mon!. de 
la Bazioure, and fled to Guienne, took Conti's part, returned hither ſince the prince 
Conti was married, and was committed; but before the ſaid prince parted, he got him 
his pardon and liberty. In my laſt you had, that the archduke committed in Bruſſes 
count de Ligneville, and others, as we received from Picardy, which now we fre 1s nt 
true; and thoſe that writ it, do excuſe themſelves, becauſe they thought fo, by realvn 
the gates of Bruſſels were ſhut up half a day; but it was about a quarrel, that happened 
between ſome of Conde's gentlemen and ſome of Lorrain's, as you may ſee more of it 11 
the letters from Bruſſels.

Berthemet entertained him therewith from 
me on thurſday laſt; to whom he anſwered, that I had only to inform the count o 
Brienne of the buſineſs, and that I ſhould receive ſatisfaction. But be it that the aid 


count was not informed of that good intention ſhewed by the ſaid cardinal, or that be 


made himſelf deaf, I prefled him to no purpole that day and the day after. 

Monſieur de Bordeaux, the embaſſador de Neufville's father, whom I have alſo ſeen, his 
alſo ſpoken to the ſaid cardinal touching my complaints in our buſineſs ; whereunto | told 
him, we ſaw no end. The ſaid cardinal told him, he had to make articles of my de- 
mands, and that he would recommend the whole unto the count of Brienne for our fatil- 
faction.

p. 332. paper replyed to the anſwer of the province of Holland. Ihe ſubſtance you have here- 


after, with others the like. 

The ſaid deputies of Friezland alſo viva voce demanded, that the embaſſadors in Eng, 
land ſhould be required immediately to ſend to the ſtates general all ſecret acts and paper 
delivered by them to the protector, upon pain of being puniſhed, as having acted agzint 
the mind and intention, by which they were employed, and upon oath. 

The penſionary of the province of Holland, ſeeing that moſt of the provinces were in- 
clining to that demand of the deputys of Friezland, deſired that the reſolution thereupon 
ſhould be ſuſpended untill the tueſday following, being the 26 day of this month, when 
he would deliver in a paper from his ſuperiors, which fhould give to all thoſe provinces 
full ſatisfaction. And ſo the provinces at that time reſted contented herewith, expefting 
with great curioſity the ſaid paper; which was no other in ſubſtance, but what you have 
beneath with the other extracts, | 

The ſame day, the ſaid penſioner viſited the princeſs dowager, grandmother of Orange,

The 234 of May the deputies of Frieſland gave in a paper to the ſtates generall, in 
anſwer to that of the province of Holland, which you had in my former ; but this by 
full extract. The paper was an invective, ſetting forth they could not ſufficiently admire 
how the deputies of Holland diſreſpected them. They repreſented in their perſons their 
principals, by whoſe orders they gave all they had in writing, and nothing therein con- 
tained but according to the tenor of the union; alſo affirming, that one province had 
no more authority than another, every one of them being alike; and that never any 
ſuperiority ſhould be allowed to Holland ; and that they were very much diſſatisfied, that 
the province of Holland gives not ſatisfaction as to the point deſired, according to the 
plurality of votes, &c. _ 

The province of Holland gave in another paper, of the 26 May, declaring their 
intents ever were and are, not to deſire any ſuperiority over any of the reſt of the 
provinces, but to maintain molt ſacredly the union in general terms; but gave no anſwer 
20 the particulars in the paper of the deputies of Frieſland. 

The deputies of the province of Frieſland the day following, being the 27h of May, 
gave in another paper in anſwer to that of Holland, which contained, that they were much 
joyed to hear, that the intents of the province of Holland were to maintain ſacredly for 
ever the perpetual union; and wiſhed, that their deeds might correſpond with their words; 
and that all indifferent and impartiall men may judge if it be fo, by conſidering whether 
the prince of Orange, who is a native of the province of Holland, ought not to be 
maintained, and not excluded or wounded in his reputation and honour, by being ſett 
aide all places, which his predeceſſors have enjoyed, it being a ſhameleſs act in the eyes 
v1 all kings and potentates, and ſmelling of diſtinction; which cannot but cauſe great 
vi\guſts and animoſitys in the people, who for the great ſervices done are ſo affected to 
the faid prince. In the ſame paper the ſaid deputies, demand a-new very ſeriouſly 
an anſwer in particular to that, which has been deſired concerning that, which was acted 
apart with the regency of England by the province of Holland, to inform their lord- 
ups their principals thereof; the ſaid deputies not ſeeing any reaſon wherefore they 
ſhould be denied the ſame, &c. _ |

nant contained nothing but matter of merchandize, and the like; whereof he knows 
not the meaning, having never had any thing to do with him in things of that nature, 
nor did ever ſend him any goods or commodities, NE, 

That he hath received about five letters in all from him, and hath writ to him three 
or four times; and that the laſt letter this examinant writ to him, was about a fortnight 
fince ; but knows not what he did then write.

Out of the Vlye, whileſt I was there, ſet faile two Eaſt India ſhipps, which went 
about Ierland, and about 200 ſayle of other merchant ſhipps for the Eaſt countrye and 
other parts. There went with them four ſhips of war for convoye, the leaſt of 36 gunns 
four more were gone the former weeck with the Greenland ſhipps, and three remained 
in the roade. In Texel laye 16 men of warr, of the beſt ſhipps the ſtates have : of thoſe 
Trompe ſhall command four, to convoye a fleet of merchant ſhips for Spain ; and Ruyter 
ſhall have ſix, to convoy for the Streights. Whether they ſhall ſtay in theſe parts, is not 
yet certain : they are both to depart with the firſt faire wind. Four ſhips of war are 
gone with the ſhips for France: the reſt will be diſpoſed of for convoy elſewhere. Here 


lies about twenty in the river, whereof ſeven or eight ſhall be man'd (as I hear) to croſs 


in the Channel ; and four, which belong to the towne, the magiſtrates will employ for 
merchant-men in the Streights. The 24 new frigates the ſtates did laſt agree for to be 
be built, are daily worked upon, and may be ready in July: then they will have a very 
good fleet of ſhips of war, better by the half than ever they had.

Baiſemont, 
and another, Bracket; of the count Harcourt's fide, his eldeſt ſon, and two more, called 
Valcour, and Moiron ; all to ſtay in Philipſburgh, till the treaty be executed, which is ad. 
vantageous for Harcourt, He ſhall have Philipſburgh with good ſecurity for the paymentof hi 


gariſon; beſides, he ſhall have the government of Alſace, being worth yearly 150000 livre. 


It is written from Bar of the twenty-ninth of laſt month, that marſhal de Senneterre ws 
expected there next monday with the reſt of his troops, to march towards Rethel, to join 
with the army of Turenne, in caſe of neceſſity. _ 

We have from Calais of the thirty-firſt of laſt month, that the moſt part of their powcer 


in Gravelin was burnt, and the caſtle blown up in the air, five hundred men loft, a third - 


part of the town burnt, the gates and bridges burnt. Alſo they were afraid the Frenci 
would ſurpriſe the town; ſo they ſent a thouſand men out of St. Omer's and Dunkirk, to 
guard the place, till it be fortified. If this be true, I believe you have heard of it alreacy. 
The duke of St. Symon is expected within few days, having obtained licence from tit 
king to viſit his wife and children here; all being quiet now in Guicnne. 
Yor have from Provence, that they continue at Toulon and Marſeilles the preparations 
of ſhips and galleys for the next voyage, as I writ formerly; which is all the trouble you

have done, and are reſolved upon any occaſion to fight for their liberty. The Swedes general 
Coningſmark had lately commanded the fixth man of all the boors throughout the whole 
ſift of Bremen to be raiſed ; but hath now again diſmiſſed them, and doth attempt nothing 
further, waiting, as is ſaid, for a juſt occaſion to be given him to provoke him to hoſtility. 
The ſtates general, as alſo this city, and the city of Lubeck; have written on behalf of the 
ſaid city of Bremen, to the queen of Sweden, deſiring her majeſty; that ſhe will be pleaſed 
friendly to compound with the faid city, commanding her general to forbear any further acts 
of hoſtility -againſt the ſame, which might eaſily produce new troubles, if not a ſecond 
general war in the R. empire. The levies in the Nether-Saxiſh circle do not continue, by 
reaſon they are confident of a ſpeedy accommodation of the buſineſs. Three days ago, the 
king of Denmark, and duke of Holſtein's embaſſadors, came in here. It is ſaid; they have 
in commiſſion, to demand the crowning of the ſaid king in this city; but it being ſuffici- 
ently known, that this city will in no ways condeſcend thereunto, it is rather believed, that 
under this pretext, they ſeek to exact a conſiderable ſum of money from us; which yet 
they will hardly obtain, without it be ſome private unction.

communication, or overture, will have any great effect; for what will the other provinces 
do? talk, write, make a noiſe ? Thoſe of Holland will pay them in the ſame coin. Take 
up arms for the prince ?

His majeſty was 
received, going to the church, by the biſhop of Soiſſons, biſhop of Beauvais, and he of 
Noion, being all in pontiſicalibus; and afterwards they ſang Te Deum with much ſolemnity, 
which pleaſed his majeſty very much. 

There was great difference there between the king's chaplains and all the maſters of 
requeſts, to ſee which of both ſhould have the honour to viſit, examine, and agree pro- 
portionably for the king's graces to priſoners begging forgiveneſs, and to be ſet at liberty 


gratis. However, the chaplains obtained the victory againſt the maſters of requeſts, by 


the means of my lord chancellor; his own ſon, little abbot de Colilin, being one of

Mu de Orgeuel, who ſpoke there for the maſters of requeſts, had ſome words with the 
chancellor, which did not well pleaſe the king; ſo he was turned away preſently. 

There are in the prifon of Rheims more than 1500 men, all expecting their grace and 
forgiveneſs : but there is a great queſtion among them yet, whether the king will for- 
give thoſe that fought in duels; tor they are very many of them there. By the next you 
may hear more of it. Mademoiſelle received new orders from court, to go to Blois, 
and live there with her father. She is yet at Caues in a houſe, that befongs to madam 
de Pontillier. | 

No enemies appeared upon the frontiers, ſince the king went to Rheims. 

Monſieur count de Grandpre has taken the caſtle of Charnaſe, within two leagues of 
Stenay, without any reſiſtance, having no forces near them ; which they had done on 
purpoſe, that the enemies might think their deſign to be for Stenay ; but I believe the 
contrary, that it will be fer Clermont. | 

The count of Harcourt's treaty was agreed upon the firſt day of this month ; theſe, their 
conditions: 220,000 livres to M de Charlerois, and 200,000 livres to Harcourt, before 
he ſhall go to Philipſburg, where his ſon is, to bring with him 200 men of the gariſon of 
Briſac; and the reſt of that gariſon muſt take their quarters up and down in che pais of 
Alſace, where the king ſhall order them. 

Laſt ſunday common prayers were in all the churches in this city and ſuburbs for the 
king's coronation, and that God might proſper him, and fend peace and reſt to this 
Kingdom, and all victories againſt their enemies, &c. 

The ducheſs of Roquelaure, being well wiſhed by the king, is now ſick at Rheims.

Bis by providence directed, and by my ſuperiours in Ireland encouradged and 
commanded to tranſport ſome thouſands of that nation into Spayne, for the ſervice d 
the king, upon ſeveral capitulations of his majeſty ; for which I went by licence of my 
general thither to receive ſatisfaction; wheer meeting with many obſtructions and delay, 
I] was conſtreyned to attend neere two yeares in his court, and willing to lay hold of al 
occaſions, to informe myſelfe of their forraine and domeſtique affayres, with the poſtur: 
of the places and people, which beſydes my common intelligence and particular obſer- 
vations I had opportunity to doe by the converſe and correſpondencye of ſome miniſters 
there; which, if uſefull to my countrey, and I bee commanded thereunto, ſhall more 
generally and amply ſett forth and declare. | N 
As to my ſenſe and opinion of theſe preſent apprehenſions and reſolutions concerning 
the armadoes, which his highneſſe hath ſent abroade, according to the command of M. 
ſecretary Thurloe, I deliver thus:

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As to that flecte under the comaund and conduct of general Blake, that they are void A. D. 164. 
of care, that any thing of deſigne is againſt them, or any of their navyes, terretoryes, or — 


dominions; nor have they any more then 30 fayle for guards of their coaſts, and in all 
places of Spayne, and the Levant, (except ſome few gallyes they have alwayes continued 
in the Mediterranean) for this yeare, and thoſe not yet ſett to ſea ; nor have they had any 
new or extraordinary proviſions or fortifications 1n any of there ports, townes, or cittyes.

And there hath ſome difcourſes and treatyes of the Welt Indics 
occaſionely offerred itfelfe in my buſineſſe, both before and ſince the ſetting foorth of 
that armado with general Pen. 5 8 3 . | 

Before, about 18 months ſince, when nothing thereof was in appearance here, I pro- 
poſed to accept of a lycence from the * to trade into the Indyes (as they call it) with 
Engliſh ſhips and men, where T would have accepted in parte ſatisfaction of my det; 
which ugh ſome miniſters would have granted, it was generally diſapproved; for that 
they would not permitt any other nation but their own to acquaint themſelves with the 
trade and ports; although I there demonſtrated ir would not be to their prejudice, but 
rather a common good; and that we had very many of our nation, who already per- 
fectly knew every part they had, and many of their inland townes and garriſons; alſo, 
that cere long, we ſhould find a free trade among them there, or force them to it; 
which my lord protector was able to doe, when he pleaſed ; and there was nothing of 
obligation upon the nation to keepe him from it. 5 i 

Upon their fleet and ſeverall intelligences, which they had, as I know, from their am 
baſſador out of England, and others, that ſuch a fleete was rg with ſuch land 
and ſea proviſions, they had ſome ſurmiſes, and talked high o 


thereupon I ſuppoſe they gave myne and other Engliſh pretences the more delayes 
and leſſe countenance ; by which I endeavoured to lett them underſtand (as there was) 
ſcvcrall other probable deſignes, that they might have, either upon ſome of the Carrebee 
lands, which were in whole or in part poſſeſſed by the French; or that part of Canada 
lately taken from them; and ſoe hence by New England to ſome other purpoſe : or 
that they might goe for Brazile, or Madagaſcar; common reſpect afirming or ſuggeſtinge 
ſome of them. Upon which, or all thoſe, they have carryed a better face, and more 
modderation in their languadge, but much admiringe, when I gave them to underſtand 
of the colt of the flecte, and number of men, which I declared to be ge to 
my intelligence) of ſeamen and ſouldyers, 15000, that the Engliſh durſt putt them 
ſo farr off to the hazard of wind and rocks, if they were apt to go encounter any 
other difficulty: to which I anſwered, that I doubted not, but the juſtice of the action, 
and the care taken for them, attended on by God's providence, would returne them 
home, or ſcttle them after the atcheivement of their interprize. However, England was 
able to ſend one hundred thouſand more after them, or upon any other juſt and honour- 
able torrigne deſigne. And laſt of all, upon our intelligence (which was about the 26" 


of then Aprill) of there arrivall att Barbadoes, they began againe to conſult and talke 


ol it for two or three dayes : but I left them without care, and in expectation of the fleete 
by the end of May; or at leaſt they would diſcover nothing elſe in there words or 
actions; infomuch that the contratation houſe att Civile upon the report forbore ſetting 
torth of the gallions for the yeare to come, and writt to the councill, to know what 
to doe; who encouradged them to proceed, for they were ſattisfyed with the Engliſh 
deſigne: but ſince my coming from Madrid, other letters followed me, that informed 
mc by reaton of a ſhip, that was caſt away in the South ſea, though the prelate ſaved, 
an to the advantage of eight millions of crownes to his majeſtie, that the gallions are 
not expected till the month of Auguſt. And upon the whole, I tooke occaſion to come 
2 little more cloſe with a miniſter and confident of my owne, in the behalf of the nation's

M Y laſt unto you was the fifth of this preſent month, wherein I gave you the particul-n 
of all the ſhipps of warr in theſe parts. Since, yours of the twenty-ſixth ditto i 
come to my handes. Your orders ſhall be obſerved, and an account given you, fo ſoone & 
poſſible. I am extreame glad to heare the affaires of Scotland are in a better condition then 
report made them here; for there was a ſpeech in the Hague, that Middleton had wrote it 
with his owne hand, that he had beaten general Monck's forces, and him kil'd, which gave 
a great alacritye to the malignant partye. Uppon that followed the news of a plot againſt the

here, Yet did not all this diſcourage us ſo much as the perplexity we were in, for want 
of one, unto whom to apply ourſelves with our demand, the king having been for ſome 
time paſt in Holſtein (where, it's ſaid, a parliament is before the end of this month co 
convene) z and the rix hoffmaſter, whom he had deputed in his abſence, newly gone away 
before our arrival, and all his council abſent. . 5 

After much ſolicĩtude and trouble, wherein we have diſcovered, that one Mr. Henry 
Freeze, and one they call the renter- maſter, had ſome verbal order left with them by the 
hoffmaſter relating to our buſineſs; with both of whom we have ſpoken, and produced 
to them our commiſſion, and a demand thereupon ; and we find, that the laſt of theſe, 
two is to deliver the goods, which are remaining, (being about ſeven hundred ſhip pound 
of hemp) and ſome other things of ſmall confideration, and all much damnified z and that 
the ſhips remaining being ſeventeen, (the other five being diſpoſed of) are to be deli— 
vercd us by the vice-admiral, with whom we have endeavoured to ſpeak ; but are deferred 
"till to-morrow, or monday, in reſpect of ſome extreme indiſpoſition, or ſickneſs, which 
he is {aid to have. | | 

As for the goods diſpoſed of, they acquainted us, that the king had fold as much as 
amounts to 118,000 rix-dollars, which money is paid out unto ſuch of his ſubjects, as 
have ſultained loſs by the Engliſh, which they ſay amounts to 150,000 dollars; fo that 
they would have us behind with them upon that ſcore. In brief, we believe, by what 
we can on this ſudden collect, that we are to expect no moneys, unleſs it be the 20,000 
dollars for ſetting out the ſhips, which is to be made good by the Holland refident at 
Elſcnore, who is hourly expected here; and we are told, that ſum lies in a readineſs. We 
obſerve, there is much ſhifting off the buſineſs between the Dane and the Hollanders, each 
of whom would willingly leave the burden upon the other ; but we ſhall preſs it as home 
as we can, and give your honor a further account by the next opportunity.

Saturday, being the day of St. Claude here, the biſhop d' Olonne preached at Little 
St. Antoine, where he convinced father Boux, that ſaid in his predications, before the king 
parted, that his majeſty's ſacration was not neceſſary, being but outward ceremonies, and 
bot in word. This laſt proved the contrary, (as he ſays) that an inward character was 
abſolutely neceſſary for the greatneſs and dignity of our kings, becauſe by the virtue of 
this conſecration our kings make a holy union with God, the church, and the people. 
He adds likewiſe, that we muſt think, after ſuch pious and godly ceremonies, that God 
will give light and inſpiration to our ſovereign, to govern his ſubjects in peace and tran- 
quillity by his own proper virtues, and not by others, &c. 

The king's coronation was ended laſt ſunday the ſeventh inſtant, As for the differences, 
that happened between the maſters of requeſts and the king's chaplains, about the pri- 
ſoners, (as I writ in my laſt) it was reſolved by the council, that both jointly ſhould do 
the buſineſs, and examine the priſoners, being in all about two thouſand, which ſhall be 
judged before the chancellor. It is thought they ſhall be all pardoned, except thoſe that 
are guilry of forcing women, murders, duels, or coining of falſe money. | 

T he citizens of Rheims ſerved the king at dinner the day of his coronation. They did 
chuſe two hundred to carry the diſhes. The duke of Vendoſme happened to be indiſ- 
poſed at the table, and asked leave from the king, that he ſhould be carried to his 
lodging. All the peers of France, and officers of the ceremonies, dined with his majeſty 
that day. Monſ. marſhal Turenne arrived late in the evening, after all was ended. 

The day following, being the eighth inſtant, his majeſty received the order of the Holy 
Ghoſt by the hands of the biſhop of Soiſſons, who crowned his majeſty, and gave the 
ame order to his brother, the duke of Anjou, only that morning. The ſame day in the 
1.orning, his majeſty made his cavalcade from the archbiſhop's houſe, till he came to St. 
Rhemy, where the archers of the grand provoſt, the hundred Switzers of the guard, the 
gens d'armes, chevaux legeres, and the world of nobility marched before him on horſe- 
Dick, all covered with cloth of gold, full of ribbands themſelves and their horſes. In 
fine, the like, they ſay, was never ſeen ; at leaſt ſo ſays he, that did not fee the like 
before in France. They are now bound for Chalons; and where afterwards, God knows. 

Mon. de Sommery arrived here yeſternight from Blois, and parts this day to court, 
to congratulate his majeſty after his coronation, on the behalf of the duke of Orleans 
and his wife, which is all I can ſay of it at preſent, with, Sir, my humble ſervice. The

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An information concerning Monſicur de Baas.

BEING in diſcourſe with Monſ. de Baas the day he went from London, he told me, A PD. 1654. 
[ that he was occaſioned to goe away by a depoſition of Naudin to the lord protector, W—y——_u 


by whom he was ſent for ſome days ago, with an intention to examine him before many Vol. 
of his councill, not conſidering he was a royall commiſſioner, whereof he was very ſenſi- P 57 


ble, ſaying, that if the protector had ſpoken to him in private, he would have given 
him ſatisfaction of the things, of which he was accuſed by the ſaid Naudin, whom he 
called an indiſcreet man, his own meaning having not been to attempt any thing againſt 
the protector, but only ro know what could be attempted. And after ſome diſcourſe be- 
twixt Monſ. de Baas did confeſs, that he ever ſince ſome weeks had inquired from 


PD. Naudin, whether he knew not among his own acquaintance a good valliant and un- 


derſtanding gentleman, in whom the ſouldiers ſhould have confidence, and who alſo 
ſhould have intereſt amongſt the gentry, both for to divide the army, and for to raiſe 
ſecretly money and troops againſt the power newly ſetled in England. To this anſwered 
Naudin, that he knew ſuch a gentleman, and he beleived many able ones ſhould be 
ready to follow on him 1n the fame deſſein, if there was any hope of relicte and help 
from another place. Monſ. de Baas ſaid to this, that he being a publick miniſter, he 
would aſſure him, that the crown of France ſhould doubtleſs deliver money enough by 
his own hands for the payment of ſuch an enterprize; and that would appoint a good 
recompence in France or other parts to the beginners of the ſaid deſſein, if ſo was, thats 
they would not come to the end of it: beſides, that it was a glorious way, by which 


the king of Scots (whoſe intention ſurely was free in matter of religion) ſhould be reſtored, 


and called again, both by many provinces of England, and ſeveral officers and ſouldiers 
of the protector's army. 


D. Naudin anſwered to this, that he durſt not, nor had the power of attempting 


ſuch things himſelf; but that he would acquaint ſome with the ſaid matter and offers. 

Monſ. de Baas ſaid this before he went away, that notwithſtanding all theſe diſcourſe, 
his intention was not to go further with Naudin; but he knew another way of hurting 
England, which he had not communicated yet. | | |

The information and examination of colonel Buller, taken the day of 


THAT upon tueſday morning the eighteenth of April 1654. doctor Naudin came 

early to my lodging, where he deſired me to walk alone with him in James's Park, 
where as ſoon as we were come, he began to praiſe and extol me with great admiration, 
admiring that a perſon of my quality and experience, with my travels and languages, and 


ſo great a ſoldier, and a perſon of ſo much courage and reſolution, would ſuffer myſelf 


and ſervices to be ſo ſlighted and abuſed, and myſelf and country to be enſlaved ; and tha 
I would not think of a way to make me great, which was in my power to do; and hoy 
fit a perſon I was for it; expreſſing how much it was for God's glory, and freeing my 
country from this ſlavery they were now under, ſaying, Portugal, Naples, and diver; 
others had thrown off their tyrants, and had and did keep their country ever ſince ty 
themſelves ; and that it was in my power, not only to make myſelf great now, but ty 
poſterity for ever; and that I was not leſs in the world than any other, and had as much 
right for to govern as any man; and that giving liberty of conſcience, I might be fur 
of all the Anabaptiſts, Levellers, and Independents would be for me, and ſtand to mt, 
beſides all diſcontented perſons, and many preſbyterians and cavaliers ; and deſired me ty 


be ſecret, which he wiſhed me for God's ſake to do; for otherwiſe he mult periſh, if he 


were known; he proffering me, if I would join with him to cut off the protector, he 
would procure me money enough from the king of France's embaſſador ; and that if! 
would join with him to cut off the protector, I ſhould leave it to him to continue and 
manage the buſineſs, which he ſaid was feaſible, and nothing to do; adding farther, tl: 
after the protector was cut off, all that were in command, from the general to the lat 
officer, ſhould be in command but eight days, and every one take their turns; and this 
would make all the common ſoldiers to join with me, and all other diſcontented perſons; 
and that for me to do this action, it was nothing at all, if I would undertake it; ſaying, 
that if J would not, although he had never been a ſoldier, yet he had as much courage 
to do this action as any man whatſoever ; and therefore he preſſed me to give my cor- 
ſent, and then he would go to the French embaſſador about it. I thought it fit to put 
him off four days, at the end of which I condeſcended he ſhould go; and accorting|y 
the twenty-ſecond of April he went to Monſ. le Baas in the morning, and was near tw 
hours alone with him, before he was out of his bed, he commanding all his ſervants to 
go out of the chamber. So when they were all alone, the doctor began thus to ſay: dit, 
I am one, that is a lover of his country, and ready to do it ſervice; for you ſee this tyrat! 
and devil the protector, who holds now his ſword to your throats in France, either © 
have his own terms by a treaty, (which he is now beginning with you) or to cut you 
throats. Monſ. le Baas deſired to know, how he could help him, or ſerve his count! 
To which the doctor replied, that if Monſ. le Baas would help him with money, there 
were perſons of courage and quality, that would undertake a deſign with him, to cut of 
the protector, and make a diviſion here in England; which motion Monſ. le Baas di 
like very well, and did give him many thanks, and embraced it cordially. And according 
he ſent letters away to the cardinal by the next poſt for his order, which packet Mont. !! 
Baas ſent over with a merchant's ſon to Calais on purpoſe, whom the doctor namec, 
ſaying, he knew him ; but I have forgotten his name: but the governor of Calais tei 
the letters away; for Monſ. le Baas told him, he was confident the cardinal would be 
glad of the news, and embrace it; but he, of himſelf, could not undertake to act, ! 
he had the cardinal's order. To which the doctor replied, he knew that very well; ld 
although thirty or forty thouſand pounds would be able to begin the buſineſs, Jet!

Baas did faithfully promiſe him, and deſired the doctor to get him certain and private 
news, how affairs went in Scotland, and to procure him a true liſt of the ſtrength of 
che army in England and Wales, and how and where they were quartered, and the num- 
ber in each gariſon, and alſo of the ſtrength of the army and gariſons in Ireland; which 
the doctor did very much trouble me, both for a liſt, and private news; and to try to 


get ſome in command for to join in the deſign, being importuned by Mr. Baas, who 


had promiſed not to let any man here know any thing ; but afterwards did confeſs to the 


doctor, that he had told Mr Bordeaux, the embaſſador, and his own brother; and that 
MM Bordeaux was inquiſitive to know, who it was that had treated with him ; but Mr. 
Baas would not tell him. So Mr. Bordeaux aſked him, Whether it was not the big man, 
the colonel with the great mouth, who had been ſo often with him, and proffered to 
undertake to do very great matters againſt the lord protector here? To which Mr. Baas 
replied, It was another, and not he; but the doctor was with Mr. Baas once or twice a 
week, for five or ſix weeks together, treating about the deſign.

V OURS I had by the laſt; but I have nothing to you from Vienna at this time, bu 
that I ſent yours by this week's poſt away. 
The conſtant letters, that come from divers hands in London, touching the diſcovered 


plot againſt the protector, begets ſome belief now of the truth of it; for truly at firſt fe 


or none would believe there was any thing of it real; but the conſpirators, I hope, by th: 
hand of juſtice, will let the world fee there was a plot, and a murderous cruel one. Ano- 
ther difficulty is made by many here, that the protector will not call a parliament, thoug 
he promiſes it to amuſe the world, which I believe will prove as falſe as the reſt of their fir 
miles, and the ſmall ſhame left in thofe calumniators leave them to fome other wickednek, 
The differences between the United Provinces increaſe, as letters and travellers daily bring 
hither, which the Dutch embaſſadors in England cannot be ignorant of, and confequenty 
others. Our chief news here at preſent is, the confirmation of the ſiege of Stenay, and 
the prince of Conde with all preparations gone to relieve it; as alſo all our army non 
goes into the field, to which on iy. four hundred waggons are gone from this city with al 
ſorts of proviſion ; and the archduke himſelf goes from hence to take the field upon thu 
day next, and not to return this ſeafon. | | | 

Orders came from the king of Spain ſome eight days ſince, to remove from the cat. 
of Antwerp and the Low-countries duke Charles of Lorrain, and to convey him to Span 
with due ſecurity and reſpect. In obedience whereunto, the ſaid duke is ſent to Duni.

WISH you had not vented all your kindnefs in your firſt letter, but that you had A.D.1654- 
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kept ſome of thoſe expreſſions for a ſecond or third letter, that ſo we might have 


known, whether you were

weck without writing to you. Mr. Durham deſired me to ſhew you he wondered much 


at it. Ye may gueſs what I think alſo ; but one letter I refolve to add yet, worſe than 
Pollard and Montgomery's flying, if you do not ſhortly remember us. We have good 
news here from Scotland by ſome Scots ſhip lately come from thence ; wherein were 
paſſengers, who affirm, that they were in Edinburgh, when Monk came in twice 
wounded in the body, and ſtruck through the buttocks with a tuck ; for as they report, 
he had taken the field twice with gooo horſe and dragoons, having ſent Argyle away, 
to gather what forces he could. The marquis of Montroſſe, the earls of Atholl and 
Buchane, and viſcount of Dicop, charged him at Methuen, routed him wholly, and chaſed 
him to Sterling-bridge, from whence they returned to hunt Argyle ; whoſe fortune if 
it were to fall into Montroſſe's hands, were it not ſtrange ? The uproar was ſo great in 
Edinburgh, that eighty royaliſts broke priſon, and eſcaped all, except two; and one of 
the merchants, that is now here, that was there of intention to carry away fome ſkins, 
which he had bought before-hand, was forced to leave all, and make haſte over the 
water. Becauſe it ſeemeth that you are become an independent proſelyte, and would 
keep good news from us, I have reſolved to beat this in your cars. Since we have honeſt 
men eye- witneſſes, I know not what to believe, if this be falſe. From hence the ſtates 
of Holland have ſent over the concluſion taken by them againſt the prince of Orange, to 
be preſented to Cromwel.

gING E my laſt to you, by the immediate ordinary before this, the difference betwixt Vol. xv. 
the provinces groweth for the recalling of thoſe embaſſadors of thoſe provinces, Who P. 195. 
are in London; and the provinces of Frieſland and Groningen do preſs without inter- 
miſſion for the ſame ; and notwithſtanding the province of Holland upon friday laſt exhi- 
bited a paper, being the twelfth inſtant, relating and containing many reaſons of impor- 
tance for the continuation and preſent being of the ſaid embaſſadors now in England, the 
peace not fully completed, &c. to this paper of the province of Holland anſwer hath 
been given by the other provinces the day following, being the ſeventeenth inſtant, in a 
paper, declaring that thoſe embaſſadors in England be recalled, and other confiding per- 
ſons be ſent in their places, to perfect what is to be done further for the accompliſhment 
of the peace with England. And now I underſtand the tempeſt is higher, becauſe the 
embaſſadors in England, in obedience to the generality, have with their letters ſent all 
that which they treated apart with England, the copies whereof I could now ſend to you, 
ut that I know you have them already there. The embaſſadors laſt letters are of the 
twelfth of June, with the copies of all the ſecret actings apart with England. 
The embaſſador Jongeſtal writ to the ſtates general his excuſe, that he knew nothing of 
the actings all apart; but that he ſaw ſometimes Beverning and Nieuport go alone to the 
protector or commiſſioners, and kept all ſecret from him. The party of the prince of 
Orange is now better ſatisfied than before; and thoſe of Zealand have declared, that they 
will not only diſapprove of the ſaid ſecret act of the province of Holland, but all that 
which the ſaid embaſladors have treated upon; but this is furious: however, in teſtimon 
2: their diſlike, they have recalled the vote, which they gave on the behalf of Beverning 
tor the office of treaſurer-general, which he was choſen for, as I gave you long lince.

A paper of the ſlates of Zealand. 


HE ſtates of the land and earldom of Zealand have caſt a diligent and curious eye vol. xy. 
upon the ſeveral writings, which have been exchanged and exhibited at the aſſembly p. 210. 
of the lords ſtates general, and ſigned according to form or proteſt in the behalf of the 
provinces, as well of Holland on the one part, as that of Friefland on the other part, 
do declare, not only with very much ſorrow and grief to hear the bitter diſſentions, alter- 
cations, and diviſions occaſioned between the aforeſaid provinces, altogether unlawtul, 
being ſo near allied and united, and moſt highly perniciqus to the commonwealth, eſpe- 
cially in theſe perplexed and dangerous junctures of time; but alſo do apprehend the 
occaſion thereof, as a buſineſs full of trouble and hazard. For although their noble great 
lordſhips do not underſtand or preſume to intrude themſelves illegally into the government 
of any of their allies, much leſs to write any thing againſt them in matters directly con- 
cerning their provincial diſpoſals; yet nevertheleſs it is their meaning, to take the liberty 
to declare their ſenſe and opinion upon the affairs, which might be undertaken and reſolved 
by any of the confederates, concerning the common preſervation, or more eſpecially 
being referred by the union, or particular conſent of the provinces, to the generality, to 
which the ſtates of Zealand do judge the ſecluſion decreed by the ſtates of Holland and 
Weſt-Frieſland to belong, in regard of the prince of Orange and his line concerned 
therein, for many conſiderations, for Firſt, it is to be preſuppoſed as undeniable, and not 
denied by the lords ſtates of Holland themſelves, that the ſaid reſolution ſhould be taken 
by them at the requeſt of the lord protector of the government of England; and eſpe- 
cially, that thereby they might be able to enjoy the effect of peace, and that ſuch un- 
doubtedly, without any foregoing negotiation or agreement, could not paſs on both ſides z 
0 likewiſe, it cannot be denied, but that the ſame is clearly contrary to the text of the 
everlaſting confederacy and union, which in the year 1579. was made at Utrecht, for- 
bidding not only any provinces, which are included in the aforeſaid union, to make any par- 
ticular union with one another, or to renew the old, for the better maintenance of their 


public authority and rights and privileges; as alſo, according to the practice as well of 


theſe, as of other neighbouring nations (as without all controverſy) 3 but in expreſs terms, 
that none of the provinces, cities, or members thereof, ſhould make any confederacies or 
unions with any neighbouring princes or countries, without the conſent of the reſt of the 
contederates, upon this ground, that it cannot be imagined, that the ſame can be done, but 
with prejudice and wrong, or at leaſt with juſt fear and ſuſpicion of the other members, 
who are thereby ſlighted and paſſed over; and conſequently the ſame can tend to no 
other end, than to the weakening and diſturbing of the union. So likewiſe the ſaid reſo- 
lution could not be lawfully taken for the advancement and accompliſhment (as is pre- 
tended) of the treaty of peace, without previous knowledge and conſent of all the pro- 


_ vinces had and taken in, the matter by the ninth article of the union being altogether 


without any reſerve or exception, at the diſpoſal of the generality ; and conſequently for 
that cauſe, and upon that account, cannot be undertaken 'or attempted by any one, 
no, nor by more members of the union, without the joint counſel and conſent of all, as 
being all of them therein particularly intereſted or concerned; beſides that, their noble 
lordſhips do think upon good ground, to be able to maintain, that in caſe no prohibitive | 
article be extant in the treaty making mention of the ſaid ſubject, yet however it 
would not be fit, nor becoming any of the confederates, to diſpoſe of any thing of this 
nature, for the reaſons atoreſaid, without the knowledge of the reſt, by reaſon that not 
only the provinces by their union ſtand obliged fo ſtrictly and inſeparably to each other, 
as if they were in effect but one province only, but alſo, according to reaſons of ſtate, 
commonly in a buſineſs of that high conſequence, nothing can be agreed and concluded

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A.D.1654. by them, or any other members of the union, particularly with foreign nations and do. 
— oy which being done by one, doth treſpaſs upon and diminiſh the freedom N 


of the other; as alſo it is not to be found, that ever any one province in a buſine * 


this nature and tendency hath done any thing to the contrary, but on the ot. 

hand, that the ſame having conſulted and deliberated upon it, never did begin or N 
the ſame without foregoing advertiſement of the other provinces confederated, either b 

being preſent, or having their advice, which, if need were, might be illuſtrated by ſcyeni 
examples. Beſides, the ſtates of Zealand, recollecting their memorandums concerning vat 
paſt in the year 1651. between the common contederates, being then extraordinarily aſſem. 
bled in the great hall in the court of Holland, can apprehend no otherwiſe, but that the 
alledged ſecluſion reſolved by the lords of Holland and Weſt-Frieſland, without the conſent 
of the reſt, doth differ very much, in many particulars, from the verbal and written deck. 
rations of the ſaid confederates made thereupon, the ſaid ſubject preſuppoſing at large a 
general affection and inclination to the promotion of the prince in the eminent functions 
poſſeſſed by his predeceſſors, although the ſame were ſuſpended for many pregnant reaſons 
which were judged by the plurality of the provinces to be for the tranquillity of the ſtae; 
yet with this proviſo, that as ſoon as the ſeaſon ſhould be ripe and proper for it, to reſume 
the remembrance and affairs thereof, as all thoſe who did frequent that aſſembly can teſtify ; 
and how far ſuch is differing from the deliberation held in the aſſembly of their H. and M. 
lordſhips, upon the propoſition made concerning the fame by the lord protector and 
governmentof England, together with the peremptory negative reſolution, that was made there- 
upon, is to be ſeen in the notes, which are inſerted about it, and eſpecially in the text of the 
proviſo ſet down inſtead thereof in the thirty-ſecond article of the treaty, muſt remain with 
every one, who were preſent at thoſe deliberations, freſh in memory, with what an alter: 
tion and perplexity of mind the ſaid propoſition was generally heard, with what an ayctſcn 
rejected, and how earneſtly the ſame was debated by the provinces, not only for the 
irreparable injury and diſreſpect, which was thereby ſhewn, as well to the whole itatc x 
the ſaid prince, as alſo by reaſon of the ſubjection and puſillanimity, which would de 


thereby ſhewn by this {ide ; for that all confederacies and obligations, which are grounded upon 


unequal condition, do draw after them ſome diſreſpect and ſubjection; therefore the fame 
ought to be declined by all thoſe, who are lovers and zealots of liberty; which is a thing 6 


well known to all civilians and politicians, there being no want of examples upon recor in 


hiſtory, for proving of remarkable prejudices, which the inferior party hath often ſuffered 
thereby; and how can this be more excufed of unreaſonableneſs, that a young prince, bom 
in the lap and in the arms of the ſtate, and living under their protection, the firſt aro vel 
qualified perſon of the United Netherlands, as alto of ſuch a high extraction and alliances, 
being altogether innocent, without any neceſſity, ſimply at the inſtance of an outlandiſh 
power, with whom we then ſtood in open hoſtility, or do now ſtand in a new amity, 
exclude the ſame and his princely poſterity, out of all dignities, advantages, and pre-em!- 
nencies, to which he, in reſpect of his illuſtrious birth, and according to the lucceflive 
example of his predeceſſors, by the moſt right and certain acceſs, might lay claim unto! 
And now to diſpoſſeſs him without any caule, is very harſh and unjuſt. Beſides, in con- 
formity to the union, (which prince William his great grandfather did aclvance, and fign 
himſelf in particular) the common confederates are thereby obliged to maintain the lame 
and his poſterity ; the more, becauſe it is notorious to all known politicians, that the Nether- 
lands in general, or in particular, are never to be preſerved in quietneſs and peace, wil 
out employing in the conduct of the common affairs heads and lords of quality; fo like 
wiſe, on the other fide, the ſame was formerly declared for an undoubted proof by all tit 
provinces united, and particularly by the province of Holland and Weſt-Frieſland, and that 
no ſuch lords of note were to be found, or to be thought upon to be employed, 8 the 
poſterity of the lord prince William the firſt, and thoſe of his blood and family, in regard 
of his Jaudable reſolutions, heroic expeditions, exploits, and actions, which have been per 
formed by him and his children, without ſparing bodies or eſtates, againſt the Spaniſt 
tyranny, and for the advancement of the liberties and proſperity of the Netherlands; © 
which end and purpoſe they did not repent or refuſe to undergo any dangers or difficultes 
but did willingly and chearfully ſtill ſupport and overcome the ſame with all magnanumo® 
faithfulneſs and courage, upon which the foundations of this ſtate are originally built, 4 
have now remained irremovable for the ſpace of cighty years, through God's mercy, ag% 
all foreign concuſſions and attempts; in reſpect or regard whereof, the ſtates of Zealand do 
judge, that the ſaid privation or ſecluſion can be no- wiſe free of ingratitude and diſteſpec 
againſt the ſaid heroic houſe; and the ſaid ſtates are thereby not a little troubled and p< 
plexcd, that there ſhould be further reſolved by the ſaid lords ſtates of Holland and Welt 
Friefland, that they would hinder with their vote, or not ſuffer, that the ſaid pfinck, 
or any of his line, ſhould be choſen to the captain or admiralſhip of the generallty 3 cor 


ſidering as well the importance of the buſineſs itſelf, as the weight and conſequence thereo! 


Beſides, their noble great lordſhips cannot apprehend, with what right or order 3 
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nd could reſolve to do the ſame, in regard the conſtitution and nature of the A. D. 1654. 
arg — dictate, that the confederates are bound to adviſe with one another 
about all affairs, which do concern the confederacy, as they ſhall think fit, to the beſt of 
their knowledge, and as they ſhall conceive in their conſciences, to make moſt for the glory 
of God, and the good of the commonwealth ; and conſequently they are to act without 
any preoccupation or forejudging, by reaſon that the freedom of opinions is thereby fore- 
@-!1ed or diſturbed ; and much leſs are they able to diſcern, how the ſame could legally 
happen againſt the intention and the cuſtom of the union, in favour, and at the requeſt, 
[as aforefaid) of an outlandiſh power, without the knowledge of the other allies and con- 
federates 3 and therefore the ſtates of Zealand can in no-wiſe permit, that the lords Bever- 
ning and Nieuport could be hereunto lawfully deſired by the ſaid lords ſtates of Holland 
ind Weſt-Frielland, or that they could lawfully ſuffer themſelves to be employed without 
the expreſs conſent and good liking of the common ſtate ; conſidering notwithſtanding, that 
the {ad lords are inhabitants and ſubjects of Holland, and are there alone in the ſervice of 
ſome particular towns, and ſo conſequently, and in that reſpect, are bound and reſponſible 
to the ſtates of Holland; but they, as long as they remain inveſted with the title and cha- 
racters as embaſſadors of ſtate, and that they act abroad in their ſervice and function with 
their commiſſion, upon the credit and reputation of the ſtate, and that they repreſent the 
fame, they cannot do or act according to right, than in the name and by order of the gene- 
ality z and they are not to hearken or give ear to the requeſts and deſires of any other 
ſuperiori whatſoever, beſides that of the generality, as doth clearly import not only the 
nature of all embaſſies, and ſuch remarkable commiſſions in general, but alſo particularly 
the inſtruction of the ſaid lords embaſſadors, being carefully drawn up for the preventing of 
all contrary miſinterpretations, and by them ſolemnly ſworn unto. W herefore they could not 
ſulter themſelves to be employed at the requeſt of one province alone, eſpecially in a buſi- 
neſs of ſuch a tender ſpeculation, ſo contrary to the intention of their H. and M. lordſhips, 
and the conſequences ſo earneſtly therein demonſtrated ; whereof they, without all contro- 
verſy, are bound to give account to the confederates, and are alſo ſubject to their cenſure 
and correction, as the ſame, according to the opinion of the ſtates of Zealand, by the moſt 
members of the union, is ſufficiently conſtituted, and conſequently retuted upon abuſe by 
the lords ſtates of Holland and Weſt-Frieſland, although the ſaid ſtates of Zealand could 
never conceive or imagine the motives and reaſons, that ſhould induce thoſe of Holland to 
make any ſuch reſolution, nor that they were in any wiſe conſtrained through neceſſity tor the 
doing of it, either thereby to have preſerved the proſperity and welfare of the ſtate, or the 
fundamental laws thereof; and as the ſaid lords ſtates of Zealand are credibly informed, the 
laid reſolution was taken after the concluding and ſigning of the treaty of peace; ſo that 
the faid ſtates of Holland were not forced to make uſe of that reſolution for the obtaining 
of peace, when the ſame was concluded before-hand, and the treaty ratified and exchanged 
therefore it muſt follow of conſequence, that the ſame was agreed upon before the conclu- 
lion of the treaty between the lord protector and the ſtates of Holland; for if it had been 
out of pure neceſſity, thoſe of Holland ought to have communicated the ſame to the reſt 
of the provinces, as to whoſe diſpoſal that buſineſs did ſolely and moſt properly belong; 
and becauſe that through want of ſuch advertiſement, whether now the generality without 
ter advice and conſent, were not neceſſitated to remain in ſuch a painful and chargeable 
war, or whether the ſame be not prejudiced in their freedoms and rights ; which laſt poſi- 
tion the ſtates of Zealand muſt lay hold of and embrace as the moſt juſt ; for the. ſaid 
lords embaſſadors (as their lordſhips are informed) by their letter of the fifteenth of April 
lait paſt; did write to the lords ſtates of Holland and Weſt-Frieſland, that the ſecluſion was 
as a condition, ue qua non, and the ground-work of the whole work; all which doth the . 
more trouble the minds of the ſaid ſtates of Zealand, eſpecially when they conſider, that 
at the requeſt of the lord protector ſuch a remarkable ſecluſion could be agreed unto; and 
withal, when they call to mind the diſhonour the ſaid ſubjection and ingratitude will occa- 
on to the goverment, as well abroad as at home, and then what offence and diſtaſte the 
dame will give to all foreign princes and potentates, eſpecially thoſe that are allied to that 
lamily by blood, marriage, or affinity; whereas by the ſeventeenth article of the union, 
the provinces were bound to take ſpecial care, leſt thereby they ſhould adminiſter the leaſt 
occalion of offence. Furthermore, what diſſentions, breaches, and diviſions the fame will 
occaſion, as well amongſt the governors of the land one againſt the other, as alſo among 
tue common ſubjects againſt the government, may be eaſily imagined, eſpecially when they 
Mall think, how that with the project, and under pretence of the ſaid proviſo, the other 
members of the union have been fo diſingenuouſly dealt withal, and covertly abuſed, as if 
in effect the faid concluſion had been conſented to by the lord prince and his heirs, being 
but deſired by the lord protector, whereas the ſame was held to be here impracticable, and 
therefore ought to have been declined ; the more, becauſe it was pretended, that the ſaid 
proviio was inſerted to facilitate the cloſe of the treaty ; which proviſo is ſaid to be firſt 
projected by the Engliſh government ; whereof now, ſince the contrary hath appeared, 
e which

AAA the minds of many of the governors, _ whom e very much the m 
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both ſides was reſolved in the beginning of the war, and what deſirable and profitable 
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N 
of the public, is beſt known to thoſe, have long had experience thereof, Pry. 
beſt able to judge how different the government of this ſtate 1s in that particular from wo 
countries, in the conſtitutions thereof. And the ſtates of Zealand do wiſh with all they 
hearts, there never had been by this means any occaſion given of diſcontent amo 
confederates z and particularly that no juſt cauſe of diſcontent to the ſaid ſtates of 7 
had been given by that peremptory reſolution of the ſtates of Holland and Weſt-F;; 
that they would never receive or make the ſaid prince, or any of his line, ſtadtholder, g 
governor of their province, it being notorious, that it maketh for the ſpecial honow of 
both provinces in regard of their vicinity, navigation, and commerce, together with 
other intereſts, wherein the proſperity of both have been wrapped up together for above m 
hundred years, that it was hard to obſerve any difference between them to fall ou n 
their public affairs; but they have ſo managed it trom time to time, that they have lived na 
Joint and brotherly confederacy together ; and that conſequently the ſame, ſince they were 
made carldoms, they have not only ſtood ſucceſſively and without interruption, unde 
the government of the ſaid earls, but alſo they were to be divided from their alliance Upon 
no terms by the ſaid earls; whereby it doth farther appear, that for many ages, the ty 
ſaid earldoms have always joined together under one and the ſame provincial court, ang 
have been governed by one and the ſame ſtadtholder, as well in time of their earls, a al 
ſince their abjuration of the king of Spain, as when the princely authority was conſolidated 
with the power of the ſtates, from which it took its original; fo that by virtue as well 
the aforeſaid right, as poſſeſſion and cuſtom of many hundred years, it would be unhand. 
ſome, nor conſiſt with the power of each other, to chuſe a ſtadtholder effectually, and ty 
ſet him up over their particular provinte, without the knowledge and advice of the other; 
ſo likewiſe it cannot well agree with equity, much leſs with the diſcretion of ſo near con- 
federates, as that the ſtates of Holland and Weſt-Frieſland have pleaſed definitively to make 
the ſaid ſecluſion, without ſo much as once hearing the ſtates of Zealand, or to enter into 
communication with them, as the merits of their cauſe might have required ; ſeeing they 
are ſo contrary unto the union erected between both provinces in the years 1575 and 1576, 
whereby it is mutually agreed as in the expreſs terms of the text, that the contractor and 
confederates ſhall maintain a good correſpondence, amity, and neighbourhood amongſt them 
ſelves, in matters relating to the public; and they are ſo to form and make their reſoluticus, 
as if the aforeſaid lands and cities were comprehended under the commonwealth of one 
city, and reputed as one body. And it would be needleſs here to dilate and repreſent 
what glorious and wholſome effects would follow thereupon, both for the weal of the genen 
ſtate, as to the honour and might of both provinces, as the ſame is manifeſt to the whole 
world, and eſpecially not unknown to the ſtates of Holland, who may be more particular 
pleaſed to think what mutual form of government and correſpondence by the deputics a 


communications and reſolutions upon all occaſions of ſtate and conſequence have folloye 
thereupon, to the mutual contentment of each other. | 
Upon all which merits and conſiderations, ſince the ſtates of Zealand do moſt certainly | 
hold forth, that according to the expreſs text, as the manifeſt intention of the union, none 
of the provinces are qualified to contract, without foregoing advice and communication of 
the other provinces, with any foreign powers and potentates, eſpecially in affairs ditect) 
belonging to the union; and conſequently the ſaid ſecluſion, concerning the employ met 
of the lord prince of Orange, and his poſterity, as relating thereunto, can in no wiſe ſubſi 
according to right; that the ſame doth likewiſe differ from the negative reſolution taken 
upon the proviſo, and doth moreover imply, not only an unworthy ſubjection and infer: 
ority in reſpect of the ſtate, but alſo a manifeſt ingratitude to the perſon and illuſtios

preſerved ; and that eſpecially the union might be maintained, as being the only prop, 
upon which the building of this ſtate is laid, and after a war of eighty years is brought 
to that height of proſperity, wherein the ſame is at preſent : whereunto doth particularly 
belong that coſtly leſſon, which the emperor Charles, ſo wiſe a prince, and ſo great a 
lover of theſe Netherlands, did leave with them, when he left them in the year 1555. con- 
cerning their moſt neceſſary inſeparable conjunctions, unity, and concord. And as long 
as they have ſteered that courſe, the bleſſing of God hath till been with them, and hath 
preſerved them in their paternal liberties againſt the deſigns of mighty potentates ; and 
when at any time they have gone aſtray, and turned from that courſe, they have been ſtill 
brought into danger of ruin and deſtruction to fall upon them: for prevention whereof, 
the ſtates of Zealand do crave God's bleſſing upon all the confederates in general, and 
each in particular; and that he would open their eyes of the underſtanding, to fee the truth 
aright in all affairs, and to do to every one according to their qualities, which right and

'F HE ſtates of Frieſland, with ſerious deliberation, and perfect knowledge of affairs, Vol. xv. 
having examined the letter of the lords Beverning and Nieuport, that was ſent over p. 270. 

do their H. and M. lordſhips, the Jg. June, 1654. with a copy of the reſolution of the 

4 of May, 1654. taken by the lords ſtates of Holland, for the ſecluding of the lord 

prince of Orange out of all charges, as well of the province of Holland, as of the gene- 

rality, together with the two letters of the ſtates of Holland of the 22* May, and 12 of 

June, 1654. writ to us about it, with all that doth concern that buſineſs, which hath 

happened and paſſed at the aſſembly of their H. and M. lordſhips betwen the reſpective 

provinces ; the jaid lords ſtates do declare hereby, to have ſeen, heard, and read, with 

much inward forrow and trouble the bitterneſs, that hath paſſed formerly and of late 

between the reſpective provinces, and eſpecially the unheard of and prejudicial reſolution 

agreed on by the lords ſtates of Holland, without the knowledge and conſent of the 

common contederates, in theſe fad and dangerous times, and delivered to his highneſs the 

lord protector of England, Scotland, and Ireland; which reſolution is not only contrary 

to the union, the inſtructions of the lords embaſſadors, the ſecret reſolution of their 

II. and M. lordſhips of the 19 February, 1654. but is alſo tending to the prejudice 

of the lord prince of Orange, and his line. | & 

Wherefore we are neceſſitated to diſavow and to declare for null and of no value, all 
that hath been by the lords of Holland privately, without the knowledge of the common 
confederates, negotiated, agreed, or concluded with the government of England ; and 
chichhy the xeſolution agreed on by the lords ſtates of Holland, the 4 of May, and deli- 
vered to the lord protector of England, Scotland, and Ireland. | | 

The ſaid ſtates do alſo order and command the commiſſioners of this province at 
. the aſſembly of their H. and M. lordſhips, together with the commiſſioners of the 
other provinces, to lay hold of the fitteſt and likclieſt means, to the end the ſtates of 
* Holland may be moved to repair all what is paſt, and to reduce the ſame into its former

Beſides, that the obligation in the faid reſolution, made by the ſtates of Holland, hoy 
that they will never permit, that the prince of Orange ſhall be elected to the captain x 
ralſhip of the militia of the generality, is prejudicial 10 the free deliberatins a 
common advice of the confederates, to whom the conferring of thoſe high charges is on 
deferred; wherein the union is clearly broken and tranſgreſſed againſt. Again, fach be. 
the nature of all ſocieties, that not one, but the joint confederates, or the plurality ther 
ought to have the conduct and management of the chiefeſt affairs; how much more hat, 
the ſame place in the confederacy of this ſtate, whereby the provinces are fo ſtrict 
united, as if they were but one province? And the conduct and direction of 'fuch . 
tant affairs and charges is alone conferred upon the common advice of the confederates 
according to the articles of the union; which the better and ſtricter they are obſerved, 
the ſtate will be the better preſerved and maintained in that luſtre and ſplendor, to which 
it is arrived through the union, next to God's bleſſing; which is that right and on 
Palladium, which can preſerve this ſtate in everlaſting peace and happineſs : alſo the fame 
being broken and tranſgreſſed, it is able to cauſe a total ruin and deſtruction to fall upon, 
the ſame. | ; | 35 

Wherefore, to prevent a farther breach under the reſpective confederates, and to incteat 
love and amity amongſt them, we have thought fit, and do agree, that the charges of 
captain and admiral-generalſhip of the .ſtate of theſe countries be conferred upon the lord 
prince of Orange, in purſuance of the other provinces. We do appoint our commiſſioner 
at the aſſembly of their H. and M. lordſhips, to recommend the fame in the beſt form to 
the other provinces, and to endeavour, that the ſame may. take effect according to the 
union, that the ſaid lord prince may be confirmed in the poſſeſſion of the fame, when he 
ſhall be of years of diſcretion; and that in the mean time ( beſides their highneſſes the 
prince's mother and grandmother) there be appointed by their H. and M. lordſhips fone 
other able perſons, for the educating of his ſaid highneſs in the reformed religion, and in the 
knowledge of theſe countries, and the manners, laws, and privileges thereof; whereunto 
we deſire the aſſiſtance of the other confederates. 
What concerneth the lords Beverning and Nieuport, we do yet underſtand, that they 
ſhall not be admitted into any of the colleges or foundations of the generality, before they 


have given an account of their ſeparate and private negotiation, without the conſent or 


knowledge of their H. and M. lordſhips, and contrary to the inſtructions with the govern- 
ment of England, that the ſaid lords ſhall be ſufficiently cenſured and corrected for doing 
of it; to the end that for the time to come the inhabitants of the one and the other pro- 
vince, employed in the ſervice, and oath, and commiſſion of their H. and M. lordſhiꝑ, 
may be deterred from doing the like; and in diſparagement of the ſtate, to tranſgrel 
their inſtruction and commiſſion, and to effect contrary deſigns in the name of the one 
or other particular province, without order or command of their H. and M. lordſhips, to 
the great diſſervice and trouble of the ſtate, is a fault not to be pardoned. And whereas 
the lords Nieuport and Beverning do not only excuſe it in their letter of Ag. June laſt, but 
they allo endeavour to lay their own crimes upon the ſhoulders and ill management ot 
their H. and M. lordſhips, it ſeemeth to us very impertinent : wherefore we do ſuſpend 
our vote for conferring the charge of treaſurer general upon the lord Beverning, till be 
ſhall have purged himſelf as he ought ; or that he be puniſhed according to the merit 
of his crime. Beſides, the ſaid exorbitant affairs of the lords Beverning and Nieuport do 
imply a great deal of ingratitude againſt ſuch a conſiderable inhabitant and illuſtriow | 
perſonage of this ſtate, to whoſe great-grandfather prince William the firſt, of immo 
memory, by public declaration of the ſtate, this teſtimony is given upon his tomb at 
Delft, that he was a father of our country, and that he eſteemed the welfare and ſervice 
of the Netherlands, more than he did the proſperity of himſelf and his.

HEIR moſt ſerene highneſs the duke and governors of the commonwealth of Genoa, vol. xv, 
my maſters, notwithſtanding they have very much approved the congratulatory office p. 294. 
which I uſed in their names to your highneſs, upon your exaltation to the ſupreme go- 
vernment and protection of theſe nations; yet out of their cordial affection to your 
highneſs, have thought good to confirm it with theſe; the preſentation of which, through 
the multiplicity of your highneſs's weighty ſtate affairs, hath been until now deferred. 


SIR, 


BY ſpecial orders from my maſters, which yeſterday came to my hands, I am expreſly 
commanded to preſent myſelf before your highneſs, and repreſent unto you the extra- 
vagant and tyrannical reſolutions of the vice-king of Naples and governor of Milan, in 
ſequeſtring all the revenues, goods, and moneys belonging to their citizens and ſubjects in 
thoſe territories z which hath been executed in ſo vile and unhandſome manner as not to 
be exprefſed, nor practiſed againſt rebels, (much leſs with ſo confederate and devoted 
friends as my maſters have ever been on all occaſions ro the crown of Spain) by taking a 
very exact inventory of all houſhold moveables, as much as to ſhopkeepers, and the loweſt 
fort of people, keeping all in ſafe cuſtody ; this being done under vain and affected pre- 
tences of acts of hoſtility, not dreamed of, much leſs attempted againſt any of the ſubjects 
of his catholic majeſty, as on the behalf of thoſe miniſters is given out : for not any thin 
hath been therein acted, but with civil, juſt, and legal terms, to oblige the Finarini to their 
duties towards the houſe of St. George; and with no other motive than to defend and

Ser our laſt, we have delivered to Mr. Henry Freeze, our demand in Engliſh! ud 

Dutch, which he undertook to haſten unto the rix-hoffmaſter; and on monday, th 
5" of this month, we received 20,000 rixdollars of Monſ. de Vries, reſident at Elfier 
tor the ſtates general; after which, becauſe we world not loſe time, we had conferene 
with the king's vice-admiral, who viewed our coinmiſſion, and received our de 
which we had alſo ready in writing. None can pretend more kindneſs to us than he hath 
done, nor a greater readineſs to further us in the receipt of ſuch ſhips and goods as are 
remaining : in order whereto he deſigned ſome perſons that very day, to go with us 61 
board the ſhips, to join with two ſhipwrights, appointed by our Engliſh maſters, fo 
viewing the ſame, and taking inventories and notice of what rigging and furniture 
remains, and how much the damage may be: in which matter they have uſed all poſi]: 
expedition, and have almoſt ended their ſurvey of the ſhips, being now 19 in numbe, 
by the addition of two of them, which lately arrived here. They are generally found b 
extremely defective, that we fear, the 20,000 dollars will not ſuffice to fit them for ft, 
moſt of their fails and furniture being wanting, and that which remains almoſt tots! 
unſerviceable : and beſides, one of them, called the Charity of Yarmouth, is in ſuck 
condition, as renders her incapable of being brought into England. Of the other three, 
one is in Holland, and two in the Weſt Indies. Concerning the goods remaining, your 
honour will obſerve by the incloſed liſt, what they are, and in what condition. The hemp: 
find to be repacked, and ſo bad, as will not bear the charge of tranſportation into England, 
being only the refuſe of the whole, and ſuch as would not be accepted upon fale here; 
and this alſo grown exceedingly worſe by lying, and therefore we dare not adventure to 
meddle with it ; but ſome wood, iron, and tar, we may. 

And ſo, the main bulk of reſtitution will reſt in the ſatisfaction for ſhips and goods 
diſpoſed of, and damage upon both; but that this ſatisfaction will be made here, or any 
part thereof, we ſee no probability: concerning which the vice-admiral, when we ft 
ſaw him, had no anfwer to give, but promiſed us an account at our next meeting; again! 
which time, we underſtand, he applied himſelf to the reſident of the ſtates general, hoping 
there to have found ſome order as to the particular of ſatisfaction ; but milling thereof, he 
hath ſent to the rix-hoffmaſter tor a reſolution, which we expect; but in the mean tim, 
by other perſons we perceive, it will be negative as to our receipt of moneys; for Mr. 
Freeze, who ſent our demand to the hoffmaſter, hath informed us, that he hath anlw! 
of the receipt thereof, and that the rix-hoftmaſter cannot avoid the inſiſting upon a qu 
dation of their loſſes in England, until he hath ſpoken with the king, which he ſhould 
ſpeedily do. Juſt now Mr. Freeze informs us of a letter he hath newly received from ti: 


rix-hoffmaſter, declaring the king's anſwer to what Mr. Freeze had written him ſome 


days paſt, in reference to our buſines; viz. That in caſe the 20,000 dollars already pa 
be not ſufficient for ſetting out the ſhips, the like ſum, or ſomewhat more, ſhall be added. 
rather than the ſhips ſhould be any way hindred : that ſuch goods as were refuſe, are to de 
tendered to the Hollander, to make what he can thereof: that his majeſty deſires am 
with his highneſs and the Engliſh nation, and hopes he may be as uſeful to them 35 2! 
other nation; and that thoſe of impartial judgments will, upon conſideration of the ges 
fleet of Hollanders, which was here, when our convoy came, and of the league and contract 
they had with Holland, interpret favorably what hath paſſed in that buſines; and for the 
money for goods ſold, the Hollander muſt ſatisfy the ſame, as they are engaged, they being 
indebted to the Dane for their cuſtoms, &c.

1 HAVE receaved yours of the ſecond and tenth preſent. By the laſt poſt J wroate not Vol. xv. 


unto you, 
At Terveer weare three; one new, never at ſea, of 48 gunns, one of 36, another of 28 


ans. At Middleburgh laye two in the haven, making ready for to trade to the Streights. 
At Fluſhinge were three: Jan Evertſen's ſhip lately come from Graveſend, of 50 gunns, 
other twoe of 36 gunns. At Hellevoetſſuys weare nine, amongſt them the ſhip Tromp was 
kiled in; and eight others, of 40 to 5o gunns four of them wear the new ſhipps built at 
Rotterdam: where there lyes now ready the admiral Opdam's new ſhipp, and five of the 
laſt· ordered new ſhipps are buildinge there, the leaſt above 40 gunns. They labour dayly 


uppon them, yet are backwards, there being a want of carpenters: all the haſte that may 


be, will be uſed by them, whoe have undertaken the building of them, that they may the 
ſooner have their moneys: nevertheles, I cannot thinke they will be ready in three monthes 
tyme. Few of theſe ſhips of warr, which weare fitted for their ſommer guarde, are in 
harbor, being imployed on convoyes. De Ruyter and Tromp are gone to ſea with ten 


' ſhips of warr, to convoye for the Streights and Spayne; and ſixteen ſhipps are gone with 


the herring-buſſes. The merchants will give their men of warr imploiement enough, 
every man being buſſie in trade, to recover the former loſs. I never ſaw ſo few merchant- 
ſhipps at home. Our nation looſes no tyme neither; for ther hath bin entered in the

cuſtome-houſe at Amſterdam, ſince the peace, about eighty; and at Rotterdam, 160 Engliſn 


ſhips, moſt with corne and other graine. The generallitye of the people are not yet wel 
pleaſed with their governors concerninge the peace : it will be much, if there ariſes no 
mutinye.

my hands. You will ſee by the incloſed papers the preſent ſtate of affairs in theſe 
arts, eſpecially *twixt the city of Breme and Koningſmarke for the crowne of Sweden. 

It's generally believed the Swede will not fit down thus obſcured, but reinforce to recover 
honour and intereſt, which may ſuddenly involve the empire in a ſecond war, I perſwade 
myſelf, if any deſigne were in vogue by the Popiſh partie to give you trouble hence, this 
diviſion comes from heaven to prevent it. If the common opinion faile not, this quarrel 
will not thus end; but theſe parts will have enough to do to defend themſelves, if they 
have no deſigne to out the Swede wholy from the empire, as ſome think they have, not 


accounting themſelves ſecure, whilſt the crown of Sweden hath ſuch footing within them; 


otherwiſe things had not come to this height in ſo ſhott a time. 

If Ch. S. bend his courſe this way, I believe ( rebus fic tantibus). he will find but few 
of the princes of either religion, to joyne with his couſin in his entertainment. P. Rupert 
's now at Heidelburgh, but not to make way for him; that I hear of: they parted in too 
much heate for ſuch offices. If we cloſe with France, no doubt but the houſe of Auſtria, 
with its dependants, will beſtir themſelves in right of the Catholique cauſe, as they call 
it; and upon that account C. S. may find ſome countenance. I ſhall be careful to eye the 
motions in and near theſe parts, and advertiſe you thereof weekly, though I perſwade my- 
ſelf they neither are, nor will be, in a capacity to trouble you much, if they ſhould have a 
will to it. My lord ambaſador imbarked himſelf laſt ſaturday for England; but is as yet 
detained in the river by contrary winds. His lordſhip was entertained by the Engliſh 
company here with much reſpect, and preſented and complimented by the city in an 
extraordinary manner; and at Luxſtat, the king of Denmark's gariſon upon the river, he 
was ſaluted from the walls with ordnance.

V OURS of the 25" of laſt month came ſafe to me, by which I ſee how gallantly you 

1 proceed to correct your enemies, which is no leſs than lawfully done; yet is thought 
by ſome, that before you make an end of that plot, another may begin in ſome other Way, 
in a manner that your protector will be always in danger, till he receives his due puniſh.

The 26" laſt month, the embaſſador of Venice made a great fire, and burn'd much 
powder, entertained all his neighbours at ſupper, and gave them afterwards the ſight f 
ballet, in honour of his majeſty's coronation. 

The king being deſirous to continue Mr. le Buc 1n his office of being prevoſt de mg: 
chands, the laſt has excuſed himſelf by reaſon of his age and indiſpoſition; which the king 
ſeeing, gave him for his recompence to be counſellor of ſtate ; and that for his fidelity b 
him during the troubles of Paris. He 1s to take poſſeſſion of his new office on Lady-day in 
Auguſt next, if he live ſo long. 

I do not well remember, whether I writ in my former to you, how Don Joſeph de Ma 
guerite, returning to Catalonia, was robbed between this city and Lyons, at Eſſonnes; his lo 
comes to 2000 piſtoles. Monday at night was the great firing in the honour of St. Peter, 
in the lord nuncio's houſe : he burn'd at leaſt fifty granadoes, 100 candles lighting all might 
in the windows and upon the walls of his garden, as alſo two or three hundred iron bottle 
full of powder: a gallant ſight indeed it was. The laſt day, when Te Deum was ſung in 
Noſtredame, ſome differences happened between the firſt preſident and Mr. garde de ſgcaw, 
about precedency ; but the firſt prevailed, being his cuſtom and due. Since my former, 
lacquey killed his maſter in rue Grenelle, and took away from him 200 piſtoles; and to 
diſguiſe himſelf, quitted his livery, and wore one of his maſter's habits, with a feather in 
his hat, and ſo he eſcaped. The ſame day was committed a man, that killed his wits, 
being with child: he gave a thruſt of a knife in her belly, and killed the child too. Ar 
other woman, with her ſon, were committed, becauſe the ſon got a child on the mother.

I have ſeen in ſome letters from Bruxells, that a league offenſive and defenſive * 
concluded between Spain and England; and that prince Condé was comprehended in t- 

ou know beſt, if true. We have from Sweden by the laſt letters, that the .emoai 
of Portugal there received orders to retire, and that the queen told him at his laſt audience, 


the did not know him as the king's embaſſador at all, but rather an envoy ſrom 3 
rag 
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raganza. The ſame letters bring alſo, that there is a ſtreight alliance between Spain A. D. 1654 
and Swedeland, as alſo with my lord protector of England. That queen gave the king 
dom into the hands of her couſin prince Palatine ; and ſhe herſelf is to viſit the Spa- 
waters in the country of Liege. She paſſes through Hamburgh, where ſhe will remain 
a while, being not willing to aſſiſt at the reception or ceremonies of her couſin, King 
Charles is reſolved next monday to depart, and is to meet princeſs of Orange at 2 K 
waters, to adviſe with her, before he goes to Germany. He hopes he ſhall do much; 
and the more, that the provinces of Holland are againſt one another; and thoſe that are 
ag unſt your alliance with the reſt of Holland, are reſolved to deliver the cities they have 
there to the duke of Brandenburgh, who promiſes he will procure them the emperor 

and all Germany to help them againſt you and yours. Others ſay, they offer the ſaid 

cities to his majeſty of Spain, upon the ſame conditions, if he pleaſeth to accept of it, 
and break out with England. And ſome here think, he will not refuſe it z and to that 
effect the prince elector of Brandenburgh was four days incognito (as we hear) in the Hague 
in Holland lately. He promiſes to bring a powerful army from Germany and other 
places, againſt the enemies of the houſe of Orange and their adherents. I believe you 
might receive theſe news ſooner than we. Marquis de Perſan has put into Stenay, the 
1$ ]afſt month, one hundred horſe of his own regiment, Faber's intelligence there being 

diſcovered, and ſome ſuffered and acquitted, as I writ in my former. c 

Marquis de Noirmoutier has furniſhed boats and other proviſions for that ſiege. I hear 

juſt now, Conde's forces appeared near Guiſe, within five leagues of Stenay, which cauſed 

Turenne to march that way. Stenay is defended by 1600 men: a German commands 

in the town for the king of Spain, and in the citadel Monſ. comte de Chamilli. They 

mount at guard every day in the citadel one hundred Spaniards of the city. They have 
orders from Condé, in caſe the town ſhould be taken, that all the gariſon ſhould retire 
into the citadel. The baſtions of the citadel are very little, yet ſtrong enough ; and it is 
upon an height: many peaſants are working within it. | 

The king and cardinal, with many of the court, were ſeeing la Ferte's army in a ren- 
dezvyous : his majeſty took much pleaſure in 800 dragoons he ſaw there, of which 400 
went all in blue, and the other 400 in red. Some of their coaches were broken there by 
the cavalry, and among the reſt, that of the reſident of Genoa, They ſent lately a 
gentleman from court to Blois, to anſwer the duke of Orleans's compliments after the 
king's coronation. 

Mademoiſelle, laſt ſaturday, was within twelve leagues hence, in a houſe belonging to 
one of the treaſurers, called M. de Chemin, near Meaux. Yeſterday ſhe returned to 
Pons, and goes within few days to St. Fargeau, and from thence to Blois. | 

The parliament of the ſovereignty of Dombes, having condemned to death ſome offi- 
cers of the regiments, that were there in gariſon, the archbiſhop of Lions undertook to 
accommodate the buſineſs between them, having paſſed his word, that they would do no 
more harm; yet notwithſtanding, the troops being together appeared in a manner to 
beſiege the town; which the townſmen took ill, and complained to the ſaid parliament, 
who were reſolved to put ſome others yet to death. The archbiſhop ordered two coun- 
ſcllors of the parliament to be committed in a place called Pierre Anciſe, where they yet 
remain. 

The buſineſs of the government of Maziers and mont Olimpe is accommodated between 
the cardinal and the governors of the ſaid places. |

It 1s written, that the cardinal is very ob 
nate in that deſign ; and as it is thought, that the Spaniards intereſt is ſooner to take * 
other place for themſelves, than to conſerve that for Monſ. le prince. The wiſeſt fort hold 
and many lay, that the ſaid cardinal will maſter it; and ſo much the rather, that M. .

SIR, | 

YEſterday, aboute four miles ere we came to the Loughead, we diſcovered part of ti 

enemie, their number 600 horſe and foot, under the command of Drummond, Ervii, 
Mercer, and Selkirk. They gave back, and we purſued them ten miles. We killed 07: 
captain Goodfellow, an Engliſhman, and ſome other; took about ten priſoners, and "xt 
horſe : the ground did not favour us, and the horſe were ſpent, otherwiſe we had given! 
better account ; however, they are diſperſed. They left much proviſion behind In th! 
quarters, both dreſſed and undreſſed: we took many plundered cowes from them. 
deſire you, ſend me eight days proviſion with all poſſible ſpeed for this brigade.

This is 
all he writes in this letter. In another of yeſterday's date, he ſends to me for eight days 
roviſion more; which I ſend this day in the Mountaineer ſhallop, that was drawn over 
land in Loughnes. He tells me, the general hath ſent for him to caſtle Ruthin in Badge- 
nogth, where one of my company is gariſoned, which is 24 mules from this place, and 26 
miles from hence, to the head of the. EE eS where col. Morgan's brigade hes; and 
about 12 or 14 miles from the Loughead to Ruthin caſtle. A friend from Dornoch in 
Sutherland informed me laſt night, that the enemy marched over the hulls of that country 
the ninth of June, and thoſe kept the paſs, marched after them the 12" ditto. A major 
of horſe, with a commanded party of 48 horſe and 100 foot, are ſtill in Cathneſs; moſt of 
the people, that went with Middleton out of Sutherland, are returned home, and inform 
they left him in Inneroe the 14" of June. Another intelligence, which came this morning 
from Glemmoriſton's bounds, informs me, Middleton and Drummond's party are joined 
in Strathclening in the marſhes of Kingtneile, and thence brought 1000 cows for their 
army's uſe. They are eſteemed in all about 3500 horſe and foot, and that intended to 
march yeſterday into Glengarries bounds : if this proves true, the enemy will be this day 
within fix or eight miles of colone] Morgan's brigade.

1 HAVE none from you the laſt poſt; nor have I much to trouble you with at preſent, 
The 26 I adviſed you of my returne from Zealand, and how 1 founde commoditis 
there. Alſo I ſent you the names of thoſe you deſired, as exactly as my memorye gave me 
By the next I ſhall be able to write you more certaine, intendinge to goe to ſeverall of the 
laces, as x and opportunitie permit. I am informed, the princes royall, contrary to 
Fer counſell, is reſolved to goe the next wenſday to the Spa, to meet her brother. Letten 
faye, the duke of Brandenburg and count Willem of Frieſland are to be alſo there. Doub. 
leſs if fo, they muſt have ſome deſingne to conſult of for the aſſiſtance of that family, The 
ſpeech is, the queen of Sweden is to come thither ; but ſhe hath loſt their good opinion, | 
by her late-made alliance with you. The towne of Amſterdam built four men of war 


for convoyes for ſome of their owne ſhipps to the Streights, and tooke on men in the 
name of the burgemaſters and the republick of Amfterdam ; which the ftates genenl 
have forbidden, and arreſted their ſhips ; which the towne for preſent obey, but not wit 
out diſcontent, and maye in tyme diſpleaſe the high and mightie.

the deſcribing the ſtate of affaires, or penetrate into the deſignes or actions of the higher 
ſpheares; yet to fulfil your commands, I will attempt it, although my weakenes render 
me ſubject to error, in handeling of affaires beyond my reach and practice. I ſhall there- 
fore ſpeake to the things apparant heere. Wee have prepared, and are making ready, a 
fleete, which will containe 120 ſhips and frigats, whereof are ſheathed or lined under water, 
about 40 frigats. The waters never did beare more faire frigats then this commonwealth ſets 
forth; and let them take their courſe where they pleaſe, the ſea is their owne, unles God 
alter things beyond mens expectations. With this fleet is to joyne part of the fleet of 
Holland, and will be divided into ſeveral ſquadrons, upon ſeverall deſignes, which will 
not be imparted, till they are farr at fea; nor doe the commanders themſelves know, 
where they ſhall goe, untill they ſhall arrive at a certaine heighth, where their commiſ- 
hon is to be opened, and then fall on their courſe, where they are deſigned. In Scotland, 
it is ſaid, there are with the enemies of this commonwealth a numerous armie : but what 
can they doe, having noe ſupply of _ or proviſion ? We make no queſtion to ſwallow 
them up at a bitt; to which purpoſe moſt of the forces of this nation, and a great part 
of thoſe of Ireland, are ſent into Scotland, the one from hence by land, and the other to 
land at the Highlands. When we end that worke, we intend not to be idle, but ſhall 
find ſome footing with you there, unleſſe you conclude a peace with Spaine to prevent it; 
and I believe you will ſoon ſee there your ambaſſador, who is not like to agree with us: 
and J am confident, ſhould he be able to have any concord with us heere, there would 
be little expectation, that ever yours would looke on concluding a peace with Spaine. 
And I am of the fame oppinion of the other fide, that if Spaine hold faſt with us, he 
will be backward in making a peace there. Thus each look on their owne private ends 
to rune one another, and little regard, what deſtruction will come to religion and ſoules 
ſwallowed in herefie, when God by his juſt judgement will render them both a prey to thoſe 
people. It is conceaved, all the ſheathed ſhips will attempt the king of Spaine's plate-fleete, 
or the iſland of Hiſpaniola in the Weſt Indias, and perhaps both: that a ſquadron of the 
other ſhipps will be for the Streights, to annoy you and the duke of Florence; and that 
the third ſquadron ſhall wait this channell, both to hinder reliefe for Scotland, and to 
trouble your trade, and, if opportunity ſerve, attempt you alſoe. I doe verily think, 
that the ſheathed ſhipps will attempt both the Spaniſh fleet and Hiſpaniola; for we love 
Sold and ſilver dearly. If we ſhould have the fleet, it would ſupply us for a long time;

THE deteſtation, which hath been occaſioned by the late rebellion in Ireland, i ſo 
univerſal, that there hath ſcarce been a houſe left undemoliſhed, fitt for an Engliſh- 
man to dwell in, out of walled rowns in Ireland, nor any timber left (except in very few 
places) undeſtroyed; whereby ſuch people, as have and ſhall come over to plant tis 
land, might build unto themſelves convenient habitations. And the act for encoulage- 
ment of navigation prohibiting the Dutch to bripg hither timber and boords from Spruce 
and Norway, doth wholly deprive ſuch as deſire to uſe their induſtry in replanting tlus 
land, of meanes to build neceſſary accomodation, the Engliſh merchants not tracing 
hither in that comodity. And in caſe ſome few Engliſhmen doe bring ſmall quantities 
they worke fo farre upon the neceſſities of the people, that they inhance the rates ſo 
exceſſively, that the generality of the people cannot ſupply themſelves.

OURS I received by the laſt, in the preſence of your old friend and correſpondent, A.D.16 54. 
who has been ſick here ſince his return from Ratiſbon. He is not able to write: 1 
he thanks you for news, and is ſorry he cannot furniſh you as well as he might, if he he oa 
were in health. He gave me orders to write to you, that the lord Wilmot has been 
making of his collections for R. C. that he was to meet him at the Spa, to give him 
account of all : he believes they are all there, or nearer at home ; and that if the affairs 
in Scotland permit it, they will all thither. The queen of Swedland's coming to the 
Spa, he knows not what to _ 4 2 e but believes it is not for R. C. as is 
, but for ſome other reſpect, as ſoon will appear. 
5 has been e for the fickneſs of the king of the Romans: his 
majeſty was taken with a fever furiouſly ; and after two days they diſcovered it was the 
ſmall pox : ſo that they are now merrier here, and doubt not of his recovery, fo far 
that the emperor and empreſs are gone to recreate themſelves out of this city, and the 
king, of the Romans is to follow, as ſoon as he ſhall be perfectly recovered. From 
Poland here is nothing certain: the affairs will go better for that king. 
We have here notice from Conſtantinople, that there was fought a great and bloody 
battle at ſea, betwixt the Turks and Venetians, for two days together, without intermiſ- 


ſion, at the Dardanelles ; and that many were ſlain of both ſides. The Turks had the

An intercepted letter. 


SIR, 


DOUBT not but you know hw things are and have been with us; what diſtractions we Vol. xv; 
I have had about this plott, how many committed about it, of whom few I believe are p. 128. 


gullty, or will ſuffer, onely by being committed. I doubt not but you remember how 
often I writt, that theſe petty plotts would not do the buſines ; the wiſe or rich men 
would not undertake them; fooles or beggars could not act them or keep council; whoſever 
firſt undertook them, knew not the wayes to advantage the king. I trouble you no farther 
herewith, but give you an accompt how things ſtand now. We are in this land full of 
diſtractions and diſcontents; a very little probability from abroad of the king's ability to 
do any thing, would make us in a moſt miſerable condition. The protector and all his 
council feare this land the moſt I ever knew any people; and in order to theire preſerva- 
tion, keepe ſtrong guards, forty every night on ſentinel at Whitehall, and twenty more in 
armes ready for a call: our council have no time to do any publique buſines; ſelfe-pre- 
ſervation is and has been theire onely work this long time. This adds to the diſcontents 


already given to all perſons. Our trade dos not at all increaſe, nor our goods heighten in - 


price. Corn was expected to have riſen after the Dutch peace; but contrarily it is fallen 
trom three ſhillings to two ſhillings per buſhell ; and now there is known of a new diviſion 
among the Dutch, which moſt ſuppoſe will occaſion a new war, corn will come to nothing. 
Theſe and many other things, as continuation of taxes, putting up an high court of 
juſtice, puts all men to their wits end ; fo that if Scotland be held up with a little ſupply, 
and a few landed here in this land, this power would ſoon be overturned ; for as I always 
writ, ſo now again, there was never people leſs valued, leſs loved, or leſs able to ma- 
nage things of this high concernment, then the protector and his council. The leaſt 
diſturbance in the land would make this appear; but before that, I look for no good. I 
aſſure you, in all this land, there is not at preſent but four regiments of foot, ſeven hundred 
in each by the eſtabliſhment, ſix regiments of horſe, three hundred in each; in all but 
two thouſand eight hundred horſe and foot. Almoſt all theſe are in and near this town, and 
they are too few, were the leaſt trouble in -any part of the land from hence to the point of 
Cornwall, but thoſe few in Portſmouth and Plimouth, not a hundred men ; in South and 
North- Wales not two hundred men; from hence to Berwick and Carliſle, not a man, but 
what's in them two and in Hull, without ſome few in York. There were four hundred 
foot in Yarmouth, and thoſe on this plott were ſent for in all haſt to preſerve us here, 
who are to ſtay here; fo that you may ſee our ſtrength and our diſtractions. As to our 
condition for mony, we have not a penny in any treaſury ; no man will truſt us any. We 
nave, before the parliament fits, paſs'd an act in our council for ſix months aſſeſment 
120,000 l. for three months, 90,000 l. for the ſecond three months, but that's only a 
trick; for our neceſſity will be more the ſecond three months than now.

So that you may ſee our charge is at this inſtant, 48,000 1. monthly, more 
than our comings-in, and reckon never a penny for our Engliſh army, which I believe is 
avout twenty-five thouſand pounds monthly, by reaſon their pay is ſo high; ſo that we 
ipend 75,000 1. monthly, more than our coming-in. How we ſhall have it, I know not; 
more than the tax the people cannot pay, nor we dare impoſe. Diſtractions are in all the 
amis in England, Ireland and Scotland, and will increaſe when the parliament fits ; for 


eme, nay moſt, I believe, be for the parliament ; for many, if not moſt of the parlia- 


ment men, that were formerly abuſed, will be choſen; this I am ſure of, and could give 
calons, but that I ſhould hazard my own and ſome friends harme. General Monk, when

Out of England we ſhall not be able to ſend any more me 
to Scotland; for we are not able to fill up our companies about this town, although they 
have twelve-pence the day, by reaſon, when they want men for Scotland, the laſt comes 
into the company, goes firſt away to Scotland, which trick is now known to all. Nen, 
harveſt is come, and men get fixteen-pence a day for work, ang victuals plenty, that men i 
may live without being ſoldiers, which formerly they could not, all victuals being dex, i 
and many men more in the land, than now are; there having been deſtroyed fince theſe 
times, of the Engliſh, upwards of 250,000 men in Ireland, England, and Scotland. Out 
of Ireland we will not be able to fend many, that land wanting many to plant it; and 
beſides, we fear both the Iriſh and the Scots, beth which are diſcontented ſufficiently, and 
there being at leaſt 150,000 Iriſh, and 60,000 Scots, fighting men in the land, and not 
above 16,000 men to keep theſe quiet; and although there ſhould ſome conſiderable 
number go from Ireland, Scotland being kept up, difcontents would carry them ratherto 
ſerve the king than the protector. I aſſure you, the diſcontents in the army is not little; 
the protector doth ſo abuſe all that are any ways oppoſit to his way, or not approving tis 
actions. When Monk went to Scotland to keep the Anabaptiſt party quiet, when he out:d 
Lilburn out of the command, he makes colonel Overton governor {of Hull, one of the 
ſame judgment, and of great intereſt, being major general of the Scots army : when 
the protector finds Monk well ſettled, he ſends for Overton from Hull, pretending bil- 
neſs keeps him here, he knows not for what.

N Zealand is arrived a gentleman ſrom the protector of England, &c. with a letter to the Vol. xvi. 

ſtates, ſaying, that he had heard, that the ſtates of the ſaid province were angry, be- P. 36. 
cauſe the lords of Holland had concluded with his highneſs a ſecret article concerning 
the ſecluſion of the young prince of Orange and his poſterity; that the ſtates of Zealand did 
inſinuate, as if thoſe of Holland had concluded that article willingly and without any 
neceſſity, for the particular reſpect of thoſe that govern in Holland; but that his highneſs, in 
his ſaid letter to the ſtates of Zealand, did ſignify unto them, that the intention of his highneſs 
was not, nor ever would have been, to have made a peace, if it had not been by the means 
of ſuch an article, and that it was neceſſary for the peace and the obſervation thereof to kee 
firm the ſaid article ; recommending it to thoſe of Zealand, as much as the peace itſelf will be 
dear unto them. It is ſaid, that the ſame gentleman goeth with the like letterunto Frieſland, &c. 

They do likewiſe diſcover, that the confidence between England and Spain is greater 
than that between England and France ; yea that the alliance between the two firſt 1s con- 
cluded, there remaining nothing more to be done than ſigning. And if it be true, as the 
report faith, that the Engliſh by virtue of the ſeventeenth article will have their ſhips to 
go as far as Antwerp, Zealand will be ſo much the more troubled at it. 

The inventor of that moſt wonderful ſhip at Rotterdam, who had given notice upon 
the ſixth day of July to make his trial, (there being deputed the lords Vander Meyden, 
Veth, Woltsen, and Iſbrants) hath given notice again, that he ſhall not be ready yet for 
ſome days, ſeeking the device of ſome certain iron, which he ſtandeth in need of; but 
men do believe and fear, that he will find the ſaid device.

8 IN CE our letters by the poſt we have been ſufficiently informed, that ſome merchuntz 
N and ſkippers are reſolved to drive ſome kind of commerce from hence to Antwerp; and 
to that end and deſign have already a ſhip ready laden in the Downs with ſugars, expecting 
a paſs from his highneſs. Here is alſo another ſhip making ready, which hath received 
likewiſe part of her cargo on board for that deſign, which they do ſeem herg to ground 
upon the ſeventeenth article.

BY my laſt from Fiall of the firſt of May, 1654; I preſented you with a perticular vol. xvi. 
accompt of the Lord's providentiall diſpenſations to us in our paſſadge through the p. 52. 


deepes to that tyme, the which, I hope, (through his good hand of giveing leiſtentant 
Thurſton ſaife arival in the Blacke Raven) hath come to your highnes hands; ſince which 
tyme, after the expence of fix weekes tyme from Fiall, he was pleaſed to give unto us 
a faife arrival at Boſton, the fifth of June following. Upon our arival, accordinge to 
your highneſſe inſtructions, we delivered and ſent your highnes letters to the governers 
of the ſcveral colloneyes, upon their receipt whereof the governor of the Maſlachuſetts 
cald the generall court, which was ſo ordered by a former ſeſſion of that court upon the 
intelligence receyved by captain Martin, in the Hope, of our comeing, who arived five 
weakes, and captain Harriſon in the Church, about fourtene dayes before us. The court 
alſembled the nineth of June, who retourned in anſwer unto your highnes's letter to us, 
an order of libertye for raiſeing five hundred volunteers. Upon the ſame day wee had 
wo meſſengers from Plymouth colloney, with a letter expreſſinge their readines to attend 
your highnes's pleaſure for the extirpateing the Dutch.

Y this poſt I had nothing from you, and I have no more to ſay ſince my laſt to you

In mine to you of the 8 inſtant I wrote to you of the ſickneſs of the king of the 
Romans, with great hopes of his recovery; but the day following, being the 9 inſtant, 
he died of the ſmall-pox, his father being abſent three days before at Eberſdorf, think- 
ing the danger not to be ſuch as it fell out to be. This makes the court, this city, and 
all the countries, very penſive; and in truth it is not known, what it may produce. He 


died at two of the clock that morning, and the danger of his death was not apprehended 


by the doctors till eleven hours before his death. The comfort left is of two brothers, 
the eldeſt being thirteen years old, and the other betwixt four and five.

two or three ay ſince. It is ſaid, they will preſent to the generality a writing, which p. 108. 


ſhall ſerve for a refutation to the deduction of thoſe of Zealand, who are yet conſulting 
upon an anſwer, which they are to make to the letter of the lord protector. Thoſe of Frieſland 
have ſent within theſe three days a new proteſtation. Thoſe of Guelderland, Utrecht, and a 
part of Overyſſel, (you muſt know, that that province is divided) have not yet ſent their 
reſolutions. The merchants do complain very much, that the Engliſh do viſit their ſhips, 
which they meet at ſea. Here are divers diſcourſes of the alliance concluded between Spain 
and England, that men cannot tell what to believe of it. The queen of Sweden hath 
quitted her kingdom as well as her crown; and here are letters, that ſpeak her to be 
arrived at Wiſmar, and that ſhe hath till a deſign to come to the Spa, where there is at 
preſent a great deal of company.

M* laſt unto you was the tenth of this month: ſince, the poſt is come, but I recearet 


non from you; however, IJ hope *tis urgent buſines, rather then indiſpoſition of 


health, is the cauſe thereof. Here is little news; the chief inſtruement, that move; t 
people's humours, is the coppy of a letter this weeck come forth, which the proc 
wrote to Zealand; whereof there are ſeverall conſtructions made: ſome ſaye tis y 

friendly; others, that tis menacinge; a third, that the Spaniſh ambaſſador hath prevalkd 
with you to write it, ſuppoſeinge it maye rather increaſe that province's enmitie then 
friendſhip with Holland. When all harde, I finde the wiſer forte to conclude, Zea 
ought and muſt agree with Holland in their votes, rather then make any breach of articl, 
The royall and Orange partie are glad to fee an appearance of any difference betwixt them

Twoe of his ſons are in ſervice with Middleton, whome report continey 
very ſtrong; and his party here dayly expect to heare, if he hath given you an overthroys 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and Sir Compton Spencer, have come out of France hither. 
and, as I am told by ſome of that partie, they are looking for a paſſage into Scotland, 
being ſent from their maſter, whoe will at a diſtance followe them, as buſſineſs ſuccees 
in Scotland. He is by this tyme at Spa, whither his ſiſter the princeſs of Orange is gore 
to meet him: thence he goes to Ceullen, where he intends to ſtaye ſix or eight weecks, 
it may be longer, as he wroate to Webſter of Amſterdam, whoe, I heare, is to meet hin 
there, or at Spa.

But you know, my lord, very well, that affairs of this nature will 
require much time, and eſpecially in ſuch an extraordinary and unheard of buſineſs ; ſo 
chat if the protector doth underſtand, or intends not to proceed in the treaty, till ſuch 
time as Monſ. de Baas be either legally abſolved or condemned, we ſhall be kept for a 
long time altogether uncertain of his intentions.

As tor Monſ. de Baas, I doubt not but he is very innocent of what he ſtands charged 
and although this rencounter be very unhappy to him, the iſſue can be but the more 
honourable for him. I had not the honour to know him ; the occaſion of this voyage 
brought me acquainted with him; but the report of this public complaint will make his 
name famous throughout all Europe. We are told here, that two frigats have viſited the 
ſhips of this ſtate, coming from France; and that they took out all the French paſſengers.

Both our generals Turenne and 
la Ferte were to poſt their forces the fourteenth inſtant at Vitry and Arlus, between Arr 
and Doway, to hinder the convoys of victuals for Arras. 

The regiment of Picardy, with ſome troops of horſe, having attempted to enter into 
Arras, were all defeated by the enemies ; the horſe having failed, the moſt part of the 
foot yielded themſelves as priſoners to the enemies. Such parties and ſkirmiſhes hindered 
the enemies two days from their work in the line, though ſtrong they were, having 2 
leaſt 40,000 peaſants working, every one having a fuzee to defend themſelves, in caſe any 
foot ſhould endeavour to paſs near them; but afterwards they began, and have, as we hear, 
ended the work.

INCE my former I have only to add, beſides what you now have in my letter of vol. xvi. 
8 occurrents, that from court, of Monſ. de Baas nothing is renewed ; but the king andp. 122. 
cardinal, having the protector's letter, conſult what is to be done. A complimental anſwer 
may be ſent; and if the protector moves not in it, Mazarin will eaſily let the matter paſs. 

The cardinal and council are ſo buſy, that Arras may be relieved, Stenay taken, and their 
army increaſe and maintained, that they think leſs of their buſineſs with England ; and 
Mazarin fays, that he will do well enough with England yet, and that Monſ. Bordeaux 
will do all. And indeed Monſ. Bordeaux gives now more hopes of ſucceſs to his negotia- 
tion, than when de Baas was there. This de Baas being ſent away ſo civilly by the pro- 
tector, is a great honour to his highneſs here; for few would do him in ſuch caſes that 
honour for any maſter's ſake. 

All or moſt here are yet of opinion, the protector is ſubject to many dangers Jets 
wherefore he is to have a care, for ſo much ſmoak cannot be without a fire. For R. C. is 
gone to Germany, as you had before; he received the ſums of money from this court; 
and I can aſſure you, Mazarin ſent within theſe four weeks ſupplies of moneys from Hol- 
land to Middleton. R. C. will raiſe ſome men in Germany, and go with them into Scot- 
land, if his majeſty ſhall be there viſible. Wherefore, if you deſign to be free, put an 
end with all ſpeed (if poſſible) to the war in Scotland. R. C. is to receive conſiderable 
ſuccours in Germany; and J have it from ſuch a hand you would give credit to, that he

Galt them unto the height of the empire; God, when they thought themſelves molt 
fire, and were thinking of nothing but congratulations for the ſucceſs of their enterprizes, 
hath blaſted all their hopes, and ſeems to threaten them with that vengeance, which they 
have deſerved long ago for their cruelty. As he faid to Pharaoh, If thou wilt not let my 
firſt-born Iſrael go, I will kill thy firſt-born; ſo he ſeems to ſay to this German Pharaoh, 
Becauſe thou haſt killed my firſt-born in thine own hereditary land, I will kill alſo thy firſt- 
born, and deprive thee of thy inheritance : for the terrible things, which go along with 
this death of the king of the Romans, ſeem to ſpeak no leſs; and fo by the common 
fort they are apprehended.

cruelties. They ſay, that both he and the Jeſuits are extreme ſad and dejected at the 
preſent ſtate of their affairs; that the emperor is fallen into ſeveral ſwooning fits at ſeveral 
mes, when the thoughts of his loſs prevail upon him; and that the Jeſuits having pre- 
pared a comedy, which coſt them ten thouſand pounds, and wherein three hundred perſons

Heaven; ſuch as is an earthquake, which laſted from two of the clock till midnight, with 
2 moſt violent wind, and did three ſeveral times ſhake all the houſes of Vienna with a 
moſt violent concuſſion, which the people take as a very ominous preſage; for ſo it is 
written from thence ſince the death of the emperor's ſon, And it is reported, that the 
eagle, which was kept upon the burgh (I ſuppoſe they mean the caſtle) of Vienna, is flown 
away ; which things make impreſſions at this juncture of time, more than otherwiſe' they 
would do upon the common fort. Though I cannot make inference upon them, yet they 
are not to be wholly diſregarded, although it were for no other cauſe than the impreſſion, 
which the common people receive thereby, which in the changes of ſtates are matters of 
no ſmall conſequence. The papiſts here brag and give out, that our proſperity in Eng- 
land is but like a blaze, which a fire of ſtraw maketh. However, they are much alſo de- 
jected at the death of the king of the Romans, and apprehend it as an ill preſage to their 
papal deſigns, which were beginning to be ſet a-foot every where.

WE have letters from Sedan, of the 6. of this inſtant, that a good ſucceſs of the Vol. xyn 
ſiege of Stenay was ſhortly expected, although Monſ. de Chamilly, governor of the p. 168. 
place, did ſhew ſo much reſolution therein, that the marquis de Gevres his couſin, having, 


tor the ſecond time, ſummoned him from the king to render it, he anſwered ſcoffing, 
that he would not; and that he was ſo faithful'to him, who had truſted him with it, that 
when he ſhould ſee himſelf better. beſieged and battered than he was, he would fire his 
ammunition, and would afterwards ſhew himſelf firſt at the breach with a pike, there to 
perth with his. men. Whereupon the king returned the ſame day to the ſaid ſiege to 


further it, that after that buſineſs ended, all might march to the relief of Arras, where in 


the interim the marſhal of Turenne had orders to prepare himſelf to do well. 

But it hath ſince been written from the ſaid Sedan, that the beſieged of the ſaid Stenay

Before we ＋ . the commiſſioners ſpoke to me on the behalf of his 
highneſs of the debt of Monſ. de Cezi, as intereſted, Mr. Greſne having made this ſtate 
his heir for one half of his right. I rejected this buſineſs, till ſuch time that the buſineſs 
were accommodated with the French. This anſwer did not pleaſe them very well: they 
forbear ſpeaking any further about it, till they are more particularly informed by the mer- 
chants. They have given in here a parcel of fine words to ſtop my mouth withal, and 
the ſaid commiſſioners and alſo the ſecre were at ſuch a little diſtance the one from 
the other, that aſſuredly we muſt agree. But ſome other miniſters of the council could 


declare, that my lord protector will not abandon thoſe of the religion. At the ſame time 


that we were in conference together, Stouppe made his report. I am promiſed to have 
ſome light given me of what he ſaid: he was ſtaid at Dunkirk for a Frenchman, and 
was not ſet at liberty, but upon the letters from hence. I have alſo advice, that very 
lately two proteſtant Frenchmen went for France; the one 1s called Rocourt, of the age 
of forty years; their other qualities, nor under what names they will go, I know not: 
and to prevent all theſe emiſſaries, it would be very neceſſary, that for a while the lords 
governors would examine thoſe that come from England. You have underſtood, my 
lord, by my laſt letters, the ſentence given againſt three of the conſpirators, and five 
Portugueſe z two of the firſt, one a ſchoolmaſter, and the other a gentleman of 22 years, 
were executed on monday laſt. The firſt died in the morning, declaring his innocence 
with great conſtancy : the ſentence of the other was changed, and he had his head cut off 
in the afternoon. After that he had ſuffered the confrontation of his brother upon the 
ſcaffold, to the end he might be convinced before the public; yet notwithſtanding the 
death of both of them did draw tears from all the ſpectators. They executed likewiſe, 
upon the ſame day, one of the Portugueſe embaſſador's men; and in the afternoon his 
brother, aged nineteen years, had his head cut off, The execution was altogether politic. 
[ did all that J could, in favour of the embaſſador of Spain; himſelf writ likewiſe about 
it, being ſolicited unto it by a letter; but all theſe interceſſions were not fo ſtrong as ſome 
other conſiderations. ”

they have glean'd up here and there, and make them all gonners. They promis then 
20 crowns every month, and giv each man 30 or 40 crowns advance- money; which is x 
I beleive they are lyk to hav. The Genowes do not fynd their affairs to hay fo prop; 
tious an aſpect as at firſt. It is not unknown to you, that the yland of Corſica is unde: 
their dominion, which having formerly bin a kingdom, theſe few years ſince, with expence 
of ſom money, the emperor aſſumed the tytle of Sereniſſimo: accordingly they wil hu 
their embaſſadors entertayned. I laſt writ to you of a gentleman they ſent to the prince 
of Italy, who at Florence demaunded to be covered to fit before the great duke, which 
would not be admitted; except he took the tytle of ambaſſador : ſo he is paſt away with. 
out audience: neither wil he fynd better entertainment from any other prince in Italh. 
They have ſent a gally with an ambaſſador for Spain: til his retorn all things remain; 
ſatu quo, without any apparant hoſtillity. They hav about eight thouſand men on theyr 
frontiers. *Tis the general opinion, that they wil be utterly ruined, except they cloſ 
with Spain, from whence they have got all their riches. Theyr own country affori; 
nothing but marble-ſtones. *'T'is ſaid they have liſted lykewys 7000 marriners for fes.

The firſt letter contains, that Mr. ſecretary 
Thurloe upon the monday before was with their lordſhips, and aſſured them, that they 
hould have conference with the commiſſioners the ſame day: but through multiplicity of 
buſineis, the conference was deferred till wedneſday following, when Sir Gilbert Picke- 
ring and Mr. Strickland, with the aſſiſtance of Mr. Jeſſop clerk of the councill, came 
to their houſe; in which conference the ſaid embaſſadors delivered manie complaints at 
the inſtance of the burgomaſters of Amſterdam and others, and demanded juſt and ſuddan 
ſatisfaction; alſo that ſeriouſly they repreſented the buſineſs of the lord Craven and the 
coun of Bohemia, with the letters of recomendation of their mightie highneſles, &c. 
They recite further of that conference; which being (as I ſuppoſe) well known, there

In the ſame letter they moreover write, that they will by all means endeavour to learn 
giſtinctly the negotiation of lord Whitlocke in Swedland, by their frendes ; and failing in

In the ſame letter they write the negotiation with Portugal to be at an end, with

Further they write, that they are daily importuned by the reſidents of Hambourg,

The twenty-ſecond inſtant, the enemy advanced towards our lines, and the day follow- 


ing, he was a league from them, and poſted upon the river Scarp, and another ſmall 
river. The advice we have is, that he has got nine thouſand horſe, and fix thouſand foot, 
a Fertẽ being joined with Turenne. They are on this ſide of the lines towards Doway. 
They put men into Vitri and Lens, there to endeavour to deprive ours from any commu- 
nication with all parts; but they have done it too late, ſince that we are provided within 
the lines with all neceſſaries. 8 

Two hundred horſe were coming hither from Doway, and two hundred more of the 
Croats regiment another way, with ſome powder in bags behind them, ſome few of which 
miſcarried by the way; ſome fifty bags having taken fire, not known how; the reſt came 


ſafe, and the enemy did no harm to them. We wanted no powder; but however, leſt it 


ſhould happen to be ſo, more was provided for. 


Our attacks have been advanced with much celerity and ſucceſs, eſpecially that in which 


the Spaniards and Walloons are, they being joined at this ſiege, and valiant Conde 1s not 
behind. The Lorrainers, behave themſelves very well; ſo do all. | 

Even now I hear, that letters are come, that the covered . . . . . . . of Arras, the 
counterſcarp, and all the outworks are taken by this army, and that two hundred waggons 
are taken and brought by ours within their lines, and that all convoys yet ſent to our 
army are ſafely arrived. By the next I preſume you may hear more of this ſiege. 

As for Stenay, it is moſt gallantly detended, there being in the citadel and town about 
1:00 men, and not above 5000 men now in the ſiege. Since their works were finiſhed, 
mne reſt are all with Turenne and la Ferte before Arras. It is hoped, that Arras ſhall be 
ken before Stenay can be, and allo that Stenay may be relieved; but time will let us ſee 
what this ſhall be. 

Ihe ſtates of the dukedom of Brabant, by the archduke's advice, have reſolved to make 
15 a body of 4000 men, and to entertain them at their own charge during this campaign; 
and all the ether provinces proportionably are reſolved to do the like, and by that means 
ve a ſecond powerful army all this ſeaſon. It is incredible to ſee the willingneſs of all 


the countries to win Arras from the enemy; all forts of people not ſparing any thing they

of ſome articles ſent by our embaſſador Bordeaux, which were ſent to him from the lord pro- 
tector, by two or three of the council; and I am aſſured ſome of them will not be aſſented 
to in this court. Some of the council are appointed to view them, and to preſent their 
ſenſe ; and that will not ſo ſoon be done becauſe of the ſeaſon, which is now only looked 
upon here, the enemy being powerful and dangerous ; and they are here of opinion little 
ſhall be done in their treaty with the protector, till your next parliament, when they 
expect great diſſentions in England, as they have (as they ſay) by ſure intelligence from 
England, to which they here will heartily contribute; and Monſ. de Baas's abſence is 
much lamentad ; for I can aſſure you, he was more truſted in England than Monſ. Bor- 
deaux, and that made him more knowing and ſolicitous in the late deſign than Monſ. 
Bordeaux. Of Monſ. de Baas I have nothing more to ſay as yet, than what you had in my 
former letters; neither do I know, whether the king or C. Mazarin have yet given orders 
tor an anſwer to be given to the protector's laſt letters touching Monſ. de Baas. 

France expects great quarrels in England, and in the United Provinces; and the war in 
Scotland 1s a foundation laid for greater deſigns, as you had formerly. R. Carolus will 
be ſoon there, if he can; and if your protector will ſet ſuddenly an end to that war in 
Scotland, it will do more good than can be imagined. I gave you enough of this before.

There is not above two thouſand foot in the town, We 
four hundred horſe, which is nothing to defend ſuch a town. The prince of Conde is mu 
joyed for this place, which is the moſt important place, which the French have, being the! 
place of arms, their magazine, their retreat, and what not? Our army is twenty-ſix tho. 
ſand men effective. The archduke Leopold is here, and the new duke of Lorri: 
Succours have been tempted ſeveral times, but to no purpoſe, except they engage cd 
lines with a very great army. I ſent yeſterday an expreſs to Bruſſels, to ſee if any It 
were come there from you. We are with the Spaniards, and not with Conde, Str 
Robers 8 ion is admitted general under the prince, an honourable, profitable, and good 
command.

It is remarkable and true of ſome things, that happened at Vienna ſome few days before 
the death of the king of the Romans. The night he ſickened, being ſaturday, an eagle, 
that was fed in the caſtle forty years, flew away, and placed herſelf upon the top of St. 
MichaePs church, where many other birds of ſeveral ſorts gathered about her, where of 
mere grief ſhe died; and the night the king died, the young eagles flew alſo out of the 
caſtle, and not yet known, whither they are gone, Many other ſigns happened too tedious

Sig, | 29. July, 1654. [N. S.] 
TTAVING received yours of the 23* of this preſent month, I can tell you, that your A. D. 1654. 
government is much admired here by all men; you hanging and cutting off heads. 
yet no diviſions or trouble, which is much expected by your enemies. It is believed, aye XV1. 

our government cannot hold long in that faſhion : yet the beheading of the Portugal P. 27": 
embaflador's brother is not diſpleaſing or wonderful to honeſt men; but the action he 
committed is worſe eſteemed, and only taken for madneſs and temerity, not for any gal- 
lantry or courage; fo they ſay, juſtice ſhould be conſidered over all things, yet concerning 
ſuch a perſon, that grace ſhould take place; which is all here ſaid of that matter. 

Hence the letters from Stenay, dated the 224, report, our infantries were very ill uſed 
by that gariſon; and that all we have done there, or gained hitherto, we loſt in an hour's 
time, and the ſame day the regiment of Bretagne was wholly defeated, endeavouring to 
ſurpriſe a demi-lune near the citadel. That regiment conſiſted of 400 men, the firſt day 
they came to that ſiege; now all that reſts of them is four officers, and eleven ſoldiers; 
and in fine, we are no more advanced now at that ſiege than the firſt day. 160 Switzers of 
the guard were ſlain there, and the reſt of our foot ſay plainly, they will not meddle in 
any more : upon which the council ſat, and reſolved to continue the ſiege in form; and 
Faber's advice was to it, who expects the baton du mareſchal, if the place be taken. Now 
| the ſaid Faber begins to work two places, near the counterſcarp, where ours were beaten 
| off, before he began; and alſo a gallery over the foſſes to paſs ; but we hear the enemies 
ſet it on fire. Other letters from that place of the 23d bring, that the king was to go to 
the camp that day; and that Faber ſent to his majeſty, ſignifying Mr. Chamilly governor 
of the citadel deſired him to ſend him a chirurgeon in the place; but that was refuſed, 
becauſe they had not enough in the camp of ſuch : yet they told him, if he had pleaſed 
to ſend them his ſon, they would cure him as well as they could. Marquis De Querna- 
dan a Breton is dead of his wounds, on our ſide; ſo is count de Blays, the marquis De 
Bouvray captain of the guard, and Monſ. De Geuvers ; alſo marquis De Humiers wounded. 
It was written before, that the court was to depart Sedan the 27th: but theſe laſt letters 
do not confirm it; and ſo *tis thought they will remain there, till the 4000 men, that come 
from Guienne, be arrived at the ſiege ; for the moſt part of the troops at Stenay muſt be 
with the king, where he gocs. In 15 days they expected the ſaid troops there. | 
The prince of Tarante has made his peace with the court, and accepted of an amneſty. 
As for the ſiege of Arras, the letters from the frontiers confirm, that the enemies will 
find much difficulty to take that place, Turenne and la Ferte being well poſted to hinder 
= ther proviſions in one way, and count de Broglio with his gariſon in another way. 
= Mr. de Turcnne writ a letter to his wife here, of the 23d inſtant, in which he ſignifies, he 
WW cctcated a convoy of powder and bullets of 500 horſe of the enemies, coming to their 
amp, the day before he writ the ſaid letter, and forced them to leave the bullets there; 
pr which he was to ſend a convoy: as for the powder, he gave fire to it. 
2 But other letters from his camp of the 25 bring, that a convoy of the enemies of 
= 43000 horle paſſed through Turenne's camp, and arrived ſafe in the prince Conde's quar- 
= ts, who, they ſay, is a little indiſpoſcd. The ſon of Mr de Cumont, a counſellor in 
= parliament, being wounded dangerouſly, and taken priſoner by P. Conde, was ſent upon 
his word by the ſaid prince in his own coach to Peronne, and the prince offered to cure 
em, if he had ſtay'd; and offered him alſo a prieſt, to confeſs and receive: but he, being 
oi the Reformed, would not accept of it, ſaying, he would die a Huguenot.

OURS of the laſt I received, by which I underſtand the common occurrents there, 
for which I have not much to return at preſent; but that the diſſentions in the United 
Provinces do continue, as you may have better from other hands. 

Yours to Vienna I ſent, from whence you have now ſome letters, which I believe give 
you aſſurance of the death of the king of the Romans; ſad news in this place 

The gentleman you deſigned for the Spa, within two days begins his journey; for | 
could not receive the moneys by your bills till this day. He is not perfect yet in health; 
but will come time enough to overtake R. C. at the Spa, before he ſtirs from thence, x 
you had in my laſt but this; and fince, I cannot give you further relation of him. 

But of the queen of Swedeland, I can aſſure you, lodgings are provided for her at 
Antwerp and in this city by particular perſons ; yet I believe the archduke will give order; 
that for ſome days her majeſty may ſojourn in the palace here; and it gives me to believe, 
her majeſty is to ſtay for ſome time in theſe parts, becauſe houſes are conſigned for her. 
And it may be what is ſaid to be; for R. C. may fall to the archduke's lot, if he wil be 
ſo virile, which is all I have at preſent of that. 

Of the ſieges at Arras and Stenay, I have not much to ſay ſince my former. It 
hoped here, Arras ſhall be taken before Stenay; for already one gate of Arras is poſleſſe 
by the Spaniards, and in their camp powder was wanting to complete the work, as yo 
had in my former; but now all ſupplied, and the ſeveral armies very faithful and vigilant; 
and beyond all, P. of Conde, whoſe valour and vigilance is much applauded. Marſhal 
Turenne's encamping at Monchy, ſo near the enemy, hinders all convoys from Dowzy. 
The enemy ſome few days ſince appeared before our army, but did not advance. Tity 
looked upon us, and after retired to their camp, where they are yet. In the mean tint, 
another deſperate ſally has been made by the beſieged horſe, and worſted at firſt ours, but 
at laſt were beaten back. The enemy, to facilitate all ſuccours to the camp, have gathered 
together ſome forces from their gariſons at la Baſſẽe and Bethune, and left them in Lor. 


The twenty-fifth of laſt month arrived in our camp a convoy from Aire, with twenty-five 


waggons laden with powder and ſome pieces of artillery ; ſo that as now we are provided. 
The prince of Conde has taken the counterſcarp from them, being greatly beaten from 
it, near the gate of Ronvill, which we poſſeſs; but by the wing of the Spaniards a1 
Conde, his men being molt Iriſh, eight captains were loſt of our ſide, beſides other officers. 
The Lorrainers in like manner gained a demi-lune in the place where they are; ſo that we 
hope ſoon to be maſters of the town. |

poſſibly be really intended for thoſe parts. The ſhip with armes, &c. which Sir John 
mentions, I have diſcovered thee is to be loaden by one William Griflone, a Scottiſh Dutch 
merchant here. So ſoone as Marſh and Waites return with money and orders, 1 doubt not 
but your highneſſe will give order with ſpeed, how to proceed in that and other buſineſſe 
remonſtrated in my laſt.

The ſame day Turenne ſent 
ſome foot and horſe to the field, hearing the great convoy was coming; but as we are 
informed, count Broglio met them with 300 horſe, to guard them before the reſt : which 
Broglio ſeeing, was ture they were his; ſo the guard fled away, and Broglio took poſſeſ- 
ſion of the waggons : but Conde came behind him with 6000 horſe, and cut him all in 
pieces, and Broglio eſcaped narrowly into la Baſſẽe, being wounded. During this time 
Turenne endeavoured to raiſe the ſiege, hearing Conde was abſent; but all in vain ; he was 
repulſed with loſs.

yet a matter of conſequence to the prince: ſo that now the French have given over all 
hopes of relieving Arras, and have laid ſtrict ſiege to Stenay, which before was only 
blockt up. TI believe Arras will be taken this next week. The king of France and the 
cardinal had like to have been taken the laſt week; the king coming from the ſiege to 
Sedan, as he had often done, Maſſeene the prince's lieutenant general was gone into a wood, 
where the king was to paſs hard by with 500 horſe. The king and cardinal coming after 
their wonted manner, the king being before with ſome twenty or thirty horſe, Maſleene 
let them pals ; ſeeing two or three hundred coming cloſe after, imagined the king wa 
there, and ſo fell upon him, and killed and took moſt of his men; but his prey (the king) 
by that miſtake got away, and alſo the cardinal, ſafe into Sedan.

withdraw to their homes, or to remain in the prince of Conde's ſervice, unleſs they ha 
rather be in his majeſty's, which 1s the trueſt news known here at preſent. The letter, 
which did yeſterday acquaint us therewith, add, that after this ſucceſs his ſaid majeſty 
would come to la Fere, and from thence to Peronne, to hinder, if poſſible, the taking 
of Arras, which would be very uneaſy, being, I am told, the Spaniards receive daily 
refreſhings notwithſtanding marſhal Turenne's endeavours to hinder it, and that by the 
laſt letters come from thence the beſieged were ſo preſſed, that the marquis of Mondejey, 
their commander, had written to the ſaid marſhal of Turenne by a letter, intercepted n 
a loaf carried by a countryman, that he was not able to hold out many days, unleſs he 
were relieved. The ſame letters bear, that Monſ. le prince had not gotten the beſt in 
the aſſaults mentioned by the gazette of Paris, faying that the dearth of livelihood wa 
great in the Spaniards camp; but we ſhall hear next week more intereſted particularitics;

OUR laſt letters of the ſixteenth and twentieth of this month were ſent to me to 
this city. Here I am come from Amiens, being ſent by Mon. le Teller, ſecretary 0 
ſtate, to give order for money and proviſions for the king's army, which is encampe 
within a quarter of a mile of the lines of circumvallation made by the enemy for the ficg: 
of Arras, which the governor doth defend very ſtoutly. We hoped we ſhould have been 
able to have debarred all proviſions from getting to the enemies camp, and by that means 
to have forced them through hunger, and want of ammunition, to have raiſed the ſiege ; 
but now they begin to have proviſions and other refreſhments to paſs ſafely to them, either 
by force or treachery; ſo that I do verily believe we ſhall engage the enemies lines, it we 
perceive the place in danger, as it is very much feared. However this will not be attempted 
till the very laſt; for we do conceive the governor hath where withal to hold out a mont! 
longer ; fo that in the mean time the enemies army will diminiſh, and ours increaſe ; and 
in caſe Stenay is taken within eight or ten days, as we hope it will, then will the king com. 
hither in perſon to favour with his preſence, and the troops relief of Arras.

News from Zurich to Mr. Stouppe. 


FEORENCE doth arm for fear of the Engliſh and Dutch. Genoa makes alſo mighty Vol. xvi. 
preparations againſt Spain. France and Savoy offer them any aſſiſtance, and Venice P. 42. 
ſends her excuſes. The pope is well in health, but ill with the Spaniards, whoſe embaſſa- 
dor hath preſented unto the lady Olympia ſome medicinal ſtones, ſet up with diamonds in 
boxes of pure gold. Milan's forces are not yet in the field, but expect orders and money 
from Spain. Some French and Bavarians march through Tonon, towards the lake of 
Cencva. The horſe, which did quarter in the territory of Ges, are gone, having intirely 
1uined that poor people, being almoſt all Proteſtants. The prior of St. John doth ancw 
trouble Geneva, concerning the goods of the church, which that ſtate doth poſſeſs not- 
withſtanding all the king's decrees. Letters have been ſent to the cantons, and to the 
emoaſſador of France in Switzerland: ſome great perſons are concerned therein, who, not 
Caring to act openly, ſet other men to work. God divert thoſe deſigns, which tend to the 
tum of that poor town! The aſſembly of Baden doth ſtill hold. Monſ. Stokard, our 
deputy in England and Holland, made relation of all, the laſt Lord's day, before the ſtates 
ot the reformed cantons, in a ſpeech of four hours, and purpoſes to do the like before the 
nate of Zurich in preſenting public letters. They are well ſatisfied with his negotiation ; 
but perplex'd at the difference, which ariſes on the ſubject of the houſe of Orange, in which 
the clector of Brandenbourg, and ſome other princes, declare themſelves wholly concerned. 
It were well done to find in that conteſtation ſome prudent means of qualification. The 
I rench embaſſador makes but a ſmall progreſs in the alliance, which he preſſes much, yet 
without any probable ſucceſs, ſince the cantons demand their pay, which cannot be given 
tem. Berne hath not received ſatisfaction at Paris in the matter, for which they had ſent 
agent. The affair of the queen's jewels, which the captains of Switzerland had carried 
Yay irom Paris, is now upon debate, wherein an agreement ſhall like wiſe be very neceſſary. 
They will reform the policy or government of the bailiffs, but not without oppoſition. 
Mont, Dury labours very hard in his deſign, and with a great foreſight. Monſ. Pell 
expects the anſwer of the cantons, and will govern himſelf according to the intentions of 
his highneſs the lord protector. The Proteſtant Griſons, who are for the good cauſe, wiſh

inciples, and intruſte the ſecret management of his affayres to ſuch hands aboute him, 
i; his frends might ſecurely confide in, they woulde adventure both theyr lives and fortunes 
fr his recovery. To ſecond this, immediately after, one colonel Phillips was employ'd to 
him by others to the ſame purpoſe: and allbeit I beleve there was much of reallity in theiſe 
meſſages, yet I doe not doubt, but that the perſons and theyr deſignes were repreſented 
by Hide and Ormonde, (whoe procured themſelves to be recommended as fitteſt for truſte) 
with greater advantages, then either could produce for the ſtrengthening of theyr owne 
credit with their maſter; by which means they weaned theyr king from the government of 
his mother's councille, and have ever ſince bownde him abſolutely up to theyr owne ſence. 
The foundation of all theyr deſignes (as I have formerly mentioned) was to have caſte 
himſelfe totally one the epiſcopall party, that being likelyeſt to engage England. As 
for Scotland, 1t being (to uſe theyr owne phraſe) under the ſlavery of the Engliſh con- 
queſt, they woulde now embrace theyr king's intereſt upon his owne terms, to free them- 
ſelyes from their preſent bandage : beſides, Midleton and Glencarne, to get themſelves 
into the chief power of managing all affayres relating to the king's recovery in that nation, 
undertook his ſervice there, upon the aforementioned conditions. 

Theyr deſignes for England were, firſt, the getting of a conſtant contribution of monyes 
for theyr king's ſupporte, from ſome of his friends, who were able and willing to ſpare it; 
the ſecond, that they ſhowlde rayſe a banke of mony to be employed towards the accom- 
modation and mayntaynance of forces, when occaſion ſhowlde ſerve. | 

The third was to prepare partyes in all parts of the kingdome to riſe, to lay deſignes 
for the poſſeſſing guarriſons, where they ſhowlde receive advertiſments from theyr king, 
that it was ſeaſonable. | 

The fourth was to uſe all poſſible means to engage ſome conſiderable perſon of the 
Engliſh armye, which wowlde bee both great ſecurity and encouragement to all others. 

The fifth was the killing of the lord protector. This particular admitted of much

Others were of oppinion, that if attempted, the deſigne was equally probable to fayle as 
to ſucceed 3 and if it did miſcarry, wowlde pull a great diſreputation and prejudice both 
upon his perſon, cauſe, and party: if it did take effect, and yet fayle in the mayne end of 
producing his recovery, it woulde in all likelyhoode ſacrifice his party, through the vin- 
cicative rage of the ſoldiery, and fix a perpetual odium both upon him and his buſineſs; 
and that it might rather hinder then contribute to his reſtauration, in that ſome other (to 
ule their owne words) of equal parts, and leſs obnoxious to the univerſality of the nation, 
woulde probably ſucceed in the lord protector's place. | 

As to the firſt, of rayſing money for theyr king's ſubliſtance, he hath received, theiſe 
tawe years paſt, (which his mother and Jermyn hath knowne of, beſides what they have 
not been privye to) 14 or 15000 |. ſterling per annum out of England. Theiſe ſomes 
following I have knowre, of from Mr. Seymour, about e year and a halfe ſince, a thouſand 
pounds; by Sir Gilbert Tallbot, about the ſame tyme, eightteen hundred pounds; by Mr. 
Villars, abour-fourteen or fifteen months ſince, either five or ſix hundred pounds to the 
king, beſides ſome that he was permitted to reſerve for himſelfe: moneys were ſeveral 
mes returned by Mr. Aſhburneham, but what ſomes I knowe not; and by colonel 


Phillips: twice Mr. Seymoure brought over a conſiderable lome, when he was lately there

And this was agreed upon him, even thowgh he fell in the attempt, as a pious, 
virtuous, and glorious enterprize, long before Gerard or Fitz James came over; and the 
king was then ſoe farr from diſapproving the effect, that he put them to perſwade it, and 
met with the perſon to treat with him about it; but finding him more unapt then he 
expected, left him unſatisfied. For Jack Gerrard, he mett with the king in my lord 
Gerard's chamber two or three nights after his arrivall at Paris, about ten of the clock 
diſcourſed with him about it, and with Fitz James aparte, concerning all his deſignes for 
he came full fraught with variety of projects. There were preſent in the chamber colonel 
Whitlye, lord Gerard, captain Griffin, Fitz James, and major Gerard.

Robert's agent, and by his means had acceſs to the prince, propoſed his deſign to him, 
with what he deſired.

Of the company of the guards were ſix ſerjeants : one is impotent, who doth enjoy his 
ſalary.

Afterwards captain Perceval was ſpoken to, and told, that their noble great lordſhips 
were reſolved to divide the company of the guard, and to ſtrengthen them with the four 
companies there preſent, and that they had thought fit to make him major over them, 
giving him to that end a commiſſion of major over the four companies of the Holland 
guard. I he like commiſſion was given to capt. Beaumont, and capt. Pauw, and captain van 
Stecrenburch.

It is writ in ſuch vaſt and 
general terms, that it doth look more like a declaration than a letter; and it may be, that 
it is done out of prudence, not to engage themſelves to treat particularly of their affair, 
wherein they think the lord protector ought not to trouble himſelf to enter upon.

French camp before Arras, 15. Aug. 1654. [N. S.] 
SIR, 
M* laſt gave you full account of what my knowledge could lead me to, concerning this vol. ii. 
ſiege, being one of the greateſt and moſt famous that has been in a long time. What p. 120. 
ſince, is thus: Laſt night the king of France came to Peronne : this night we expect the 
army that was about Stenay, being about five hundred in horſe and foot. This ſame night 
we expect from Guienne troops, which are theſe two nights within four leagues of this 
place; ſo that to-morrow at night we caſt our army ſhall conſiſt of 35,000 ; and we have 
taken reſolution (though not fo much to the likeing of Turenne) to ſuccour the town 
by aſſaulting in many places the enemies lines, which is a matter of great danger and 
difficulty. The enemy now has taken all the outworks, except a ſmall hornwork within 
eight paces of the wall. Laſt night the enemy began to mine it, and within four days 
they doubt not to have it, and preſently after, the town. They made, twelve paces 
om their line outwards, multitudes of holes, to the height of a man's knee, to enſnare 
our horſe. We have many thouſands of hurdles to cover them with, alſo of faggots to 
fil the lines, ditches; likewiſe ſcaling-ladders to enter. I fear, that before this comes to 
your hands, we may have the greateſt action, that has been in my days in Europe; and 
whoever ſhall be worſted, is ruined, either French or Spaniard, the reſolution and 
engagement of both ſides being high in all reſpects. God bleſs all our friends among them. 
This is all the relation I can now give ſince my former. If I live to ſee the end of this 
work, you ſhall have the particulars. So I conclude the town will be taken, if we relieve. 
it not ſuddenly, which we cannot do but with great hazard; and Turenne is unwilling to 
the work, being ſo difficult.

BY this poſt I received yours for the Spa and Vienna, which are ſent away to them Vol" avi; 
they are directed to. You have with this their ſeveral letters. There is no queſtion. 1 22. 
you will expect much there from the fiege of Arras, but no more from Stenay, that place 
being ſurrender'd. All that we have here of the ſiege of Arras, is by letters from the 
camp and the adjoining gariſons in our poſſeſſion. Letters from the camp of the ninth 
and eleventh inſtant bring, that the moſt ſtrong horn or fort of Guiche, conceived to be 
impregnable, (as in truth it was, were it not for the mines) was mined, aſſaulted, and 
taken by ours, 370 men being therein, whereof ſixty were ſlain, and all the reſt made 
priſoners, not one man eſcaping. The plan of this fort, erected by mareſchal de Guiche, 
and explained in the printed French paper, you have herewith; as alſo a freſher plan of 
the whole ſiege, than that which I ſent to you by the former poſt. Upon this fort or 
horn of Guiche we mounted fifteen pieces of cannon, which now play upon the town, all 
the outworks being in our poſſeſſion , for at this time our enemy has not a man within 
= walls of the city: for a ſmall work, that was begun by the French within the horn of 
Fa. before it could come to any perfection, was undermined and blown up by ours;

confeſſed, the French have as much difficulty to receive their proviſions, as the Spain 
The archduke has made a prohibition, that none of the peaſants ſhall bring any rel; 
to the French camp. He alſo commanded, that all the cattle that ſide of the river L;; 
ſhould be driven and convoyed towards Ipres in Flanders. 

Ammunition-bread in our camp is worth four ſols or pence, and beer twelve fols a pot 
Wine we have but very little; but all other kind of victuals we want not, as ich, 
butter, &c. | : 

The ſixth inſtant a great convoy marched from Aire to our camp, with ten thouſird 
weight of powder, and two thouſand granadoes, fix hundred bullets, and match proper. 
tionable ; which all arrived at St. Paul's, a paſſage of ours. The ſame day parted anothe; 
convoy from Doway of four hundred horſe, loaded with ammunition ; but their rar 
guard being met by the enemy, they took one hundred priſoners, and ſixty eſcaped ty 
Doway : the reſt arrived ſafe in our camp; which is all I can yet give you of that ſiege.

* OURS by the laſt I received, and convey'd yours to the Spa and the imperial cour. 
From the laſt you have now a letter, but not from the firſt: I wiſh your correſponc- 
ent there be well.

_ ſomething in it more than I know ; which is all I can now fay of that. 


The queen of Sweden arrived here laſt week, more man-like than woman. Her train 
here yet conſiſts of two earls, two men ſervants, and one woman: how long they will ſy 
here, or what further ſhe ſhall do, I know not, her ways being inſcrutable. 

The news of our camp before Arras come late hither, and not ſo frequent, becauſe te 
French have ſhut up all the ways: but I have ſeen a letter from our camp of the 200 ina 
being the laſt that came hither, ſetting on foot, that ours were miſtaken in thinking to get that 
city o ſoon ſurrender'd: for after we took the ſtrong horn de Guiche, they had a demi- lt 
within that, with a ſtrong work adjoining to the walls, which we knew not of; and ti 
work was aſſaulted the nineteenth inſtant, and ours loſt about two hundred men, but could 
not gain above one half of the work ; and the reſt we intend to attack, and by the latte 
end of this month we hope to be maſters of the town, and not before. It is feared ct 
want powder and ball, and our foot are much wearied in the ſervice. We have ma! 
ſick and wounded of the regiment of Norinberg, who were defeated at the laſt aſſault 
The prince of Conde has gained all the outworks in his quarters, to the very walls; 4 0 
eight pieces of artillery are to mount to play againſt the town, whilſt the reſt do as he die 
that ſo all together may attack the walls. We fear the French will attack our lines: theſ 
play from their camp abroad, and the town very hot at ours: the game is uncertan, 
ours hope to gain the place very ſoon ; which is all now of the ſiege. 

You have herewith in print the articles of Stenay, where ours loſt four hundred = 
beſides them wounded ; and the French 2 500, by the beſt relation I can find here. mo 
it not for want of able chirurgeons, the commanders being wounded, that place might has 
held out longer,

I believe it will make our 
negotiation more advantageous, and leſs difficult. I wiſh you all manner of content and

TH E 25" of Auguſt the abbot Fouquet went to the temple, by order from the king, Vol. v. p.245.

ſom thoſe parts. Here we have the ſaddeſt; that can be, of the defeat given to our 
army before Arras, which 1s ſhame and loſs to all the princes there. But it ſeems there 
was treachery in the buſineſs ; and if that be true, the caſe is more favourable, as to the 
tour of our army's commanders. The laſt tueſday morning this unhappy accident 


happened, being St. Louis's day the French king and faint, in the morning, the French, * 25. Auguſt 
dot known how, enter'd at the entrance of the Walloons quarters, without any noiſe or N. S. 


reſiſtance ; and the Lorrains quarters being next to them, ſtirred not, and made little or 
ro reſiſtance 3 yet Conde rallying the men, beat them twice out; but the paſſage being 
inlarged by the beatings of the horſe, the French horſe got in; and the archduke, Conde, 
and the reſt, finding treaſon and power together, made away, leaving all their artillery, 
bag and baggage behind; only the archduke, the prince of Conde, and ſome few more were 
fved, and conveyed away with the army. The day before this the great convoy arrived, 
and nothing then wanting. The French were within the line above an hour before they 
were diſcovered, not going over the line, but at the very gate, which ours made for their 
own paſſage. Don Ferdinando Solis, a Spaniard, and general of the artillery, commanded 
thoſe quarters, that the French enter'd ; for which he is much ſuſpected, and the buſineſs 
to be well examined; for it was ſo ſtrong. The Lorrainers will be alſo queſtioned, ſome 
of them, if they can be catched, of the treaſon : if any more, time will diſcover it. This 
ball I hear yet of it. That valiant prince of Conde has made himſelf ever famous for 
his conduct and valour that day; for he brought away the archduke's and his own bag 
and baggage, and fought the French all the way, being in the rear himſelf, till he came 
to Cambray, and flew a great many of them. The archduke and prince of Conde toge- 


ther, were at a town called Conde, betwixt Valenciennes and Cambray, at leaſt 16,000 


horſe and foot; and ſome of them eſcaped, daily flocking to them; and divers letters bring 
hither, if they be true, that we have not loſt in the whole fifteen hundred men, and loſt 
not one perſon of note. The next will bring more certainty of this great affront and 
los; at preſent I cannot give any other relation of it. | 

The embaſſador, ſpoken of to be ſent by the king of Spain into England, is at length 
named the marquis of Lede, governor of Dunkirk, admiral of Flanders for the ſaid king: 
tow ſoon he will go, I know not. 

The Spaniſh fleet is for certain arrived, but not ſo rich as reputed ; for it may want 
ſome two or three millions of the twenty I writ to you. |

time, that I know of; every one lamenting the loſs before Arras, when we were aſſured it 
ſhould be ours in ſome days.

lord protector. It will ſerve me for a pretence to aſk of him a particular audience, and p. 360. 

It would 

have been material, that I had known the intentions of the king upon the difficulties, that 

do keep me back from ſpeaking to him more preciſely, and to remove wholly from him 

the confidence, which he hath, that his majeſty, after ſo many advances to eſtabliſh the 
commerce and the amity betwwen the two nations, will not break upon the two points, 

about which we cannot agree ; ſo that we muſt either let him ſee the contrary, or elſe 

yield to what he demandeth, tho' never ſo unjuſt, having nothing more to manage, after he 

is reduced to declare, that he cannot yield to the mediation of Holland.

Collina, accompanied with ſix muſkatieres and two boates, to bring me my. retenue and 
baggage a land. Soe the next morning, which we arrivèd to this place, from my landing, 
I was conducted through a lane of about 500 muſkateers to the Engliſh houſe (where I 
make my aboade) the accuſtomary place, where the Engliſh ambaſſadors, and other Eng- 


lihe publick miniſters, are uſed to lodge. 


Evan Lerenewick, in the name of the emperor, ſent the prime ſcribe of the afore-dehoted 
ofice, namely Symon Barbrackin, to welcome me; who told me, that the governour had 
oer from his imperiall majeſtie to give me convoy to Moſco, or where his majeſty ſhould 
be at the tyme I would appoint. After I had requeſted the ſcribe to thank the voyvod and 
chanceller, in my behalfe, for my good reception, as his highneſſe lord protector of the 
commonwealth of England, &c. his meſſenger to his amperiall majeſty, I told him, I had 
order to ſee the proceeding of the merchants affayres hereafter ; that by reaſon of our 
lag paſſage, the ſtay of the ſhips here for their diſcharge and new lading could not be 
many dayes, before they retorne (the tyme of theire ſtaye mult not paſſe the ingoeing of 
the next moneth); and therefore I mult ſee their departure, before I could for myſelf for- 
ward towards his imperiall majeſtic. | 

This reſolution is thought by the merchants very convenient and neceſſarie for them; 
lor that my being here may free them from ſome obſtructions, that would undowtedly befall 
mem in their commerce, if I ſhould departe from hence before the ſhipps. 

The day after my arrival to this houſe, the ſcribe Barbraekin brought me from the 
governour a preſent of a quarter of beefe, a live ſheep, and ſome other things, telling 
me, that ſoe much the emperour did allowe me daylye, and left it to my choice for the 
future to have that allowance in victualls or in money, which I doe daylye receive. 

The governor by Barbrackin hath ſent to me to be excuſed, that he doeth not vizite me 
imſelfe in perſonne, which he cannot doe, neather can he permitt to bee vizitted by mee 
tor that ſuch a publick miniſter, as he is, cannot communicate with a publick miniſter of 
8 torreyne prince, before that miniſter have ſene his imperiall majeſty ; but the ſaid ſcribe 
5 appoynted to paſſe all matters betwixt him and mee; ſo that Barbraekin comes heather 
tO mee once, and ſometimes twiſe a daye with ſuch meſſages, as concernes the merchants 
itayres.

3. That both the Engliſh gates ſhall be opened, and waiters ſet at them, leſt any goods 
ſhould be conveyed without paying of cuſtom. 

4. That the Engliſh bridges, one ſhall be made ready preſently, and the other fo ſoon

5. That the Engliſh merchants, as ſoon as they have done trading, muſt go beyond the 
ſeas, and not go up in the country for Moſco or any other city in Ruſſia, either with or 
without goods: if any goods ſhall not be ſold at the fair, they may either leave them at 
Archangel, or carry them back for England, without paying any cuſtom. 

6. There ſhall be no delay in their exporting of goods; but ſo ſoon as they come into 
the office, to deſire a paſs for their goods in or out, they ſhall preſently be diſpatched;

I HAVE weekly taken ſuch care in the delivery of my letters, that I am confident they 

have not miſcarried, although I have yet had none from you to aſſure me thereof ff 
you pleaſe to write once by waye of Amfterdam, and direct my letters under cover df 
Mr. Lawrence Coughen, merchant there, they will come ſafe to mee. Sir, it hath pleaſe 
the Lord to viſit my wife with a dangerous ſickneſs, at her arrivall at Yarmouth, where 
I ſuppoſe ſhe yet is for want of ſtrength to travell to London. She hath occation 
of money there; wherefore I muſt beſeech you, in caſe ſhe herſelf hath not yet bin with 
you, to paye twenty pounds of the money dew the fourth Auguſt, to my Kinſman M. 
John Holland, (a man well affected to our intereſt) whoe will convey it to my wie; and 
when ſhe is able, will waite on you herſelfe for the reſt. Herein you will extreamely 
oblige mee, beſeeching you to pardon my bouldneſs herein. 

2 Stewart and his counſell have fatt ſeverall tymes this weeke : their chief buſines wi 
concerning the ſpeedy getting of that money, that was granted him at the dyett ; wheredf 
none is yett paied, but the elector of Mentz: therefore I was reſolved, letters ſhould he 
forthwith ſent to the remote princes, and meſſengers to the adjacent; for the treaſury 
will not beare the other charge; for there is not money to be ſpared to ſend one to the 
emperor to condole the death of the king of Romans.

SIR, i | 


* HE king haveinge furniſhed the frontier guarriſons with all neceſſaryes untill the ger 

campagne, is returned to Compiegne, and intends to be here on teuſday next, having 
ended this ſummer's expedition with much better ſuceſſe, than they began it. The hui. 
neſſe of the cardinall de Retz and his proceedings gives them much more diſturbance then 
they deſire to have appeare. Many beleive him to be in Paris; which oppinion is cr. 
firmed by many probable circumſtances; firſte, that it was certaynly knowne he was within 
thirteen leagues of this place twelve dayes ſince. Next he has wrote a letter of a yy 
late date to the aſſembly, excellently well penned, with great reſolution, and with not 9 
much regard either of the king, miniſters of ſtate, or of themſelves. In it are many mate 
riall paſſages, but principally one, wherein he tells them, that theyr to much compliance 
with the courte hath given authority to their irregular proceedings, in prejudice of the 
common dignity of the church; and that theyr voluntary diſſimulation would ſhortly bring 
all under an involuntary and ſhametull ſervitude ; and that for his parte, haveinge with 
great patience waited for redreſs of his injuryes by theyr applications to the king for 
Juſtice, and not being likelie to arrive at the end of his expectation by thoſe meanes he 
has hitherto reſorted to, he 1s reſolved to make uſe of his ſpirituall armes by inhibiting 
mals, the adminiſtration of all the ſacraments, together with all other rights and ceremonies 
of the church in his dioceſs; which he is likely to doe, and. that as likelie to produce great 
confuſion in this place, where the people are ſtrict in their way, and very affectionate to then 
biſhop.

to ſuſpect it came from me. I tolde him, I had never ſeen the protector, and forgott the 
buſineſs he ſpake then of it; and that he might more reaſonably imagine, that it might 
come by his cozen's confeſſion, or ſome of his aſſotiates; he ſayd, he knew his cozen had 
not confeſſed any thing, and that he did not ſay this to vindicate himſelfe from the deſiring 
of it, as a crime, which he beleived a virtue and meretorious ; and would doe it himſelfe, 
if he could ; but however, that he wanted oportunityes ; yet *twas not impoſſible but it 
may be done yet, as cloſe as he keeps himſelte ; and began to recommend it to mee, as 
the moſte deſerving and glorious action in the world. Mr. Montague and divers others 
are dayly harping upon the ſame ſtring. Valiant men may fear to little, as well as cowards 
fear to much. It may be worth his highneſs conſideration, that he has thoſe enemyes 
now, that holde aſſaſſination of heretiques merits heaven; and may prevaile with zealous 
tanatique perſons to attempt it, though they be ſure to dye.

MEE TENG with our frends, the meſſengers of the goſpel, &c. at Paules, wer

V this poſt I received nothing from you or any other. Our affairs here ſtill alike, His Vol. xvii. 
B holines, though weak, is ſound, but not altogether ſure, by reaſon of his old age ; P. 239: 
yet, he ſays, he will for S. Martin, whereof d'Oltmpia is princeſs ; but many doubt of 
that voyage. Our vindemia begins with hopes of a proſperous earneſt thereof. 

Of Genoa, I have nothing to add ſince my laſt, Spain having prohibited all fort of 

commerce, and taken into the royal bank all the moneys and goods ſequeſtred, which can- 
not be without an open breach, of which many are very glad, thinking thereby, I mean 
by the pillaging of the Genoeſe, to become rich. Many Italian venturers or voluntiers 
will from all parts of Italy thither, only the Spaniard will allow facking or pillaging. From 
Naples, the companies of that battalion do appear daily at Naples, and as they come, are 
ſent to the place of arms, as Seſſa, & c. Be ſure great preparations are at Naples, and do 
terrify thoſe, that, are guilty of the Spaniſh hindrance. All the carts and waggons are 
commanded to appear at Naples for the leading of the artillery, and other warlike neceſſa- 
tics. The third laſt, veſſels departcd from Naples, did diſembark ſeven hundred foot at 
Barcelona. From Venice, Marco de Molino having ſuffered a great ſtorm betwixt Corfu and 
Zante, returned from Candia, where he was general, to Venice, having loſt ſight of the 
velicl, wherein the general Foſcoli was, by that tempeſt, of whom ſince no news were 
had. From Dalmatia news came, that the Turk did pals theſe mountains, and the Vene- 
tians fortified a new gariſon made above a great rock near Sebeinco, to ſecure that gari- 
fon. The duke of Mantua is {till at Venice. | | 

Here bya true or teigned letter from Peronne, of the ſecretary of ſtate of France, the Spa- 
niards are troubled much ; which letters do affirm the fiege of Arras to have been diſvaniſh- 
ed, with the loſs of all the foot, &c. Many wagers laid on both ſides, and the letter was 
given to the printer. The truth we expect in few days. A Jeſuit had a brave poem in the 
Koman college, praiſing the French king, that day being the day of his birth. Genoa 
expected horſes from Piedmont for to mount ſome foot there, and commanded their named 
embaſſador for France and England to depart within fix days upon pain or forfeiture of 
3000 crowns. Some bad news came from Catalonia againſt the Spaniards, but ſuſpected 
coming by Genoa. Juſt now I got the inſtructions left by Monſ. de Valente to his ſuc- 
ceſſor here, of which you ſhall have an account per next. The Spaniſh army of Milanis 
near Trino, and the governor vigilant both here and there.

cluſion of peace, as by the aboveſaid Mr. Gray I gave account more at large to your high, 
neſs, and of the fleet putting forth forth for the harbour towards the French coaſt (com. 
monly called the coaſt of Accada) upon the fourth of July; ſince which time, as a letter 
formerly, ſo by another this day received from major Robert Sedgwick, by a ſmall ketch 


he ſent to me, the Lord hath been very graciouſly manifeſting himſelf in Cwning of hin 


in his endeavours and undertakings, by the ſmall numbers of (generally very vicious) fg 
diers, in owning of the Engliſh intereſt, and inlarging your highneſs's dominions in the 
weſtern American parts, or rather the intereſt of the Lord Jeſus, in removing ſo many of 


the locuſts, as were crept in among the blind Indians, to deceive them, as elſewhere they 


have the nations; and thereby vindicated his own glorious name againſt the blaſphemersgf 
this deluding crew, who had given it out among the Indians, that the Engliſh were ſo a 


ſo valiant and victorious againſt the Dutch at ſea; but that one Frenchman could beat te 


Engliſhmen aſhore ; wherein the Lord hath moſt obviouſly befooled them; for that he 
hath not given them a heart to abide any one ſtroke, though their numbers, and other 
advantage, rationally advantageous enough. Major Sedgwick with the fleet firſt ſetting 
forth, they directed their courſe to the river and fort of St. John's, (as called by then) 
where God gave them to arrive about the fourteenth of July, and had it delivered to him 
the ſeventeenth ; a ſtrong fort, wherein were ſeventy fighting men, eighteen pieces q 
ordnance, one ſeveral buſſes, under the command of Monſ. Latore. From thence, abou 
the thirty-firſt of July, they ſet forth to Port- royal, about ten leagues diſtant from the fin 
of St. John's, where they had about a hundred and fifty men, within twenty as many a 
major Sedgwick could land, to bring againſt them, who had laid an ambuſh for other men 


between the place of their landing and the fort ; who upon the fowler's approach, being 


about forty men, they in ambuſh fired upon them. Upon the alarm, our men fired and 
run in upon them, that they preſently came to handy-blows, in which encounter God gare 
ſuch ſpirit into the ſoldiers, and withdrew from them, that frequently they gave back, and 
took their heels to the fort, though double the number of our men, as my intelligence 
informs; and the reſolution in our ſoldiers had its proportionable effect upon the reſt, the 


Lord leaving them, that their hearts failed, and upon compoſition ſurrendered that | 


fort alſo, wherein were eighteen pieces of ordnance, beſides ſmall ſtock-fowlers, and buſſes; 
alſo ammunition a good quantity for their full ſupply. | 

From thence having ſettled a gariſon of Engliſh, as before at St. John's, major Sedg- 
wick failed with the fleet to Penobſcote, a third hole, a place by them taken from the 
Plymouth men about eighteen years ſince, then a weak place; but now made very formal, 


and a ſtrong fort, the which was delivered upon the ſecond day of this inſtant ; the which 


being ſettled, the major part with the fleet intends for Piſcataqua, whoſe arrival I expect 
daily, for the taking in of maſts and other lading provided; ſo that they may be diſpatched 
home, and by them your highneſs may have more ample and particular account. In the laſt tor 
there was eight pieces of ordnance, and three ſmaller pieces well ſupplied with ammunitions. 
Sir, the intelligence brought into theſe parts of the Lord's gracious working for your 
preſervation, and diſappointing the conſpiracies of bloody-minded men againſt your high. 
neſs, hath been thankfully acknowledged in the churches unto the Lord. The general 
court hath appointed the twentieth of this inſtant for a publick ſolemn thankſgiving to the 
Lord, for his gracious working for and with you; and this is certain, there is a gener

MONDAY laſt, general Koningſmark having made ſhew as if he intended =P 
> over to Vegeſack, and drawn a great part of the Bremers thither at night, the

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were ſmothered) to the no ſmall admiration of the Bremers, notwithſtanding their con- 
tinual playing with their cannon out of the city, he paſſed without the loſs of a man over 
the Maas. As ſoon as he had got over with about an . hundred men, (the reſt to follow 
one by one) the Bremers with a conſiderable number fell out, and placed themſelves not 
fr from the Swedes, but beyond a deep moraſs, where they could not come together, 
but only charged upon one another, until the Bremers (the Swedes growing ſtronger and 
ſtronger) were forced with the loſs of a good many of their men to retreat towards the 
city, Soon after ſome troops of Bremiſh horſe appearing, they were alſo convoyed by 
the Swedes to the very gates of their city, and about twenty of them killed. The Swedes 
are faid to have loſt but two men, a young officer called Breda, a man of ſpecial valour 
and courage, and one muſquetier. Towards night the general placed himſelf in the next 
village to the city, commanding a brigade of horſe for Vegeſach, which place being of 
inconſiderable ſtrength, will not be able to hold out long. | 
This unexpected and wonderful march hath put the city in a great fright and per- 
plexity ; which is much augmented by a letter from the emperor, wherein his majeſty doth 
admoniſh them to make their compoſition as ſoon and good as they can; for that ſince 
the unhappy defeat of the Spaniſh army before Arras, he was not able to ſuccour or pro- 
tet them ; which otherwiſe he did intend to have done with a conſiderable army, by the 
duke of Lorrain. This news being ſent hither from Staade in print, was expoſed to be 
fold by a fellow before the ſenate-houſe ; but the ſenate, having notice thereof, ſent two 
officers to take the copies from him, who refuſing to deliver them, they gave him ſound 
blows, and took the news from him by force. This day the news was printed here; but 
the ſenate had no ſooner notice thereof, but ſent and ſuppreſſed all the copies, ſuffering 
none to be ſold : which proceedings being come to the Swediſh reſident's ears, are very 


ill reſented by him, as alſo by all the Swediſh party there, judging it a ſpecial token of

tne province of Holland made the chiefeſt difficulty, to remove that, and to follow the 
offer, which 1 had made of referring it to the ſtates general, his ſaid highneſs did pro- 
poſe unto me their 3 embaſſadors. I did approve very much of that choice, as perſons able, 
and very honeſt, and well-minded, and affected to our accommodation: but I did give to 
underſtand, ſince that they could not accept of that without the conſent of their ſupe- 
rors, and likewiſe, that one of them made an accompt to be going home very ſuddenly, 
ticrefore to go to work with more ſolidity, it would be moſt requiſite to refer the buſi- 
nals to the ſtates general, who without doubt would authorize them, if we gave in no 
exception againſt them. | 
Several other arguments I uſed to perſuade them from this propoſition. I told them, 
that 1t would help to increaſe more the jealouſy of the ſaid provinces; and at laſt I did 
(chars unto them, that it was but loſs of time to inſiſt any longer upon the arbitrage of 
we province of Holland alone, unleſs the other ſix might be joined with them; and that 
i: the lord protector had a mind to agree, there were other arbitrators enough to be found, 
©1gnng Venice, the Switzers, or the Hamburghers. We parted without concluding 
ay tung; and the next day the fame commiſſioners came to me again, and we debated 
tac whole buſineſs over and over. Amongſt the reſt we inſiſted a good while about that 
oi te rebels.

My lord, you promiſed me to let me know his majeſty's intentions, how far 1 na 


ſafely venture to engage before-hand : the commiſſioners are to bring me an anſwer t.. 
morrow ; I could wiſh I had his majeſty's reſolutions. This day the parliament fat, and 
yeſterday the members met in Weſtminſter-hall ; from thence went to hear a ſermon 
which was prepared for them. His highneſs went very modeſtly cloathed and attended 


- to the parliament : general Lambert carried the ſword before him in the painted chanben 


where they all met, and there his highneſs made a ſpeech to them of three hours, which 
was to this effect, That they ought to acknowledge the mercies and graces, which Go 
hath ſhewn to this nation, giving them peace and tranquillity at home and abroad, after 
ſo many changes. He ſpoke againſt the Levellers, -Independents, and Anabaptiſtz, 
making it to appear, that the one and the other, under pretence of eſtabliſhing one intir 
equality, and to perſuade the people, that the time of the fifth monarchy was come, did only 


labour and intend thereby the eſtabliſhment of their own greatneſs. And after that he hag 


admoniſhed them of having a care of ſuch men, and that they ſhould not believe, that 
Chriſt would come and reign bodily here on earth, but in the hearts, he afterwards ſpake 
of the purity of religion, and of theſe, that are perſecuted for their religion, pointing at 


thoſe of Germany and Auſtria, who were driven out of their countries, and forced to beg 


their living amongſt other nations. This point was proſecuted with an exaggeration of 
foreign wars and treaties of peace, which have been lately made with Holland, Denmark, 
Portugal, where liberty of conſcience is eſtabliſhed, and Sweden, although the kirg dt 
France had a miniſter there ; giving to underſtand, that he had, as it were, looſened this 
laſt crown from our intereſt, yet however they did offer preſently to conclude a treay 


with his embaſſadors ; and that there was great cauſe of giving God thanks, that France, 


which ſeemed to be the moſt powerful, ſhould ſeek the amity of England. He did not 
ſpeak of Spain, but did point at it, how that he had demanded liberty of conſcience, and 
ſuppreſſion of the inquiſition, without having any other anſwer given him, than that it 
was to aſk the right eye of them; and ending this matter in demonſtrating, that England 
had nothing to fear but from France, Sweden, and Denmark; and that theſe three ſtates 
not being able to undertake any thing without the ſtates general, this commonwealth had 
great cauſe to maintain and to hinder, that the faction of the prince of Orange do not 
ſuppreſs the liberty. At laſt he fell upon the confidence, which the enemies of ti 
nation had diſcovered would take place in their body. He did declare unto then), that 


they were aſſembled for the weightieſt affairs, which England ever had, or will have the 


like again hereafter. He did aſſure them, he would not meddle with their liberties; and 
that he would not act as a ſuperior, or lord, but as a ſervant, in the account of ſo great 3 
work. He ended in exhorting them, not to imitate the children of Iſrael, when they 
rather deſired to eat the onions of Egypt, than to purſue their journey. He prayed G 
to bleſs them, and then preſently he withdrew, and came back by water to W hite-hall. 

Then the commoners withdrew likewiſe into the houſe of commons, where they pro- 
poſed to chooſe a ſpeaker. Some propounded the old ſpeaker ; others him, who wa 
preſident of the council for the high court of juſtice for the king, who is altogether an 
enemy to this government. Some would have them to caſt lots; others again to change 
every month ; at laſt the old ſpeaker was choſen, upon the inſtance of the commiſſioner, 
with whom I treat ordinarily, and another of the council. By this beginning one maj 
judge, what the authority of the lord protector will be in this parliament. Howeve!, 
it was obſerved, that as often as he ſpoke in his ſpeech of liberty and religion, that ths 
members did ſeem to rejoice with acclamations of joy. This laſted from ten o'clock in tie 
morning, till five in the afternoon ; and at their parting one of my gentlemen met with one 
of my commiſſioners, who did declare unto him, that I ſhould hardly be diſpatched from 
to-morrow: and likewiſe the diſcourſe of the lord protector doth demonſtrate, that he did 
not ſpeak of any treaty as concluded. I am not affured, that he hath not given 40 
anſwer to the propoſition, whereof my laſt letters gave advice; and if there be any ſince: 
rity in his ſpeech, we mult not believe, that this commonwealth will have any league *.

late. They lye within three leagues of Girona, pilligeinge and deſtroying the countrey, Lym 


» a letter I have from thence of the ſixth of Auguſt reporteth. It ſeeme they expect 
ther ſea-fleete from Toulon, the which came upon the coaſte of Catalunia ; but our fleete 
in Barcelona, haveinge notice thereof, went to fight them: but the French inſtantly fled 
without fighteing, and our fleete purſued them to Toulon, and ſtayed two daye before 
the porte; but ſeeinge they would not come out, our fleete retorned to Barcelona. It is 
much admired, that the French army (beinge, as it is reported, much more numerous then 
ours) doth attempt notheinge all this while. Heere is a murmureing, as yf they might 
hare ſome ſecrett intelligence with thoſe ef Barcelona. This yeere I beleeve they will 
doe little more then what they have done; the which is not much. Niewes came hether 
four daies fince, that cardinal de Retz in France, haveinge eſcaped out of priſon, was 
come to San Sevaſtian in Bifcay incognito, and wil be ſuddenly heere. In this court 
hapned ſome dayes fince an accident, of which I thought good to give your honor 
notice, for what it may procure in time, and is; The marquis de Canete, a nobleman 
of great quallitie, had ſome wordes with the gentleman of his horſe and his lacayes in 
his owne houſe, that provoked him to drawe his ſword to chaſtiſe them; and ſo did 
they againft him; and the gentleman of his horſe, as it is ſaid, killed him; but others 
lay, that it was one of the lacayes, who fled to the church, and the other was taken pri- 
foner, and condemned to be ſtrangled, and his hand cutt of. This man pretended to have 
orders of the church : whereupon the vicar of Madrid demanded him ; but the judges 
refuſed to give him; ſoe the vicario excommunicated them. The pleyto was carried to 
the conſexo real, who declared, that the vicario did force; upon which the judges pro- 
cceded and carried the man to the place of execution; the which obliges the cardinall 
Moſcoſo archbiſhop of Toledo to goe to the kinge, te Neſire, that the ſentence might be 
ſuſpended for four dayes, untill better profes might be made. His majeſtie graunted his 
requeſt ; and his eminencie douteinge the man might be executed, before he could make 
his majeſtie's pleaſure knowne to the judges, he gave his cardinal's cap to a biſhope, that 
was with him, to make haſte to hinder the execution of the ſentence. The man beinge 
upon the ſcafold, the people and ſome prieſtes ſeeinge the biſhop comeinge in greate 
haſte, cryed out, Pardone! Pardone ! Whereupon ſome prieſtes gott up to the ſcafold, 
and violently tooke away the man, and put him into the biſhop's coach, and carried him 
to the cardinal's houſe. The conſexo inſtantly aſſembled at the preſidente's, and deter- 
mined to ſett guardas about the cardinall's houſe, that the man might not be conveyed 
away, as they did; and the next morninge entred and tooke away the condemned man, 
and cauſed the ſentence to be executed in the markett-place, as he was ; and ſince the 
conſexo proceeded againſt the cardinall, and have notified his eminencie ſeverall times, 
to goe out of Madrid; but he hath anſwered, that the conſexo hath no authoritye over 
him, and therefore as yett he hath not obeyed : but the conſexo ſtill inſiſteth ; and yf they 
«ve oblige him to leave Madrid, as it is beleeved they will, it may cauſe ſome great alter- 
ation in this kingdom ; for the clergie 1s altogether for the cardinall, and have proffered 
lim great ſummes of money to proſecute the buiſines at Rome, whether he hath diſ- 
patched too poſtes, and the kinge other too; and in caſe they will force him from hence, 
he telleth them, that he will then goe out of the towne, accordinge to his pontificall. 
Six dayes fince came hether niewes, that the French had beaten the Spanyards from before 
Arras, and killed them many men, and taken all their ordinance and baggage ; but it 
would not be beleived, beinge ſo bad for us, untill yeſterday, that there came a poſte 
with confirmation thereof, whereat wee are heere mightily dejected, as indeed we may 
wel be, yt your loſſe of men, &c. be ſo greate, as it is reported to be, all Flanders is in 
greate danger to be loſte. It is ſaid, that the French had intelligence with the Lorre- 
neles and the Iriſh that ſerved under them, who gave them entrance in ther quarters, 
tor a greate ſumme of moneye, that the cardinal Mazarini gave them, otherwayes it had 
bin impoſſible to have beaten us out of our trenches. And to make this niewes the 
more ſenſible unto us, yeſterday came in letters from Cadiz, advizeinge, that the Turkes 
had taken the frigate, that went from Cadiz for Dunquerque, with the ſix hundred duckets, 
Wat in my laſt I adviſed your honour this kinge ſente for Flandres, of the monies that 
w2s Come from the Indias ; and beſides the kinge's monies, there went for the account of 
particular perſons above eight hundred ducketts, as it is fayd. God graunt that this 
es proveth falſe! By this your honor will ſee how all thinges heere are governed. To 
ung a million from the Indias, they fend twenty ſhips of warr, and adventure it in one 
"!2zatt irom Spaigne for Flanders, beinge ſubject to meet with manie enimies ; foe that 
his highneſſe doth not aſſiſte them, they are in a very deſperate caſe. I hope, that I 
all be ſo happie as to receive ſuddenly advize from your honor of the receite of my 
former letters, and your commandes to continue writeinge unto you; the which I ſhould 
doe with leffe feare, yf I might be ſecured from the danger I am ſubject unto, yf my let- 
ters ſhould fall into theſe peoples handes ; whereof I beſcech your honor to conſider, and

a conſiderable army there to bring the Bremeners wholly under his devotion. 

The French embaſſador, Davaugour, is now arrived here with a ſtately retinue. Great 
preparations are making for the ſolemnizing of the royal nuptials, the bride being now 
ſhortly expected here from Gottenburg. We hear of the peſt being along the ſea-coaſt 
of Norway, and alſo at Maelſtrand, but four miles from thence; ſo that no veſſels with 


any kind of commodities are permitted thence to be brought. .

the nexte poſte; only I multe tell you, that the French armye ſtarve the Spaniard here in 


theyr owne countrey, by their exceſſive apetites. They make out three meals a day, and 
at each devour a * *. They intend ſhortly to breake theyre faſt at Valentien, and dine 
here, and ſup at Antwerpe. The playne truth is, I never ſawe ſoe much ſadnes and de- 
ection in any place in my life as this; and *tis reported, the conquerours exceed much in 
infolence z which I am not unapt to believe. Amongſt the reſt they have pillaged two 
or three nunneryes, and uſed the virgins ſoe, that if the reſt of the women of this country 
were ſure of - army every year, I believe they woulde all turne relidgeous ; but 
if they will let us alone to ſleep quietly at night, (which may be queſtioned, they being 
but fix leagues hence) I am reſolved to ſpare them, till the next poſte, by which I intend to 
ſend my man, and by him to let you knowe all I have to fay, and all I ſhall deſire of my 
endes where you are. In the meane tyme, I ſhall requeſt you to write mee all your 
arwes, that is communicable, and direct your letters for mee in my owne name to Mr.

The ſeventeenth of this inſtant, the King's council was called upon advice ſent to cout, 
that the Engliſh fleet at Plymouth intends to land here in three places. Advice confirmed 
by Monſ. de Bordeaux, embaſſador in England, that they ſhall beware of the Engliſh, x 
having a deſign upon France. It is not yet known, what reſolution is taken by the king 
and his council on that matter; but that the duke of St. Simon was the ſame day com. 
manded by the king to go with ſpeed into his government of Blaye, which he did pre 
ſently, taking poſt the ſame day. | | 

The troops, which the king has drawn out of Guienne, paſſed laſt week through Naat, 
to go join Turenne's army, lying about Queſnoy. They did uſe ſuch hoſtilities even 
where, that their officers would not ſuffer them to do the like in the very enemy's country. 

The prince of Conde has diſmiſſed upon parole all the captains of the guards, and 
other captains, as well of horſe as foot, on condition they ſhould do their beſt to obtain cf 
his majeſty the liberty of all thoſe of his, who are priſoners in the Baſtille, Vincennes, and 
other priſons elſewhere, not obtaining that liberty to yield themſelves priſoners again to the 
ſaid prince, within the fifteenth of the next month. All thoſe captains report, that tit 
prince uſed them very courteouſly, and had a ſpecial care of the cure of all his priſoner: 
that relation pleaſed the king very well. 

Cardinal de Retz is at St. Sebaſtian's, having made his eſcape out of France in a fiſher) 
boat, with two gentlemen, lying all three on their bellies in the bottom, for fear of a dl. 
covery. He expects a paſſport from the king of Spain to go to Venice, and thence t 
Florence. He ſent lately a packet to his majeſty ; but it was reſolved to ſend it back with- 
out opening it. He wrote alſo to the duke of Orleans, who did not open his letters; bit 
ſent them to the king with one of his in the ſaid cardinal's behalf, remonſtrating his inno- 
cence, and praying to be permitted to live in France, and paſs the reſt of his days at Belt 
iſle, and proteſting for him, that being recalled, he ſhall not meddle with ſtate-affairs. I 
is not yet known, what anſwer the king has made to his uncle; but it is reported, that ti 
duke and his daughter are like to agree with the court. Believe it, when it is done. 

There is a rumour, that the prince of Condé has received great recruits of men; 
that at an encounter, he hath taken upon Turenne eight great pieces, and two huncr 
chariots of his baggage; and that he intends to beſige Corbie. Time will ſhew all.

The marquis 
of Normoutier, governor of this laſt, nor Lamet, would not appear at the king's coro- 
nation, although they were ſummoned. The rumour, that was ſpread, that the marquis 
Meilleraye, maſter of the ordnance, was become a Carthuſian, is not true; for he is here, 
and follows the king in his voyage. I is thought, that the treaty of his marriage with one 
of the cardinal's nieces, is renewed. The king had no mind to go to la Fere; but the 


cardinal preſſed him by the conſideration, that his preſence or armes muſt reduce thoſe 


unto his obedience, who ſwerve from their duty. 

The king of Sweden's brother is expected in this city, where he intends to ſtay, and 
hence to paſs into Italy and Conſtantinople. 

The 224 the council of ſtate gave a definitive ſentence between the Papiſts and the 
Proteſtants of Sancerres, by which theſe laſt, although very much leſs in number than the 
other, have been condemned to pay three in four parts of all taxes and impoſitions, 
either ordinary or extraordinary, thus to force them to their habitations. They have 
informed all the Proteſtant churches of this kingdom of this high injuſtice. 

The 23%, as the king was ready to go into his coach for his voyage, the provoſt mer- 
chants and the ſheriffs, with fix companies of merchants, preſented themſelves before the 
king; and, being all upon their knees, one made an oration of.halt an hour, in which 
the people's miſery was repreſented unto him, by reaſon of the great and daily charge 
of taxes aſſeſs'd on them, and particularly upon out-works and laces, either of Genoa or 
Flanders, and of gold and ſilver; which impoſitions cauſe a decreaſe in all trades; and fo 
ruin many workmen. The ſpeech being ended, the king put off his hat, and made them 
riſe, and aſſured them, he would ſee them ſatisfied in thoſe things. In going from the 
king, they met the queen, who let them know in harſh language, ſhe was not well pleaſed 
they had ſpoken to his majeſty without her and the cardinal. This has lately bought 
the marquiſdom of Neſlẽ between Peronne and Fere, one of the fineſt in all France, having 
eren or eight gentlemen for vaſſals.

NoBLE SIR, La Cittate, T5, Sept. 1654. 


EFORE this wayte on you, I doubt not but Mr. Longland's will have acquainted Vol. xviti, 

you with his haveinge diſpatched mee to Toulon upon occaſions of your ſervice ;P. 194 
wherein, for the firſt character of my zeale, I thinke it not fitt to omitt to preſent you 
with this relation, which I mett with at la Cittate, a port-towne in Provence, five leagues 
Soth-weſtward of Thoulon, where I am juſt now arrived, and neceſſarily to ſtay two daycs 
at the leaſt, before I goe to Thoulon. The ſubſtance is this; that the fleete at Thoulon 
conſiſts of fifteen veſſels of warr, and fix gallys, all fully ready to goe to ſea: the number 
of ſouldiers about 15,000 3 the deſigne generally conceived to be Italy, and peradventure 
Naples, however caution be uſed to huſh the noice thereof amongſt the people. The 
confirmative arguments are theſe : : 

That they have embarqued 4000 bridles and faddles, as many pair of boots, as many 
pair of piſtolls, and as many muſketoons; and principally they have five-and-twenty Neapo- 
lian gentlemen of condition, all inveſted with principal charges amongſt them. 

But that, which oppoſes this, and gives ſuſpicion they intend for Millan, is theire 
having ſent a body between 20 and go, ooo men into Piemont, 5000 whereof are horſe; 
which are ſayd to have occupated and ſecured all the paſſes and inletts that way. 

Upon the whole, it is generally believed, that the forces will to ſea within eight or ten 
dayes at the fartheſt, being unfurniſhed with nought but onlie ſome ſecret and poſitive 
orders from the court.

"THE lords commiſſioners of the Hans-towns have declared themſelves in the quliy 

of embaſſadors in this court, and have demonſtrated, that they were admitted in tht 
quality by king Henry the fourth ; received and concluded a treaty with that title; tht 
they were received and acknowledged in the court of the emperor as embaſſadors; neither 
were they received in Spain more nor leſs than other embaſſadors of what ſtate ſoerer, 
The alledging of theſe examples had ſome force here, and the ſaid lords were received 
here as embaſſadors by the count de Berliſe maſter of the ceremonies, and brought to a 
audience before the king, who fat in a chair with his hat on ; and when they approached, 


his majeſty roſe up, and took off his hat a little, and put it on again, and then fat dom 
again, and heard the ſpeech and propoſition of the ſaid embaſſadors, who were all the whil 
bare-headed : which being ended, they took their leave; and then the king took off ju 
hat again, ſitting till in the chair.

Thurſday following, his majeſty went from Nanteuil to Soiſſons, where he ſtayed that 
night; and next day went to la Fere, where they are now. Their deſign is not well known 
2s yet. Some think, they will beſiege la Capelle; others, they will not, but endeavour 
to quarter their army this winter upon the enemies. We ſhall ſoon know the truth. It is 
confirmed by many, that marquis de Mont-Olympe is treating with the cardinal for his 
government, he being a great friend of cardinal de Retz in time paſt; yet the cardinal 
Mazarin offers him the government of la Fere, with twenty-five thouſand livres for the 
government of Mont-Olympe. 

The troops, that we had in Guienne, to the number of five thouſand men, are now 
m Vendoſme, and marching towards the river Sein at Mantes, to join with Turenne's 
army, to winter alſo in Flanders this year. 

We have, by letters from the frontiers of Picardy, that prince Conde defeated a ſmall 
convoy of ours near Thum, and has paſſed this fide of the river to endeavour to hinder 
our army from relief, ours being forufying themſelves in Binchi. 

The doctors had ſome hope of the recovery of duke de Joyeuſe, till now; but at 
preſent, they ſay, he cannot live three days; a gallant man. Monſ. marſhal d' Eſtré, 
being ſick of the ſtone, was yeſterday morning cut, and hopes of his recovery, though 
le be eighty years old. The cardinal, before he parted, bought the marquiſate of Neſle, 
yearly worth 60,000 livres. We are informed, that the accommodation of Madame de 
Lopgucville is made with her huſband the duke of the ſame name; and that ſhe is come 
14m now from Moulins, where ſhe retired herſelf in a monaſtery all the while paſt. 

The letters from Valenciennes of the nineteenth inſtant bring, that the enemics were 
camped that morning from Mantes, and having the river d' Aiſne in them places, poſted 
tiemſclves fide by fide by ours within two leagues, theirs being very conſiderable and 
galant, as they were before Arras, before they loſt any thing, are now ſo well furniſhed 
in all things, both bag and baggage, and artillery, enough of proviſion and ammunition, 
and in number 25,000 eſſective men. They were like to take Monſ. marquis de Caſtle- 
naux Mauviſſieres, who loſt ſome of his baggage, men, and horſes, becauſe the enemies 
palled this fide of the river unexpected; which ſeeing, marſhal Turenne cauſed his army

SIR | 
HAD foe little to ſay by the laſte poſte more then what I wrote your ſonn worde > 
concerninge the ſtate of the French and Spaniſh armyes, that I doe not remember, that 
I gave you the trouble of my letter, as knowing you had not that tyme buſineſſe of to 
great importance to be diſpenced withall, for the reading of any unneceſſary papers. Nor 
doe I nowe beleive your occaſions leis, or my informations ſoe much the more materal 
this weeke, then they were the laſte; that I ſhould not conclude it needfull to tell you, 
that this 1s principally to Jet you ſee, that I cannot omitt any opportunity of letting you 
knowe, howe truly J am your ſervant, when J have any thinge beſides the bare affurance 
of that, which may recompence the trouble of my letters. I have written to a perſon you 
knowe of, to meet me, whoe, I belecve, will very ſhortly ; if I can take him of from the 
courſe he is in, it will be, in my opinion, conducible to the end you drive at, as it n 
be beneficiall to himſelfe. The French armye is retyred beyond the frontiers, without 
proſecuting their victory, accordinge to the great advantages, which the weakneſſe and 
diſtractions of theyr enemyes gave them; which yields occaſion ro manie to beleive, that 
they are upon ſome very ſecret treaty. If it ſhoulde produce a peace, what the conſequence 
woulde be in relation to theyr neighbours, is not very hard to conjecture, They had taken 
(or rather poſſeſſed) ſome places of ſmall ſtrength, and leſs importance, neer Brunxe!s, 
which they began to fortiſy, and intended to have made theyr winter-quarters in the Spatill

W E underſtand out of the report of the lord Quadacher, out of ſundry letters, and from Vol. xvii. 
the lords our commiſſioners to the conferences at Winſem, that the lord droſſart van p- 161. 


Zallandt, with ſome of the lords commiſſioners in ordinary, have been pleaſed to appoint 
again an extraordinary aſſembly againſt the third of October, at Zwoll, in order to confer 


there the day following concerning certain matters. Therefore we cannot but repreſent _ 


to your nobleneſſes anew, that we ſtill obſerve with an inward grief, that our good and 
cordial intentions for the welfare and union of our province are anſwered with fo little 
ſincerity and uprightneſs ; that after ſo many reiterated proteſtations of an inclination to 
help to accommodate the differences, that are riſen among us, and to reſtore a good har- 
mony and ſincere love between the members of this province, that we ſay, at the ſame 
time, when you give us repeated aſſurances, to renew an amicable conference, the words 
do ſo greatly differ from the actions, that inſtead of helping to remove the cauſes of the 
preſent differences by ſummoning an illegal and ſeparate meeting, as likewiſe by projecting 
new points of convocation, among which there are even ſome of the greateſt weight and 


conſequence, matter and caufe is given for new controverſies. Your nobleneſſes cannot be 


ignorant, from the preceding proteſtations and manifold reaſons alleged for that purpoſe 
on our ſide, as alſo from your nobleneſſes own knowledge of what has happened, that it 
is a notorious and unqueſtionable law, that the ordinary aſſembly of this ſtate, for this 
preſent year, being legally and in due form met together, according to the order and 


antient cuſtom of government, and not yet broken up, no body can have any right, under 
what pretence ſoever it might be, during the ſaid ſeſſion, to iſſue out any new ſummons, . 


or points of convocation, without being for that purpoſe expreſly authorized by the ſame.

From Aken or Cologne you have now ſome letters; but from Vienna I had not one p. 314. 


word by this poſt : neither do I think much was to be written from thence ſince the date of 
the laſt letters you had. 

It is much noted here, contrary to the expectation of many men, that you have no 
diſſentions among yours in England, at this meeting of parliament. It will be a cooling 
card for miſerable R. C. who, they ſay, ſpends much time in dancing. His friends here 
are much troubled at your quietneſs, and at the ill ſucceſs of his affairs in Scotland. 

The news here ſince my laſt are, that the queen of Sweden is ſtill in Antwerp, and that 
ſhe is to become Roman Catholic; which was the grand reaſon of reſigning her crown: 
which many incline to believe, the rather, that Don Antonio Pimentel, as letters import 
from Madrid of the fifth laſt month, is qualified embaſſador from the king of Spain to 


her majeſty, and from thence to the now king of Sweden; likewiſe, that Don Stephano | 


Gamarra is qualified embaſſador from the ſaid king to the ſtates general. The ſaid Don 
Stephano is now here, and preparing to ſucceed M. le Brun in the Hague; of which 
more 1n due time. | 

The lord Taaf has been here, and is gone to Antwerp to viſit the queen of Sweden, 
being ſent by R. C. with ſome compliments; which I preſume is his buſineſs. The ſaid 
queen is under the protection of the king of Spain, and conſequently the emperor's. 

Here are ſome letters arrived, that bring cardinal de Retz's landing at St. Sebaſtian's ; 
but from Bourdeaux the certainty is not yet clear to me; 

Since my laſt nothing of action paſſed between the armies. A general muſter has been 
made of all our armies by the archdukes Conde and Lorrain near Valenciennes at Mentz 
in Haynault, wherein were found 12,000 horſe, and 8000 foot, effective men; and ſince 
arrived here of new levies 1000 men from Germany.

and after followed the French army, which cauſed marſhal de Turenne to decamp, and 
quit his poſt at Binch, after having pillaged it, and burnt many houſes, both there and 
in his way, as he paſſed. Divers ſkirmiſhes the army had with them, wherein were ſlain 
avout three hundred of theirs, and ſo many priſoners taken. Both the armies ſince are 
at a ſtand about Chatcau-Cambreſis, Queſnoy, and that way; which was all the account 
now of the armies, | | | 

The abbot of St. Catharine's, employed now in Ireland by Charles of Lorrain, parted 
from thence to Dunkerk, to be ſhipp'd in the frigat, that came thither with the moneys I 
mentioned, a fotnight ſince. The ſaid abbot goes to Madrid, ſent by duke Francis of 
Lorrain. His buſineſs I do not yet know; it may be ceremonies. Laſt tueſday the

The rumour goes, the pope is dead; and that the king and his council, having known 
it, had ſent a very ſtrict order to the duke of Guiſe to go with his fleet towards the eccle- 
ſiaſtical ſtate, to uphold the faction of France againſt that of Spain; with the which duke 
of Guiſe the forces of the dukes of Modena and Parma are to join, which will make up 
between ſix or ſeven thouſand men ; and the ſaid dukes have alſo the like number ; and 
that the king doth fend the duke to Roan.

By the next poſt I hope 
to give you a further account of it, I have ſeen a letter from Stockholm, which imports 
much, and peculiarly, that the new king has reſolved to fend a count embaſſador to the 
queen of Sweden to Antwerp, to treat of two points. The firſt is, to ſhew her the great 
conveniencies of her return into Sweden : the next 1s, to divert her from turning to be a 
Roman Catholic, of which (it ſeems) they are jealous in Sweden. Beſides, it is dan- 
gerous for the lands conquered in Germany by the late king of Sweden, as Pome- 
rania, &c. and being the lawful inheritance of his child, the queen might be by this 
aliened from the crown by the power of the emperor and empire. I cannot tell you

5 ID not anſwer the laſt week the letter, which you were pleaſed to write to me of the Vol. xviii. 
twenty fifth of the laſt month, becauſe I was gone to ſalute the queen at Antwerp withP: 7 
permiſſion of the king, and a paſs of the archduke's limited for three or four days ſtay in 
Antwerp. Not to defer what I owe to your curioſity at the return from my journey, I will tell 
you, that I did not find in that princeſs ſo many extraordinary things in her conduct, as 
were publiſhed of her. She did not ſeem to me to be far engaged to the intereſts of Spain; 
nor her manner of living extravagant, nor her thoughts void of good reaſon and ſenſe : 
her deſign is, as ſhe told me, to go into Italy, where ſhe will eſtabliſh her dwelling-place, 
and there live privately. I do not think, that the earl of Chaſtelus and the abbot Iſſoire, 
who went with me the journey, and are now bound for England, are yet gone from the 
Brill, through contrary winds. At their arrrival, they will be able to tell you more of 
her, than I can write in many ſheets. I have only one thing, which doth ſurpriſe every 
body, at the table of the princeſs; that 1s, that ſhe 1s very free to propound a great many 
paradoxes, and to maintain them, as if they were her own opinions; although, in my 
judgment, ſhe doth daily propound them to know the opinions of others, to try their 
minds, and to divert her own. There 1s not wherewithal to be wondered at, that the 
firſt ſucceſs of the parliament of England ſhould have hindered the courſe of your nego- 
tation. My lord protector will now fit and accommodate his counſels to his intereſts; 5 
and many think, that he will reſolve upon a war, either with Spain, or with us. I do 
underſtand by your laſt, that the opinions and reports of the common people were, that : 
he would make us his enemies; but I am of your opinion, and I can hardly believe, that 
he will have to do with a nation ſo active, ſo unquiet, and ſo valiant, as ours is. In the 
mean time you have wherewithal to exerciſe your patience. Here hath paſſed nothing 
conſiderable, only a conteſt about the ſupreme command over the militia, Holland 
pays two-thirds thereof, or thereabouts. The companies are diſperſed through the pro- 
vinces, and the great refolution of 1650, after the deceaſe of the prince, doth ſay, that 
the magiſtrates of the cities, wherein any militia is quartered, may diſpoſe of the ſame in 
each province. | 

In Overyſſel there are diviſions of three parties. The two, Campen and Zwoll, have 
{ct themſelves in oppoſition to the third, which is Deventer. Their conteſt is not for 
droſſart of Twent; but it is much increaſed, by reaſon that the two cities will name the 
prince of Orange for their governor, and count William to take upon him the function 
thereof preſently, till the prince be of age. Deventer doth hold with the intereſts of ' 
Holland, and doth oppoſe this nomination. 

Thoſe of Campen and Zwoll ſent, a fortnight ago, orders to the captains of the com- 
panics, who are quartered there, to come and be in their gariſon, pretending to make uſe 
ot them againſt the enterprizes of thoſe of Deventer. 

The lords of Holland, who pay the faid companies, made preſently prohibition to the 
captains not to obey the magiſtrates of thoſe two cities; and after much ſtir they agreed, | 
tar the lords of Holland ſhould recal that prohibition, and that the ſtates general ſhould 
Write to the {aid captains not to meddle with the debates of both parties, who do ſhare 
tac province of Overyſſel. 
lt is very remarkable, that the United provinces gave no aſſiſtance to Bremen, although 
that city doth pretend, that they were obliged to it by the treaties between them, and that

The commiſſioner of Bremen hath taken his leave, and is ſince departed. His expedi- 
tion, in effect, is no other than the ſending of commiſſioners: if the city is wiſe, they 
will make their peace as well as they can, and leave their revenge to God, as well again 
the emperor, who hath not protected them, as againſt the ſtates general, who have not 
aſſiſted them, however obliged, the one by duty, the other by promiſes, treaties, and 
alliances : and it is not ſtrange, that God 7ransfert regna, or punitheth the governors, wig 
do ſo villainouſly fail of doing their duty.

S OME. people doubt of the pope's death, by reaſon his nuncio here has not yet received 
any extraordinary poſt of the ſame. 

No conſiderable action has yet been done in Picardy. You have heard of the taking 
of count Granpre by the count of Duras, who going to the relief of Clermont, has thus 
taken with him his brother, his nephew, and twelve gentlemen, who were hunting with 
him. In conſequence whereof, I am informed, that the ſaid count of Duras is entered into 
Clermont, and has cauſed the raiſing of the ſiege thereof by the king's troops, and ha 
afterwards carried his priſoners to Montmedy. SER 

It is faid, that the king and the cardinal Mazarin have paſſed by Guiſe. Marſhalde 
Guiſe hath obtained of his majeſty the ſurvivance of the portion of the dukedom of 
Angouleſme and of the county of Pouthien, for the prince ot Joinville his nephew. 

The news from Catalonia bear, that the prince of Conti, after he had received fome 
reinforcement of foot, thinking to beſiege Piucerda, the beſieged had fallied out, and had 


nailed four pieces of his ordnance. 


We hear nothing from the cardinal de Retz; and by reaſon the inhabitants of Belle-iſt

The affairs in Rome are much changed. The pope is well recovered, and become young 
again. He laughs at all, and ſays, he will live as long as he can; in order to which, be 
looks only to his health, and will not be troubled with any great buſineſs ; ſo that cardina 
Franciſco Barberini, being of the ſecret council of Donna Olympia, rules all, to the great 
grief of the Spaniard. Cardinal Chigj is he, that in open view does all, being ſecretary af 
ſtate to his holineſs, but by the influence from Olympia and Barberini.

AS J was ſpeaking here of your negotiation, as of a thing whereof the ſucceſs was vol. xix. 
yet uncertain, a certain perſon of this ſtate told me, that my lord de Witt had p. 91. 


aſſured him, that the accommodation was infallible ; and that he had it from a very good 
hand. We are not (thanks be to God!) in that condition, that the event of that buſineſs 
ſhould give us ſo much apprehenſion. Thoſe, that will declare themſelves our enemies, 
will have a good ſhare of the fear. The reſerve, which you have made of that declara- 
tion, which was deſired of us, is very worthy your judgment. I have not yet refuſed it 
here: the time runneth on, and I hope, that without explaining, if we would go ſo far, 
the occaſions and deſire of preſſing us to it will ceaſe. The lord penſionary de Witt 
hath been for ſome days at Amſterdam, where it is faid he doth intend to marry a niece 
of the deceaſed Becker, being a rich, fair, and well-qualified lady. He deſerveth to meet 
with a good fortune; for he 1s a very honeſt perſon. He is very ingenious, very honeſt 
at heart, and of good judgment and prudence, far above his age. I can aſſure you, that 
do all, that I can, to preſerve the union; but it is impoſſible to imagine, how caſual and 
undeterminable the motions of this ſtate are, by reaſon of the multitude of reſorts and 
motions, which are not fubordered. Without doubt the party of the lords of Holland is 
the beſt governed, and the ſtrongeſt ; but not having within itſelf any authorized head, by 
a well-governed power, it is capable to be diffolved through itſelf : and I do under- 
ſtand, that many are weary of the controverſies, which do daily ariſe about the diſtri- 
buting of honours and offices; and do avow, that it will be very difficult to keep all quiet 
any longer, without making choice of a governor. If they muſt have one, let them 


chooſe one of themſelves. And what concernerh us, who do love them and deſire their 


preſervation, let us follow their government, ſuch as they ſhall think fit to ſet up, without 
preſuming, that they ſhould alter it upon our perſuaſions. I am very glad of what you 
write to me of the ſatisfaction, which you have of my lord Beverning. He is here in 


very good eſteem amongſt thoſe alſo, who are not of his party; and upon your relations, 


1% help them to ſpcak well of him. 
I have writ to you of the ceſſation of arms between Bremen and the Swedes. They do 


make no haſte to accommodate the buſineſs, as was thought they would; but the ceſſa- 
tion of arms is to end the twenty-fifth of November, where the nature will prolong of 
Melt, without any treaty. Somebody told me, that the Swedes arc jealous of ſome 
troops, which the Muſcovites have upon the frontiers of Livonia, That province is 
not only in debate between the Swedes and the Polanders, but thoſe of Ruſſia do pretend 
to it; and without having any further right to a place, it is enough for a prince, that his 
predeceſſors have once had it in poſſeſſion.

AFTER the ſending away of our letters of laſt friday, we were acquainted the neu 

morning, which we heard nothing of the night before, that about that time a mi 
chance happened to the lord protector, which might have been in all likelihood very fat 
unto him, if God had not wonderfully preſerved him; as we are informed the mannet 
of it to be thus. His highneſs, only accompanied with ſecretary Thurloe and ſome fen 
of his gentlemen and ſervants, went to take the air in Hyde-park, where he cauſed ſome 
diſhes of meat to be brought; where he made his dinner, and afterwards had a delire t 
drive the coach himſelf, having put only the ſecretary into it, being thoſe fix hors 
which the earl of Oldenburgh had preſented unto his highneſs, who drove pretty hanc- 
ſomely for ſome time; but at laſt provoking thoſe horſes too much with the whip, tie) 
grew unruly, and run fo faſt, that the poſtillion could not hold them in; whereby 
highneſs was flung out of the coach-box upon the pole, upon which he lay with his boch 
and afterwards fell upon the ground. His foot getting hold in the tackling, he was & 
ried away a good while in that poſture, during which a piſtol went off in his pocket: 5 
at laſt he got his foot clear, and ſo came to eſcape, the coach paſſing away withou! 
hurting him. He was preſently brought home, and let blood; and after ſome reſt taken. 
he is now pretty well again. The ſecretary, being hurt on his ancle with leaping out 6 
the coach, hath been forced to keep his chamber hitherto, and been unnt for af 
buſineſs ; ſo that we have not been able to further or expedite any bulſineis this weer 
neither do we hear of any reſolution ſince our laſt taken in the parliament, but 1

time, that I have hardly been able to enjoy their company; only yeſterday I had an 
opportunity to offer unto them, and chiefly to the lord your brother, all that is in my 
ſmall power. And I muſt alſo complain, that he did not come and lodge at my houſe. 
You will do me juſtice for it, my lord, one day; and the better to obtain it, I will 
apply myſelf with more care, to render him ſome ſervice during his abode here. He 
hath made me a relation ſo accompliſh'd of the manner of the queen of Sweden's 
living, that there wanted nothing, but your judgment to frame mine, and to beat with 
more authority thoſe, that dare to blame her conduct. I have not yet any thing to write 
unto you of my negotiation. It was referred ſix days ago, under pretence of an accident 
happened to the lord protector and the ſecretary of ſtate in a promenade, wherein the firft 
took the place of his coachman, and his horſes running away with him, he was flung 
out of the box, amongſt the horſes; and if his ſhoe had not broken or ſlipp'd off, the miſ- 
fortune had been intire. He got off only with ſome bruiſes, and was likewiſe noways 
hurt with a piſtol, that went off in his pocket. During this diſorder, the ſecretary of 
ſtate ſat in the coach, who endeavouring to get out, ſprained his foot; which was all the 


harm that happen'd to him. Both of them do not forbear to keep their beds, nor to 


buſy themſelves alſo. But the affairs of the parliament go before all ours ; whereof ſome 
of the council have aſſured me I ſhall ſoon have an end. The embaſſadors of Holland 
have not yet any anſwer given them about the ſalt laden in their ſhips. It is put off with- 
out any cauſe ; and I doubt of the effects of thoſe words, which have been given them. 
The parliament doth continue to proceed upon the articles of the government ; and it is 


ſaid, that they have reſolved, that neither peace nor war can be declared without the 


conſent of parliament. Some of the commiſſioners have been buſy with my lord pro- 
tector to reduce the militia; and ſome regiments are to be diſbanded. This will give a 
pretence to the lord protector to rid his hands of thoſe, who are not thoroughly affected 
to him, and who have ſhewn themſelves not altogether pleaſed with this laſt alteration. 
It is ſai, that the fleet under general Blake is gone for the Streights ; that the other will 
be alſo ſuddeniy ready to ſet fail : however, ſome do imagine, that there is more of 
teigning than reality in this voyage. |

boſtes, rebelles, fugitivi, that they ſhall not be explained otherwiſe than of the ſubject 
and natives of the commonwealth of England, who ſhall come to live under the Juriſ. 
diction of theſe provinces. And that which further has been underſtood in the fig 
reſolution, is ordered to be ſent to the commiſſioners of this province in the generaliy, 
to aſſiſt and obtain from their high-mightineſſes a general reſolution, tending to that 
ſenſe : upon which nothing has been done hitherto z and therefore the province doth 
perſiſt as before in their precedent interpretation, declaring, that they have not ratike 
the treaty of peace with England in any other ſenſe. And after deliberation, the other 
provinces demanded a copy thereof, which was granted, &c. 

J have ſeen here a letter from our embaſſadors in London to the ſtates general and the 
greffier, which contain nothing but the proceedings in parliament, and of general Blake's 
being ordered to go to ſea with his fleet. The letters were of the ninth of October, 
1654. and their ſubſtance being better known there, it is needleſs to return further ther 
contents. 

Count William of Naſſau, governor of Frieſland, ſignified to the ſtates general hi 
being made a prince of the empire, and ſent to them the emperor's letters-patents for it, 
which the ſtates returned to him, wiſhing him all happineſs with that dignity.

But over and above theſe public fayours, what may not the reformed Proteſtants pretend 
to? and what is not due unto them after ſuch horrible perſecutions ? And not to repeat 
thoſe of the poor Albigenſes and Waldenſes, and which have been followed with cruclty 
not to be imagined even unto our days; I ſay, beſides ſuch plunderings, murders, burnings, 
and maſſacres, be it that of St. Bartholomew's at Paris, be it of all other great cities and 
other countries, where there may be reckoned more than ſixty thouſand Proteſtants to have 
had their throats cut, at leaſt been put to death at the ſame time; the which in the ſtead 
of this diabolic intention, that theſe bloody men had to extirpate them, God ſuffered to 
increaſe and augment in ſuch a number, that they were at leaſt able to give laws cvery- 
where, without diſloyalty or treaſon againſt princes, who under colour of affording them 
relief, and managing affairs for their reſtauration, and that under oaths and promiſes, fold 
and delivered them up; they ſhould not be now in a declining condition, into which they 
were reduced, as it were, in a way of kindneſs and courteſy ; but the work of God {hall 
abide for ever. Wherefore they have juſt cauſe and right in all points of equity to pretend, 
that the whole kingdom is deeply engaged to them, and owes to them all parity and equa- 
lity with all other ſubjects, with the ſame prerogatives of other inhabitants, for the repa- 
ration and juſt compenfation of their loſſes, depredations and wrongs, which they have 
ſuffered, and of thoſe ſervices, which they have actually performed. 

At the leaſt we ought not to think it ſtrange, that the ſaid Proteſtants ſhould ſtrengthen 
themſelves (as God permits) by any human helps, (while ſecond cauſes do not reſiſt the 
firſt and ſupreme) and provide before-hand fo far, as it is juſt and equitable, againſt the 
rage of the people, which the magiſtrates repreſs not with ſufficient authority to pre- 
ſerve them in union, which is the ſtrength of a ſtate, ſeeing that the ſaid Proteitants are 
expoſed to ſuch a condition at the preſent, and ſuch a convenience for their enemics, by 
the demoliſhing all their works, that at the firſt ſtirring or motion they may be ſeized 
upon, or taken openly ; for the preventing of which, and for the cauſe of liberty and ſafety, 
divers Cities have been ſurrendered for the ſecurity and tranquillity of the ſtates, as well as 
for the ſafety of their own particulars, that fo the facility of wronging or attaching them 
being out of the power of the people, by reaſon of the ſtrength, which the Proteſtants had 
in their hands by means of the ſaid cities, the envy, paſſion, and rage of their cvil-willers, 
was hindered and made invalid, and fo the inſurrections hindered; which ſo many times 
and o often being repeated, have troubled the ſtates; and ſo by this means peace and 
tranquillity preſerved. But it is now come to pals, that the Proteſtants have been fraudu-

| $a anſwer to your letter I do aſſure your lordſhip, that I will do my utmoſt endeavour 
and uſe all my induſtry, to conclude the treaty upon the conditions his majeſty can 
deſire; but by reaſon of the long conferences, which I have already had with this govern. 
ment, it is very eaſy to underſtand what may be expected from them, which will be 1» 
more than what I have formerly made known unto your lordſhips, and I do think it vii 
be in vain to expect more from them now. However I will do my endeavour to the hef 
of my ſkill, to ſatisfy his majeſty's intentions. I do not ſee, that it is neceſſary to make 
mention of the queen, of her domeſtics, and the officers that ſerve in the troops of hi; 
majeſty, ſince that the article will not be ſet down in general terms; and that in 2 memo- 
randum of thoſe, that are deſired to be ſent out of the kingdom, there is not one of 
them, that is in the one or the other ſervice; but without doubt, the ſending away of al 
envoys of Mouſieur the prince, and other rebels, will not be conteſted. The relative clauſe 
in the antient alliances between France and Scotland will recerve more of difficulties, 
and alſo it is needleſs to inſiſt, upon it, ſince it hath been ſo often rejected, when J have 
propoſed it; and ſince now the treaty doth only regard the revocation of the letters of 
marque, and the eſtabliſhment of commerce, which they have interrupted, one may preſup- 

ſe, that it will not give any pretence to all the antient treaties made between France, 
England, and Scotland. | | 

As to the arbitrage of the city of Hamburgh, I have formerly explained myſelf, that 
the intention of the king was not to ſubmit to it any other difference than the valuation of 
the merchandizes, that have been taken at ſea, The commiſſioners did not go beyond 
that reſtriction, nor did I ever underſtand, that their intention was to do otherwile. I haye 
not failed to inſert the neceſſary clauſe to hinder that, in caſe the commiſſioners and arbi- 
trators ſhall not judge and determine the differences in the time agreed on, that then 
however no new letter of marque ſhall be granted, to which the commiſſioners have given 
their hands; but they will not bind themſelves in caſe of contravention, for want of exe- 


cuting the treaty. 


I did alſo think it neceſſary to reje& the two articles, which did limit the authority of 
the king upon the eſtabliſhing of impoſitions, although the equality was offered, confefling 
well enough the difference, that there is between the commerce of France and England; 
and without doubt, this ſtate would not have made new inſtances upon that point, if the 
intereſts of the king had permitted to defer for ſome time the augmentation of the cuſtoms 
upon foreign merchandizes. . 

My commiſſioners complained to me, and amongſt the people they make uſe of this 
conſideration to cool the heat, that the people of England doth declare to have to ſee the 
commerce with France and the liberty of tranſporting the cloth of England eſtabliſhed.

ut Vol. xix, M* laſte unto your honour was of the ſeventh of this month, ſince when I have 
1 h p. 277. received a letter from my brother of the 4 of September, advizeinge me of the 
* receite and delivery of mine unto your honour of the fifth and nineteenth of Auguſt; 
and therefore I dout not but all others as I have ſente unto him for your honor vil 
come ſafe into your hands; and that you wil be pleaſed to favour me with yours, wherby 
I may remayne aſſured, that mine hath and wil be acceptable unto your honor. In ny 
laſte I ſignified unto you the care wee were in heere for not haveinge then received 
advize of the arrivall of the ſhipp, that carried the monies from Cadiz to Flaunder; 
but now we have certayne niewes of her arrivall ther, God be prayſed. The cardinal! 
de Retz is to goe from San Sebaſtian to Valentia, without comeinge to Madrid, and 
ther to embarke for Rom in two gallies, that this kinge furniſheth his eminency wit, 
haveinge likewiſe furniſhed him with a great ſumme of monies towards the defrayinge 
the charges of his journey; for wee heere give the pops for dead. This king hath calle 
the kingdome to cortes ; the which is, as your parliament of England, compoſed of two 
burgeoiſes out of every cittie and towne in the kingdomes of Caſtil and Leon, that hath 
voyce in the cortes ; and they are to begin on the eighth of December nextt..

This 
gentleman went ſomething further, and told me, that this news being arrived here at 
court, it had cauſed ſome moderation there; and that his greateſt enemies began to ſpeak 
for him. The king is to arrive here to-day. 

On tueſday laſt he was at Meudon; and as he was coming home, his coach overtumed 
in the ſtreet about ſeven o'clock at night: he was ſlightly hurt in the head, M. Pepin 
in the ſhoulder, and I in both my legs. We made as good an eſcape as my lord protedtor, 
who, by the going off the piſtol he had in his pocket, doth declare to ſtand in fear.

T HE laſt article of the here incloſed gazette will tell you of the eſcheat received in vol. xix. 
Italy by the Spaniards, whereot I made mention in my laſt. The particulars wep. 261. 


have thereof with divers letters, are, that the marſhal of Granday, entering into the Mila- 
nois, had met with the fore-guard of the marquis of Caracena, and had routed it upon 
its retreat into the junction of the reſt of the army, which he had alſo cauſed to with- 
draw, with the loſs of above three or four thouſand Spaniards flain, and five hundred 
taken priſoners, with two pieces of ordnance ; but not without a conſiderable loſs for the 
French, wiſh whoſe ſucceſs the Genoeſe ſeemed to be well pleaſed, in the diſcontent they 
had always of the Spaniards ; the fame letters adding, that the pope was ſtill better and 
better, and that they had ſeen from the ſaid city of Genoa the army of the duke of Guiſe 
paſſing near the iſland of Sardinia, without being able to march on which ſide it drew: 


all which news do exceedingly rejoice this court; as well as the great relief entered into 


eſnoy, without that Mons le prince hath aſſaulted it, although it paſſed but a league 


and a half diſtant from his camp. 


In conſequence of the arrival of that relief, the marſhal of Turenne ſeeing he could not 
eaſily keep Chateau-Cambreſis, he hath, as J am informed, cauſed the works he had 
made therein to be cut off; and that he hath for certain diſlodged with his army, and 
hath paſſed between Guiſe and the Chatelet ; which hath obliged M. le prince to do the 
lame, and go towards Maubeuge, as he hath done. 

The king of Spain hath written a very courtcous letter unto that prince, in theſe 
terms: © I have informed myſelf of all, and all has been told me; and as to the remainder, 
* Towe it unto God and to your valour. I the king, &c. ** So that it is faid, that 
prince is ſo much the more pleaſed, that the ſtates of Flanders do allo attribute to him 
much glory of that action of Arras, and offer to fecond him ſo far as to furniſh him 
Wherewithal to keep his troops in action all the winter upon the frontier, to free them- 
ſelyes of the diſorder of the winter-quarters, deſiring only, that their moneys be well 
managed and diſtributed by commiſſioners, which they will nominate to that purpoſe. 
It is written moreover from the ſaid prince's camp, that the queen of Sweden was to go 
thither ; and that Pimentelli was to return from Madrid towards that princeſs. Where- 


upon it is told me, that the ſaid Pimentelli returning by her, he is to make ſome propoſi- 


tions of peace from the ſaid king of Spain, though it ſhould only be to give ſome 
Jealouſy unto England. . 

| Their majeſtics are ſtill expected here to-day or to-morrow from Chantilli, where 
ncy arrived three days fince. In the interim my lady Montall, wife to the governor of 
Rocroy, hath been made priſoner in a houſe of our ſuburbs of St. Germain. She came 
rom Auvergne, with a paſs from the king, to withdraw herſelf to the ſaid Rocroy ; and 
this by the chancellor's orders, who after he had ſeen the ſaid paſs, ſaid, that they ſhould 
0twithitanding keep the ſaid lady until his majeſty's arrival. 

Is ſaid maſeſty doth exceedingly preſs the duke of Orleans to agree with cardinal 
VMazarin, and to write unto him the firſt ; but this duke would not yet do it, ſaying, he 
would enterprize nothing againſt kim, nor againſt the royal wills, if ſo be they are to 
tain and approve his miniſtry; but that it is impoſſible for him to be his friend.

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HE poſts of this day, or laſt friday, are not yet arrived, by reaſon, as I believe, of A. D. 1654! 


rain and foul weather. Our king arrived ſaturday laſt, and court; ſince which time -« # "Wy 


they have done nothing but recreate themſelves after their journey. 


The cardinal viſited monday laſt the queen, that was, of England, in the afternoon; P 393 


and after he went away, ſhe went to the Louvre, and viſited the queen of France. 

Mr. Montagu is a great man at the French court, ſo is my lord Jermyn too. The firſt 
has gotten of late upon St. Martin's abbey, 800 piſtoles by the year, beſides what he had 
before. So he is now yearly worth 1800 piſtoles by the year. 

The lord of Inchequin, after he ſhipped his regiment with the duke of Guiſe's army 


at Toulon, returned himſelf to Catalonia, where he is now in a town called Migny, to ſee 


Whether he will follow 
Guiſe, I do not yet know; but I think not. Our king goes this day to Bois de Vincennes, 
and after next ſunday will go to St. Germain's, to paſs there St. Hubert, being his day of 
hunting, and the ordinary hunting-feaft for the kings here.

Next morning another, called St. Lieu, was commanded in hke manner, who met with 
zuother party, of which he took a hundred and fifty priſoners, and a quantity of horſes. 
The twenty-firſt the general Turenne had four thouſand out of his army commanded by 
Monſ. count de Liſbonne, to convoy home the two hundred waggons, that went to Queſ- 
roy with the proviſions, as you have heard of before; but hearing, that the prince of 
Conde with his whole army was decamped from Noyelle the twentieth, and was marching 
after, the convoy was forced to return again to the army in another way. In the mean 
me Conde with his army were camped within a cannon's ſhot of Queſnoy, where having 
obſerved the fortifications ours made there, returned and marched towards Meubuge. His 
army is ſtrong enough, but ours have eaten all the forages in thoſe parts, which will cauſe 
him to retire unto his own countries, or ſtarve both men and horſe. 


Our armies are conſiderable, though not ſo numerous as theirs, and compoſed of an 


hundred ſquadrons, and twenty battalions, as ſtrong as they were in the beginning of the 
campaign, of which our general marſhal Turenne is high and glorious. Monſ. la Ferte's 
army commanded by marquis d' Uxelles, being reinforced by the troops of Guienne, and 
ſome of the king's guard, are gone to Clermont, and now about it. I hey doubt not but 
they ſhall get it. The town 1s not ſtrong, but the caſtle is conſiderable. When it is 
taken, all will look for their winter- quarters, and our general will come to court; for 
now he mult be vigilant to hinder the enemies from giving any relief to Clermont. 

Laſt ſaturday the procureur- general told the parliament, that the clergy were offended by 
the declaration given againſt cardinal de Retz, being much prejudicial to their privileges.

The ſtates general are more than the king; for 
they do not ſwear to it, but for the conſequence. | ; 
The ſtates of Holland will maintain their rights every manner of way, that the provin- 
rial ſovereignty 1s in themſelves, yea during the lives of the princes, In the year 1640 
did fee, that the ſtates of Holland, as they viſited and welcomed the queen of England, 
did cover themſelves before her as well as the ſtates general.

expect. They have reſolved his charge ſhall be clective. General Lambert made a long 
ſpeech to have it ſucceſſive. It is thought, that this will alienate the minds of the officers 
of the army, whereof the leaſt doth expect to govern England in time. Now they are 
debating to whom the election ſhall belong, and who ſhall govern in caſe of death, during 
the interval of parliament. General Blake is gone to ſea. The other is ſtill preparing. 
The quarrel of Overyſſel is a ſpark able to revive the fire, which was ſuppoſed to be out.

BROTHER, | 


I HAD hopes we ſhould have found our eſtates in ſuch a poſture, upon our unhappy 

excluſion from Brazil by the perfidious Portugals, as to have been ready to vindicate 
what we have loſt: but alas! we are ſo taken up in domeſtic broils about a ſtadtholder, 
that the Portugal is ſecure of his leiſure to reckon with him.

In Siara, which is a place between Fernamburo and Maragnan, there is a range 0 
mountains found out, which runs two hundred miles in length, and is a wall and bout 
dary between that part of America on the North ſea, and that which looks towards the 
South ſea and the Peruvian coaſt.

Moreover, I ſhall let you underſtand, where and by whom the ſhip was taken, in which 
was the ſaid mineral. The maſter of the ſhip dwelleth at Dort, whither, as ſoon as I had 
knowledge of the affair, I ſent to know particulars ; and give you to underſtand by letter 
from Dort, that the ſhip was called Schonenburg, and was brought into Foy in Cornwall; 
that the maſter of the ſhip was examined there by one Mr. Smith, who ſpake Dutch;

FTER the four firſt days of the negotiations, here begun, were paſſed with diſputes 
touching the independency of the city of Bremen, as their high mightineſſes will have 
obſerved, out of our laſt of the . , . November ; and that the lord Roſenhaen did finally 
declare, that the king his maſter would not grant the fame ; and the deputies of Bremen, 
that the lords their maſters could not deſiſt from the ſame, the faid lord Roſenhaen did at 
laſt declare, that he would conſent, that this point of independency ſhould be laid by, and 
that each party remaining unprejudiced in his pretenſions, the treaty might go on, !9 
find out a pcaceable compoſition of the depending differences; which being a long time 
diſcourſed upon, and conferences held, as well with the ſaid lord Roſenhaen, as with the pre- 
ſent lords the deputies of Bremen, touching ſundry cautions to be obſerved therein; Ve, 
together with the lords of Lubeck and Hamburg, in conſideration of the arguments alleged 
to us by the one and the other party, made a propoſition in writing for an accommode 
tion, and delivered the fame on monday laſt to the ſaid lord Roſenhaen; and his excel. 
lency promiſed to give his anſwer thereupon : ſince which he informed us, that we ſhould 
have this Cay all the conditions whereupon his majeſty was inclined to treat, drawn UP 
in manner of a formal treaty, with many civil excuſes, that it could not be done before, 
lince he had thought it neceſſary to get ſeveral informations from general Koningſmalk, 
who is at ꝓreſent àt one of his country ſeats, ſeven German miles from this town.

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lords for the ſaid two cities, did mediate in this negotiation, his excellency was of opinion.. 


that it would be for the reſpect due to your high mightineſſes, and for the better ſecurity 
of his majeſty, that their high mightineſſes by an article, to be inſerted in the treaty, by 
way of guaranty, would be ſecurity for the obſervance thereof, and that we on that account 
ſhould ſign the treaty for your high mightineſſes. Whereunto we anſwered, that your 
high mightineſſes would not only be glad to ſee, that herein a good treaty was con- 
cluded, but alſo, that the ſame were well kept and obſerved; but that, as to the ſaid 
ſubject, we were not inſtructed: however, that we would willingly write to your high 
mightineſſes; however we hoped, that the principal affairs for that reaſon would not be 
delay d. As well the ſaid director as the lord Roſenhaen, who afterwards at a viſit at our 
houſe made the ſame motion, did firſt mention, that their high mightineſſes ſolely ſhould 
be guarantees for the city of Bremen ; but acquieſced nevertheleſs with our anſwer, that 
ſuch a ſecurity and guaranty in a treaty could no otherwiſe be done but jointly. Here- 
upon we expect your high mightineſſes orders, 1 3 

After the writing of the foregoing, the director of chancery came to our houſe, whom 
the lord Roſenaen and delivered and read to us the annexed project 
of the treaty, after a preface by word of mouth, that his excellence in the drawing of the 
ſame had acted very moderately, and that he therefore might perhaps admit i formalibus 
one or other alteration, but ia materialibus none or but little altering. We muſt own, 
after the many proteſtations made to us of his majeſty's affection, and that he would aſk 
no hard conditions, the ſame ſeem'd very ſurpriſing to us, ſince it contains not only 
extenſively (to the prejudice of the city) whatever the laſt archbiſhops have had, which is 
the utmolt of his majeſty's pretenſions (and which nevertheleſs the emperors and the 
whole empire have deemed to be ill grounded, and which the lords of Bremen refute 
with very ſtrong reaſons) ; but alſo beſides this ſeveral other grievances : moreover, that 
his majeſty oppoſes ſo openly their independency, and makes ſuch exceſſive demands of 
ſeveral domains of the city, and among the reſt alſo of Vegeſack . . . . . their fort, for 
a ſubſiſtence of ., . . . . . as if the lords of Bremen had attack'd his majeſty 
offenſively, and forced him to a neceſſary defence. We have complained hereupon in 
plain terms, that we ſaw ourſelves thus deceived in our good confidence ; and further we 
ſpoke ſeriouſy againſt the harſhneſs and iniquity of the ſaid conditions, which we ſhall 
ſee to-morrow in a nearer conference with the lord Roſenhaen, whether we can reduce the 
ſame to reaſonable terms; whereto the ſaid director gives us but little hopes. Whereas 
in the ſaid project no mention is made of the guaranty, nor any thing ſaid by word of 
mouth at the delivery thereof, perhaps we {hall not be any more ſpoken to about it. The 
lords of Bremen, however, ſhould very probably be glad of it, if the negotiation ſhould 
come to a concluſion z which however, as long as the Swedes inſiſt upon the former or 
the like conditions, is not to be hoped. To-morrow we ſhall ſee likewiſe, whether the 
lord Roſenhaen 1s inclined to a further prolongation of a ceſſation of arms, which expires 
on the twenty-ſixth inſtant. The lord protector of England has written to the king of 
Sweden, and to the regency here, in favour of Bremen, and is ſaid to be well affected to 
their affairs. The emperor likewiſe doth urge very much by his reſident at the dict of 
the circle of Lower Saxony, the princes and ſtates, to diſpoſe them to the ſupport of the 
city: but every thing is taken ad deliberandum; as likewiſe the pretenſions of the deputies 
of Bremen, as coming from a free and imperial city, to take their place in the ſaid parti-

HE members of parliament are every day buſy by their committees, to ſettle the 

aftairs of the government and of religion ; but yet we are not informed of any further 
poſitive reſolution. In the laſt aſſembly of divines was ſet down a confeſſion of faith for 
the church of England, but was interrupted, at leaſt not intirely finiſh'd. There Ww3 
one made in the great aſſembly of divines of this nation, at Weſtminſter, in the ye! 
1642; the ſame is now a-new under examination or reviſion before a committee of tie 
Parliament. It is ſaid, that fourteen of the firſt articles of the ſame are already appro” 
et; which conſequently is expected will be good, and for the advantage of the church. 


he members of the houſe have alſo made ſome poſitive regulation and directions ow 
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cerning the free exportation of wheat, rye, barley, malt, peaſe, beans, and butter; each A. D. 16544 
ſpecies however regulated to a certain price: if above the fame, exportation remains pro W 


hibited, and under a certain permit from the cuſtoms, and under an expreſs reſervation, 
chat the ſaid exportation ſhall not be permitted, but only in Engliſh ſhips, and by inhabit- 


ants of England. Only foreigners ſhall have liberty to export butter, but with the 


charge of paying double cuſtom. It is whiſpered here, that ſome diſturbance has hap- 
pened among the ſailors of Penn, in the fleet at Portſmouth, and that ſome of them 
tended to draw up a petition, and deliver the ſame to his highneſs, conſiſting chiefly in 
theſe three complaints or grievances; that all their proyiſions are ſpoiled ; that they were 
fent upon an expedition, which was khown to all the world, and the ehemy ready pre- 
pared againſt it; and that they would not any longer be thus preſſed, but be liſted by 
beat of drum, as it was done in the Netherlands. However, we know nothing certain 
of it, only ſo much, that general Deſborough and Penn have been there; and as we are 
likewiſe informed, they have intirely quieted them, and cauſed their proviſions to be 
changed: as to the expedition, aſſured them, that the ſtate would take care for their repu- 
tation and conſervation ; and as to their laſt complaint, they would favourably repreſent 
the ſame to his highneſs. Here 1s alſo made public in print a certain petition ſigned by 
three certain colonels, Thomas Saimden, John Oſbry, and Matthew Alured, containing 
ſundry conſiderable points againſt the high power of the lord protector; but the {aid 
petition is ſuppreſſed, and the ſaid Alured, in whoſe houſe the fame was found, is ſecured 


here in the Meuſe, and the great council of war has been twice aſſembled hereupon, with 


hope and probability of an intire ſatisfaction.

AFEE R we had diſpatch'd by the poſt our laſt to their high mightineſſes, was deli- Vol. xx. 


vered to us an extract out of the reſolutions of the council, concerning the eleven P. 41: 


known ſalt-ſhips, a copy whereof 1s here incloſed, whereby we obſerve, that this affair 
was not ſent for advice to the judges of the admiralty, as the lord preſident inform'd us 
but that the ſame was returned for à final decree and deciſion ; and expecting therein 
nothing elſe but an unavoidable condemnation, we have thought proper to try {till all 
poſſible means, according to their high mightineſſes reſolution, to procure alſo the relaxa- 
tion of the ſalt; and thereupon we have not only ſpoken with Mr. Thurloe, who lies ſick 
a-bed, but alſo with the lord preſident and other lords of the council, with allegation of 
the damages, which our ſhips on the coalt of Portugal and in other parts might do to 
their veſſels ; of variances and troubles, which on both ſides might reſult therefrom ; and 


of the conjuncture of time and things; tha: winter being now at hand, ſuch diſputes 


might poſſibly not happen ſo ſoon again; and that being on the point of a concluſion 
with France, and upon a negotiation of marine, all affairs could hereafter not To conve- 
niently be regulated with us. Hereby we have brought it about, that the council ſhould 
turther aſſemble and reſolve about the ſame ; which was done laſt night: the reſult thereof 
however has been ſo as their high mightineſſes will be pleaſed to obſerve out of the 
incloſed copy. The negotiations of the lord de Neufville are now fo far, that the only 
diſputes are about the rank and titles, ſince he will admit of no alternative; viz. that 
the lord protector in one inſtrument ſhould be named before the king of France, as it has 
been done with Sweden, Denmark, and Portugal : however, there is propoſed an expe- 
cient, viz. to mention only France and the republic of England, whereot the ſucceſs is 
expected. Monſ. Oldenburg, who formerly tranſacted here the affairs for the city of 
Bremen, has aſſured us, that at his requeſt his highneſs had written letters to the king of 
Sweden and to the ſaid city, offering his mediation ; and that among other things he was 
aniwered, that in caſe this government was in due time and along with others deſired, 
they would have made no difficulty to take the mediation upon them along with their 
tigh mightineſſes. We have heretofore written to their high mightineſſes for ſome cre- 
dential letters to the preſent parliament, as alſo ſome in favour of the creditors of the 
queen of Bohemia, in order to preſent the fame along with their petition, when oppor- 
tunity ſerves. Whereupon we received with their high mightineſſes anſwer of the eighth 
of October a copy of the faid letters, in favour of the creditors, dated on the 30 
of September; and find, with ſubmiſſion, that therein theſe two affairs are thus 
Vo L. II.

SIR, 
1 HAVE yours the 27 October; the contents whereof ſhall be diligently obſerve 
There is nothinge yet donne in that affaire, the which I formerly gave the intelligence 
of, though it then was deſigned with ſuch ſpeed. The gentleman hath not bin with me 
according to his promiſe : he is newly returned to the Hague; and *tis apparent, that the 
ill ſucceſs of forces in Scotland may obſtruct the other work. I will be as vigilant a 


poſſible in all things, that concerne our buſſines. Collonel Blagge went from Amſterdam 


the laſt monday with the lord Belkarris. They gave mee no notice of their departure, 
which they promiſt to doe, only left worde at their lodging, that they went to the Hage, 
and would returne againe. I heare no more of them; ſo I beleive they are gone both 
for Scotland, although the lord Belkarris ſayde, he went for Parys to his lady. Blage 
returnes to his maſter with all ſpeed, to bring him certaine intelligence concerning the 
condition of Middleton and his friends there. As to that, I knowe no more. Theſe people 
are now very quiet, and for ought I ſee, they will ſuffer Swoll and Campen peaceably i 
enjoye their new ſtadtholder. What paſſes at C. St.*s court, my correſpondent's letter 
will inform you at large: I have made him ſo ſure, that you may be confident nothinge 
materiall ſhall paſs there, but we ſhall have notice of it. Sir, I will not trouble you nor 
myſelfe with compliments; for I efteeme them needles, where there is reallitye of favour, 
as you have pleaſed to inferr on mee in your moſt kinde motion to the company, cor- 
cerninge my defir ; for which I cannot omit to returne you my hartie thankes.

The great duke his maſter hath alſo ſent embaſſadors to the kings of Sweden, of Den- 
mark, to the emperor, and many other princes, to pray them, as alſo he doth the king 
of France, that they would not meddle themſelves in the warre he makes with the king 
of Poland, becauſe he hath not undertaken it without a cauſe ; whereof he hath made 
knowne the reaſons. | | | 

Men are ſent to aſſiſt the prince of Conti in the aſſembly of the ſtates of Languedoc, as 
alſo in Provence likewiſe, to convocate the ſtates there; the king deſiring to have ſome 
money of both theſe provinces. | 

The letters from Rouen note alfo, that the duke of Longueville was to cauſe the ſtates 
of Normandy to hold at Rouen, for to have there ſome money for the king. 

The rumour, which was ſpread, that the prince of Conde had a mind to beſiege Queſnoy, 
was not true, there being no likelihood, that he would undertake this ſiege in a ſeaſon ſo 
far ſpent.

From Toulon they write of the third inſtant, that they can have no news from their

All the news 
here are of Naples, where the French army landed at Caſtlemare, as you had before 
and after poſſeſſing themſelves of it, within two days advanced to take the fort of Annun- 
tata, with about 1500 men, and there were met by licutenant-general Putamilla, with 
the Burgundian and German horſe ; where the French were routed, and moſt of them 
lain, befides 150 priſoners, whereof their chief commander is one, all conveyed to the 
city of Naples in pomp ; in which city many are now diſcovered, having ſecret intelli- 


gence with the duke of Guiſe, for which they are committed and done: Blakes will 


ſuffer; ſome are fled, and cannot yet be found. Now the French faction is up in Italy 
and Spain, yet not out of danger.

£ HE letter, which you were pleaſed to write to me, came time enough to confirm me * xx. 
in the reſolution, which I had taken to declare to the lord protector, that his majeſty p. 


doth deſire to fee an end of my negotiations, and upon what condition he doth deſire to treat. 
For theſe three weeks laſt paſt I have demanded audience for that purpoſe, and after ſeveral 
remiſes and delays upon different pretences, the maſter of the ceremonies was fent unto me 
two days ſince, to advertiſe me, that I ſhould have audience to-morrow. And in regard 
the lord protector 1 is informed by the ſaid diſcourſe, which I had with the ſecretary of ſtate, 
and my commiſſioners, of the ſubject of the ſaid audience, without doubt he will have taken 
his reſolution. 

The points, upon which we cannot agree, are reduced to three: the firſt and moſt difficult 
to refolve doth conſiſt in the precedency of place, the lord protector naming himſelf before 
the king in the inſtrument; the other, in the ſubmiſſion, which he will make in general 
terms, at the arbitrage of Hamburgh ; and the laſt, in the reciprocal clauſe of the private 
article, which he will reduce to particulars ; which I am to name to him, without tying his 
hands for the time to come. I do make account to declare to him, that his majeſty cannot 
acqut eſce in the firſt; and to offer to him, that there ſhall not be ſpoken in the title, nor in 
the articles, of his majeſty, nor of tlie protector. If the proviſo mentioned in my foregoing; 
letters had been agreeable, I would have propoſed at the laſt ; but ſince I receive no anſwer 
upon that overture, I will not ſpeak of it. I will alſo declare: that his majeſty cannot con- 
ſent, that the fenate of Hamburgh ſhould meddle with maritime laws and ordinances of 
France. As for the laſt point, that ſeemeth the caſieſt to overcome, although at preſent 
it is the only obſtacle, which doth appear in the treaty ; ſince that the ſecretary of ſtate and 
the commiſſioners were agreed, that my lord protector did not receive the commitiioners 
of our rebels, but that he would not oblige himſelf in writing. If ſo be he doth not give 
me upon the one and the other ſome ſatisfaction, I will declare, that his majeſty will not 
treat upon other terms; and that my ſtay here in England hencetorward cannot chooſe but 
tend to the prejudice of the dignity of France. 

Upon all this, my lord, you will be pleaſed to give me preciſe orders; and alſo con- 


cerning my return, in cafe the audience to-morrow doth not produce any effect. 

The honour nor the ſervice of his majeſty will not permit me to ſtay any longer in 
England, without ſhewing much lowneſs of ſpirit, after I have declared his majeſty's inten- 
tions. There are ſome, that will perſuade me, that the intentions of the government do 
not tend to peace. A Scotith officer told me, that having demanded of the lord protector, 


how to raiſe and tranſport into France ſome Scotiſh ſole hers: that it was demied him; but 


that he had leave given him to treat with Spain, Withal I pe rccive, that they now begin to 
halten the imbarking of thoſe troops deligned for the enterprize, whereof hath been ſpoken

OURS of the twentieth inſtant I received, wherem you acknowledge the receipt of 

all mine. It is well the pretended mutiny of your fleet at Portſmouth is ſo eaſily 
appcaſed ; it was not ſo expected here. R. C. and his crew, who have yet iome jurther 
hopes of diviſions in England, and Ormond from Paris, will mect ſome of England in ome 
part of France about it. The great deſign of the remonſtrance (the copy whereof J ſent to 
you) is retarded, for the reaſons I ſent to you in my laſt but this. | 

For news, I have nothing to add to my former letters; neither do I fee any ute at pre- 
ſent for any to be here, till next ſpring, ſince R. C. and his winter here for certain; aid 
I cannot tell you any thing, but you had before from me, unleſs I write or tcign lis: 
and fince my firſt arrival at Spaw, being in July laſt, till this preſent day, you had punctu— 
ally and in ſubſtance all that was to be had, and that as true as the matter was in itſelt; 
and J can aſſure you, R. C. Ormond, nor any belonging to them, have any other del:gns 
at preſent, but what is already written to you. 

This is an expenſive place; and after all my journeys after R. C. from place to place, 
my moneys are near at an end; for ſome winter cloaths I was neceſſitated to provide. If! 
ſtay longer, I muſt have more moneys ;- and that will be uſeleſs, when I have no more 
to write by every poſt, but that R. C. is here in eodem ſtatu. Thoſe you deal with, May 
expect more, which they cannot have of truth: if there were any to be had, they ſhouk!; 
ana when there is not, there is no fault. 

All that I can ſay now, is, that R. C. is here with a few in company. The weather 
is very cold; and fo almoſt every day he walks with his ſaid company a- foot. about the 
walls of this city, and they all bare-headed after him: ſo they get themielves heats. 

No news from Ormond ſince his going to Paris. Wilmot is not yet come, but daily 
expectation of relief from him; which we want very much.

inſtructions, thoſe relating to the courts of juſtice, I underſtanding tis intended in England 
to ſettle all the foure courts here, which in my opinion is very needles, as the preſent ſtate 
of affaires are in this nation, and will bring a great charge to the ſtate by officers; and 
when all is done, they will have little worke to doe, till Ireland be better planted ; as alſo 
by reaſon wee cannot probably gett able and honeſt lawyers to ſett on the bench. And 
therefore I thinke 'tis better to content ourſelves with chancery and upper bench, which 
will fully anſware the neceſiities of this country : and in the ſettling of theſe courts we have 
ſxe perſons, the names of which, if theſe courts be approved of, I ſhall ſend you, who are to ſitt 
as judges z and if need be, two or three more may be fit for ſuch imployments. The ſtate of 
as our treſurye is ſo low, that it very much concernes you, how you encreaſe the charge 
upon it; and I doubt, if wee have any come from England, they will be ſo much concerned 
in perticuler intereſts, that the publique may very much ſuffer thereby. Th'other buſines, 
which I ſhall mention, 1s about tythes, which I underſtand 1s endeavoured by ſome to be 
continued in the old way. And though in my owne judgment I little ſcruple the payment 
thereof, yet knowing, that it hath bine a bone of contention, I could wiſh it might be 
otherwiſe ſettled heere, wherein there wil be no difficultie to doe that, which my lord 
Protector hath ſo much attempted, the well ſettlement thereof in England; and it haveing 
bine that, wherein the armyes have ſo much engaged in their declarations and endeavours, 
that it will much diſſatisfy to have it run into the old channel: beſides, if it ſhould be con- 
tinued, as formerly, it wil be a meanes to keepe in many a wicked man in ſeverall pariſhes, 
wo mult, where the tithes are but ſmall, (as before) keepe an ale-houſe.

poſſeſs himſelt of ſuch towns and lands, that are contained and mentioned in the alliance. 

IV. That it is the intention of their high mightineſſes, that according to the example of 
all the preceding treaties, which are made by them before the obligation of the ſending of 
the ſaid ſuccour or ſubſidies ſhall take place, time ſhall be given to the ally, that is called upon, 
to try the way of accommodation. 1 | 

V. That their high mightineſſes take very much to heart a good and ſalutary regulation in 
the article of the marine, the ſame being for this ſtate the chief aim, which by the treaty 
now to be made ought to be attained, when it is nevertheleſs obſerved, that ſeveral conſi- 
derable points, propoſed tor that purpoſe by the ſaid lord embaſſador Boreel, to the commiſ- 
ſioners of his royal majeſty, are left out of the ſaid treaty, which needs muſt be inſerted 
therein, in order to attain, in ſome meaſure, the chiefeſt intent of this ſtate in the ſaid treaty : 
beſides which, ſome points in relation to the ſaid ſubject, that are inſerted in the ſaid projected 
treaty, are found to be couched in ſuch terms, that juſtice and equity is not conſulted therein 
as it ought, eſpecially in the article of prohibited goods; in relation whereunto it is ſaid in 
the 18th article, that in caſe the ſame ſhould be ſent to the enemies of any one of the 
alliances, all the goods ſhall be deemed lawful prize, as well the ſhip with her appurtenances, 
whercin the ſaid prohibited goods are laden, together with the other merchandizes, that ſhall 
alſo be found on board of the ſame ſhip, as the contraband or prohibited goods them- 
ſelves ; ſo that the French project is to be conſented to no further, than that the ſaid confiſ- 
cation be extended only to the goods laden on board, belonging to the ſame merchant or 
company, that have cauſed the ſaid prohibited goods to be laden; as allo to the ſhare of the 
ſhip, belonging to the maſter or captain, in caſe it ſhall be evident, that the ſhipping of the 
laid prohibited goods was done with his privacy. L0G

Y OURS of the 27th laſt month I received laſt night, and have ſent yours to Vienna and 


Cologne, as accuſtomed; as from thoſe cities you now have yours. It is now here con- 
feſſed, all is quiet in England; but the cavaliers and ſome others leave not to give out of 
great diviſions among yours yet: they aver it with much confidence. According to your 
deſires, of the ſtrength and number of the Iriſh regiments here, you may know, that in the 
archduke's army there are only two regiments; that of col. Philip Reily being above one 
thouſand ſtrong ; and col. Murphy's being not ſeven hundred. Lorraine had four regiments ; 
but they are reduced now to two regiments, under the command of col. Cuſack and col 
Connor. Both regiments conſiſt not of above 1500. The prince of Condé had ſix regi- 
ments, which are now reduced to three, under the command of col. Mortagh O- Brian, col 


Dampſie, and col. Meara. Thoſe three regiments conſiſt of about two thouſand and two 


hundred men; which is a true relation of their force here, or very near it. 
The news here are, that Clermont is ſurrender'd, as was from the beginning expected. 


There parted diſarmed from that gariſon to prince of Conde 230 men into Montmedi. 


All our troops are ordered to their winter quarters. We have ſet in a place Caſtlente ſixty. 
four companies of horſe, and ſeven regiments of foot, for fear of ſome attempts by the 
enemies, being neceſſary to preſerve the places about La Baſſee and Bethune, as alſo Alyel- 
din, Marchin, Perclau, Illers, and other places about; and we have given orders to all and 
every of thoſe, that quarter in thoſe places, that in caſe the enemy ſhould attempt any thing 
againſt them, that upon pain of death they hold out at leaſt forty-eight hours, to the end 
the adjoining troops and peaſants may relieve them. 

The prince of Conde's troops are quartered in the country of Luxembourg, and he him- 
ſelf yet at Namur, and ſuddenly expected here, where count Fuenſaldagna the coward i; 


already, after quartering the archduke's army. | 
Beſides the preſents his majeſty of Spain gnade to the prince of Condé, in giving him 


| La Capelle and Chaſtelet, in recompence for Stenay and Clermont, with 100,000 crowns 
penſion yearly, he ſent to him a ſword, with the ſcabbard all beſet with diamonds, and 


other precious ſtones, valued to be worth 30,000 crowns. I hear, that the faid prince 
hath alſo ſeized upon 100,000 of crowns the king of Spain ſent to his wife the princeß, 
as a gift, and took it for himſelf. 

The duke of Wirtemberg having intelligence here, that ſix regiments of French horſe 
lodged in the village of Montagu, betwixt Ham and Rocroy, he ſent preſently the baron of 
Guldenleue, natural ſon of the king of Denmark, ſerjeant- major general de battaille, and col. 
Rens, with three hundred horſe, towards the enemy; whom they found ſo careleſs, that ſetting 
their quarters on fire, and ſtopping all paſſages, by which they might eſcape, many of them 
were burnt, and among the reſt he that commanded them in chief, marſhal de Pleſſis 
Praſlin's own ſon ; ſo that of the whole not above thirty men eſcaped ; and about ſix hun- 
dred horſe of theirs, fit for ſervice, have been taken. 

I writ to you in my laſt but this, of the plot laid to ſurpriſe Guelders, which was contrived 
by two German colonels diſcontented, one of them reſiding within the gariſon, and the 
other without, to put that ſtrong gariſon into the poſſeſſion of the French. He that was 
without, treated the buſineſs with him that was within, who accepted of it; ſo that 300 


men were ſeverally to enter in boors habits by ſeveral gates, and to lodge in divers 


houſes. The time of execution drawing near, the colonel within repented, and conſulted 
his neareſt friends, who condemned the act as treacherous ; and thereupon the colonel reſolved 


to give notice to the prince of Ligne; which was done, and thereby all the 300 men 


taken priſoners, and a reward given to the colonel for the diſcovery. 

It is reported here from Spain, that count Peneranda is to go embaſſador for Rome. 

A week ago here has been a report, that the queen of Bohemia was in this city, or the 
princeſs of Orange with the princeſs of Hoogſholdet, and after a ſhort ſtay here returned 
to Antwerp, to viſit the queen of Sweden. But of this I have no aſſurance, nor more to 
lay of the queen of Sweden, or any thing elſe at preſent, but what you had formerly

| WE received on thurſday laſt at one time three of your letters; and this retardment 
cauſed great trouble at court, and men did attribute it to ſome diviſion in the country

where you are, being fo far perſuaded here, that the parliament cannot ſeparate _ 
rul 
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ruining the protector, or the protector them. And there are ſome perſons, who do give A. D. 


ſeparately ſome agent or correſpondent, from whom they do receive very often intelligence 
of the ſtate of affairs in that country, and who are authors of great hope of change, upon 
which they do ground their reſolution, rather to incline to a breach or a delaying of the :gre2- 
ment, than of acquieſcing upon the concluſion. And that which I write you, is not of my par- 
ticular opinion, but of ſome of the lords of the council, who do think, that it is either upon 
the expectation of ſome change, that thoſe two miniſters are inclined to a breach; or that it 
is by reaſon of the great intereſts they have in the prizes, which have been taken from the 
Ungliſh in the Mediterranean, whereof they will not be known, and that they muſt make 
reſtitution, if they ſhould conſent to the arbitrage; and that the only means to free them from 
thoſe reſtitutions are only to be found in an open war, or in a compoſition, which was pro- 
pofed unto you, which it ſeemed would not be hearkened unto, as theſe lords did imagine 
themſelves it would. They have ever ſince carried their inclinations, diſcourſes and counſel 
for a breach: yet notwithſtanding M. de Brienne hath charged me to write to you, beſides 
what he will write to you about it in his own letters, that although in the letters of the king, 
and likewiſe in thoſe of his eminence himſelf, they ſhould order you to break off the nego- 
tiation, and to return home, yet you are to uſe great delays in the execution of thoſe orders; 
and that you ſhould make more than ten diſpatches ; and that you ſhould have more than ten 
confirmative orders for the rupture, before you conclude it. And herein your prudence and 


ſil! are to appear, as well by ſignify1.;; over hither in your letters ſometimes the power of 


the protector, ſometimes that of the commonwealth, and of the diſpoſition of the people 
there againſt France, united in their intentions to make war; another time to repreſent the 


ſtrength of the armies of that country, where you are, which do wiſh nothing more than to 


be landed in France. In another letter you are to make them here to apprehend the relations 
of the body of the religion and this ſtate with them, whereby to hinder jo ſudden a reſolution 
for war. In another expedition you are to let them ſee the intelligences of the prince and 
of the rebels of Guienne with the Engliſh, who being favour'd, might alſo make ruinous 
landings in France. In another letter you are to give them to underitand the aſſiſtance and 
uon of Spain with the Engliſn againſt us, from the very moment of a rupture. In another 
letter you are alſo to let them know the union of the Hollanders, Swedes, Denmark, with 
all thoſe of the religion, that border upon the North ſea; and who having made a league 
oftenſive and defenſive, will alſo become our enemies by a breach. Theſe are the divers 
conſiderations and reaſonings, whereof you are to make uſe in your letters, and which you 


are to inlarge as much as is poſſible, when you ſhall have received the orders of the rupture. 


And you will judge of yourſelf, whether it be fit to draw all theſe conſiderations out at length, 
or to inſert them in one letter, which you are to ſend before your rupture, or before your 
rcturn, M. de Brienne, who doth ſtill aim at the welfare of France, and who doth allo 
write to you his particular opinion, and who doth apprehend, that this chief miniſter, happen- 
ing to repent himſelf ſuddenly of the rupture, might impute the. cauſe thereof to you for 
being over-haſty in a buſineſs of this weight and conſequence, and for not uſing more pru- 
dence and conſideration z wheretore his particular opinion is, to do all that you can to come 
to ſome treaty, or to remain in a retardment of a rupture ſo dangerous to this ſtate, and 
© which the miniſters can never agree urto, but they will repent themſelves for it for ever 
atterwards.

The 27th of the laſt, news came from Provence to the king and his council, that at Mar- 
ſeilles and Toulon were arrived all the duke of Guiſe's fire-ſhips, the moſt of them much 
torn ; and that thoſe, that are in them, ſay, that the ſaid duke had been caſt by the ſtorm 
on the iſle of Malta, where his ſhips had ſuffered much; and that having defired ſome 
refreſhment for his fleet of the great maſter of Malta, the latter deſired to be excuſed, alleg- 
ing to the duke of Guiſe, that being a neighbour and friend to the vice-king of Sicily, he 
could not relieve him without offence to the other. News came alſo, that *tis not known, 
where that duke is with his navy. This is quite contrary to that his majeſty received lately, 
that the duke had taken many places in Calabria. f 
Cardinal Mazarin hath received letters from cardinal Antonio, intimating that cardinal of 
Retz was come to Rome, and that all the cardinals were reſolved to adhere to him; and that 
they took his cauſe in hand, demanding that he be reſtored and maintained in his archbiſhop- 
rick of Paris, and other church- livings in France. The pope, the great duke of Florence, 
and the conſiſtory of cardinals, have allowed him 50001. ſterling yearly. | | 
Letters from Seville in Spain certify us, that general Blake had joined the Spaniſh men of 
war, which are upon the Mediterranean ſea; and that the rumor was, that they were going 


to ſet upon the duke of Guile. | 
'Tis ſaid the duke of Orleans is coming to the court; and that he will be reconciled unto 


the cardinal ; but that is not certain. | 

The king hath ſeen the pictures of the duke of Savoy's ſiſter, of the duke of Modena's 
daughter, and of the duke of Orleans's ſecond daughter; and this pleaſes him beſt. 

The king hath ordered the demolition of Clermont and Stenay caſtle. The pope's nuncio 
hath preſented unto the king a letter from his maſter, by which he ſignifies the arrival of the 
cardinal of Retz; and prays him to ſend him to Rome the charges and accuſations againſt 
the ſaid cardinal, promiſing him juſtice, in caſe he be guilty. 

De Lionne, who is lately gone for Rome as an extraordinary embaſſador, isto receive 600,000 
ranks by letter of exchange; and that ſum is to be diſtributed among the cardinals. He hath 
an order to offer in the king's name unto the cardinal of Retz his archbiſhoprick of Paris, 
and all the church-lvings the late archbiſhop his uncle did enjoy.

peace made between his majeſty of Sweden and the faid city, on the twenty- fourth of p. 342. 

this month, S. V. and on the twenty- fifth, being the next enſuing day, the articles of the ſaid 

agreement were to be reviſed and adjuſted. But how and in what manner the ſame was per- 

formed, no information as yet is come thence ; only thus much, that the city was to give 

unto his majeſty the Burgh, and two other places of importance belonging unto the ſaid city, 

vi. Berghſte and Lehe, for ſatisfaction; and then for the reducing of His majeſty's forces to 

pay the ſum of 12,000 rixdollars. Theſe are the chief: the other conditions (as by a perſon 

of quality I am fully aſſured ) are ſo tender and tolerable for the Bremers, that it ſeems to 

have pleaſed his majeſty rather to manifeſt in this agreement his royal clemency, and ſincere 

love and inclination to peace, than to make uſe of this advantage in taking a juſt and ſevere 

vengeance of them. Whereof, and of the tenor of the other particulars, the next poſt, God 

willing, will yield us a more ſpecial account.

IRECEIVED nothing from you ſince my former, by reaſon the poſt of England is not 
yet arrived, either of this day, or friday laſt; and all think it is by reaſon of this fol 
weather, which cannot be helped, til! God pleaſes to diſpoſe it otherwiſe. 

Hence you cannot have any great news of conſequence fince my former. The cardinal 
a little indiſpoſed, ſince he heard of his father's death, Don Pietro Mazarin. 

The duke of Rohan is now in perfect health, being recovered beyond expectation, by the 
means of a poor ſhoemaker's experience, by a kind of powder, after all phyſicians quitted 
him, judging him for dead. | 

Saturday laſt the king was well entertained at ſupper with the cardinal, and afterwards they 


came to the ball, where they ſpent an hour and half dancing; and when they finiſhed, the 
queen 
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queen went up to the cardinal's chamber, where they were in conference till three o'clock after A. D. 1654. 
midnight. Sunday in the afternoon the king gave audience to the embaſſadors of Venice, w—w=—w 
and envoy of Parma, and him of Sweden, called count de Braune, who had audience alſo 
from the queen the ſame day. ER 

Monday following Madame de Chaſtillon, the great creature of the prince of Conds, arrived 
here by permiſſion trom court, and came before the queen the ſame day, ſignifying her fidelity 

and a*teftion to the king; which the reſt of the ladies of the court did much admire : but 
ſome do think ſhe is come from the prince about ſome buſineſs ; and others, nothing but to 
live quietly. | 

T de — of Spinola arrived at Orleans, who is ſoon expected here as embaſſador from 
thoſe of Genoa, to propoſe an alliance between that ſtate and his maſters. 

Father Wantadour, a Jeſuit, quitted his convent againſt his maſter's will, to take poſſeſſion 
of a biſhoprick, which the king was pleaſed to confer upon him. The king had a declaration 
verified the laſt day in parliament in the chamber des comptes, by which he created gentlemen 
twelve maſters, that were of ſeveral houſes here in Paris, and thirty-ſix ſervants, which are 
now all made gentlemen ; but all that was to get their moneys. Some report, that the 
Polanders and Muſcovites have fought, and the Polanders got the worſt, and loſt above 
50,000 Poles, and forty officers, all noblemen ; and ſome fay, the king himſelf, after having 
been there wounded, died of his wounds : but of this we have no certainty, only relations. 

Your friend in Rome adds to his letters, after writing of them, that an expreſs arrived there 
from the viceroy of Naples to the Spaniſh miniſters that ſame day, ſignifying the landing of 
the duke of Guiſe, and the taking of Caſtelmare by the faid duke, where now he is with 
what forces he has there. But you muſt know how that place was taken thus; the 
duke of Guiſe ſent ſome Italians, that were in ſome of his ſhips, behind the walls of 
that fort, during the time he was playing himſelf on the other ſide with his cannon. 
The Italians, diſſembling to be Spaniards, or of that faction, cried loudly, Yivat rex 
Hiſpanie | which the governor perceiving, cauſed the gate to be opened for them: but they, 
as ſoon as they came toge her, gave the ſign, that was between themſelves and the duke of 
Guiſe ; and upon that the duke advanced. The governor fell rather upon the Italians within; 

| andin the mean time Guiſe took poſſeſſion of the fort, where there were 1500 men in gariſon, 
and it within five leagues, or rather fifteen miles, the city of Naples, a very conſiderable place, 
which will hinder the communication of Sicily and Calabria from Naples, and beſides will 
cauſe a great diſorder through all the country. The viceroy of Naples, hearing this news, 
was mad at it, and called together all the nobility of the country, in his maſter's name, of 
whom ſome came, and others not : but he endeavours now to alter all the gariſons upon the 
frontier; in the mean time Guiſe is not aſleep. 

His holineſs ſent the abbot Charrier to Florence, to accompany cardinal de Retz to Rome, 
and tell him, his eminence ſhould be heartily welcome to his holineſs, who promiſed to ſhew 
him all favour, honour, and affection. | 
| Yeſterday arrived here an extraordinary courrier from the duke of Guiſe himſelf, with the 
confirmation of what is above written, and ſignifying how he was forced to attempt that place, 
being the neareſt to him at that time, and having nothing to live withal either for himſelf or his 
men, the wind having turned away all his galleys towards Malta, having no men there but 
thoſe that were in the ſhips ; yet he ſays, he hopes his galleys will be ſoon back. He ſays alſo, 
that he endeavours now to beat down all the mills about Naples. He deſires, that more forces 
might 1 ſent to him; and he has great hopes, he ſhall compaſs what he deſigns, by the aſſiſt- 
ance of God. | | | / : 

The viceroy did not imagine he would venture ſo near the city : he is now raiſing forces in 
thoſe places; but the duke ſays, God will help his own, &c. | 

All our forces here are coming to their winter-quarters. The king's ball is finiſhed, 
and was not ſo pleaſant as expected: the queen did not like it. Duke of Glouceſter lives {till 
in the ſuburbs of St. Germains, with Ormond and Radcliffe. | |

MY laſt letter will have informed you at large of the meaſures, that are taken here upon the Vol. xz. 
ſubject of your negotiation, and of a diſpoſition to a rupture, rather than to ſuffer ſo many p. 370. 
'hametul delays to France. The letter, which was to have been ſent to you on ſaturday 
—aft-upon thar ſubject, was retarded, it being thought fit to reſolve upon it at the firſt ſitting 
ot the council above, before it be ſent to you, which was to have met on monday ; but it was 
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A.D.1654.put off for that day, upon the news, that came at that time of the death of the father of his 
— eminence, Who is in cloſe mourning, and alſo withdrawn for ſome days. You muſt not forget

to compliment him upon it, either by your firſt letter, or by the occafion of an expreſs, which 
you may ſend, if there chance to paſs any thing in your negotiation, that may deferve it. In 
the mean time M. Servien is preparing to go to work about a manifeſto ; although he tells me 
every time he ſeeth me, that it is a work, which ought rather to proceed from you than any 
other perſon. And this 1s not only my opinion, but of all thoſe, that do take part in your 
intereſts ; which ought to oblige you betimes to put all your papers in good order, either to 
make uſe of them yourſelf, or to ſend them over to the earl of Brienne, when he ſhall ſend for 
them. He doth conceive, that after you have received the letter, which is to be ſent to you, 
and that is once here declared to the lord protector, as well in particular as in general, the little 
ſatisfaction, that is given to his majeſty upon thoſe things, which he doth demand with 6 
much juſtice, that you ought, under pretence of coming yourſelf, to ſignify to the king and 
his council the difficulties that remain; that fo ſuch reſolutions may be taken as may ſerve to 
remove them in all haſte, and to make an end with them. And being come back into France, 


you will find at Calais the order of the king, to let them know the diſcontent of France; and by 


reaſon we cannot bear any _—_ with their proceedings, you are not to return any more into 
England. This is to be the form of your retreat, which M. Servien hath ſignified to be very 
neceſſary, and which hath been very much approved of, that ſo your perſon may not be 
expoſed to the hazard of any detention or ill uſage at your return, or in your paſſage. And 
of all this, that is here mentioned, you will receive the orders of the king, remitting all things 


to the knowledge, which you have of the ſtate of affairs, which you are to manage, as well for 


the ſervice of the king, as your own preſervation : and in regard the diſpoſitions here are inclin'd 
to a breach, it will be requiſite for you to write about your expences, &c.

My Lonp, : 


I PERCEIVE by the letter, which you were pleaſed to write to me of the eighteenth, that 
you did conceive upon my foregoing letters great hope of the end of my negotiation, and 
that in your parts it is repreſented, as if it would be an happy one; but I cannot yet aſſure you 
either of the one or the other. The lord protector will not conclude, and conſequently his 
miniſters will not give me any anſwer ; and if the voice of the people is that of God, this ſtate 
doth rather incline to continue the acts of hoſtility, than to agree. And in truth, it would 
make very well for the protector, if we would always leave him in the ſame condition he is in 
at preſent; but you know, my lord, better than I, that our commerce and the ſervice of the 
king will not agree to that; and I can aſſure you, that within a few days all theſe delays wil 
have an end, elſe I will return home. The lord Nieuport told me yeſterday, that being in 
diſcourſe not long ſince with the ſecretary of ſtate about the accommodation with France, he 
ſeemed to be very well affected to it. I laid the excuſe of all theſe delays upon their dome- 


ſtick affairs, wherewith they have been wholly imployed ; and indeed they have been very 


many and great: yet they might have ſpared one hour to have applied themſelves to the 
treaty, that is begun two years ſince ſo that theſe delays muſt proceed from ſome particular 
policy of the lord protector, into whoſe opinion and judgment it is very hard to penetrate. 
Certainly the deſcription, which the lord Beverning hath made of him, is with much ground, 
and without diminiſhing any thing of his prudence, which hath appeared hitherto in a hig 
degree. We may expect, that he will not fo lightly engage in a rupture with a ſtate ſo powerful 
as France. It may be ſaid, that the diſſimulation is no wiſe inferior to him. The teſtimony, 
which the ſaid lord Beverning hath given of me, hath not ſo much ground. I could not pet 


ceive by the diſcourſe of the ſaid lord Nieuport, whether the paſſage of Beverning throug 


Flanders was myſterious : the ſtay, that he made there, could not but increaſe the ſuſpicions, 
which ſome of this country had of it. You will have at preſent a more ample confirmation 0 
the diſgrace of M. de Guiſe : that prince is no more fortunate in war than in love; and his 
deſtiny doth cauſe me to apprehend, that at his return he or part of his fleet will fall into the
